The Grand Alliance 
was formed toon after this, and a War enſued, full of extraordinary Events,

Till at laſt, by as extraordinary Accidents, the Kingdom of Spain, for the 


reſcuing of which out of the hands of the Houſe of Bourbon, ſo much 
Blood and Treaſure had been expended, was, after many great and ſignal 
Victories obtained againſt that Family, given to it, when it was almoſt con- 
quered. The great Duke of Marlborough was, after all his Victories and 


Triumphs, diſgraced ; and the Duke of Ormond was ſent to publiſh, on a 
ſudden, a Ceſlation of Arms, which broke the Grand Alliance, and defeated 
all the Councils of our Allies, and the Projects formed for a great Campaign. 


This gave new Life and Vigour, and even Victory, to the dejected Houſe of 
Bourbon. England was ſoon after reduced to ſend ſome of its principal Mi- 
niſters into France, to ſue for a much worſe Peace than France had ever yet 
offered ; after ſhe had, but a few Months before, been in a condition to 
give Laws to her Enemies, and ſettle ſuch a Ballance of Power in Europe, 


for the Security of it, as ſhe pleaſed. We were ſoon after threatned by 
France, and, immediately upon the Proteſtant Succeſſion' taking place, the 


Popiſh Pretender landed in Scotland, out of French Shipping; that Nation 


menaced us with Deſtruction, and We were in ſuch danger from our new 


Friends,

As1I give an account of Times, in which great Revolutions and Wars hap- 


pen d in Moſcouy, Poland, Sweden, Denmark, &c. fo I have now and 


then gone a little out of the way, by inſerting ſome Letters, and other 
Papers relating to the Afﬀairs of thoſe Countries, though neither the late 


Duke of Mancheſter nor myſelf were directly employed in them: But thoſe 
were likewiſe copied by myſelf out of the Original Letters and Papers, 


which were ſent by the Britiſb and other Miniſters reſiding at thoſe Courts: 


ſo that in this alſo I do not give my own, but their Accounts. 


| I begin with a very ſhort Relation of what happened during the late Duke 
of Mancheſter's firſt Embaſſy to Yenzce in the Year 1697, though I was not 
then with him, but with the Earl of Pembroke at the Hague and Ny / 
wick.

Tears I reſided at Venice, in the Reigns of the late Queen Anne and King 


George the Firſt, of glorious Memory: But I muſt either have made that 


very imperfect, or ſwell'd this Work to a very great ſize; and ſo many 


that were then employed are alive, and Parties were ſo warm, that I thought 
it better to deſiſt, and go on with it at my leiſure 3 and either print it ſome 
Years hence, if God ſpares my Life, or leave it to my Heirs to diſpoſe of 
as they ſhall think proper. 


I have intirely avoided the giving Characters of Perſons ; for, beſides that

Imaginations, and. ſometimes the Miſrepreſen- 
tations of Paſſion and Prejudice. Tis the Actions of Men, rather than their 
Characters, the Publick is concerned in; and of theſe we may have a certain

(Fe H E Republick of Venice was the laſt of the conſiderable 


Powers in Europe, not engaged in the War againſt us, ſince 
the Revolution, that would acknowledge King Milliam. 
After Admiral Ruſſel had appeared with a great Fleet in the 
Mediterranean Sea, andwhen the Republick ſaw a general 
Peace could not be far off, they ſent a ſolemn Embaſly 
to London. His Majeſty, reſolving to return their Com- 
— pliment by an Extraordinary Ambaſſador, appointed the 

Right Honourable Charles Earl of Mancheſter for that Service. His Lordſhip 
had always appeared zealous in the Cauſe of Liberty, and had at his own 
Expence accompanied the King, as a Voluntier, with a very handſome Re- 
tinue, into Ireland; and was in the Engagements at the Battle of the Boyne, 
at the Siege of Lymerick, &c. and after the Reduction of Ireland, he was 
made Captain of the Band of Yeomen of the Guards. The Reaſons, and

You ſhall at your Audience, and all other publick Occaſions, take par- 
ticular care to maintain the Dignity of our Character, and that you be re- 
ceived and treated with the ſame Honours and Reſpects, as have been at any 
time ſhewed to the Ambaſſadors Extraordinary of Our Royal Predeceſſors, 
or thoſe ſent to the Republick from Spain, France, or other Crowned Heads. 

You ſhall, during your ſtay there, carefully maintain a good Correſpon- 
dence with the Miniſters of all Princes and States now in Amity and Alliance 

with Us; and You ſhall endeavour to penetrate into any Leagues or Nego- 
ciations that may be carrying on between the Republick, and any other Prince 
or State, and into all other Matters and Tranſactions of State, which may be 
fit for Us to know, and give us a particular Account thereof. 


Whereas it has been the Practice of divers years for Ambaſſadors, not to 


give the Hand in their own Houſes to Envoys, as was particularly directed by 
an Order of Council in the Reign of our Royal Uncle King Charles the 
Second, bearing Date the 26th of Auguſt, 1678. You arc to obſerve the 
ſaid Order, and govern yourſelf accordingly. 

You ſhall in Our Name make ſuch Application as s ſhall be neceſſary to 


maintain and preſerve Our Subjects, trading to, or in the Dominions and 


Territories of the Republick, in all ſuch Privileges and Immunities as they 

have hitherto enjoy'd, and to remove and redreſs all ſuch Difficulties and 
Grievances, which they have juſt reaſon to complain of; ſome particulars 
whereof you will be acquainted with by a Copy of a Memorial, (delivered 


to you with theſe Our Inſtructions) which by Our Order was put into the 


hands of the YVenetian Ambaſſadors ſent to Us: And the Article concerning 


ſuch Engliſh Seamen, and other Our Subjects, as are detained as Slaves in 


their Galleys, you are eſpecially to take notice a as being ſo contrary to 
the Friendſhip and good Correſpondence between Us and the Republick ; and 
you ſhall endeavour by all means to procure the Liberty of ſuch as are now 


in thcir Galleys, and that ſuch Orders be given, that the like may not happen | 


for the future. 


You ſhall obſerve from time to time ſuch farther Inſtructions and Directions 


as you ſhall receive from Us, or one of Our Principal Secretaries of State, 
to whom you ſhall give conſtant Accounts of your Proceed ings during this 
your Embaſſy.

FE HERE being divers Complaints made by his Majeſty's Subjects of 
the ill Treatment they have received from the Commanders of the 
Ships belonging to the Republick of Venice; and it having particularly been 
repreſented to His Majeſty, that the Trumbull and Cloudeſly Galleys did in 
October laſt, by Virtue of the Commiſſions they had from His Majeſty's Com- 
miſſioners of the Admiralty, take a French Veſſel near the Coaſt of Napoli 
di Romania, on board of which they found a Bag of 797 Chekines, which 
Money was afterwards claimed by the Captain-General of the Venetian Fleet, 
and upon the Refuſal of the Commanders of the Trumbull and Cloudeſly 
Galleys to deliver the ſame, as being taken on board an Enemy, the ſaid 
Captain-General ſent out ſome of his Galleys, who violently ſeized upon, and 
carried away the ſaid Prize with the Engliſb Scamen on board her; and had 
not the Cloudeſly and Trumbull Galleys been too nimble for them, the deſign 
Was to have taken them likewiſe. An Engliſb Ship called the Revenge, which 
cruiſed about the Entry of the Arches, going into one of the Venetian Ports, 
near Napoli di Romania, was immediately ordered to put off to Sea again, and 
being neceſſitated to enter into another of the Venetian Ports to water, ſhe 
had Guards put on board, and before ſhe had repaired her damages, was forced 
out again, and a French Veſſel was armed out to follow her; by which ſhe 
was taken, and towed by the ſaid French Veſſel into the Port of Napoli di 
Romania, where ſhe was laid by the Stern of the Captain-General. Several 
Complaints have likewiſe come of late from Smyrna of the hard uſage of

We are fully perſuaded of His Majeſty's favourable Inclination towards Us, 
both upon the account of Out ancient and unalterable Friendſhip with the 


Crown of England, and for the particular Reſpe& we profeſs for His Royal 
Perſon, whoſe Name having been long famous for warlike Actions, is now 


likewiſe become ſo for the great Prudence and Zeal he has ſhewn in promoting 
and facilitating the ſo much deſired Peace of Chriſtendom, upon the account 


of the good n that may attend it, in oppreſſing the common

TT will not be improper in this place to give my Readers a ſhort Account of 
the Government of Venice, and in what manner Ambaſſadors of crowned 
Hcads are received, and how they tranſa& their buſineſs with the Republick : 


as it is very different from what is practiſed in other places, and as it will | 


explain what is contained in the latter end of this Book. 


Within two or three days after an Ambaſſador is arrived, he ſends a 
Meſſage to the College, by his Secretary, who notifies to the Secretary of 


the College, called out by the Door-keeper, that the Ambaſlador is arrived, 
and that he deſigns to make his publick Entry very ſoon, and ſhall deſire a 
publick Audience. The Secretary of State goes into the College, and re- 
turns to the Ambaſſador's Secretary, to whom he ſays, il Savio ha intaſo, 
that is, the Sage has underſtood it. All other Meſſages are thus ſent by the 
Secretary, and all Memorials are preſented by him. The Anſwers to them 


are brought to the Ambaſſador's Houſe by a Secretary of the Republick, who 
there 
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© there dictates them to the Secretary of the Ambaſſador, after he has read 
them to the Ambaſſador himſelf in the preſence of his Secretary: but he 
carries the original Writings back with him. The Secretaries of the College, 
the Senate, &c. are never choſen out of the Body of the Nobility, but always 
out of the principal Families of the other Inhabitants, called there Citt adini. 
By Cittadini they mean all the better ſorts of the Inhabitants, as Lawyers, 
Phyſicians, and others, above the degree of a Merchant. 
When the Day for an Ambaſſador's Publick Entry is agreed on, he goes 
early in the Morning with all his rich Gondolas with four Oars each, and 
accompanied by his Domeſticks, the Conſul, all the Merchants, and others of 
his Nation, to a Convent on an Idland about two Miles from Venice. There 
a Cavalier of the Golden Stole, who is a Nobleman that has been Ambaſſador. 
to ſome crowned Head, and uſually one who has been at the Court of the 
Ambaſſador's Maſter, comes in a Gondola with four Oars, accompanied by 


ſixty other Noblemen, all Members of the Senate, all in their own Gondolas 


with four Oars, and in their ſcarlet Robes, to compliment the Ambaſlador in 
the Name of the Republick. The Ambaſſador receives all the Company in 
the Convent, and after a ſhort ſtay, he ſteps into the Gondola of the Cavalier, 

and cach Nobleman takes one of the Suite of the Ambaſſador into his 


|  Gondola, where the Ambaſſador and all his Company, to the loweſt of his 


Servants that are out of Livery, take place of the Noblemen. Thius they 
row up to Venice, and going into the Amballador's Palace, the Cavalier 
keeps on the left-hand of the Ambaſſador, who gives the Cavalier the right- 
hand when he conducts him down Stairs, and ſo do all his Attendants to © 
the Senators. 333% | = . 
The next day the ſame Cavalier and Senators appear in Gondolas, with 
two Oars each, before the Palace of the Ambaſſador, who receives the Ca- 
valier on the middle of the Stairs, giving the right hand to the Cavalier, 
as his Attendants do to the Nobles; for then it is looked upon as if he was 
at home. The Ambaſſador entertains the whole Company, on both days, with 
 ſomeRefreſhments, as Chocolate, Coffee, Limonade, Sweet-Meats, c. In 
going out of his Palace, the Ambaſſador takes again the right-hand of the 
Cavalier, and ſo do his Attendants of the Senators; and thus they go in 
the ſeveral Gondoias, where the left ſide is the moſt honourable place. 
They all go up the College, the Doors of which ſtand wide open. As 
ſoon as the Ambaſſador enters the College, the Doge and all the Members of 
the College rife up from their Seats. The Ambaſſador makes three Bows, 
one at the Door, one in the middle of the Room, and the third before the 
Throne of the Doge. Then the Ambaſſador ſits down on the right hand 
of the Doge, covers himſelf, and preſents his Credential Letters, which are 
read by a Secretary of the College; after which, the Ambaſſador makes his 
Speech, the Doors of the College being all the while left wide open for the 
Masks, and every body. The Doge anſwers to the Speech, and then the 
__ Ambaſſador returns home, where he does again regale the Company with 
all ſorts of Refreſhments ; after which, he conducts the Cavalier to his 
Gondola, giving him the right hand. During thoſe two days, the whole 
Town is in mask, and there is Muſick all night in the Ambaſſador's Houle, 
where all who will come, are entertain'd with Wine, Coffee, and all fort of 
Refreſhments, ſo that crouds of Masks go and come continually ; ſmall Guns, 
or Mortars are fired about the Houſe, c. There are Trumpets and Drums; 
and great quantities of Loaves of Bread, and Pitchers with Wine are given 
away to the common People, who croud about the Palace. 
The Ambaſſador's Speech is by the Sage of the Week reported to the Senate 
with the Anſwer, which the College has prepared for the Senate to conſider 
on. When this Anſwer, or any other, is approved of by the Senate, the 
College ſends a Secretary to the Ambaſſador, to know when his Excellency 
will come to the College to receive the Senate's Anſwer to his Speech. He 
appoints generally the next morning, _ then he is rowed, with all — 
| Fo e- 
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Retinue in Gondolas, to the Place of St. Mark, and goes over an inner Court 
of the Palace up the open Stairs, &c. all his Company and Servants walking 
before him, except his Secretary, who uſually walks on his left ſide. When 
he comes to the Antichamber of the College, he fits down to reſt, and 
ſends word by a Secretary of the College, who waits for him, that he is 


come Then the Doors are immediately opened, and he goes in alone, and 


the Doors are ſhut. He makes his three Bows, and fits again covered on the 
right hand of the Doge, who reads the Senate's Anſwer to him. After this 
the Ambaſſador and his Secretary go with the Secretary of the College into 
the Chapel of the Palace, where the Secretary dictates the Anſwer of the 


Senate to the Ambaſſador's Secretary. Then the Secretary of State ac- 


companies the Ambaſſador to the head of the firſt Stairs only, and no far- 


ther. The Anibaſſador goes down theſe and the great open Stairs, called 


the Stairs of the Gzants; then, and only at that time, he walks over the 
Place of Hr. Mark, and fo thorough all the Merceria, which is a long Street 


full of Shops, down to the Rialto Bridge, where he takes his Gondolas and 
goes home. At other times he goes from the Palace directly to his Gondola. 


Tho all Audiences here are publick Audiences, yet does no one Perſon 
wait on, and conduct the Ambaſlador, either from his Houſe, nor even from 


the Stairs of the Palace of N. Mark, except only at his firſt Audience. The 
Dage and the whole College always riſe as ſoon as the Ambaſſador comes 
into the Room, and they do not ſit down nor cover themſelves till the Am- 


baſſador ſits down: but the Dage does not take off his Crown or Ducal 
Horn; becauſe, as the Yenetians ſay, this Horn is the Symbol of their Do- 
minion, and under the abſolute Power of the Republick ; and the Duke not 


being a Sovereign, he has no power of taking it off when he pleaſes. This 


however is no good Reaſon, becauſe the Vice-Doge keeps on his black Cap 


in the College, when an Ambaſlador appears there, at a time that a Doge 


is ſick, or abſent, and even then Ambaſſadors ſpeak as if the Doge was there, 


and begin their Speech with Moſt Serene Prince, &c. and the Doge takes off 


this Horn in the College, when a Sovereign Prince or a Cardinal appears 
there. 5 | Tg TO | 

The College, conſiſting of Twenty-ſix Noblemen, are the Doge, whoſe Poſt 
is for Life; ſix Conſiglieri, Counſellors, who are choſen by the Great Coun- 


_cil for eight Months; that is, thoſe three, who are choſen on the firſt of 
April, go out on the firſt of December; and thoſe three that are choſen on 


the firſt of June, go out on the firſt of February following. In the abſence 
of the Doge, the eldeſt of theſe Counſellors is always Vice-Doge. Three 


| Cipi di Quaranta, Heads of the Courts of forty Judges. Thele are choſen | 


by the Senate, for two Months each. Six Savii del Conſiglio, Sages of the 
Council, likewiſe choſen by the Senate; they ſerve Three Months, fo that 
every three Months three go out, and three new ones come in. Five Savii 
di Terra firma, Sages of thz Continent, who are likewiſe choſen by Ballot 
in the Scnate for ſix Months; and of theſe, three are choſen on the 
firſt of July, and they go out on the firſt of January; two come in on the 
firſt of October, and go out on the firſt of April following. Five Savii 
_ agh Ordinz, Sages of Order, who are likewiſe choſen by Ballot in the Senate 
for ſix Months each, and two come in on the firſt of October, and go out 
on the firſt of April; the other three come in on the firſt of July, and go 


out on the firſt of January. This College is addreſſed ro by the Words 
Sereniſſima Signoria, Moſt Serene Dominion, becauſe it repreſents the Pub- 


lick Majeſty. | 
The Senate was ſo called 4. Senzbus, from the Elders, becauſe it was the 
Cuſtom anciently that the Doges, when they had a much greater Power than 
they have now, choſe ſome of the Eldeſt and moſt Experienced among the 
Inhabitants of Yenzce, to conſult with on difficult matters, and in times of 
danger : but about the Year 1284, the Great Council conſtituted an ordinary 
Senate, conſiſting of ſixty Perſons, who were called Pregadi, from _> 
| | eing 
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being deſired to undertake the Ordinary Buſineſs of the Republick ; and in the 
| Year 1345, fixty more were added to them, and they were called the Aggt- 

wnta, Addition. Beſides theſe, feveral others fit in the Senate, by virtue of 
their Employments, as the Procurators of St. Mark, the whole College, the 
Council of Ten, the forty Criminal Judges, and others, ſo that the whole 
number does conliſt of 250, ſome few of which have no Votes. This Aſ- 
ſembly is tiled Excellentiſſimo Senato, moſt Excellent Senate. The Savio 
of the Week calls them together every Thurſday and every Saturday in the 
Afternoon, and ſometimes on other Days upon extraordinary Occaſions. 
| Here every thing that relates to the Government of the State is digeſted 
and refolved on. The ſixty of the Pregadi are choſen by the Great Council 
| by Ballot at ten meetings in Auguſt and September, and theſe begin their 
Function on the firſt of October following. When one of them dies, another 
is immediately choſen. The fixty of the Adjunta are choſen in like man- 
ner by the Great Council, on the zoth of Seprember in the Morning, and 
| when one of them dies, another is immediately choſen in his room. 
The Great Council, in which all Noblemen, who have attained to the 
Age of Twenty-two, have a Right to fit, and which at preſent conſiſts of 
about ſeventeen Hundred Men, js the whole Legiſlature, and the Sovereign 
Power of the Land; it chuſes the Doges, and other great Officers of the 
State, appoints the whole Senate, makes War and Peace, c. This Great 
Council meets every Sunday, and on ſome Holidays, in the Morning early. 
Every Nobleman, at his entrance into the Room, receives at the Door a ſmall 
Ball made of Linnen, becauſe it ſhould make no noiſe when it falls into 
the thick wooden balloting Box; and every one that goes out of the Room 
leaves a Ball at the Door, by which means the Door-keeper always knows 
how many Noblemen remain in the Great Council-Room. When a great 
Employment is to be diſpoſed of, the Doors are ſhut, and a number of 
Balls, equal to the number. of the Noblemen preſent, arc put into a deep 
Nobleman's Cap; three of theſe are of Gold, and all the others of Silver. 
Then they call up the Noblemen one by one, alphabetically, and each draws 
a Ball, and ſhews it, and ſo they go on till all the three Golden Balls are 
drawn out. Thoſe who draw the Golden Balls have a Right to name a Can- 
didate for the place, and the Name of this Candidate they write on a little 
piece of Paper. The three Perſons thus wrote down are each of them ſeparately 
balloted for; and he who has the greateſt Majority of theſe three, is declared 
the Perſon choſen for the Employment. A number of Hoſpital-Boys, all 
under fourteen Years of Age, go with the Balloting-Boxes down by the 
| Seats on which the Noblemen fit, and hold the Box before cach Man till 
he puts in his Ball. This Machine is a round hollow Tube of Wood, open 
before, and it has a wooden Handle behind. Two wooden Boxes are skrewed 
to this Tube, the one painted green, and the other red. Each Nobleman holds 
his Linnen Ball betwixt his Fore-finger and bis Thumb, then he thruſts his 
Hand into the Tube to the bottom, and drops the Ball, either in the green 
Box which holds thoſe that confirm, or into the red Box which holds thoſe 
that reject. This is all done with wonderful quickneſs, there being as many 
Boys, and as many Balloting-Boxes employed, as there are Benches. The 
Boys run back towards the Throne, on each ſide of which, but on the floor, 
ſits an Avogadore, ſome what like a Tribune of the People in ancient Rome; 
before each of theſe Avogadores ſtands a Table, which has a Box, or open 
Drawer, fixed with Hinges to one fide of it, into which all the Balls are 
emptied, the green Boxes going to the right hand, and the red Boxes being 
unskrew'd and emptied on the left ſide. Each Table is covered with a black 
Board, in which are two hundred Holes in regular Order, and each Hole is 
capable of holding one of theſe white Linnen Balls. The Avogadore lifts 
up the Box with the Hinges, puts the Balls upon the Table, and fills all the 
Holes with them. When theſe Holes are filled up, the Board, which is under 
this black Board with Holes, is let down, and pulled up again with a —_ 
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by which means all the Balls fall into the hollow of the Table, after which 
they fill the Holes again till all the Balls are counted, which is very ſoon 
done. Then does the Avogadore, on the one ſide, ſend up the number of 
the Yeas, and the other that of the No's, on a {mall note. If theſe two num- 
bers correſpond with the number of the Noblemen that are preſent, it is 
declared how the Ballot ſtands. | 
All Voting in the Great Council, the College, the Senate, and all the 
Courts of Judicature, is done by Ballot, without any Miſtake, or any ſort of 
Confuſion or Diſturbance ; and it prevents Bribery, Faction, and Animoſities, 
and thoſe ill Conſequences, which they might otherwiſe produce. In the 
Courts of Judicature they have three Boxes to put the Balls in, and the Balls 
that are put into the middle Box are ſuppoſed to come from thoſe, who are 
not determin'd in their Judgment, or have not heard the whole Cauſe 
out. It is quite impoſſible, either for the Boy that holds the balloting Ma- 
chine, or for thoſe who fit on each fide of the Balloter, to know which 
way he ballots. | .

Moſt Serene Prince, 


THE Affurances your Serenity gave me at my laſt Audience, of the great 


Value and Eſteem this Serene Republick hath for the Friendſhip of the 


_ King my Maſter, give me good reaſons to hope I ſhall now find your Serenity 
ready to comply with any Propoſals that may ſtrengthen and improve it, and 


to redreſs any ill Practices, which in time might have proved prejudicial to ſo 
good an Underſtanding. 


| 1 ſhall avoid troubling your Serenity at this time further than by only 


touching the Heads of ſome of them, chuſing to refer myſelf for the Par- 
ticulars to a Memorial which I ſhall leave in your Serenity's hands. I mult 


therefore interpoſe with your Serenity, in the King my Maſter's Name, that 
Juſtice may be done, to ſome of his Subjects in particular that have been 


injured, and that thoſe in general who reſide here, and carry on a Trade ſo 
beneficial to this State, may be freed from the hardſhips they lie under in 
relation to it. Some of theſe matters I preſume your Serenity has been 
already made acquainted with by your late Ambaſſadors to the King my 
Maſter, ſince they were particularly recommended to them by his Majeſty. 
The firſt is in relation to His Seamen, who have been frequently ſeduced 
from Engliſb Merchant-Ships, much to the prejudice of Trade, and ſent * 
F the 
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the ſervice of this State, and afterwards made Slaves in the Galleys, a Puniſh- 


ment wholly unknown to the Subjects of England. 
The next is in favour of the Merchants here, deſiring they may have liberty 
to (ell their Fiſh to whom they pleaſe, as they have in all other Merchandize; 


ſince the putting a reſtraint on Trade has been ever found a Diſadvantage to 


any State. 

The third is the Caſe of the Ship called the Mary of Weymouth, and the 
fourth that of the Samuel and Mary, the Owners whereof deſerve, and expect 
relief; the latter being a Matter of State rather than of Commerce. 

I have alſo Orders to deſire your Favour and Juſtice to the right Heirs of 


Sir William Godolphin, deceaſed in Spain, who may be otherwiſe deprived 
of their Right, contrary to the known Laws of England, and, as I am in- 


formed, of "this moſt Serene Republick. 


I do earneſtly recommend to your ſerious Conſideration, the diſpatch of 
all theſe matters; and ſhall eſteem myſelf very fortunate, if I can carry back 


ſuch convincing Proofs of your Good-will and Affection to the King my 


Maſter, as I am a witneſs of his Majeſty's to this Serene Republick.

duced from the Maſters of Merchant Ships upon their arrival here, and 
entred on board the Ships of War of this State, where after having ſerved 


ſome time, they have been deſirous to return home; but not having been able 
to obtain leave, many have been forced to run away, ſome of which having 


been apprehended again, have for the ſaid pretended Crime, been condemned 
to the Galleys : which being a practice very extraordinary, as well as the pu- 


niſhment, and wholly unknown to the Subjects of England, the King my 
Maſter hath given me expreſs Orders to interpoſe in his Royal Name, with 
this Republick, for the redreſſing the ſaid Grievances. And accordingly I do 


earneſtly deſire that this State would ſpeedily give effectual Orders for the

Ihe third Buſineſs that the King my Maſter has very ſtrictly commanded 
me to repreſent to Your Serenity, is a matter wherein the Honour and Juſtice 
of this Republick are equally concerned, and the more for having been fo 
long depending, after frequent Applications made, although the Injuſtice of 
the Fact, and the neceſſity of making Reparation be equally palpable. It is 
the Caſe of the Ship Mary of Weymouth, Edward Wall Maſter ; which 
being laden with Rice and Coffee, and having on board 4678 Dollars, was 
about July 1687, at Napoli di Romania, when the Venetian Fleet came to 
beſiege that place, which the Maſter perceiving, cut his Cables, came out, 
and ſaluted the General Francis Moroſini, who ſent for him on board, whither 
he accordingly went, and gave the ſaid General a true Account of all 
Paſſages during his being in that Port, that might be of uſe for him to 
know, in the proſecution of the intended Siege. Whereupon the next day 
a Council of War was called, conſiſting of the General himſelf, thoſe of 
Malta, and of the Grand Duke, and the Patron of the Pope's Galleys, 
| Where it was reſolved that the ſaid Goods and Money on board the (aid 
Ship ought not to be confiſcated, being under the Protection of the Crown 
of England. Notwithſtanding which, the ſaid General detained the Ship 
from the 4th of Auguſt 1687, to the 19th of December following, in which 
time all the ſaid Goods and Money were taken out of the Ship, by order 
of the General, without ſo much as giving a Receipt for the fame; the 
damages reccived thereby amounting unto 21706 Dollars, (at cight Livres 
each) as appears by the Oaths of divers Perſons : For the Reparation of which 
injury, Applications have been frequently made, but hitherto without any 
ſucceſs. Therefore I recommend the matter to your ſpeedy determination, 
and cannot doubt but you will think it juſt and neceſſary to relieve his Majeſty's 
Subjects, in this Caſe, who have been ſo long Sufferers without any colour 
for denying Satisfaction. Oe _ There 
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There is another Caſe, of State rather than of Commerce, for which this 


Republick is engaged in an extraordinary Manner, not only to cauſe Repa- 


ration to be made, but likewiſe to inflict an exemplary Puniſhment on ſuch 
of the Subjects of this State, who, under pretence of a French Commiſſion, 


have had the inſolence to attempt to rob the Subjects of the King my Ma- 
ſter; which might have been a means of violating the good Correſpondence 
that has ſo long flouriſhed between the Crown of England and this State, 
it his Majeſty, confiding entirely in your Juſtice, had not had more tender 

regard to the ancient Friendſhip eſtabliſhd, than to the reaſonable Requeſts 


of his Subjects. It is the Caſe of the Ship Samuel and Mary, Fohn Taylor 


| Maſter, which failing out of the Port of Cephalonia, laden with Currans, 


and bound for England, on the 14th of April 1693, ſpied a Sail to the weſt- 


ward, before ſhe was out of ſight of the Port, which gave chace to the ſaid 
Ship, under Dutch Colours, and when ſhe was within Gun-ſhot, put up 
French Colours, and engaged the ſaid Ship for two Hours, who endeavouring 
to make a running Fight along the Shore, in hopes of getting back into the 
Port of Zant, run aground within ſix Miles thereof; notwithſtanding which, 
the continued to defend herſelf ſo well, that the Enemy left her. 


This Enemy, that ſo engaged her, proved to be a Venetian, owned and 


manned by Yenetians, called the Loyal Subject, commanded by Captain Fohn 
 Girau, with a French Commiſſion, as = 
gagement and running aſhore, the ſaid Ship Samuel and Mary received damage 

to the value of one Thouſand three Hundred and Twenty Ducats, as will 


reſaid. By reaſon of which En- 


appear by the particulars; for which no Satisfaction has been given, altho' 
the Captain General Mocenigo was ſo ſenſible of the wrong, that he promis d 


to procure it, but hitherto no effect has followed: and therefore I carneſtly 
recommend to your Wiſdom, to provide ſuch a Remedy, as the nature of 
the thing deſerves; the Crime being very heinous in itſelf, and attended with 
this aggravating Circumſtance, that Engliſh Ships are obliged to pay One 
Hundred and Twenty Ducats each, for the protection, as it is call'd, of the 
Republick, and at the ſame time one of them is attack d by its Subjects at 


the Mouth of the Gulph. 


Therc is one point more, which I am commanded to acquaint your Se- 
renity with, that is very extraordinary in itſelf, and well deſerves your Con- 


ſideration; and it is the Caſe of Sir William Godolphin, who had been for- 


merly Ambaſſador from the Crown of England to that of Spain, and con- 
tinued at Madrid many Years after the Determination of his Character, and 
| there died the 11th of July 1696, leaving an Eſtate in England, Spain, 


Rome, and Amſterdam, to the value of Eighty Thouſand Pounds ſterling in 


the whole, whereof not above one fourth was in England. On the zoth of 
March 1696, being ſurrounded by Prieſts and Jeſuits, as he lay bed-ridden, 


a Publick Notary was ſent for, and an Act paſſed, but not ſigned by his own 


Hand, wherein it is declared that four Perſons, naming them, (whereof three 
were Prieſts) ſhould be his Teſfamentarios, to make a Will for him after his 


Death, giving to each of them in this Inſtrument, a Legacy, and certain Sums 


for Maſſes, and other ſuch uſes; naming two Perſons to be join d to the 
other four, to execute the Will, which ſhould be made after his Death by 
the four, for the good of his Soul, which he declared his univerſal Heir. 


Some Months after this, and a very few Months before he died, that is to- 
wards the latter end of Fane O. S. he makes another Will, wherein he gives 
Legacies to ſome of his Relations in England, and then dies. This laſt Will 
only has been duly proved in England, and Adminiſtration of all the Goods 
of the Deccaſcd granted to two principal Legatees, Francis Godolphin, and 


Elizabeth his Siſter; who, as the only next of kin, in equal degree to Sir Mil. 


liam, are intitled, according tothe Conſtitution of England, to divide the whole 
reſidue of this Eſtate, not actually given by him, though his Notarial Act 
of the zoth of March ſhould be admitted to be a good Will, which there- 
fore is not neceſſary to be controverted, it being revoked by the ſucceeding 


One. 
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one. But tho' they ſhould conſiſt with each other, yet not one fourth of 

the whole is actually given by both together. So that the queſtion is, whe- 
ther the reſiduary part, to which the Soul is declared Heir, by this Notarial 
Act of the 3oth of March, ſhall, for ſo much as is here in Venice, being 
about Eighty-ſix Thouſand Ducats, be left to the diſcretionary Diſpoſition of 
the Prieſts, by a Will to be made by them, after the Death of the Party, 
contrary to all Conſtitutions, but a modern Practice in Spain only; or whe- 
ther the right Heirs ſhall be entitled to the Reſidue at Venice. A Determi- 
nation in favour of the right Heirs will ſeem more reaſonable in this Caſe, 
when it ſhall appear that near half of this whole Eſtate will be ſubject to the 
Spaniſh Mode of a poſthumous Will, and this executed by Te/ſtamentarios 
in favour of themſelves, rather than to anſwer the Teſtator's Intentions for 
his Soul, there being given Three Thouſand Piſtoles to the Siſter of one of 
the Teſtamentarios by the Will, which they have made five Months after 
the Death of the Party; beſides very many great Gifts to others of their own 
Relations, at the ſame time that they hinder the Teſtator's Relations from 
receiving their juſt Legacies, This is a ſhort ſtate of the Matter, which is 
now depending before the Magiſtrate of the Avogaria di Commun; and I 
carneſtly beg that your Serenity would give directions that they do juſtice _ 
therein to the Subjects of the King my Maſter, that ſo they may preſerve to 
much at leaſt of this Eſtate, as is in the Bank of Yenzce, from ſuch Artifice 
of the Spaniſh Prieſts, as I would preſume this Republick would not ſuffer to 
be practis d upon its own Subjects, or in its own Dominions.

WUROPE continued, for ſome time after the Peace of Ry/ſiwrck, 

in a ſtate of ſeeming Tranquillity : but as the Health of the King 
of Spain declined very faſt, it was with great reaſon apprehended, 
that he would ſoon dic without Children. For this Reaſon the 
French King kept up a very conſiderable Army, and made all 
the neceſſary Preparations for the ſending out great numbers of Men of 


War and Galleys, as ſoon as he mould have occaſion for them. The King 


of England, who ſaw this, and knew the Intentions and the Pretenſions of 


France, knew alſo that this Nation would” be very averſe to a War, which 


could not be carried on without many new Taxes and Impoſitions; and he 
ſaw himſelf and all Europe in danger, without any other Troops or Alli- 
| ances than that of the Dutch. He could not engage for any Succours to the 
Princes in Alliance with him, and was very much diſguſted with the Emperor, 
who had obſtructed the Peace of Ry/wick (as much as he could) and who, 
in a manner, openly laid claim to the whole Monarchy of Hain, which he 
hoped to join to his other Dominions. All our Troops were, in thoſe very 
dark and dangerous Times, reduced to Seven Thouſand Men. Many Mem- 
bers had declared in Parliament, that they thought this too great a number, 
while others would have kept up a far greater Force for one Year longer. 
But when His Majeſty came to the Houſe. of Lords to paſs that memorable 
Bill for disbanding the Troops, he made uſe of the following Words: 1 
came to paſs the Bill for disbanding the Army, as ſoon as I underſtood it 
Aas ready for me; tho in our preſent Circumſtances there appears a great 
* hazard in breaking ſuch a number of the Troops.” Thus was the French 
| King left in a condition to execute almoſt any thing; it was in his power 
to take poſſeſſion of all the Monarchy of Spain, in the various Parts of the 
World, before any body but the Emperor, whom he feared but little, could 
oppoſe him. The Party of the late King James conceived alſo new Hopes. 
The States-General were full of Apprehenſions, and averſe to a new War; 
which they however thought unavoidable, if the King of Spain ſhould die 
without Children, unleſs ſome new Treaty could prevent it. They knew 
that the Houſe of Bourbon was an overgrown Power already; and that if 
they ſhould join with the Emperor, they would be in danger from France; 
andthe Money, neceſſary for the carrying on ſuch a War, could be found no 
where but in England and Holland. Beſides this, if the Emperor ſhould ſuc- 
cecd in his Aims, they might be in danger from him, in greater danger than 
—_ I even 
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even from France itſelf, without a Barrier againſt him, & c. Whilſt all Europe 
was thus unſettled, or rather in this ſtate of Confuſion, King William wrote 
the ROY Letter to his Chancellor the Lord Somers with His own Hand.

T Imparted to you before I left England, that in F. there was expreſs'd to 
my Lord P. ſome Inſinuation to come to an Agreement with us, con- 
cerning the Succeſſion of the King of Jp.

Soon after this a Negotiation was entered upon, and a Treaty of Partition, 
now called the firſt Treaty of Partition, was ſigned at the Hague on the 1 1th 


of October 1689. N. S. by the Earl of Portland and Sir Foſeph Williamſon, 


on the part of England, Count Tallard on the part of France, and by eight 
Plenipotentiaries of the States-General. I ſhall ſay no more of the Treaty, 


becauſe it is in print, and in every body's hands. The Treaty did not laſt 


long, and Prince Ferdinand of Bavaria, who by this Treaty was to have 


been King of Spain, died at Bruſſels in February following. 


My Lord Portland began ſoon after this to treat about a new Partition- 
Treaty, in favour of the Arch-Duke Charles; and the King ſent the Earl of 


Ferſey into France, with Inſtructions to negotiate this ſecond Treaty of Par- 
tition. His Excellency made his Publick Entry into Paris on the: 4th of 


January 1699. N. S. but he was ſoon after recalled, and the Earl of Man- 


cheſter was appointed to ſucceed him. That Earl's Inſtructions were in the 


tollowing Words.

that the King his Maſter having been frequently informed by his Miniſters in 
the North, of the ſtrong Informations, and even evident Proofs, which they 
have by different Advices and Accidents, that the Engliſh, Hol!anders, and 
the French, in conſequence of what —O laſt year concluded and — 
| „ 
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Loo, are now again forming new Treatics for the Succeſſion to this Crown, 
and for the dividing of it ; which notices have been corroborated by other 
ways, ſo that they are publick over all Europe: it would be againſt his Dig- 
nity to diſſemble and take no notice of them. The King his Maſter thinks 


it inexcuſable not to oppoſe what might produce ſuch irreparable Inconye- 


niencts, if it came to be put in execution; and has ordered his Miniſters in the 


Courts of France, England, and Holland, to make known to thoſe Princes 


and Governments, the juſt Sentiments his Majeſty has of thoſe Advices, never 
heard of before in the Life of any King, and more improper in that of his Ma- 
jeſty, which conſiſting at preſent (by the Divine Mercy, and for our Happineſs) 
in only thirty cight years of Age, we may naturally promiſe ourſelves, and

I ſpoke to Monſ. de Torcy ; tho! when I acquainted him with the nature

their Money, and Goodman not finding any thing would be done for him,

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ne was diſſatisfied; and left, when my Lord Portland came, he might go to

This Obryan ſoon after turned his Religion, and ſo procured a ſmall Penſion.

When I ſhall name you the Am- 
baſſador of Portugal, the Man is fo well known to you, that nothing almoſt 
of what he does is to be regarded: but in this Caſe I think I ſhouid be to 
blame, ſhould I not ſhew ſome Reſentment. Your Lordſhip knows that among 
the Ambaſſadors of Crown d Heads, they had the Civility one for the other, 
that whoever came firſt to Monf. de Torcy, went into the Room before him 


that came laſt. Having a good many things to ſpeak about, I came there 


early, and ſoon after came the Portugal Ambaſſador, who ſurpriſed me when

5 HE King having cauſed to be preſented to him the Decree given in 
his Council April the 6th, 1675, by which his Majeſty had ordered, 
that the Sum of Nineteen Thouſand Five Hundred and Seventy-threeLivres, 
One Sol, and Eight Deniers, the Amount of two parts of the Rents, which 
the Princeſs of Liſlebonne had a Right to raiſe on the Domains and Salt- 
Works of the County of Burgundy, which the Prince of Vaudemont by the 
right he had from the late Duke of Lorain, had transferred to her, ſhould 
be employed in the Expences of the ſaid County for the Year 1676, and the

fiſcation of the Rents in queſtion did not ceaſe but by the Peace of Ryſwick. 


This Foundation pre-ſuppoſes an Error in Fact; for in the Year 1687, there 
Was neither a Confiſcation nor War, and even there could be no Confiſ—- 
cation, becaute Madame de Liſſebonne enjoyed thoſe Rents by virtue of a 


Transfer made to her. So the Confiſcation could not be the Motive of the 


Decree of 1687, but that Motive was taken by the Creditors of the late Duke 
of Lorain for what his Majeſty has declared he is not obliged to Pay. The 


reading of the Decree explains it clearly. 


Ihe Caſe which now preſents itſelf is the lame; and whilſt the Motive of 
the Decree of the Vear 1687 muſt decide it, and as that Decree was given 
for no other end but to acquit the Rents of the Debts of the late Duke of 


Lorain, the ſame Conſiderations muſt now take place. 


The Letter ſuppoſe, beſides, that theſe Rents have been pledged for the 


Debts of the late Duke of Lorain; which was never done. 


And at laſt the King has only re-eſtabliſhed the Rents of the Prince of Vau- 


de mont, and has refuſed thoſe of many other Creditors, who had ſuch Rents 
on Hurgundy; which ſhows that it is a Favour, which was granted on the Re- 


commendation of the King of England. 


It cannot then be ſaid that it is an Act of Juſtice, otherwiſe all the other 


Rents ought to be equally paid, which is not done ;, and thus this would be 


contrary to the Intereſt of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty.

which no Sovereign Prince can tolerate in his Dominions: and therefore the 


King of Great Britain, his Maſter, found himſelf neceſſitated to cut off ſhort, 
as ſoon as poſſible, a miſchief which by the induſtry of the Marquis went 
on ſpreading itſelf daily, by ordering he ſhould be required to go out of His 
Kingdoms: and, finally, the ſaid Paper being both in its Expreſſions and 
Subſtance, by its Example, affrontive to the Majeſty and Sacredneſs of all 
Kings, the King of Great Britain, his Maſter, does not believe it poſſible 
that the Marquis writ or publiſhed it by the Orders of his Catholick Majeſty : 
but on the contrary perſuades himſelf, that this his Reſentment will be much

Majeſty would have wiſhed for nothing more on his part, than that he had 
found, on his coming to the Crown, the Affairs in ſuch a condition, that 
he might with Safety, and without hurting his Reputation, continue the 
ſaid Treaties ; but that after the Duke of Gottorp had broke them by ſo vi- 

| olent a proceeding, and fo prejudicial to his Majeſty, as all the World knows, 
his Majeſty has a foundation, according to all the Rights of the World, to 


demand redreſs for what is paſſed, and that all things be put in their former 


State, before he enters into any Negotiation with the Duke of Gottorp. And E 


his Majeſty promiſes himſelf that he ſhall have the approbation of all the 


Powers of Europe in this Affair; the more, becauſe neither he, nor the late 


King his Father of glorious Memory, have given any Reaſons to the Duke

The 
King expreſled himſelf in very obliging terms, mentioning the great Deſire 
he had to continue the good Correſpondence, that was now ſo well eſta- 
bliſhed; and that he did again repeat to me what he had formerly aſſured me 
of, &c.

of Vaudemont, I have done all I can, and his Secretary is ſatisfied, and 


gonc to Bruſſels. In ſhort, it was asking what was denied in Lord Portland s 
time, and I found they did not think it could be obtained, tho' they were de- 
ſirous I ſhould try what could be done. I did diſcourſe with Monſ. de Tal- 


lard about Pierre Perault, and Beckford : but his Stay being ſo ſhort here, 


we came to no Reſolution, He promiſed me he would adjuſt it with your 


Lordſhip ; tho' I found by him, that he demands Beckford, as being a French- 


munan, and fo conſequently ought to be releaſed without any Exchange. As 
to the Petition of Deramee, which your Lordſhip ſent me, I can propoſe 
the Matter to Monſ. de Torcy, if you pleaſe, but I am ſatisfied they will not

Count Zinzendorf had an Audience of the King this day, having juſt re- 


ceived a Courier with the News, that the Queen of the Romans was brought 
to bed of a Daughter.

HE Mantua Envoy has been often to ſee me, and the laſt time he did 
mention the Affair of Count Boſfelli. I was glad I had received His 
Majeſty's Orders about it; and fo I told him, that I could ſay nothing to it, 
having had no Orders, and that I did not expect any. He ſaid a great deal in 
his juſtification : That moſt of the Princes of Italy), as well as his Maſter, were 
fully ſatisfied of his Innocence, or elſe they would not appear in his behalf; 
and that Monſ. de Torcy had told him, that being accuſed of a Crime againſt 
the King of England; they could not releaſe him without His Majeſty's 
Conſent ; that Monſ. de Torcy did promiſe him he would ſpeak to me about 
it, tho' he had not as yet.

he ſaid, that Matters were ſtillamder ſuch Uncertainties, that they could not

IN CE my laſt I am informed that one Major Sound Marewill, a Scotch- 
man, went from hence two Days ago for Rouen, where one A———4, a 
Merchant of the ſame Country is ſettled, and he is to provide him with _ 
ſhipping to carry him to Scotland directly. When he comes there, he is to 
addreſs himſelf to the Scotch Earl of G———y at Edinburgh, to whom, it 
is ſaid, he carries Letters of conſequence from St. Germazns. Becauſe it is 
| thought, that it may be much for His Majeſty's Service to have him appre- 
hended, I ſend your Lordſhip the beſt deſcription of him, which I can get: 
He is about thirty-five Years of Age, a very luſty tall Man, a freſh-coloured 
Face and brown Hair, but he now wears a Perriwig 3 he formerly was an En- 
ſign in the Scotch Guards, and ſerved as ſuch in Flanders, but he deſerted 
about the time that Major-General Ramſay got the Regiment. However, it 
is probable there are many Officers ſtill in it, who know him. Since his 
Deſertion, he has ſerved in the Iriſb Forces here; but having been reformed 
ſince the Peace, he was willing to undertake this piece of ſervice ; tho I am 
told he railed publickly, before he went, at the late King for his ill treat- 
ment of him, pretending to leave St. Germains in great diſcontent, and to 
venture hanging in his own Country rather than ſtarve here. 
I have alrcady told your Lordſhip that one Clark, a Scotch Prieft, who 
went by the name of Father Coſmo, was run away from hence, with ſome 
Money of the late King, and of ſeveral other Perſons, to a conſiderable value. 
Since that, I hear that he is got to Leyden in Holland, where I preſume it may 
not be difficult for His Majeſty to get him ſeized, face it 1s certain that he 
had a great ſhare in the late King's Confidence in ſeveral Matters. I am in 
hopes he may be mote caſy in making an ingenuous Confeſſion, becauſe he 
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can have no further proſpect of Advantage this way, after having cheated 
them ſo groſlly ; at leaſt when he is once in cuſtody, it will be no hard mat- 
ter to extort the truth from him. He is a very tall thin Man, long viſaged, 
a high Roman Noſe, with a freſh Complexion, which, 'tis ſaid here, he painted, 
and about thirty- eight Years of Age. I believe Mr. Prior has ſeen him, and 
can deſcribe him more exactly, | 

I have diſcovered a Correſpondence carried on between one Major Bur- 
rows, who went from hence about two Months ago, and abſconds in Lon- 
don, and one Colonel Szow, one of the Aſſaſſins; and I am told the for- 
mer has a Penſion of a thouland Livres a Year, for writing what paſſes to 
Lord Melfort, tho' Story receives the Letters under the Name of Proctor. 
They are directed thus, a Monſ. Proctor chez Monſ. Veard, vis-a-vis St. Come, 
Rue de la Harpe, a Paris. I have a Copy of one of his Letters by me, 
which contains no great matter beſides virulent Reflections. I cannot ſend 
it by the Poſt, without hazarding the Safety of the Perſon, who put it into 
my hands; but I ſhall do it by the firſt Opportunity. In the mean time, I 
ſuppoſe, your Lordſhip will think fit to ſend the direction to the Poſt-Office, 
that all Letters, ſo ſuperſcribed, may be ſtopp'd, or at leaſt opened. By what 
| Burrows mentions in the Letter, it is probable that one of the Meſſengers 
| knows him, which makes me hope he may be diſcovered. There is like- 
wiſe one Vavaſbur, an Attorney, mentioned in it; he is a very violent Ja- 
cobite, under the Name of Tego, ſo called, as I am told, from his ſquinting; 
Stow told Bayly that Father Saunders had ordered him to give him a note 
of his Lodgings, becauſe he believed King James would ſhortly have occaſion . 
for him; adding, that cer it were long, we ſhould have ſomething that would 
ſurpriſe him. I have put B. upon finding out what was meant by that dark 
Expreſſion, but as yet he can make nothing of it. B. tells me, that Bryeriy 
has obtained eighty Livres for his ſhare of the Pope's Money; and, which is 
more, that King's Leave to make ule of it, in ſending away his Wife and 
Children, having repreſented to him, that he could not maintain them here, 
but that he had a Brother an Upholder in St. Martin's Lane, who has pro- 
miſed to take care of them when they come: ſo that he is reſolved to ſend 
them away ſome time this Week, by the way of Rowen, and to take the firſt 
Opportunity of following himſelf.

The incloſed is the 
Letter I mentioned from one Major Burrows to Colonel Stow, one of the 
Aſſaſſins, who is in the Faction of my Lord Melfort. The true name of 
Tego is Vavaſour an Attorney. F. S. means Father Saunders. Lewis is the 
perſon that brought theſe Horſes into France. He formerly belonged to Lord 
Feverſpam. It will be proper to open all the Letters that come with either 
of theſe Directions, which may give you ſome light into Matters here; but 
to tell you plainly my thoughts, I cannot think there are any Meaſures taken

advanced at laſt their hoſtile Enſigns to Riga, the Metropolis of that Province, 


forcing the City into a neceſſity of burning the beautiful Suburbs, erected at

_ againſt us. We call the ſupreme God to witneſs, that nothing has been 


done or thought of by us, that could give a handle for ſuch violences, or 
furniſh even a pretext for diſturbing the Peace. We cultivated a ſincere Friend- 
ſhip and Confidenee with the King and the Republick of Poland; and we 
aſſured one the other, by our Ambaſſadars, of our good Will and Affection: 


we have ſtill our Miniſters there, and we never heard of any Complaint or 


Grievance from Poland, that might give even a ſuſpicion of uneaſineſs; we 
are not engaged in war with any body, to whom theſe Troops might be cal- 


led Auxiliaries : Nay, we have not hitherto heard in whoſe Name, and by 


whoſe Authority, this Invaſion is made; we are only told, that there is one 


| Flemming Lieutenant-General to the King of Poland, under whole conduct 
and command theſe Troops began to ravage. Whilſt then this Invaſion is to 
be looked on as very vile and wicked, and will juſtly incur the divine Ven- 


geance, and the blame of all that have any ſenſe of honeſty ; We could not 


but give you notice of it, not doubting but you will look upon this enor- 
mous and inhuman Invaſion, as what ought to be ſtopp'd by the help of 


all Chriſtian Princes and States; that ſo the lately obtain d Tranquillity in 
Europe and the World may not, by warlike tempeſt, be plunged back into 
the former Diſturbances. We have therefore ordered our Envoy Extraordi- 


| nary, the Baron of Lelienroth, to ſhew you more amply the nature of the 


Fact and Tranſaction, and to let you ſee how abominably the Treaties of 


Oliva are broke and profaned, that the Aggreſſors are to be eſteemed the 
Authors and Accomplices, and that it is they, who fling Oil into the Fire; 
that he may further inſiſt on the Confederacy and the common Concern for 


which we have mutually joined againſt any Aggreſſor, and about what ſhall 
be thought neceſſary and fit to repulſe theſe Motions, which are ready to 
break out into greater Flames, and into melancholly and doleful Loſſes to 


the Chriſtian World, unleſs timely prevented. And we do not doubt but you 
will hear him, and conſult with him, with your conſiderate Benevolence, 
and adhibit your Aſſiſtance, as it is fit to do among Friends and Confederates; 


by which means theſe wicked Undertakings may be very ſoon and moſt eſ- 


_ ficaciouſly repuls d; by this you will increaſe our Confidence in you, and 


our reciprocal Study to deſerve the ſame from you. For the reſt, we recom- 
mend you to the Divine Protection. Given at our Palace in Stockholm the 
14th day of March 1700.

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The Troops, which, from their ſeveral Quarters, are in march towards 
Sohowmen, will not arrive there before the latter end of this Month.

Have acquainted your Lordſhip already that the only diſcourſe we have 
nere, is concerning the Treaty with England, and I have made ſome 
enquiry which way it could come to be ſo ſoon publick; and it happened 
thus: The King ſent for Monſicur on Thur ſday laſt, and informed him of 
it, and even of the Particulars, ſaying, it was no longer a ſecret, for he had 
informed moſt of the Princes of Europe of it. This was ſufficient to make 
it known, and it was certainly deſigned ſo. It does occaſion different opinions, 
tho' I find that the more they conſider, the more they approve of it. The 
Italian Miniſters were the moſt alarmed, by what the French are to have in 
Italy, with the ſeveral Ports, which makes them Maſters there whenever 


they plcaſe. But the chief Point is, that all theſe places are annexed to the 


Crown of France. They ſay, if they were to go to a younger Son, that 
might make all that matter eaſy. We are to ſee here Monſ. de Torcy to- 
morrow, the Court being ſtill at Mariy, and then I ſhall be better able to 
give you an account how Affairs ſtand. I hear the Spaniſh Ambaſſador does 
act very prudently, and has ſoftened the matter as much as poſſible to the

This Affair is now tranſacting by the Emperor's Miniſter, 
but I believe they fear the ſucceſs; tho' certainly France has no grounds for 
its pretenſions.

but as it concerned more the Emperor, whoſe Miniſter had laid it before

but the diſpute was ſhort, and the Prince of Wirtemberg, who commanded, 
ſoon forced to ſave himſelf. There has likewiſe been another brisk Skirmiſh 
this morning, but the Swedes are fo ſtrong, that the Dane will ſoon change 
his lofty Note. Tonninghen holds out yet, and if it can defend itſelf only 
four days longer, (as I hope and believe it will) it will be releaſed. A brave 
and worthy Gentleman commands in the place, Major-General Banniers, who 
does all that is poſſible. The Swedes and Lunenburghers are effectively 
16000 Men, without reckoning the Dutch Succours not yet arrived. I ex- 
pe& my Orders for the King of Denmerk to-morrow from the Hague, in caſe 
His Majeſty ſtays in Holſtein; but it is probable he will haſten to Copenhagen, 
if Tonninghen is not taken ſpeedily.

to thoſe who have not the ſame Advantage by this Treaty. Yet it isexplain'd 
to him, that it is not expected he ſhall give any other Aſſiſtance than a free 
paſſage thorough his Country, in the ſame manner as he is already obliged 
to do by the Treaty of Ryſwick. He alſo conſents to ſend ſome full Power 


to ſign it at the Hague, as I underſtand the King deſires. Moſt of the 


other things he deſires, and of which Ithink I formerly acquainted you, re- 


late to his own Country when it ſhall be ſubje& to France, and molt of this is 


granted him. It was well he did not ſtay for an Anſwer from Vienna; for, 
as I perceive, there is but little inclination there to agree to the Treaty, as 


it is now: for I take it, you will ſee them play another fort of Game. Mon. 


de Zinzendor s Courier is returned, and he told me, that his Orders were to 
aſſure me, that his Maſter was as much inclined as any body to preſerve the 
Peace of Europe: but as the Treaty was communicated in Spain, he could 


not come to any Reſolution till he had heard from thence. I did perceive

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there was ſomething more, and eſpecially ſince I (aw him ſo impatient to 
ſce Monſ. de Torcy, which he did preſs very much; and he ſaw him on Tueſday 
at a Houſe near Marly, where he told him he had Orders from the Emperor to 
offer the Dauphin, inſtead of what he was to have in 1zaly, the Weſt- Indies. 
Monſ. de Torcy ſaid, (as he tells me, and I cannot but think this Court will 
act ſincerely) that the Propoſition was of ſuch a nature, that he did not think it 
proper to acquaint the King with it, neither could he imagine that England and 
Holland could agree to it. To which Monſ. de Zinzendorf anſwered, That 
Franc was able to maintain it by their Fleet and Troops, if they would ac- 
cept of it. When he found this would not do, then he propoſed, as from 

imſelf, that France ſhould have Sardazgne and Luxemburg, in lieu of Lo- 
— and the Emperor Milan. This was as extraordinary as the other. At 
laſt he ſaid, it was impoſſible for the Emperor to agree to the ninth Article, 
Viz. That the Kingdom of Spain ſhall never deſcend to any one who ſhall 


be at the ſame time Emperor, or King of France, &c. After ſome further 


Arguments that paſs d, Monſ. de Torcy asked, Whether the Emperor would 
ſign the Treaty in caſe this Article was ſuppreſs d. He could not ſay any thing 
poſitively to that. I cannot tell but France would tbe eaſy enough in this 
Alteration : but I take it to be againſt the Intereſt ofl Europe to have it ſo. 


When Monſ. de Torcy acquainted me with this, I told him that what he had 


propoſed, was, in my opinion, of great conſequence, and very unlikely to 
be agreed to by whoever might approve of the Treaty. Spain might then 


poſſibly be join'd to the Empire, ec. He did own it would have its diffi- 
culties 3 and ſaid, the French King would not hearken to any Propoſal but 


by common conſent. I muſt take notice to your Lordſhip, that Monſieur 
de Villars was only acquainted with the firſt Propoſition, vig. That of the 


Indies; and even that was ndt communicated to Mr. Hop. I have not taken 


any notice of all this matter to Monſ. de Zingendorf, nor dol intend it; tho 
Monſ. de Torey ſaid I might as to the firſt Propoſal, he having declared he 


made it by order. Monſ. de Torcy then told me, that the Treaty had been 
communicated to the King of Portugal, who talked of it as if he could 
never conſent to it; and accordingly the Freuch Miniſter there, ſent away 


on the 4th inſtant the Couricr. When the King perceived this, he ſoon 
changed his mind, and ſo another was diſpatched, by whom he agrees in- 
tirely to the Treaty on the following Conditions. FEED 
1. If the Emperor does not conſent within the time limited, that then 
he may be one in the naming of another Prince. 
2. That he may have two places yielded to him, that formerly belonged 
to Portugal; one was Alcantara, but I do not remember the other. 
3. That if he be attacked by reaſon of this Treaty, thoſe who are con- 
cCerned in it, ſhall be obliged to aſſiſt him. „ 
Monſ. de Torcy did ſeem think it was worth granting him theſe Terms, ſince 
it was the only way to engage him heartily in it; and as for the firſt Article, 


there would be till three againſt one. This ſame Courier brought Letters 
from Madrid with this Account, That the Council that had been aſſembled 


upon the notification of the Treaty, where the King was not preſent, had 
agreed, that the beſt advice they could give the King, was, that he ſhould 
declare a Prince of France for his Succeſſor; the Count de Aquilar being 
the only one that did not conſent to it : that the Queen had vreſ'd the King 
to diſapprove of this Reſolution, which he would not do; and that as yet he 
had riot declared himſelf. The Count de Harrach had diſcourſed with ſe- 


ral of them, and eſpecially with the Cardinal Portocarrero, and others 


whom he thought in the Emperor's Intereſt ; and they all anſwered, that it 

was the only good Advice they could give their King. | 
This matter is not yet publick here. Monſ. de Torcy thinks it proper 
that our Envoy in Switzerland ſhould have orders to ſpeak privately to ſeveral 
of the Chief of them, and ſay, it is expected they do give leave to any Troops 
to paſs their Country in caſe of a War, this King intending to give the 
ſame 
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ſame Inſtructions to M. de Puꝝſieux, and order him to ſay that they were to ob- 
ſerve the ſame method our King had done, and not to mention this mattet 
in publick. | 2 

I took notice to M. de Tory of what you mentioned concerning the North, 
and this Court, to prevent any Difference that might happen, does agree that 
England and Holland may be joint Mediators with them, and that the 
Treaty may be carried on at the Hague. I have ſince ſpoke to Mr. Meyer- 
croon, who ſaid he had wrote yeſterday to the King his Maſter, and that it 
was very true that France wiſhed that the King of Denmark would agree to 
it in this manner; and if ſo, he ſuppoſed Orders would be ſent not to act 
againſt him. I only ſaid, that the King deſired nothing more than to con- 


tinue a good Correſpondence with the King of Denmark, and had no other 


Intention than to procure a Peace in thoſe Parts, which was the Intereſt of

I muſt acquaint your Lordſhip, that the Chancellor of Montbelliard deſign'd 
to ſet out this Day for England, to lay the whole Caſe of his Prince before 
His Majeſty. He preſſed me to deſire an Audience of this King, which 1 


thought improper, ſince Monſ. de Torcy has aſſured me that the Troops are 


recalled, and that we ſhall ſoon have an Anſwer to the matter in queſtion. 
The Chancellor delired my Advice about the going, which I could not ſay 
any thing to, but that I would write, and that I could not have an Anſwer 
in leſs than ten Days. He then deſired I would continue to preſs fot a De- 

termination, which, if favourable, would make it needleſs to trouble the King, 
but he very much feared it. It is certain, the French have committed great

1 OUR Excellency knows that this Court has been accuſed of partiality : 


in favour of Denmark. It was even apprehended that they would come 
to violent Reſolutions againſt the Houſes of Hanover and Zell. And that 


Apprehenſion was not without foundation, whilſt thoſe Princes had been 


threatned, and that the Danes did not diſſemble it: but if we are to believe 


the poſitive Aſſurances that are given us, the Affairs are much changed here, 
and they ſcem firmly reſolved not to flatter Denmark any longer, but to 


work ſeriouſly at a Peace. The Reflection, which was made on the Incon- 
veniences to which they would expoſe themſelves, if they took the contrary 
part of the Guarantees, has produced this good Effect, for which they have ye- 


ſterday ſent Mr. Buſb, his Electoral Highneſs's Miniſter at Hamburg, the Pro- 


poſition here annexed, which ſeems very reaſonable, and he was ordered to 
concert upon this with Mr. Creſſet and Mr. Cranenbourg. They have alſo 
writ a Letter to the King of Denmark, by which they deprive him of all 
hopes of Succours from this Court, and they exhort him to accept the men- 
tioned Propoſition, and to lend his helping hand to a juſt and equitable Ac- 
commodation. As a Conſequence of a good Diſpoſition of this Court, in a 
Conference which Mr. Obdam had yeſterday with Mr. Fuks and Mr. Smet- 
tas about renewing the Treaty betwixt his Electoral Highneſs and the, States- 
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General, all the Articles, on which there were yet any Difficulty, were ad- 
juſted in a moment, and they will very ſoon entirely conclude that Treaty. 
The Marquis de Ia Foreſt, the Lieutenant-General Flemming, and Mr. Ma- 
rechal, all three in the Service of the King of Poland, arrived here yeſterday. 
They are in all likelihood to preſs the Elector on the Junction of his Troops 
to the four Saxon Regiments, which his Polzſh Majeſty has lately given to 
the King of Denmark, and to the Troops of the other Allics of his Daniſh 
Majeſty, to act in their favour : but theſe Gentlemen will be very much ſur- 
priſed to ſee the Meaſures ſo much changed at this Court. M. de la Foreſt 
is not to command theſe four Saxon Regiments, as it was ſaid, of which he 
is very glad, by reaſon of the Obligations he owes to the Duke of Zell, againſt

IE Management of our new Mediator being worth obſerving, I have 
endeavourcd to inform my folf of it as carefully as is poſſible, becauſe 
all our Labour will be in vain, if the French cannot leave their old way of 
. tricking. That which appears odd and unuſual is, that Count Chamilly has 
written a Letter to Sir George Rook, with whom I am perſuaded he can have 
nothing to do, but probably to oblige the Court of Denmark. He has pre- 
tended to ſuſpend the Operations of our Squadron, when the time is ſo pre- 
cious. Since he has been diſcovered, he owns his writing the ſaid Letter, 
and proffers me a Copy of it: but I have ſent for one from Sir George Rook, 
and, with ſubmiſſion to your Excellency's better Judgment, I think it no more 
than reaſonable to expoſtulate a little with the French Court upon this Con- 
duct of their Ambaſſador ; which, in a word, is very partial in favour of Den- 
mark, and may traverſe the Meaſures taken by the King our Maſter, and the 
States, for bringing things to a ſpeedy Peace.

I dined yeſterday 
with the Duke of Wirtemberg in the Daniſh Camp, whither I went on pur- 
pole to expoſe to him (who is a worthy Prince) the Neceſſity of Peace, for 
preſerving Denmark, ſince the Swedes are increaſing in Strength every day? 
and unleſs the Dane ſtrikes up quickly, we ſhall not be long Maſters, ſo as 
to hold their Adverſary. I wiſh they may be wiſe, and that ſuddenly ; I am 
ſure they are mad, if they do not.

FT ER returning my moſt humble Thanks for your Excellency's obli- 
ging Congratulation for the trouble of my Audience being well over, 


I have little new to write concerning the Affairs of the North. We did not 


approve here the Project of having England and this State received by Den- 


mar into the Mediation, believing we may more probably incline the King 


of Denmark to a peaccable Diſpoſition by being Guarantees, than by being Me- 
diators: and upon the Penſionary's, Mr. Lelyenrood's, and my repreſenting our 
Reaſons to the French Ambaſſador Mr. Briort, he was ſatisfied, and promiſed 
to write to his Maſter to diſſuade it, and to M. de Chamilly to forbear making 
the Propoſal till new Orders. The Daniſh Fleet lies in the Mouth of the 
Sound to intercept us from joining with the Swedes, but they will ſure con- 
ſider of it before they attack us, tho' they are ſtronger than our Squadron. 


We have no News yet of Sir Gearge Rook, but Commiſſions are diſpatched 


by the Duke of Holſtein to him, Monſ. Allemonde, and the Swediſh Ad- 


miral to act in his Name. So we only lend our Ships to the Duke, in vir- 
tue of the Guaranty. I ſhall have a Copy of them by next Poſt, and will 
| ſend it your Excellency, as being a Caſe ſomething extraordinary. Sir George

has. The two Armits are within half a League of each other, the Danes: 
making the advance upon notice that two Thouſand Horſe of the Guarantees

What is moſt conſiderable is, that the Elector of Brandenburg ſeems to have 
changed his Meaſures.

HE French Ambaſſador, inſtead of backing the Propoſals given him 
here for a ſhort Armiſtice and ſpeedy Concluſion of a Peace, brought 


back a Reſolution from the Court of Denmark, of not treating till the Swedes 
and Lunenburghers left Holſtein, as the Dane was at the ſame time diſpoſed 


to leave the Duke of Gottorp's Country. The Duke of Wirtemberg marched 
by way of Gaſconade up to the face of the Enemy, tho' really not above 
twelve Thouſand ſtrong againſt twenty Thouſand effective. This ſeems to 
give us a ſample of what Fruit we are to expect from this new Mediation, 
which by flattering Denmark ſpoils all our Proceedings, and only ſerves hi- 


therto to entangle us with greater Difficulties. There may be ſomething 
perlonal in Count Chamzlly, as to his partiality in favour of Denmark, which 


is manifeſt to every body : but I confeſs, with ſubmiſſion, I think his Or- 


ders are to be ſuſpected, and I muſt fee good Proofs of the French Sincerity 
before I can believe it. I am ſure France is not ſorry to have this part of 


the World troubled, let it declare what it pleaſes; and I preſume 'tis our 
undoubted Intereſt to finiſh all War, and Occaſion of War, as far as practi- 


cable, in theſe Northern Countries.

HERE are no Letters from Spain ſince my laſt, but we expect them 
every day. The Chancellor of Montbelliard, who ſeemed lately re- 
lolved to go for England, is not yet gone, and I believe I have prevented it 


for ſome time. Monſ. de Torcy promiſes me an Anſwer very toon ; but I 
much doubt of it, and am perſuaded if ever we have it, that this Court will 


declare they have a Right to the Sovercignty of thoſe Places, as Fiefs of the 
County of Burgundy: Tho, if Words can make any thing plain, by the 
Treaty of Ryſwick they have no ſort of Pretenſion. It is certain, that what 
they do there, is in order to ſerve thoſe of Neufehattel in the fame man- 


ner. I fear they find it convenient. I have done all I can, and repreſented 


that thoſe Violences were never committed, even in the War, nor did they 


offer then to eſtabliſh their Religion. As to thoſe Places being mentioned 


in the Liſt of Re-union, they pretend it Was a miſtake, and they ought nor 
to be looked upon as ſuch. They have the Right that Hain formerly had, 


and even then France ſupported the Prince of Montbelliard againſt Spain, as 


unjuſt in them to pretend to it. I ſhall ſend your Lordſhip a ſhort State of 
the Calc, and alſo the Anſwer 1 have to that Affair of Lanoy and Thread- 
ay, &c. 
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The Venetian Ambaſſador often takes occaſion to tell me, that their Am- 
baſſador for England has Orders to make what haſte he can, and ſome time 
ſince he made me a Compliment from the Republick. In ſhort, all this is done 
in hopes the King would name a Perſon to reſide at Venice; and that I would 
do what I can in order to it; for they are a ſuſpicious Proghe, and apprehenſive 
that the King has no thoughts of ſending one. I believe they would be ſa- 
tisfied, if one was named with the Character of Envoy, tho he did not go 
till their Ambaſſador was in England. This I ſubmit to your Lordſhip's 
Thought, and think it proper to acquaint you with it, ſince he ſpoke fo of- 
ten to me upon that Subject. 

Monſ. de Torcy has asked me, if the King approved of the manner, in which 
they have communicated the Treaty. I ſaid I had no reaſon to think other- 
wiſe. This may be occaſioned by what Monſ. de Linzendorf may have ſaid 
to him, for he has as good as told me, that in England it was not liked that 
the Treaty ſhould be made fo publick. Monſ. de Zinzendorf is of opinion, 
that the King of Spain will never declare for a Prince of France, but rather 
for the Arch-Duke. This we ſhall now ſoon ſee. The Spaniſh Ambaſſador 
has as yet received no Orders, and carries himſelf in the lame manner as he 


did before the Treaty. 


As to the original Papers, which Mon. Vrybergen thoughe this Count hd 
conſented ſhould be delivered to the Intendant for the King' s Affairs in Bur- 


| gunay ; Monſ. de Torcy tells me, there are but two or three old Records that 
relate to our King, and all the others are Homages, &c. which oughr to be 
kept by the Sovereign: That there were ſome which concerned the Pretenſions 

of Madame Deſanguin, which were the only Security that ſhe had; and 


then he told me, that our King did promiſe to finiſh that Aﬀair, but now 
he did not hear any thing of it. I told him I had never been concerned in 
that matter, nor had I any Orders about it. May be M. de Tallard will men- 


tion it to you. I have wrote to Mr. Richard to ſend me a Liſt of what Pa- 


pers there are in la Chambre des Comptes that relate to the King, and as ſoon 


as I have that, I will ſee what can be done. There is already an Order that 


he ſhall have what Copics he deſires, which 1 know will be expenſive. I 


am, Gc.

The States Miniſter has yet no Orders for communicating the 
Treaty, relating to the Spaniſh Succeſſion, either at Molfenbuttel, or to the 
Duke of Holſtein; but J wa deſired him to write for them this Poſt. 


' Your Honour fees herein incloſed, both a Copy of my Memorial given in 

a Conference at Rendsbourg, with the Anſwer to it, ſigned by the Trium- 
virate of the Daniſh Court. I had a pretty long Audience of the King upon 
8 1 that 
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that Subject; and His Majeſty was pleaſed to expreſs himſelf in Terms of 
Approbation, as to the Deſign of preſerving the general Peace of Europe: but 
I eaſily perceived an advantageous Peace for Denmark, at preſent is meant by 
this ſhew of Complaiſance. I took occaſion to move His Majeſty upon the 
Holſtein Affairs, turning all Points of our late Declaration into as ſoft Lan- 
guage as I could, without altering the Senſe. To all which the King really 
anſwered like a Prince, That he deſired Peace, but would venture all, rather 
than not have it honourable. | „ | 
I found the Court ſo ſtiff the firſt day I came to it, that I was reſolved to 
diſpatch my Secretary to Sir George Rook, to give him an account in Perſon 
how things ſtood ; for there is no truſting to Letters by the way of Denmark, 
and Expreſſes arc very apt to be robb d on that Road; but on a ſudden, upon 
ſome News from the Sound, matters grew more gentle: And in another 
Conference, the incloſed Reſolution was given to the French Ambaſſador, 
which abates a little of the uſual Loftineſs of Style. To-morrow morning 
Count Chamilly goes with this Propoſition to the Guarantees Camp, now at 
 Oldeſioe, and Mr. Cranenberg and myſelf ſhall likewiſe go thither. After 
all, I mud declare my thoughts, as a true Servant to the King our Royal 
| Maſter, that cither Count CHamilly is perſonally gained by the Daniſh Court, 
or elſe the French have fome Aim different from ours, which is a ſpeedy 
Peace; in order to which, the French Ambaſſador ought to act with vigour 
and ſincerity, and not to latter the Dane to his ruin, and to the continuance 
of War in the North. I can ſee through the cunning of the ſubtle Gentleman, 
that he menages ſomething (1 know not what) for the King of Poland's In- 
tercſt ; and it is certain, that if the Danes eſcape the Operations of this Cam- 
paign, and can but reach Winter, for treating and intriguing, there will be 
fine work to begin again with Poles, Muſcovites, and Saxons, not to name 
Brandenburghers, more falſe and troubleſome than all others. | 
On the Road from Rendsbourg a Courier from Berlin met us with terrible 
Letters from that Court, thundering againſt Fortifications at Rat gebourg, &c. 
That Court can never continue twenty-four hours in the ſame humour. The 
Marquis de Bonac, French Envoy at Wolfenbuttel, is now here, and in a few 
days we ſhall notify the Spaniſh Matters in form to the Duke of Zell. 
have Letters from Sir George Rook this day, of June 21, O. S. wherein I 
perceive the Dane bullies in reſpect to the paſſage of the Sound. I can 
ſcarce believe they will actually oppole it, after all: but we muſt have pa- 
tience (till for a little time. His Majeſty's Preſence on this ſide of the Water, 
will 9 hope) et all things in a right way towards Peace in theſe parts.

As to the Treaty of Regulation of the Spanzſh Succeſſion, I have only to 
acquaint your Lordſhip, that this Court will not return any poſitive Anſwer 
yet. They have received newly a Courier from Spain, but will not diſcover 
what diſpatches he has brought, and conceal their Intentions as much as 
they can till the return of their own Courier from Madrid; alledging, they 


can ground nothing upon the Advices they have hitherto received thence. 


However, it may be preſumed they will accept the Treaty, tho' it be very 
diſpleaſing to them.

Alefeld, the Daniſh Envoy, was lately at the Court of 


Zell, having without ſucceſs endeavoured to force the Duke and the 
Elector of Hanover into a Neutrality in the buſineſs of Holſtein, he declared 
at length, that if any of their Troops paſſed the Elbe to aſſiſt the Duke of 


| Holſtein, his Maſter would look on the ſaid Princes as his Enemies, and at- 


tack them. This is what the Lunenburghers alledge for the grounds of a 


demand they have made, by way of Preliminary, of including in the Treaty 


between his Daniſh Majeſty and the Duke of Holſtein, a Security of their 


States from Attacks upon any pretence whatever, which they ſay they only 


deſire in general Terms. The Danes and the Princes Opponents of the ninth 
Electorate, have taken the matter, as if the ſaid EleQorate was intended to be 


_ compriſed in the Treaty, and thercupon the Deputies of the PHnces Opponents, 


at preſent here, have proteſted aloud againſt that Procecding, and declared 
in the name of the ſaid Princes, that if it be inſiſted or meant, that the ninth 
Electorate be even indirectly included in the Agreement of the differences 
of Holſtein, the ſaid Princes find themſelves engaged to oppoſe it; and in 
order thereto, to join their Forces with thoſe of the King of Denmark.

Mr. Meyercroon has repreſented this matter otherwiſe to his Court, and 
different from what I expreſled to him; which ſhews how deſirous they are 
to take hold of any thing they think may be for their advantage. Your _ 
Lordſhip remembers that my Orders were, before and after France had of- 
fered their Mediation to Denmark, to repreſent to Monſ. de Torcy that it 
would be neceſſary that this Court would act in concert with the King my 
Maſter, in compoſing theſe Affairs in the North, leſt it ſhould fo happen that 
they might at laſt be engaged in two different Intereſts. As to the Mediation 


of England and Holland join d with France, the firſt notice I had of it, was 


from Monſ. de Torcy, who (aid it was agreed on. I told him then, that I knew 
nothing of it; and he told me he had mentioned it to Mr. Meyercroon, and 
told me that the French King wiſhed that the King of Denmark would 
agree to it. I do remember that Mr. Meyercroon did then lay to me, that he 

never knew of mediating Armies, and he hoped Orders would be ſent to the 
Fleet not to act par la voye de fait. I told him then, that I could not ſay 
any thing to that matter: but I had reaſon to think the King my Maſter 
deſired no:hing more than to contiuue a good correſpondence with the King 
of Denmark. and to procure a Peace, which was the interc<it of all.

V laſt to your Honour was of the d inſtant. On the 4th O. S. I went. 

to wait on Sir George Rook, and at my Arrival at Landſcroone found 

ours and the Dutch Squadron coming to anchor before that place, the fore- 
moſt of our Ships not being above four or five Engliſh Miles from the Danes. 
I found that all the Artifices of the Danes had been employed in vain, and 
that the Admirals of both Squadrons were fully reſolved to proceed in the 
execution of their Orders, as occaſion ſhould offer; and the inferior Officers 
and others were very impatient at the Slow neſs of the Swedes Motion: but 
laſt Night they failed, and this Morning we ſee them actually joined, and the 
Wind being come more favourable for them to bear down upon the Danes, 
it is expected here they will do it to-day ; tho the Daniſh Fleet being already 
retired towards Copenhagen, and the Flats thereabouts dangerous, it will 


probably require more time to come at them. One of the Swediſb Fire- 


ſhips was run aground laſt Night, and till lays fo before this place; but in 


the combined Fleets there are eight more, which, together with ours and 
the Duteh Bomb - Veſſels, muſt do the greateſt Execution. God Almighty grant 
the Danes may yet prevent it, by a ſpcedy CORE with what is * 
and rcalonable.

King of Denmark would agree to it, and that he firſt ſpoke to me about it; 
ſo far was I off making any Propoſal to him, and that it is very true, that 
we had ſeveral Arguments thereupon concerning our Fleet: but whatever 
paſſed, was as our own thoughts, and not that I declared any thing as by Or- 
der of the King my Maſter. I owned to him I was a little ſurpriſed to find 
that the Court of Denmark, upon his relation, took it, as if I had propoſed 
the King my Maſter's Mediation, when I had no ſuch Orders. He ſaid, it

An Armiſtice of eight Days is pro— 
poſed, for aſſembling the Miniſters at Fambourg to receive the Poſtulata on 
allſides ; and next Poſt I ſhall be able to acquaint your Excellency with ſome- 
thing fixed to this effect, one way or other. I have Horſe»loads of uſeleſs Pro- 
tocols, and impracticable Projects, which are fo little worth ſending to you, 
that I can ſcarce afford them place in my Study: but your Excellency may 
reſt aſſured, that in all eſſential Matters you ſhall be rightly informed of what 
palles. If there be Sincerity in the Court where your Excellency reſides, things 
may eaſily be calmed ; otherwiſe we ſhall be much worſe intangled than ever 
by this new Mediation.

IN my laſt Letter of the r, I gave you an account, that the Swedes being 
reſolved not to paſs through the Channel on this ſide of Sa/tholm, ſeemed 
to ſtray by it only till they could have time to. ſet Buoys in their own Chan- 
nel (on the other fide of the newly mentioned Ifland) which is commonly 
called the Flintrennen, or the Rocky Paſſage. Accordingly as ſoon as the 
Buoys were ſet, the whole Swedzſh Fleet, excepting only ſix or ſeven of the very 
| biggeſt Ships, quitted the Daniſh Coaſt the A in the Evening, and paſſed 
through the Flintrennen the next Morning, to the number of Twenty-nine 
Ships of the Line of Battle. The great Swedzſh Ships, newly mentioned, 
fet fail for Carelſcroon the I in the Forenoon, after all the reſt had paſſed 
the Fliutrennen, to whom they left behind not only their Flags, but likewiſe 
the beſt of their Men; ſo that, tho' the Swedzſh Flect is now much leſs than 
before, as to the Ships it conliſts of, yet in proportion it is much better manned. 
On Sunday ſevennight the 1 1th inſtant N. S. Admiral Geaae, and Mr. Olaus 
Hanſen were on board the Engliſh and Dutch Admirals, to impart the News 
to them of the King of Denmark's having accepted the Engliſb and Dutch 
Mediation, in conjunction with the French; and to preſs them to a Neu- 
trality upon that ſcore, in order to which Admiral Guldenlet made further 
and very urgent Inſtances two Days after, by a Letter to Admiral Rook, upon 
occaſion of the Swedzſh Fleet's paſſing the Flintrennen. | 5 
The Treaties between Sweden and Denmark forbid the paſſing of the Sound, 
or Belt, by either Party, with above five Men of War at a time, without 
three Weeks previous Notification to the other: but they make no mention 
at all of paſſing through the Grounds, which therefore the Daniſh Fleet never 
ſcruples to do without Notification. So that Gu/denlew's Letter did not com- 
plain of the Swedzſh Fleet's paſſing the Flintrennen as a Breach of the Treaties, 
but only as contrary to the ancient Cuſtoms of theſe Seas, which he alledged 
(tho' upon what grounds I cannot tell) not to allow the uſe of that Paſſage 
to any Ships whatſoever, unleſs bound for Malmo, or coming from it. Upon 
this Pretence the Daniſh would, in all likelihood, have taken the firſt Oppor- 
tunity of a favourable Wind to attack the Swedzſh Fleet, if they could have per- 
ſuaded Sir George Rook to promiſe to be neutral in that Caſe, which he plainly 
and poſitively refuſed. Guldenlew in his diſcourſe the other Day with me, 
ihew'd a great deal of Concern at Sir George Rook's advancing towards the

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Swediſh Fleet, and owning his being in Readineſs to join them, which, he 
faid, was very far from being Mediator-like. To this I anſwered, that it had 
been expreſſly notified to the King of Denmark, almoſt ſix Weeks ago, by 
Mr. Creſſet, and Mr. Cranenberg, as allo afterwards to his High Excellency 
(for this is the Title given to all the Guiden/ews) by Admiral Rook, at his firſt 
Arrival near thg Sound, that His Majeſty and the States had ſcnt theſe Squa- 
drons to the Baltick Sea, for preſerving the Peace in theſe Parts, and for the 
maintaining of the Treaty of Altena, to which they were obliged, as Gua— 
rantecs; that Admiral Rook's Orders and Inſtructions were agreeable to this 
Declaration ; and his High Excellency may calily judge, that his Proceedings 
muſt be ſo too, till he gets new Orders, and till then he could act upon 
no other foot than the ſaid Guaranty. That the Swediſh Envoy, Monſ. Life 
ſenheim, had been ſent to the King of Denmark at the ſame time with Mr.

What Monſ. de Euldenlew replied to all this, was only, That he could not 
blame Admiral Rook for following his Orders, but that it could not well be 
ſuppoſed that Mr. Meyercroon would write ſuch a Story to the King his 
Maſter, unleſs it had been true.

To theſe things I anſwered, That Admiral Rook had expreſſly declared to 
his High Excellency, by Colonel Hundorf, ſome days before the {aid News 
arrived, that he deſigned to join the Swedsſh Fleet with the firſt Opportunity. 
That he would have joined it before now, if there had been the fame Diſ- 
polition of Circumſtances for it. That now the Circumſtances being as they 
are, his Orders obliged him to make the advances neceſſary on his part, in 
order to a Junction. That a bare Junction could not hurt the Mediation. 
That it was not his Intention to proceed any farther, unleſs the Swedes WCre 
attacked, till he had an Anſwer from Holſtein to a Letter he had ſent thi- 
ther, immediately upon his High Excellency's imparting to him of the above- 
mentioned News.

being landed in Holland. We ſuppoſe he got thither on Saturday, but have 


not yet the News of it. my 

The French Ambaſlador ſtaid a Day or two after him, but he embarked 
veſterday in the River. Before he went, I ſpoke to him about a Ship called 
the Milliam and Jane, which was ſeized by the French trading to Port Dally 
or Joally, on the Coaſt of Africa, between the River Senegal and Gambia. 


I know your Excellency has ſollicited the Reſtitution of it, but without ef- 


fect hitherto, it having been referred to the Commiſſion of Trade. I in- 
cloſe their Report, which has been laid before His Majeſty, and by His Com- 


mand I ſpoke to the French Ambaſſador, that he would procure Right to be 


done us. He has promiſed, that he would repreſent the Caſe as ſtrongly as 
he could; how he will have performed it, your Excellency will beſt judge. 


I defired him to conſider, that there is a Concern of ſeven Thouſand Pound; 
that aut trading on that Coaſt was never queſtioned but once before, two 


Ships being then ſeized by the French, but upon our Complaint they were 
both releaſed, and full Satisfaction was given. I hope they are as well diſ- 
poſed to do us Juſtice now, and that the good Underſtanding between us 
may not only appear by the late Treaty, but by all other Acts of Friendſhip, 


and a mutual good Treatment of the Subjects on both ſides. I hope the Count 


de Tallard does us that Right to let it be underſtood, with what Readineſs 
all Diſpatch is given to whatever he has to ſollicit, tho it often happens to 
be for matters of ſmall Conſequence, and for Perſons that will be forcing a 
Trade on our Coaſt with Salt, Brandy, and the like Merchandize, contrary 
to our known Laws. As often as there is any room to favour them, we do 
not fail to ſhew it. „ 

There is another Act of Friendſhip, of a yet greater moment, which that 
Court may oblige us in, if they think fit; and that is, the bringing of the 
Affairs in the North to a ſpeedy Determination, that we may ſce Peace re- 


ſtored there before Winter. The laſt Poſt gave us ſome Proſpect that a Ceſ- 


ſation of Arms would be agreed on. Monſ. Chamilly was then going with 
the Propoſal to the Princes of Zn—_ whether they have concluded 
any thing, I know not, but I told Count Tallard that I thought it was wholly 


in their hands, not only to make a Ceſſation, but to make a Peace, when-

Letters are arrived this Day from Edinburgh of the 24 inftant, which bring 
the Proclamation, that has been iſſued there, for adjourning the Parliament 
to the 13th of Auguſt. There was ſome talk, as if they would not ſubmit 
to this Adjournment, and that the doing it by Proclamation was a novelty 
there, and therefore the Precedent ought not to be admitted; but more noiſe 
has been made of it here than upon the Place. I only hear that they intend 
ro ſet a Petition again on foot for the Meeting of the Parliament to diſpatch 
the Affairs before them, which no doubt will be complied with in a proper 
time, whether the Petition proceeds or not; thoſe that propoſe to themſelves 
any Advantages from the Ferment, that has appeared in that Kingdom, may

I I have had very little Diſcourſe with Mr. Stanyan, and conſequently have 
very imperfect Notions how matters ſtood at Paris, when he came away.

He deſigns to 
leave us Monday or Tueſday next, to go and take his uſual Diverſions at Loo. 
The incloſed Paper is about Mr. Rovznſon's Letter to me, which he deſired me 
to communicate to your Exccelleny with his moſt humble Reſpets. We have 
nothing ſince freſher from thoſe Parts, but that Sir George and the Dutch were 
paſſed as far as the narroweſt part of the Sound. That the Swedzſh Fleet 
Was ſtill without, towards the Eaſt end, and the Danes lay in the middle 
between them, two or three Leagues diſtant from each, having as yet had 
no Action that we hear of. The Land- Forces are al ſo looking at one another, 
expecting an Armiſtice, of which there ſeems leſs Probability now than be- a 
fore: for the Swedes and Lunenburghers having been declared Enemies by 
Denmark, demand to be included in the Treaty, as well as the Duke of 
Holſtem ; which Denmark refuſes, deſiring to be at liberty to be revenged 
on them. Some mention alſo being made by the Houſe of Lunenburg, of 
including the new Electorate, offends both Denmark and Brandenburg, as 
well as the Fortifications began at Rat gbourg. Notwithſtanding which, I hope 
our Maſter's Wiſdom will find Expedients for all theſe Difficulties, if your 
Court be ſincere, and do not traverſe Him, which Monſ. de Chamillys Pro- 
ccedings in Denmark give ſome grounds to ſuſpect.

OUNT Chamilly is not yet returned from the Court of Denmark, ſo 
that the Term fixed for an Armiſtice in the laſt Project being expired, 

and no Anſwer given, it is evident the Danes only ſeek Delays, which at 

length will prove fatal to them. It is reported here this Day, that the King 


of Denmark has left Gluckſtadt on a ſudden, and is probably gone for Co- 


penhagen, before which Town the Engliſh, Swedes, and Dutch lie now at 
anchor, with Fifty-two good Men of War of the Line of Battle, whilſt the 


Daniſh Fleet is retired into a corner, ill at caſe, under the Cannon of the 


Citadel; fo that it appears a Paradox to all the World, to ſee thoſe Heroes 
ſtill fo averſe from treating. Juſt as I am writing, I receive the honour of 


your Excellency's Letter of the 16th inſtant, for which I return my Acknow- 
ledgements. I here incloſe to your Excellency a Copy of CountChamzlly's 


Letter, which will clear the Point to you, about mixing the, ninth Electo-

The day after my Arrival, the King of Denmark went in the 
Morning three Miles off, where he was expected, ſo that we could not ſpeak 
about Bulineſs yeſterday ; this Day he is again gone, ſince five a-clock, to 
It ſboe, and perhaps much farther yet: it is doubtful whether he returns to- 
night; they have nevertheleſs promiſed me a deciſive and favourable An- 
ſwer by to-morrow Evening, or next Day in the Morning; but I fear much 
its coming too late to be accepted by the other ſide : and as I would not be 
reproached to have amuſed any body, I thought I muſt write this to you, 
immediately after the term which was given me, that ſo, Sir, you may let Mr. 
Fabritius know, that there is nothing done; that I ſhall nevertheleſs be in a 
Condition of bringing an Anſwer the Day after to-morrow, but I know not 
what it will contain, tho they make me hope it will be agreeable to the 
Project which I brought with me.

It is certainly the ſame Caſe as that 
of the William and Fane. I have incloſed the Reaſons, which the Senegal 
Company gave for condemning her as a Prize, and Mr. Prior can give you 
the whole Proceedings. I fear this will have the like Fate: nevertheleſs I do 
intend to give in a Memorial. I cannot tell by the Petition, whether the 
Ship was brought to Havre de Grace, or fold where it was taken. Beſides, 
the Maſter ſhould, on his landing, have made a Complaint to the Admiralty 
Court there, and entered his Depoſitions; and if he had not there Juſtice done, 
he might appeal, as may al ſo the Perſons concerned in the Milliam and Fane, 
if they pleaſe : but then they muſt ſend ſome Perſon to follow it at Havre. 
de Grace, or at the Admiralty of that Province. All I can do is to aſſiſt them 
at Court, for generally the Proceedings are not at Paris; beſides, there is a 
conſiderable Expence, which I ſuppoſe they cannot expect 1 ſhould be at, and 
great Attendance, I do own, that if we ever had a Right to trade on that 
Coaſt, it ought to be ſettled if poſſible ; but you will ſee by the Papers in- 
cloſe d, that they ſay we have none, and by their Charter, &c. this King has 
granted hem this Coaſt of Portudal, excluſive of all Perſons whatſoever.

I ſhall forbear ſaying any more concerning our Ships, that have been ſcized 
on the Coaſt of Guinea, till I ſee in what manner the African Company 
_ juſtify their Right to that Trade. Iasked Mr. Prior, whether the Caſe of the 
William and Jane had undergone an Appeal. He thinks it has not, bur it 
_ reſts upon the Sentence given in the inferiour Court. He is of your Lords 
ſhip's Opinion, that a Review of the Sentence will have little effect; and the 
rather, ſince Monſ. Ponchartrain will preſide, when the Appeal comes to be 
heard, who, he hears, is very much intereſted in that Company: bur [ think 
that Reaſon ſhould not diſcourage any from bringing an Appeal. An inte- 
reſted Man does not always care to appear fo in publick Judicature : but there 
his Reputation is a Counter Ballance to his Intereſt, which will help to keep 
off a Determination againſt a well-grounded Title. If our Company are not 
well aſſured they have ſuch a one, I would have no body be further troubled 

in this Matter. That we ſhall better ſee, when their Reaſons are drawn up. 
I have acquainted my Lord Seafie/4 with what your Excellency writes, con- 
_ cerning the Affairs of Scotland. He does not know Sir John Maitland, but 
will inquire about him. Ir is of great uſe to be rightly informed of all Cor- 
reſpondences relating to Scotland, particularly with D— H—_ I 
have employed one to inform me concerning Vavaſor and Burroughs, where 
they are to be found, when in England. I hope your Excellency will have 
an Account, when either of them comes from thence. I ſhould be glad to 
know which way they take, whether by Calais, or Dunkirk, and the like, 
for his Father has a very good Character.

HE laſt I had from you was of the 75th of July, wherein you mention 
that the King was fatisfied, &c.

am apt to think that they had ſome thoughts of taking Tangier, but they found 
the Port ſo deſtroyed, that it was not eaſy to do, the Expence being more than 
the Place is worth. As for Ceuta, that was only a Compliment, which they

Captain Gay left them 
intrenched near the Sea-Coaſt, till their Cavalry can be wafted over to them, 


to ſuſtain their March, which will go on with a witneſs, the King of Sweden 


being in Perſon with his Troops, and to be followed with no leſs than ſix 
Thouſand Horſe, as Sir George Rook writes me word, all which are probably 
debarked by this time, Your Excellency will judge it is high time for Den- 
mark to think of Peace: but I yet can ſee no Appearance of it.

J Have been this Day made acquainted with a Scheme by a Perſon unknown 
to me, who deſired I would meet him in a private Place, which I did; he 


giving me to underſtand it was a Deſign againſt the King's Life. I am ſen- 

ſible His Majeſty will not eaſily believe it, tho' I hope your Lordſhip will 
take effectual Care that none come near him but who are known. Tho' I 
may be deccived in this Matter, yet I thought it of too great a Conſequence

The Perſon, who gives me this Information, is one Daniel Breane, who 


ſays he is a reformed Licutenant in Colonel Lee's Regiment in the French 
Service, and now quartered at Bethune, in the way to Liſle. I know there 
is ſuch a Colonel, and I have ſeen him often at Verſailles. This Perſon aſ- 
ſures me, that at his Quarters one Richard Evans propoſed to him to go for Loo, 
and offered him what Money he would, having been long his Acquaintance, 


that he might make his Fortune; that their Deſign was to kill the Prince of 


Orange, 
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Orange, as they call'd him; that the chief Perſon in this Deſign was one Wil. 
liam Grimes, who has been in England, and went from thence to Holland. 
He gocs by another Name, and has been often near the King; he thinks he is now 
at Loo, and knows him perfectly well. With him are concerned one Fames 
Newman and Morgan Mullongon. He ſays there was one Huggein concerned: 
but Grimes, fearing he ſhould diſcover them, killed him at Paris. This De- 
ſign has been on foot for ſome time, and they thought to have done it in 
England. He aflures me, that when he refuſed to be engaged, Evans told 
him he would loſe an Opportunity, which he would repent, and took leave 
of him on Monday laſt (he going with him ſome part of the way) and ſaid 
he ſhould be foon near Loo. I would have ſent him with Mr. Chetwynd, 
who will deliver this to your Lordſhip: but he pretends he is ſo well known 
by the Officers upon the Road, that he was afraid to be ſeen with him, but he 
has promiſed to meet him beyond Mons; and in caſe he ſhould miſs of him, 
I have given him a Note to Mr. Blathwayt, which he will ſend to him as 
ſoon as he comes to Loo.

The Lunenburghers are buſy with the Danes. about their own particular 
Afﬀai's, which do not a little perplex thoſe of Holſtein. I ſhall to-morrow 


find Monſ. Cranenberg at the Army, and concert with him in all means con- 


ducing to a ſpeedy Peace, which I know to be His Majeſty's chief Aim, (with 
Submiſſion) I pretume it is much to be preferr'd before all Armiſtices, if it 


can be obtain d; and I do not ſee Denmark in any Poſlibility of refuſing to 


end the War, when England and Holland pleaſe. I have ever found the 
French Miniſters very fond of being Umpires, or Arbitrators, in theſe Af- 
fairs, as well as all others; but methinks there may ariſe great Difficulties in

One would be glad to 
know what they are deſigned for. It is ſaid they will winter at Cadiæ, if 
they do not make themſelves maſters of Gzbraltar. „

Hop, ſeparately, 
that he was commanded by the Emperor to impart to them, for their Maſters 
information, That his Imperial Majeſty, conſidering the King of Hain to be 
in good health, and of ſuch an Age, that he might very well, with the 
bleſſing of God, hope for Iflue of his own, did not think it becoming, 
eſpecially him that was his Uncle, to make a diviſion of his Succeſſion. 
He added to the M. de Villars, that the Emperor hoped this Anſwer would 
not interrupt the good Intelligence between himſelf and his moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty ; and that he would not proceed to the nomination of a third, which 
would but embroil matters the more: That when the Succeſſion happened 
to fall, the Emperor thought it juſtly belonged to him; and after the ex- 
tinction of the Male-Line of the Houſe of Auſtria, to the Duke of Savoy, 
according to Philip the IVths Will. He told Monſ. Hop alſo, that the 
Emperor deſired to continue in a good Underſtanding with the King and the 
States-General. I cannot ſee Count Harrach to-night, but ſhall doubtleſs 
receive the ſame Anſwer from him to-morrow.

I Had the honour to write you word in my laſt, amongſt other things, 
that the Swiſs would probably call a Diet expreſſly ro deliberate about 
the Guaranty into which we have invited them to enter. It is now fixed 
for the end of this Month, and to prevent the long Deliberations uſual in 
this Country, M. de Puyſieux thought it neceſſary to explain himſelf clearly, 
as he has had Orders to do, in regard to what is underſtood by the Guaranty. 
| He 
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He ſends me word, the 14th of this Month, N. S. that he would write to 
the Canton of Zurich to communicate to all the others, before they ſhould 
ſend their Deputies to the Diet ; that the Guaranty conſiſted in two Points, 
or Propoſitions : The firſt is the ſtopping of their Paſſages, in caſe the Execu- 
tion of the Treaty ſhould be oppoſed when the Time ſhall come. The 
other is to give as many Troops as they can to the Allied Powers, for their 
Money. I believe, my Lord, that the firſt Propoſition will meet with little 
or no difficulty; for there is no likelihood that the Cantons will give the 
Imperial Troops leave to paſs thorough their Country. They have nor 
forgot that the Emperor does till pretend the Rights of Sovereignty over 
Swiſſerland. As to the giving Troops, they would know (and agree on 
that Point) how much for cach Soldier : and France has at preſent that diffi- 
culty with the Canton of Bern, which having in the Year 1672, granted a 
Regiment of 2400 Men, on Conditions, which, they ſay, were not comply'd 
with, (eſpecially about the payment) will be inflexible on this Conjuncture, 
eſpecially ſince the Orders of Monſ. de Puyſieux are to fix the payment 
for all the Swiſſes in the Service of the King his Maſter (excepting the 
Guards of that Nation) at ſixteen Livres, as the Money ſhall be worth in his 
Kingdom. He has already made this Propoſal at two Diet. The Canton of 


Beru is the only one that has not conſented to it, and it is by much the 


maoſt conſiderable Canton. It is likely that Mr. Vallenier and I ſhall both 
be at the next Diet. He is at preſent with the Grz/ons, where he will find the 
Affairs difficult; for you know that thoſe Confederates depend (whatever 
Penſioners France may have there) intirely upon the Houle of Auſtria. The 
Spaniſh Ambaſſador has a very great Credit there; and as they have all that 
is neceſlary for Life, from the Tyro/, and the Mzlaneſe, we ſhall find it very 
difficult to make them underſtand Reaſon about what we hope from them.

tary, &c. he did own, that when Monſ. Magellotti went away, he told him, 
by Order, that he was not to let any Courier paſs, without having his Note 


to the Poſt-Maſter, as there is the ſame Order ſent to all the parts of France. 


He ſaid that he ought to have given me notice; that as this concerned all pub- 
lick Miniſters, it would not look well to except any particular one. And 
then he entered into the Reaſons, ſaying that at this Juncture it was neceſſary 
to know what Couriers were ſent to Vienna and Spain. I did not well know 
what to ſay when he turned it in this manner, laying all the Fault upon him- 
ſelf ; he ſaid he hoped I would have the Goodneſs to excuſe him, that it ſhould 
be made caſy to me, &c. When I ſee him next, I will endeavour to ſettle 
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it: but I fear it will be hard to do; for the truth of all this is, that this Court 
will know the Name of him that goes, the Road, and the Time they ſet out, 
that ſo they may take what Meaſures they think proper. This, as it may 
happen, may be very inconvenient. I cannot tell but it is proper to take no- 
tice of it to Monl. de Tallard. I do not believe he would like to be ſerved 
ſo. If Monſ. de Torcy will leave me ſome blank Paſſes, it might do; bur 
I do not think he will. He did ſay there ſhould be ſome at the Poſt-Maſter's 
at Paris, whenever I had occaſion to ſend; and when he had none, he ſhould 
have Orders to fend for them: which laſt will, I fear, be always the Caſe ; 
ſince by this means they will have time to enquire, who is the Perſon I in- 


tend to ſend, &c. and at St. Germains they will have notice allo. 1 deſire 


to know what His Majeſty thinks of this mattet, and what he would have me 
do. I have had the melancholy News of the Death of the Duke of Glouceſter. 
I ſuppoſe I ſhall have Orders to notify it to this Court, and in what manner 


it is to be done, whether my Coaches and Livery are to be put into Mourning, 
and if I am to ask publick Audiences, and deliver Letters to all the Royal Fa- 


mily. If fo; you will ſend me Copies of the Leiters, that lo I may frame my 


Diſcourſe accordingly. I deſire you will be full in your Directions, for 1 


doubt that, as he was Heir preſumptive, the Mourning will be the deeper. 
In the Conference I had with Monſ. de Torey, he told me whor had paſſed 
at the Audience, which the Spaniſh Ambaſſador had tome days azo. The 
_ Subſtance of it was to diſſuade the King from proceeding any farti.cr in the 
Treaty concerning the Succeſſion. He ſaid that the King his Maſter was like 
to live a long time, that his Health was better than ever it was, that he had 
named no Perſon to ſucceed him, nor would he. This King anſwered, that 
no body wiſhed more for his Maſter's Health than himſelf, that all Men are 
mortal, that he had no other Deſign in what he had done, but the Peace 
of Europe. The Spaniſh Ambaſſador diſcourſed afterwards with Monſ. de 
Torcy, who took notice to him, that the Reſolutions that were taken in Span, 


about ſuppreſſing all Penſions, were in order to maintain a conſiderable num-_ 


ber of Forces, which might create Jealouſies, eſpecially if they were foreign 
Troops. To which he anſwered, that they had been long enough the Jeſt of 


Europe, by having their Affairs in ſo ill a Condition, that every Man was Ma- 


ſter in his own Country, &c. I find by Monſ. de Torcy, that the French are 


apprehenſive that the Emperor's Troops are to go to Milan and Naples, and 


he ſaid it had been already propoſed to the Republick of Venice to paſs 
Twenty Thouſand Men thorough their Territories; and if ſo, he thought it 
would be neceſſary that the French Troops, that are near Catalonia, ſhould 
have Orders to march to the Frontiers of Hain; not ti at he believed there 
would be any occaſion of proceeding further, but that this would be ſufficient 
to hinder the Germans from going into Italy. This he deſired the King ſhould 
know. I am ſatisfied that there is ſomething of this nature in hand, by what 
Monſ. Zingendorf lets fall ſometimes in his Diſcourſes. Monſ. de Torcy laid, 
that they intended to preſs for the Emperor's Anſwer concerning the Treaty, 
and that it would be convenient we ſhould do ir alſo. Then he took notice 
to me of the Deſcent, which the King of Sweden had made in Denmark ; that 
he did not know bur they might take Copenhagen, and then they would be 
Maſters of the whole Kingdom, and it might not be in our power to help 


Denmark, if we would; that there had been a Conference, where none of 
the Miniſters of France were preſent, and they did believe that Mr. Creſſer 


was there. This gives them ſome Suſpicion here. I told him I had not re- 
ccived any Accounts, and ſo could fay nothing to it: but that I believed all 


this was done in order to diſpoſe the King of Denmark, who had not ſhewed 


much Inclination hitherto, to accommodate the Differences between him and 
the Duke of Holſtein. Upon which he read me a Paper ſigned by Count 
Reventlau and others, and which is another Anſwer to Monl. de Chamly, 
whereby the King of Denmark declares that he is ready to ſign the Guaranty 
of the Treaty about Spain. And as to the Affairs of Holſtein, he deſires the 
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French King to propoſe a Treaty ; and he does conſent, that whatever Points 
cannot be agreed to upon the Place, ſhall be left ro the Arbitration of the 
Kings of England and France, and of the States-Gencra) ; that in the mean 
time a Ceflation of Arms be agreed on, and with this Condition, that what- 
ever is determined by the Arbitrators, they ſhall have a. Right to oblige them 
to it, that do not accept of it. I tuppoic Mont. de Tallard will have pro- 
poſed this matter. | did not deſire a Copy of it, for I will not engage myſelf 
in any thing of this nature, but by Order. Monſ. de Torcy made uſe of this 
Paper, as an Argument to prove that the King of Denmark was well diſpoſed, 
and that his Condition was now to be pitied; beſides that, he was the only 
one that came heartily into the Treaty about Hain, and it is not very hard 
to gueſs the Reaſon of it: yet the French Miniſters have wrote to this Court, 
that in the Conference, where they were not preſent, the King of Denmark 
had agrecd to acknowledge the Ninth Electorate, and that he was to have 
better Terms on that Condition. I have ſince received a Letter from Mr. 
Creſſet, and he mentions nothing of it. It is certain that they believe it here, 
and it docs not plcale them; which is not much matter, provided it docs 
procure a Peace there.

The Ratifications will be exchanged in a few Days, and 
I hope to hang up my Inkhorn. The Intereſt of Proteſtantiſm is greatly ſe- 
cured by this Calm in the Lower Saxony. The Artifices of new Mediations, 
and tedious Armiſtices, are confounded by a clear and fair Peace, highly to 
the King our Maſter's Honour, as well as to the Glory of our beloved Country. 
Denmark is entirely taken off, at the ſame time, from its inveterate Oppo- 
ſition againſt the Ninth EleQtorate, and Primogeniture in the Houle of Hanover, 
which is a great Point, and in which England is deeply concerned, by a ſpe- 
cial Guaranty.

4 
Torcy has ſpoke to me concerning Count Baſſelli, and told me how that mat- 
ter did paſs, and that the French King could not ſet him at liberty, unleſs the 
King our Maſter approved of it. That upon what my Lord Portland had 
ſaid to Monſ. de Tallard, he was put in Priſon ; that Monſ. de Villars had 
inquired at Vienna into the matter he was accuſed of, but could not find 
there was any thing in it; that he (Monſ. de Torcy) was prefled by the Wife 
and Children of Baſſelli to ſpeak to me. The Anſwer 1 made him was, that 
I had no Orders about it, and that I thought that Monſ. de Tallard ought 
to (peak to my Lord Portland. He ſaid, that was not proper, for the French 
King would not concern himſelf, ſince it related only to the King my 
Maſter. I have prevented theſe Relations coming to my Houſe ; but I muſt 
tell you, that whenever I ſee Monſ. de Torcy, either at Ycr/ailles or Paris, 
they are always in the outward Room, and I do not know what to ſay to 
them. The Envoy of Mantua preſſes this matter alſo, and I have reaſon 
to think this Court would willingly ſet him at liberty: for Monſ. de Torcy 
| faid, he had done Service to France in Italy; but as they have declared ſo 
publickly, that he is in Priſon upon our King's account, it is no longer in 
their power to let him out. I do not well comprehend this matter, but I 
think ſomething ought to be done. I do aſſure you, it has been with ſome 
difficulty that I have prevented the whole Family from coming to Loo. I 
take the liberty to trouble you with this matter, having formerly wrote to 
you about it: but had not Monſ. de Torcy ſpoke again to me, I ſhould have 
taken no further notice of it. I deſire you will let me know His Majeſty's 
pleaſure, and I will act accordingly.

'rwas not known but Monſ. Chamilly would be preſent too, he being no

Alliance with the Crown of Sweden. His Majeſty therefore, in concert 
with the States, has writ Letters to the Kings of Sweden and Poland, advi- 


ſing them to an amicable Compoſure of differences, and to that end to agree 
to a Cellation of Arms, and a Place of Congreſs, where a Treaty may be 


ſet on foot. And as the States on their ſide have written on this Subje& 


to Monſ. Heemskerk, fo His Majeſty commands me to ſignify His Pleaſure 
to your Lordſhip, that with the firſt Opportunity you aſſure the Miniſters of 


the Court of France, and the King himſelf, of the continuance of His Ma- 
zeſty's great Care of the publick Tranquillity ; and that for putting an end to 


the War now on foot between Sweden and Poland, His Majeſty has written

Could not leave theſe parts before I had returned my humble Thanks 
to your Excellency for the honour of your Letter of the 3oth paſt. I 

hope the handſome Concluſion the Guarantees make of their Work will be 
as much for their Reputation, as their Vigour and Conduct of it; and that 

both the Reaſonableneſs of the Terms obtained for the Duke of Holſtein, 
and the Readineſs of the Guarantees to ſtop there, agreeing ſo well with their 

Profeſſions and Declarations made before they entred into Action, will con- 

vince the World that their Aim was Peace, and not War, as the Danes 

endeavoured to perſuade ſome Courts, and particularly that where your Ex- 
cellency is, whoſe Miniſters were pretty forward to believe that the Diſpo- 
ſitions were quite contrary, and all the Inclinations to Peace on the part of 

Denmark. Now they ſay this is a force upon the Danes, and cannot laſt, 

That it is ſo, is very true, nor was it ever otherwiſe, the Danes having never 
at any time yielded to the Duke's Juſtice, till they were overpowered ; and 
therefore it may for all that be as laſting now as formerly, the rather becauſe 
the Duke's Rights are now in a good meaſure ſet in ſo much a clearer Light 
than heretofore, that the Occaſions and Pretexts of a Quarrel will no more 
be ſo ready at hand. Yet if the ordinary Talk of Copenhagen, and ſome Ar- 

pearances too, may be credited, the Danes ſeem as if they would hardly give 

the Ink of their Ratifications leave to dry before they begin a new War. Im- 

mediately after the Concluſion of the Peace they drew out, equipped and 

mann d their Fleet, threatning that as ſoon as ours and the Dutch Squadrons 
were gone, they would fall upon the Swediſh Fleet, againſt which they might 
have reaſonably hoped to have advantage, the ſame being much weakened 
by conſiderable Detachments, and otherwiſe. But Sir George Rook's. Re ſo- 
lution to ſtay till the Swediſh Ships be in ſafety, will, I hope, obviate that 
danger. Nothing but want of a fair Wind to carry off the Swedes, hinders 
us from ſeeing the laſt Scene of a Guaranty, which not only for the Vigour, 

but alſo for the Moderation and Diſintereſtedneſs of the Auxillaries, wants a 
parallel in Hiſtory; and it will be perhaps a long time before it be imirated, 
Ihe Acceſſion of this Crown to the Treaty about the Spaniſh Succeſſion 

goes very {lowly forward, and theſe Miniſters ſeem to think the Circum- 
| ſtances of their Affairs ought to excuſe them at preſent from taking part 
in it; ſince the Emperor has ſo many ways to incommode them, eſpecially 

while the War the King of Poland has begun againſt them continues. T hey 
ſeem much perſuaded that their Friends will not preſs them to expoſe them- 
ſelves, but rather firſt help them to a State of Safety, and then they ſhall 
be inacondition to make returns. This King has drawn his Army that he 
brought out of Sealand towards the other fide of this Province, where there is 
better convenience for ſhipping off ſo many of them as he intends to tranſ- 
port to Liefland. Whether his Majeſty will go with them, or not, is very 

uncertain: but very certain it is that his Preſence amongſt theſe (low People is 
of ſo great uſe, that without it, this Summer's Expedition would have had 
no good effect.

pretence of recruiting the foreign Troops who ſerve in the Spaniſh Pay, to 
introduce them when they ſhall judge it to be proper. The ſaid Court plunges 
itſelf more and more into ſtrange diſorders in regard to the Succeſſion. The 
King and the Queen are abſolutely for the Imperial Court ; and on the other 
hand, the Council of State runs blindly, and head foremoſt in favour of the 
Duke of Anjou, flattering themſelves that his moſt Catholick Majeſty will 
embrace this Affair.

The King expreſſed 
himſelf as extreamly ſenſible of the great Loſs, &c. as is uſual on ſuch Oc- 
caſions. As to what related to their Royal Highneſſes, he concluded with 
ſaying, that he would take an occaſion of letting them know the great Share 
he took in their Concern. In ſhort all things went as well as could be de- 
ſired, and on Wedneſday next the Court goes into Mourning, which will be 
the Day after the late King leaves Fontainebleau. I have ſome Reaſon to think 
that my going thither, whilſt they were there, may have a good Effet. For 
of late the St. Germazns People are fo high, that they think it is now our 
time to court them. I find that tho' they heard a Week before that I Was 
to come, yet they could not belicve it. I carried myſelf as if I thought there 
were no ſuch Perſons, and my Coach came to the great Stairs, which is un- 
der the late King's Apartment there. Thoſe that belong to them were curious 
enough to ſee me, but it was alſo, I believe, no little Mortification to them 
to ſee where I went, all the French making me all the Compliments imagi- 
nable. I was a conſiderable time with Monſ. de Torcy, and ſatisfied him both 
in rclation to the Delay, and the King's not writing. I was forced to lay the 
Occaſion of it on the Lords Juſtices, who the King thought would have ſent 
me Orders, which was the Reaſon I had them not ſooner from Loo. This 
I hope they will pardon, but when things are managed in ſuch a manner, 
one muſt make the moſt plauſible Excufe one can. I am of opinion, that 
we ſhall now ſoon ſee Matters of great Conſequence tranſacted all over Eu- 
rope, becauſe it is expected that in a few Days we ſhall hear that the King 
of Jpazn is dead. They have at Court received a Courier from Madrid, and 
on the 26th of September the King was ſo ill, he having continual Vomi- 
tings and a great Looſeneſs, that his Phyſicians believed he could not live a 
Week. Laft Night late the Emperor's Envoy was with me, who had juſt re- 
ceived News of the 3oth by an Expreſs. His Letters mention that the King 
had received the Sacrament, the extreme Unction, ec. and that he had taken 
leave of the Queen, &c. ſo they deſpaired of his Life; but on the Day this 
was wrote, there were ſome little Hopes of him, his Looſeneſs having abated. 
He told me he was then going for Fontainebleau, It is certain that the whole 
Council of Hain, and even thoſe that were Creatures of the Queen, who 
is intirely for the Houſe of Auſtria, are all for the Duke of Anjou. They 
flatter themſelves that the French King will accept this Offer. I hope the 
Emperor, before it is too late, will 8 f his Intereſt to ſign the N : 
2 | The 
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The Pope died on the 27th of laſt Month, and the Conclave began ye- 
ſterday. The Cardinals de Noailles and Camus are both ſet out for Rome. 
I had ſome Diſcourſe with the Nuncio, who thinks there will be great Di- 
viſions; and in caſe we do not hear that a new Pope is choſen very ſoon, 
the Conclave may laſt many Months, eſpecially if the King of Spain ſhould 
die. I think it had been better for our Affairs, if the Pope had. lived ſome 
time longer: 4

ever the King of Poland tells cither you or us of his Inclinations to Peace, 

no body here believes a word of it, ſince the Czar of Muſcouy is marched in 

' perſon with ſo formidable a Power to his Aſſiſtance. He has certainly be- 
ſieged Nerva, and probably taken it before this time, and all Livonia is 

| looked on as loft, the Swedes not acting with the Vigour that was expected 

from them for its Defence, Mr. de Lelienroot, their Ambaſſador here, 
preſſes hard both the King and the States for the Succour promiſed by our 
late Treaty, which is like to come (lowly ; and whether given in kind 
by Men and Shipping, or in Money, which he ſeems rather to deſire, will 
be very inconſiderable againſt ſuch an Enemy. I have received no Orders yet 

to notify the Duke of Glouceſters Death here. Sir George Rook, with his

A S foon as I received yours of September 25, I left Paris, and on Thurf- 
day Night came to this Place. I found that Monſ. Heemskerk, by 
reaſon of his Indiſpoſition, had already executed his Orders, by preſenting a 
Memorial. My Orders being to ſpeak to the King himſelf, I waited the next 
Morning on M. de Torcy, when I acquainted him with what you mentioned, 
and at the ſame time I did deſire he would procure me an Audience of the 
King, which I had this Morning, when I acquainted his Majeſty with the 
great Concern it was to the King to ſee the Troubles in Lzefland, which, 
if not ſoon compoſed, might have very ill Conſequences to the Peace and 
Quiet of Europe. That the King did take great part therein, and would do 
all that lay in his power to induce thoſe Princes to a ſpeedy Accommodation, 
and to that end he had already wrote to them in the moſt preſſing Terms 
that were poſlible ; that as His Majeſty had an equal Concern in the Quiet of 
[ — oh ſo the King did not doubt of his ready Conchrrence in ſo good a 
Work, by employing his good Offices to thoſe Princes, to induce them to a 
ſpeedy Agreement, by diſpoſing them ro conſent immediately to a Ceſſation 
of Arms, and the naming a Place for a Treaty. I then concluded with a 
Compliment to his Majeſty, of the great Regard they would have to his In- 
terpoſition, that there was all the Reaſon to believe it would ſoon procure a 
happy Peace in thoſe Parts, which was ſo much wiſhed for, &c. This was 
the Subſtance of what I ſaid. The Anſwer this King made me was, that he 
was very glad he had already done * = King my Maſter deſired, and that

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it has had that good Effect, that on his Conſideration the King of Poland had 
withdrawn his Cannon from the Batteries againſt Riga, that he looked upon 
it as a kind of Suſpenſion of Arms; and he did not doubt, but with the AC 
ſiſtance of the King my Maſter, they ſhould ſoon compoſe thoſe Differences. 
That he would continue to do all he could to obtain that end, which I might 
aſlure the King my Maſter of. After this I diſcourſed again with M. de Torcy, 
and I cannot but think they do here ſincerely wiſh that thoſe Matters were 
compoſed ; and I do the more think fo, becauſe it is believed that the King 
of Hpain is dead; and M. de Torcy told me, that the King of Poland had al- 
ready declared that he was willing to agree to the Re-eſtabliſhment of the Treaty 
of Oliva; but I find he does explain it ina different manner from the Swedes, 
which M. de Torcy ſaid muſt be left to be conſidered at the Treaty. The Ex-

continue ſo, now we have certain News that the Moſcovites are near Nerva. 
M. de Torcy ſaid it was hard to deal with ſuch Men, but if it was neceſſary, 


he believed the King would ſend a Miniſter to the Czar. He feared that the 
greateſt Difficulty will be to perſuade the King of Sweden; for tho Monſ. de 
Guiſcard had not propoled this method to that King, yet he had done it to 


his Miniſters, who ſeemed to think it would be a Propoſal not agreeable to 


their Maſter. I ſhall take care to ſollicit this Affair in the beſt manner I can; 
and as it will be proper to let me know what Progreſs you make on your 


ſide, ſo I will acquaint you with what Succeſs I have here. 


I deſire you will let His Majeſty know that Monſ. Spanheim, Envoy of the 
Elector of Brandenburg, has aſſured this Court, in the Name of his Maſter,

You will have already heard that the Spaniſh Ambaſſador, and the Emperor's 
Miniſter have had Letters of the 5th and the 6th. They ſeem to contradict 
each other; only they both agree that the King of Spain was not then dead. 


Since the 28th of September, the French Envoy has not wrote, which makes 


them conclude here, that the King is dead, and that they have ſtopped his 


* Couriers, which by his former Letters he ſeemed to fear. Monſ. de Torcy

Have received the honour of your Excellency's Letter of the 11th inſtant, — 
and lay hold of the Opportunity of returning my moſt humble thanks 
for it, by a Courier, whom the M. de Villars will diſpatch hence to-day, 
altho' there is no Anſwer given to the new Invitation made by the contracting 
Parties to the Emperor, to come into the Treaty of Diviſion, before which 
it cannot be ſaid poſitively what his Imperial Majcſty will conclude upon. Your 
Excellency judges very juſtly that it appears to be his Intereſt to accept the Offer, 
when the Condition of his Affairs is conſidered : but his having refuſed it be- 
fore, and the King of Hain being in ſome meaſure recovered, make it pro- 
bable that he will anſwer again in the negative. Nevertheleſs it's inviſible 
what Meaſures are taken to fence off the Btow. It's true, there have been | =o 
many Conſultations, but either nothing is concluded in them, or no Con- | * 
cluſion executed. And yet one ſees very little Emotion in the Imperial Fa- | {i 
mily, at all the alarming News of the King of Jpazr's deſperate Illneis, which OW | q 
would perſuade one that they very leiſurely expected another Miracle to be | 
wrought in their favour. If the Offer be made them after the King of Sparn's 
Death, perhaps the ſecing themſelves evidently unable to withſtand the Exe- 
cution of the Treaty, may force them to yield to it, tho' their Averſion to it | 
be ſo great, that it muſt be a great ſtreſs to bring them to it. They have ra- | | — | 
ther choſen hitherto to abandon themſelves to Providence and Chance. They 
ſeem to flatter themſelves that their Steadineſs will make ſome impreſſion, 
and procure them fairer Offers.

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Your Excellency will obſerve by the following Account in what Condition 
this Court is to oppoſe the Execution of the Treaty. They have diſcourſed 
a good while of remounting and recruiting their Troops, and give out thar 
they have Money ready for it. I can ſcarce believe they have Money ſuf- 
ficient for remounting according to their own reckoning, and a great part of 
the Colonels will not undertake the Work at the rates the Court offers. Vet 


it's ſaid that Aſſignations are delivered to ſome of them. Their Troops would 
amount to Seventy Thouſand Men, if they were compleat: but they are far 


from it, and the Cavalry half diſmounted. They cannot diſpenſe themſelves 


from having near Thirty Thouſand Men in Hungary and Tranſilvania. Their 
Places upon 1 the Rhine are very thinly garriſoned, and will never be well fur- 
niſhed or repaired, tho' there be ſome Artillery paſſed by from Buda towards 


 Briſac. They have no Forces near Italy, and very few within a great di- 


ſtance of it in Quarters. The Emperor is between T wenty and Thirty Mil- 
lions of Florins in debt, and pays extravagant Intereſt. It has been diſcourſed 
that the Hereditary Countrics would take the Payment of the Debts upon 


them. I do not find any certainty thereof: but if it ſhould happen, there 
muſt be a Tcrm of years allowed for it, and they will ſcarce be able to give 


the Emperor any further Aid. The Chamber of Finances is in ſo bad a Re- 
putation, that they have no credit, and have had much ado for a long time 


to ſupply the Emperor's Neceſſities. I do not hear of any Recruits that are 


yet making, tho' I hearken after it: but peradventure in two Months they 


may begin to make them, and they muſt begin ſome time, otherwiſe they 


will ſhortly have no Troops at all. In fine, my Lord, it is apparent, that when- 
ever the Ring of Hain comes to die, this Court will be found unprepared to 
make any great Reliſtanee, as I belicyc any body, that is acquainted with the 


preſent Conſtitution thereof, would eaſily own. But they will preſume things 
cannot go worſe for them than according to the Diſpoſition of the Treaty. 
They now hold daily Conferences. We Thall ſhortly ſce the Reſult of them.

I am to acquaint your Lordſhip that there have been two 
Alterations made in fayour of the Duke of Savoy. The firſt is, that France 
ſhould have the Dutchy of Savoy, and the Kingdom of Sicily, the Duke of 
Lorain to have the Kingdom of Naples, and the Duke of Savoy to have 
Milan join'd to Piedmont. The other Alternative is, that France ſhould have 
Savoy and Piedmont, the Duke of Lorain ſhould have Milan, and the Duke 
of Savoy, Naples and Sicily. Theſe Propoſitions came firſt from La Tour, but 
it is evident thatFrance had before agreed to them; for Count Tallard, in the 
laſt Audience he had of the King, did own that the King of France was willing 
to accept of either of theſe Propoſitions, tho he was not under any Engagement 
with the Duke of Savoy. The King told him, that he could not determine 
any thing in this matter, till he came to England, which is, you ſee, very 
far from the thing's being agreed on, as Count Tallard was pleaſed to tell 
you, and in this Language your Lordſhip may ſpeak to Monl. de Torcy. I 
may tell you in confidence, that the King is moſt inclined to the firſt Propo- 
ſition, that a means may be found to have Sicily otherwiſe diſpoſed of than 
to France, which the King is endeavouring: but of this you are to take no 
kind of notice.

F the States General of the United Provinces ſeem at preſent ſurprized, 
Þ that the King has accepted the Will of the late King of Hain, they 
will ſoon thank his Majeſty for preferring on this occaſion the publick Tran- 
quillity to the Advantages of the Crown. If they take but time to examine 
with their uſual Prudence, the infinite Troubles which the Execution of the 
Treaty of Partition would produce; that ſame Prudence will make them 
deſiſt from the Demand contained in the Memorial which they have given 
to the Ambaſlador of his Majeſty. They will own that the obtaining it 
would be a Misfortune to all Europe ; and certainly they will judge, that 
nothing is ſo contrary to the Treaty, as to abandon rhe Spirit, to attach 
themſelves only to the Terms. 3 
For at laſt it was neceſſary in this Conjuncture to diſtinguiſh the one from 
the other. The Spirit and the Terms were united whilſt the King of Hain 
lived. By the late Indiſpoſitions of that Prince, and his Death, the one is 
abſolutely deſtroy'd if the other ſubſiſts; the firſt maintains a general Peace, 
the Terms occaſion an univerſal War. This ſole, true Obſervation decides 
the Choice to be made to conform to the principal Object of the Treaty, 
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as it is expreſſed by the firſt Articles, To maintain the general Trauquilli y of 
Europe, preſerve the publick Quiet, to avoid a new War by adjuſtmg ihe 
Diſputes and the Differences which might reſult about the Spaniſh $uc- * 
ceſſion, or the umbrage on too many States being reunited under the ſame 
Prince. It was on theſe Motives, that the King has taken neceſſary Meaſures 
with his Allies to prevent a War, which the Succeſſion of Spain (ſeemed to 
threaten. The View of his Majeſty was not to acquire, by a Treaty, the 
Kingdoms of Naples and Sicily, the Province of Guipuſcoa, and the Dutchy 
of Lorain. His Allies had no ſort of Right to thole Eſtates. He might 
perhaps have gained greater Advantages by his Arms, if he had had a Deſign 
to employ them at the time of the Death of the King of Hain; but his prin= 
cipal Deſign being to maintain the Peace, he has treated on that only Foun- 
dation. He has permitted my Lord the Dauphin to content himſelf with the 
Portion deſigned him in the room of all his Rights on the whole Succeſſion 
to the Kingdoms of Spain. If it does then happen that the Meaſures taken 
with a view to maintain the publick Tranquility, produce a contrary Effect, 
that they engage Exrope in a new War; If it becomes neceſſary, to preſerve | 
the Peace, to uſe means different from thoſe that were propoſed ; if this 
new way cauſes no prejudice to the Powers allied to his Majeſty; if the 


ſole Diſadvantage recoils on him, and that he is willing to ſacrifice his own _ 


Intereſts to the general Advantage of Chriſtendom : It does not only depend 
on his Majeſty to do it, but he has alſo reaſon to believe that his Allies 
will praiſe his Moderation, and his Love for Peace, rather than complain of 
a Change which the publick Good requires ; and that they will thank him for 
2 Reſolution which he could not poſlibly defer, without expoſing himſelf at 
the ſame time to long and bloody Wars, which His Majeſty would, in concert 
with them, avoid. We ſaw already the firſt Appearances of it; the Spanzards, 
reſolved to keep their Monarchy entire, prepared themſelves on all ſides for 
a Defence. The Milaneſe, the Kingdoms of Naples and Sicily, the Pro- 
vinces and the Places comprehended in the Partition, all put themſelves in a 
condition to keep themſelves united to the Body of rhe Monarchy of Spain. 
The Nation demanded only, to oppoſe themſelves to the Diviſion, a King 
which they might legally own, and tho' the Inclination of all the Eſtates of 
the Kingdoms of Spain were univerſally inclined for a Prince of France, 
the Subjects of that Monarchy would have been faithful ro whomſoever the 
Diſpoſition of the late Catholick King might have appointed them, on re- 
fuſing a Son of the Dauphin. They were no longer uncertain but about the 
Acceptance; for, in ſhort, the late King, having done Juſtice to the true 
| Heirs, their Refuſal would have authoriſed Spain to ſubje& itſelf to the 
Archduke. No body doubts but the Emperor. would have accepted the 
Will. The Succeſſion to Spain for his ſecond Son had been the Aim of 
his long Negotiations at Madrid; his Treaties in the Empire tended to the 
ſame End. He refuſed to ſubſcribe to the Partition with this only hope. 
It would be very difficult to be perſuaded, that ready to reap the Fruits of ſo 
much Labour, he ſhould content himſelf with thoſe Offers which he had 

_ conſtantly rejected. „„ 5 | 
So that the Archduke becoming King of Spain with the Conſent of all 
the Nation, the Kingdoms and Eſtates reſerved for the Partition of the 
Dauphin muſt have been conquered in order to execute the Treaty. The 
Injury done to the lawful Heir could have been no longer alledged ; their 
Rights had been acknowledged, the Prince declared Succeſſor to all the 
Eſtates depending on the Monarchy muſt have been attacked. The new 
Subjects, accuſtomed to the Fidelity towards their Maſter, inſtructed of the 
| Refuſal of the true Heirs, would have been as zealous for him as they 
have always been for thoſe whom they had for their preceding Kings. 
The Lords the States-General, informed by the King of all the Steps for 
the execution of the Treaty, know that His Majeſty ſolliciting openly the 
Princes of Europe to enter into the ſame Engagements, has never by ſecret 
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ways tempted the Fidelity of the Subjects of the late Catholick King. He 
had then no Intelligence, neither in the Kingdom of Naples, nor in Sicily, 
nor in any of the Eſtates compriſed in the Partition of my Lord the Dauphin; 
open Force was the only means to attack them. But the War once begun, 
after having refuſed the Juſtice which the late Catholick King would do to 
the Princes of France, would have been difficult to end. A King poſſeſſed 
of all the Monarchy of Hain without any condition, muſt have been re- 
duced to great Extremitics, | before he would yield up the Kingdoms of 
Naples and Sicily, the Province of Guzpuſcoa, the Dutchy of Milan, and the 
other Countrics and Places, which were to make up the Portion of the 
Dauphin. | | | | : 

Iris unneceſſary to examine what would have been the Events of thoſe 
Wars. It was unavoidable, and that certainly is enough to ſhew that the wiſe 
Precautions taken to maintain an inviolable Peace in Europe, were abſolutely 
overturned by the ſame means which were alone thought proper to maintain 
them. It will be perhaps ſaid, that the Emperor knowing the Inconveniencies 
of a War, its Incertaintics and the Misfortunes it brings with it, would have 
accepted the Treaty; that renouncing the Will, he would have obliged the 


Archduke to deſiſt from his Right, and to content himſelf with the Di- 
viſion ſtipulated for him. The Emperor was certainly Maſter to do it; but 


his preceding Refuſals, carried to extremity, did they give leave to believe 
that he would take that Reſolution ? And even if he had taken it, was the 


publick Repoſe more ſecured ? The Duke of Savoy is free from all Engage- 


ments; he is named by the Will in caſe of failure of the Princes of France 


and the Archduke ; what offer could be made to him conſiderable enough to 
hinder him from making uſe of his new Rights, and to ballance the Adyan- 


tages which he might hope for from them?  _ 
It will not be ſaid, that the Allied Powers would have ſubſtituted him 


to the Archduke. That is not the caſe, whilſt it is ſuppoſed that the Em- 
peror would have accepted the Treaty, and that the Exchange to be propoſed to 


him is not infinitely interior to that which his Expectations had ſet before him; 
and that his private Intereſt did not oblige him to make uſe of the Will in 
favour of the Prince, who would have been willing to conform to it. 


o 


In ſhort, the Diſpoſition made by the late Catholick King, produced Qill 


new Difficultics for the Choice of a Prince to be ſubſtituted to the Archduke. 


Whilſt it would probably be examined what Prince, in a condition to bring 
the Spaniards under ſubjection, would have been willing, in ſpite of the 


Nation, to mount the Throne of Hain, and ſupport the reſt of the Monarchy 


which was diſmembred, againſt the Enterpriſes of the Archduke, authorized 
by the Will of the late King, and againſt thoſe of the Duke of Savoy, in- 
tereſted to ſupport theſe laſt Diſpoſitions. It does not appear that one might 
eaſily have accommodated ſo many Differences, without cauſing the leaſt 


trouble to the publick Tranquillity ; one could not but, on the contrary, 


foreſce an univerſal War: It was then neceſſary to employ, to preſerve the 
Peace, Means different from thoſe which were propoſed by ſigning the 
Treaty. The moſt natural, the moſt ſuiting to the maintenance of the ge- 
neral Tranquillity, the only juſt one conſiſted in what the King has taken by 
accepting the Teſtament of the late Catholick King. If any Prince has a 
Right to oppoſe his laſt Diſpoſitions, it is ſufficient to read them, to judge 


that this Right belongs alone to the Dauphin. When he is willing to deſiſt 


from it in favour of his Son, the Will executes itſelf without trouble, with- 
out effuſion of Blood, and the People of Spain receive with the Peace, 
Him, whoſe Birth, the Diſpoſition of the late King, and the univerſal Wiſhes 
of all rhe Eſtates of the Monarchy call to the Crown. 

It any Power ſhould undertake to attack ſo many united Rights, it would 
charge itſelf unneceſſarily with the odious Name of Diſturber of the pub- 


lick Repoſe; it would begin an unjuſt War, without likelihood of Succeſs. 


But, if this War ſhould ſeem unjuſt when undertaken by the Powers that 
| "WY | N ſhould 
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thould think themſelves intereſted to crofs the Advantages of a Prince of 
France, would it ſuit the Equity of the King, and his Tenderneſs for the Kine 
of Spain, to turn his Arms againſt a Nation, whoſe only Fault ſhould be the 
bringing to its new King, Grandſon to his Majeſty, the Crown of one of the 
moſt potent Monarchies of Europe, and to ask as the only Favour that he 
would accept of it? The Eminence of Kings cannot diſpenſe them from ma- 
king known the Equity of the Wars they undertake. What Reaſons could 
his Majeſty, who is ſo juſt, give to have recourſe to Arms, to leparatc a 
Monarchy yielded to the lawful Heir? 

They were endeavouring to deprive him of his Right: The Emperor, be- 
lieving himſelf ſecure of the Intentions of. the late King of Jpan, promiſed 
himſelf to inherit all the Succeſſion ; Juſtice, Honour, the Intereſt of the 
Crown, and fatherly Tenderneſs obliged the King equally to ſupport, with 
all his Forces, the Rights of the Dauphin. The former Succeſſes inſtructed 
them what was to be feared from the Effort of his Arms. The King of Eug- 
land and the States-General did equally deſire to prevent a War: the King 
conſented to it, the Dauphin was willing to abandon the greateſt part of his 
Rights, on condition that the Eſtates, which he had reſerved to himſelf, ſhould 
be ſecured to him. This unanimous deſire. to maintain Peace produced the 
Treaty; and it is thus, it was thought, that by wiſe Precautions taken du- 
ting the Life of a Prince, whoſe frequent and dangerous Sickneſſes foretold 
an approaching Death, Juſlice was done in ſome mcalure to the true Heirs, 
and at the ſame time a Foundation was laid for a ſolid Peace in Europe. The 
Diſputes raiſed about the Validity of the Renunciation of the late Queen, ſer- 
ved as a Motive to this Compoſition: in effect, it would have been unnc- 
ceſſary, if the Nullity of that Renunciation had been as well underſtood, du- 
ring the Life of the late Catholick King, as it is now declared by the Will. 
In ſhort, it was neceſlary that the King ſhould pleaſc to explain himſelf poſi- 
tively, whether he would accept of the Will, juſt as it is, in favour of the 
King his Grandſon, or whether he would refuſe it abſolutely. There is no 
middle way, no alteration to be propoſed. His Majeſty accepting of the Will, 
the Rights of all the Succeſſion entirely paſs indiſputably to this new King of 
Spain. He is not permitted to ſeparate them, nor to accept a part of the 
Succeſſion, and to refuſe the other. : 5 8 8 

The refuſing of the Will conveyed all the Rights to the Arch Duke; the 
lawful Heirs had not even had a lawtul Reaton to complain that any Injuſtice 
had been done them: therefore, in any Caſe, his Majeſty, if willing to main⸗ 
tain the Conditions of the Treaty, was obliged to attack a living Prince, law- 
ful Poſſeſſor of the Crown of Spain; and all the Meaſures, which he had 
taken with the Allies, did only regard the Partition of the Succeſſion to a 
Prince, whoſe Death ſeemed near at hand. Whilſt War was inevitable, as 
well as unjuſt, if the King had took the Reſolution to keep ſtrictly to the 
Terms of the Partition, the States-General have no reaſon to complain that 
his Majeſty has prevented it, unleſs that Reſolution cauſes them ſome prejudice. 
Hitherto there is none diſcovered. Their whole View in treating, their only 
Intereſt was to ſecure the general Tranquillity. It is a juſtice due to them to 
declare, that they have not ſtipulated any particular Advantage to themſelves, 
no Province, no Place, no Sea-Port depending on the Monarchy of Hpain, 
either in the old or in the new World, no ſecret Article to facilitate their Com- 
merce. They have ſtrictly obſerved the Office of diſintereited Mediators be- 
tween the King and the Emperor; they would before-hand pacify the Troubles 
which the reciprocal Differences about the Succeſſion ſeemed to threaten to 
produce very ſoon. If the Emperor, ſhewing his Deſire to obſerve the Peace, 
had ſubſcribed a Treaty, the Engagements then enter'd into by the only Parties 
truly intereſted in the Succeſſion, would have been different; but there is no 
Treaty but that with the Mediators, and the Lords the States, informed of 
all the Steps of the King, in regard to the Treaty, know the uſeleſſneſs of 
the Inſtances made at Vienna, in the Name of his Majeſty. They know ang 
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the Emperor, perſuaded that the Arch-Duke would be called to the entirc 
Succeſſion of the Kingdoms of Hain, would not engage himſelf in the Sepa- 
ration of the Eſtates of the Monarchy farther than it might have been uſeful 
to him, in extending his Authority in Italy. Let them then complain of the 
Emperor, and his continual Refuſals, if they ſce with grief that his Majeſty 
has accepted the Will. Tho' the Memorial, ſent to their Ambaſlador, may 
give room to belicve it, he will nevertheleſs ſuſpend his Judgment, till they 
have made more ſerious Reflections on this great Event. He knows the Wil- 


dom of the Councils of the Republick. All things well examined, the States- 


General will perhaps find that ſo many conſiderable Eſtates, acquir'd by France, 
according to the Diſpolition of the Treaty, might give a juſt Jealouſy of its 
Power; and it they were to chuſe, it is likely that they would (till prefer the 
preſent State of the Monarchy of Spain, governed by a Prince of France, 


without any Diviſion of its Eſtates, to the Execution of the Treaty, according 


to the Terms. The Talk of the People, in England and in Holland, pre- 
vented already what the Government would decide on this occaſion; and 
their Complaints on the uniting the Kingdoms of Naples and Sicily to the 


Crown of France, ſhewed openly their Uneaſineſs for their Commerce in 


the Med:terranean. Hy _ 7 

If the King of Hpain is a Prince of France, his high Birth, his Education, 
and the Example of the King ſhew him what he owes to his Glory, to the 
Good of his People, and to the Intereſts of his Crown. Theſe Conſiderations 
will be always uppermoſt in his Mind, they will incline him to raiſe the Splen- 


dor of his Monarchy; and beſides, the Tenderneſs of the King for his Catho- 


lick Majeſty will certainly be the ſtrongeſt Barrier, the moſt ſolid Security 
which Europe could deſire: and if the Attention of the King, to maintain 


the Peace, gave (till room for the leaſt Fears of the Deſigns of his Majeſty, much 
greater Umbrage would be taken at too many Eſtates being united under one 
Prince, if the Treaty could be executed. „ | 


Theſe Reflections will probably perſuade the States-General, that Juſtice, 
the Advantage of Peace, and the Spirit itſelf of the Treaty, did not allow the 
King to take any other Reſolution than that of accepting the Will of the 
late King of Hain; that it ſuits with the particular Intereſt of the Republick 


of Holland; that it is agreeable to thoſe of all Europe. The misfortune 


would then be general, if it was poſſible that his Majeſty ſhould, after the 
Declaration he has made, have any regard to the Inſtances contained in their 
Memorial; and he is truly perſuaded, that they never intended to obtain the 
Effect of it. They are too clear-lighted, to have formed Deſires ſo contrary 


to their Underſtanding, and to the true Intereſt of their Republick. If they 
were capable to forget them, fo far as actually to deſire that his Majeſty would 


execute the Conditions of the Treaty, they would have ſhewn the Means to ac- 


 compliſh the Partition without War, and with the general Conſent of all Eu- 


rope; they would at leaſt have named the Princes, that were ready to join 
their Forces to guaranty all the Articles of it; they would have declared thoſe 
which Holland would have given, as well by Land as by Sea. Nevertheleſs the 
Memorial contains nothing like it: the States propoſe only to grant to the 
Emperor the Term of two Months, mentioned in the Secret Article of the 
Treaty. Have they already forgot that there are ſeven Months paſt ſince that 


Prince deliberates; that his Anſwers to the different Inſtances made to him, 


contained only an abſolute Refuſal to ſubſcribe to the Partition? Let them 
examine what would have been the fruit of this new Propoſition. The Em- 
peror refuſed the Partition, on the ſingle Hope that the King of Hain would 
call the Arch-Duke to the Succeſſion 3 that Hope was vain at that time, and 
the Effect has verified this: nevertheleſs, if it was capable to ſuſpend the Re- 
ſolutions of the Emperor, what would not the Certainty, which he would 
have of procuring the whole Succeſſion of Hain to the Arch-Duke, do now ? 
For in ſhort, the delay of two Months, which is propoſed on this Occaſion 
by the States-Ocncral, would have been looked on by the Jpanzards as a 
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Refuſal, which the King would have made of the Will of the late Catholick 
King. There was no likelihood of asking them to wait for an Anſwer 
for ſo long a time; and even that Anſwer, according to the Terms of the 
Treaty, could not but be looked on as a Refuſal. Thus the Regency of Spain 
was obliged to conform itſelf to the Intentions of the late Catholick King. 
to conſign the Crown to the Arch Duke, and the Emperor would obtain, 
for the ſingle Delay which the States propoſe, which he has ſought after with 
ſo much pains: thus, under the ſpecious Pretext of Executing the Treaty, they 
aſſure for ever the Grandeur and the Power of the Houſe of Auſtria. His 
Majeſty is willing to believe that they have not that Deſign : they know too 
well that it is their Intereſt to deſerve, by their good Conduct, the Honour 
of his Affection, and the Continuation of the Marks of his Friendſhip. He 
is therefore perſuaded that the making more Reflections than they have done 
on the Marks he gives of his Attention to the publick Tranquillity, to the 
Sacrifice which he is willing to make, in this View, of the conſiderable Eſtates, 


which he looked on as to be united to his Crown, they will change their 


Complaints into Thanks; and, congratulating the King of Spain very ſoon 


on his Acceſſion-to the Crown, they will endeavour to deſerve from the King 
A 


the ſame Marks of Goodneſs and Protection, which they and their Anceſtors 


have formerly received of his Majeſty, and the Kings his Predeceſſors.

V E have received the Letter ſigned by your Majeſty, and Vou, wrote 
the firſt of this Month. It was given Us by the Marquis de Caſtel- 
dos- Rios, Ambaſſador of the moſt High, moſt Puiſſant, and moſt Excellent * 
Prince, Our moſt dear, and moſt beloved good Brother and Couſin Charles 
the Second, King of Spain, of glorious Memory. The ſame Ambaſlador has 
delivered to Us the Clauſes of the Will made by the late King, his Maſter, 
containing the Order and the Rank of the Heirs, which he calls to the Suc- 
ceſſion of all his Kingdoms and Eſtates, and the wiſe Diſpoſition which he 
has made for the Government of thoſe Kingdoms, till the Arrival and the 
Majority of his Succeſſor. The ſenſible Grief which We feel for the Loſs of a 
Prince, whole Qualitics and near Relation in Blood made his Friendſhip very 
dear to Us, is infinitely augmented by the ſenſible Marks, which he gives Us, an 
at his Death, of his Juſtice, and his Love for his faithful Subjects, and the 
Attention he ſhews to maintain, after the time of his Life, the general Repoſe 
of Europe, and the Happineſs of his People.

of Glory it has ever been at. We accept, for Our Grandſon the Duke of 
Anjou, the Will of the late Catholick King. Our only Son the Dauphin ac- 
cepts it alſo : he abandons, without concern, the juſt Rights of the late Queen, 
his Mother and Our moſt dear Wife, known to be unconteſtable, as alſo thoſ 
of the late Queen, Our moſt honourcd Lady and Mother, by the Advice of 
the ſeveral Miniſters of State and Juſtice, conſulted by the late King of Spain. 
Far from reſerving to himſelf any part of the Monarchy, he ſacrifices his own 
Intereſts to the Delire to re-cſtabliſh the ancient Luſtre of a Crown, which the 
Will of the late Catholick King, and the Voice of his People, give up unanimouſly 
to Our Grandſon. Therefore we will cauſe the Duke of Anfou to ſet out forth- 
with, to give to the Subjects, as ſoon as may be, the Conſolation of receiving a 
King, who is perſuaded that, as God calls him to the Throne, his firſt Duty is to

place, the Duke of Anjou, ſecond Son to the Dauphin; in the ſecond place, 
the Duke of Berry, third Son of the ſame; in the third place the Arch-Duke 
Charles, the ſecond Son of his Imperial Majeſty ; and in the fourth place, the 
Duke of Savoy and his Children; has thought fit, by virtue of the ſtrict Ob- 
ligation of his Character, and the Miniſtry he exerciſes at this Court, to pro- 
teſt, as he now does, in the Name of his Maſter, by this Writing ſigned by 
his Hand, declaring the Nullity and Invalidity of the ſaid Clauſes of Suc-

not look that way. Ideſire you will ſend Mr, Chetwynd away after he has been 
ſome little time with you, for I want him, and there will, I ſuppoſe, be no 
occaſion for his ſtaying much longer. There is a Report, I ſuppoſe without 
Grounds, that the King is going to Holland for a little time. I cannot tell 
from whence they have at S. Germazns an Apprehenſion, that the P. Prince of 
Wales will be carried away into England, with his own Conſent; and upon 
this they have increaſed his Guards, whereas formerly he had fix, he has now 


fourteen. They think their Game ſo very ſure, that there is no Occaſion he 
ſhould make ſuch a Step.

Monſ. de Tallard is now with you, which will bring this great 
Affair to ſome Point, I cannot perccive that he has Orders to make any Pro- 
poſal in relation of what may make England and Holland ſecure, and I am 
unwilling to make any Steps that way, in order to find out what their Thoughts 
are here, till I am a little informed of the Opinion the King is of, and in what 
manner he could wiſh this would end. Some pretend that they will give all 
the Aſſurances that can be deſired ; but I take it that we ſhould, if poſſible, 
have ſomething more ſubſtantial. To others they ſay, that what relates to 
Flanders is not in their power, but what Propoſals are to be made, muſt be 
made to Hain, which cannot be done till we acknowledge the new King. 
Here is a Diſcourſe as if Hain would exchange Flanders for Rouſillion, or 
ſome other Places near them. It is not improbable but this may be done in 

time, tho at preſent they know their Intereſt too well as to give ſuch Jea- 
louſies as this would do. The Emperor's late Proceedings, and the Account 
that he is ſending Forces into Italy, have made the French take the Reſolution. 
of ſending Count de Teſſe to Milan. He is declared General of the French 
Forces, and goes away Poſt on Saturday next. Twenty-five Batallions and 
three Thouſand Horſe are marching with all diligence towards Savoy. It is 
ſaid Count Teſſe is to ſee in what condition Affairs are there, and to concert 
with Prince Yaudemont, whom, as | believe, they begin to miſtruſt, notwith- 
ſtanding what has paſſed.

"THE Marquis of Harcourt is returned hither ſince Monday laft. They 


careſs him extreamly, and it is certain that his Commiſſion extends it- 
ſelt to Affairs of more Importance than the regulating only what relates to 


the Reception of the new King. It ſeems that thoſe, who have the greateſt 


Credit in the Junta of the Regency (that is to ſay, the Cardinal Portocarrero 


and his Adherents) have made a Vow to abandon the Fate of the Monarchy 
to the Arbitration and the Good-will of France. Who would have thought 
two Years ago, that the Spanzards ſhould become ſo cordially tractable on this 


Article? Thus it is true, that politick Maxims are no lets ſubject to Variation 
than other Affairs. In the mean while, this Court has ſent Orders to the Go- 
vernment of the Netherlands, ordering all, without exception, abſolutely to 


obey every thing that his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty ſhall judge proper to order 


the new King to do. Orders are alſo ſent to tranſport into the Mz/aneſe the 
few Troops that remain in Catalonia: and it is reſolved to raiſe fifteen Hun- 
dred Men in Italy to be tranſported to Flanders, whence they will no doubt 
endeavour to remove the Foreign Troops, to put French in their places.

What is moſt ridiculous in theſe indiſcreet Miniſters is, that the Monarchy 
is ſo generally decayed, that of themſelves they can do nothing; ſo that if 
they came to be attacked by very moderate Forces, they would be every way 


expoſed to irreparable Loſſes, and eſpecially in America. It is true, that they 
would be ſafe under the Protection of France; but in order to make them 
ſecure every way, as powerful as that Crown is, it would be obliged to ex- 
hauſt itſelf.

LL the Letters from Reval. 8 Narva, Neyenſehantæ, Wy- 
burg, &c. unanimouſly confirm the News we had before, of a moſt 
glorious Victory the King of Sweden has gained againſt the Moſcovites. The 
Particulars are not yet fully known ; but all Letters agree in general, that the 
Swediſh Army exceeded not 10000 Men, divers of which were kick, and 
more very much fatigued. That the Day before the Action, his Majeſty had 

recommended and given time to all his Army to prepare themſelves and re- 
ceive the holy Sacrament, himſelf exhorting them to Repentance, and eſpe- 
Cially that for the Love of God and Him, they would forgive one another, 
and be in perfect Charity. After the Sacrament, his Majeſty, at the Head of his 
Army, repreſented to them the barbarous Cruelty of the Enemy before them, 
| and the Neceſſity of conquering or dying, the Fuſtice of his own Cauſe, and 
therefore the firm Confidence he had that God would give a Bleſſing to his 
Endeavours. Yet if any of them were unwilling to venture with him, they 
| ſhould have free leave to retire, nor ſhould they thereby incur his Diſpleaſure. 
Upon this, the whole Army expreſſed their unanimous Reſolution to live and 

die with him, and their Deſire to be led againſt the Enemy. The firſt Attack 
was made on the 18th of November by Colonel Rebinder, at the head of 
soo Finlanders, who drove an advanced Body of (it is ſaid) 5000 Moſcovites 
to a Defile, and entring pell-mell with the Enemy, made themſelves Maſters 
of it. On the 19th a ſecond Defile was forced, and on the 2oth the Swediſh 
Army came up to the Moſcovites Camp; which being fortified, the Artillery 
Was employed to make a Breach; and that done, the "Camp was ſtormed, in 
which Attempt the Swedes were twice or thrice repulſed ; but at laſt, the King 
putting himſelf at the head of them, they forced their way, &c. and put the 
Enemy to flight. The Action laſted four Hours. How many fell on the 
Swediſh Side, is not yet known. It is ſaid the King had his Horſe killed under 
him by a Cannon-Ball, that took off his Head; and that in the purſuit of 
a Body of 3000 Moſcovites throwing down their Arms, and on their Knces 
begging for Quarter, his Majeſty immediately granted it, and in the whole Action 


behaved himſelf with a moſt admirable Evenneſs of Temper. What Numbers 


of the Enemy were flain and drowned by the breaking of their Bridge, and 
their being forced to ſwim for their Lives, 1s very uncertain. Some doubt 
is made whether the Czar was there in perſon or no, ſome Advices ſay ing 
he was retired a few Days before: on the other ſide, the Governour of Neyen- 
ſchantg, who was marched into Ingemerland with a Body of 4 or 5000 Men, 
to make a Diverſion on that fide, writes from his Camp at Duderhoff the 

23d of November, that he had Information the Car, with the Remnant of 
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his Forces, had poſted himſelf at Tama, which is about four German Miles 
eaſtward of Narva, and that the Moſtovites that were in Coporie had, upon 
the news of their Army's Defeat, quitted that Place, and left a good Maga- 
zine behind them. The ſaid Governour of Neyenſthantz adds, that he had, 
upon the news, immediately ſent 300 Horſe to ſeize the Pats at Saritæ, and 
would follow them with the reſt of his Forces the next Morning. If this 
Enterprize takes effect, it is believed here, ſcarce any of the Maſcovite Troops 
at Tama will eſcape, all the Country being covered with unpaſſable Woods 
and Foreſts. | 
What Ammunition, Artillery, Proviſions, &c. has been taken, we know 
not yet. It is ſaid 200 Braſs Cannon, beſides others of Iron, with a great 
number of Mortass; tis ſaid the Cannon of Pleſco was brought thence for 

this Expedition, and that the Place is in a manner defenceleſs; and that there- 
fore this King will, without delay, march to attack it, and that it is to that 
end that the Troops that were following from Reval are ordered to march to 
Dorpt.

Tal- 
lard took an occaſion to tell me yeſterday, that he never intended to ſtay in 
England beyond three Years. Thoſe will be expired in March next, and 
therefore about February he hoped to have Orders to return home; but his 
Maſter would ſend another to ſupply his Place, and ſuch a one as ſhould be 
agreeable to his Majeſty, He touched upon the Alterations that had hap- 
pencd ſince his being here laſt, as to their accepting the Will.

I asked him, whether if the 
Emperor thought he had a Right to Milan, and would aſſert it, that that ought 
to give Jcalouſics of Diſturbances in Parts far remote from it, and whether that 
would occaſion the marching of French Troops into Flanders: That we 
were ſurprized to hear of Meſſages ſent to the Elector of Bavaria, to tell him 
that the French Troops ſhould march into Flanders whenever he thought it 

neceſſary. I asked if Holland had given any Occaſion for it, or whether they 
imagined any Alarm could come from thence. All he anſwered to it was, 
that he had not heard of any ſuch Meſſages or Orders. I told him, that the 
Advantages which accrued to France and Spain by the accepting the Will, 
were viſible; but what had others to rely upon, who ſaw their Treaty laid 
aſide, from whence they promiſed themſelves a Proſpect of Peace and Tran- 
quillity?

Am indebted to my good Lord Mancheſter for two or three Letters, and 
it would be unreaſonable, if 1 did not take the opportunity of Mr. CHet- 
wynd's Return, to tell your Lordſhip what I know of the State of things 
here : That we ſhall have a new Parliament, is (I think) certain, (at leaſt, as 
far as I can ſee into the matter.) What ſort of a Parliament it may prove, I 
cannot any ways foreſee; but ſure there never was ſo much work, as at pre- 


ſent, in ſecuring Parties, and bribing Elections: Whig and Tory are railing 
on both ſides, ſo violent, that the Government may eaſily be over- turned by 
the Madneſs of either Faction. We take it to be our play to do nothing 


againſt common Senſe or common Law, and to be for thoſe that will ſup- 
port the Crown, rather than oblige their Party; and in order to this, Men 
are preferred who are looked upon to be honeſt and moderate. In this Num- 
ber (whether with reaſon, or not, Time muſt decide) we comprehend our 
Lord-Keeper, and our new Secretary: Lord Rocheſter and Lord Godolphin 
are in the Cabinet-Council ; the latter is at the head of the Treaſury, the 
former (we take it for granted) is to go Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, tho it 
be yet a Secret. The two Companies are to be brought to an Agreement,

Tallard arrived, ſo I ſtopped to 
acquaint him with the Hour appointed next day. He ſaid, that being there, 
he thought fit to go and make his Leg to the King; which J told him he 
might do as he thought fit. I went away for London, but I hear he came 
into the Bed- Chamber before the King went to the Treaſury ; the King ſtop» 
ped a little to {peak to him about his Journey, and ſo went on to the Trea- 
ſury, and the Ambaſlador returned to London. He went again next Day to 
his Audience. I was not there, but I hear it was very ſhort. He delivered 
his Letter to the King, ſaying very little at the preſenting of it, and then 
ſtood ſilent. The King ſaid ſomething to him about his own Inclinations to 
preſerve the Peace of Europe; in manifeſting whereof, he might perhaps 
have advanced too far, but he was very deſirous that all the World ſhould 


be ſatisfied of his Diſpoſitions towards the publick Tranquillity. I underſtand © 


the Ambaſlador's Anſwer was to this effect; That his Maſter had the ſame. 
Inclinations to Peace, and thought he had given a Proof of it, by accepting 
the King of Hains Will.

I ſaid, that it could not be doubted 
but the King had the ſame Deſire and Concern for the Peace of Europe, which 


was manifeſt by the Treaty, and it was plain that he could have no other 


Proſpect. As to the Propoſal of M. Lelienroot, I knew nothing of it: but! 


ſuppoſed the Meaning of it was, that all things in Flanders ſhould remain as 


they are. Then he explained himſelf and ſaid, that as the King did not in- 


tend to ſend any Troops thither, ſo it could not be expected that the Dach 


ſhould ſtay there, except only ſuch as belong to the King of Hain. I have 
long perceived that this was their Deſign. I only ſaid, that I thought Hain 
could never apprchend any thing from the Dutch Troops remaining there, 


tho I could not tell but it might give Apprehenſions to others, if they were 
removed. He would have argued this Matter, but I avoided it. I am con-

I Find by yours of the 16th of December that you wanted two Pofts. I am 

ſatisfied that Monſ. de Tallard has no reaſon to take any thing ill, neither 
do I believe that he has wrote any thing of that nature hither : for the laſt 
time I ſaw Monſ. de Torcy, he told me, that M. de Tallard had been very fa- 
vourably received by the King. I imagine that his not coming to Court, as 
he uſed to do, proceeds from his having nothing to propoſe, or that at leaſt 
that what we deſire, ſhould come firſt from us. It may be alſo, that they do 
not think it proper to make any more Advances till we declare ourſelves in 
relation to the new King of Spain. Alto they may think, that the King will 
return ſome Anſwer to the French King's Letter. Thele are only my Con- 
jectures, but I hope, by the next Poſt, to give you ſome lights, and tell you 
how matters ſtand. You mult not wonder if there be a ſort of Coldneſs for 
the preſent. Monſ. de Tallard cannot but think we have ſome reaſon not 
to be ſo well ſatisfied, after what has paſled, and he knows very well how I. 
am now looked upon at this Court. I cannot in the lealt complain of M. de. 
Torcy : He is extreamly civil to me, but in general there is a mighty ſhyneſs, 
of which I take no ſort of notice, and do as I uſed to do. All things move 
here as the King takes notice of them; and fince the Accepting of the Will, he 
has never ſpoke one word to — tho 1 continue to make my Court every 
Tueſday. 
The Dutch Ambetfaloc i is very il, which is a Miſorenc at this time: be- 
ſides, as he cannot live long, they acquaint him with nothing of whar is doing 
in Holland. I am told that the French King has wrote again to the States, to 
declare themſelves by ſuch a time, elſe he ſhall look upon them as taking 
Meaſures with the Emperor, and act accordingly, to prevent their Deſigns. 
By what I perccive of things, this was not fo peremptory as it was faid; tho 
that they will preſs the States, is not to be doubred. I am informed juſt now, 
that an Expreſs is come from Madrid, and that the Regents have deſired the 
French King to accept of the Generalſhip of the Monarchy of Hain, and that 
they have ſent Orders to all the Viceroys, Governors, Cc. in all Parts, to 
obcy his Orders punctually in all matters whatſoever. If this be true, as it is 
very probable, one may judge what will be the Contequence. _ 
I gave the Venetian Ambaſſador the Paſs. He mentioned to me a ſort of 
Diſpute that has happened at Zant, between one of our Ships and their Fort, 
upon the account of ſaluting. I find he thinks the Ship was in the wrong 
and, as it is repreſented, I do not know but it may be ſo If you have any 
direct Account of it, you will be able to judge. He gave me a Memorial, as 
from himſelf, which I ſend you. I believe the Venetian Ambaſſador thinks 
that our Conſul may have made ſome Complaint, or at leaſt that he will do 
itz; fo that this is a fort of a Juſtification.

Cannot perceive that Monſ. de Tallard has writ any thing to this Court of 
what you imagined : but I do find that he has no Orders to make any 
Propoſals whatſocver, till we explain ourſelves, or return ſome Anſwer to 
the Letter he delivered to His Majeſty; fo that having nothing to ſay, and as 
Affairs ſtand, this may be the Reaſon that he comes not ſo often to Court as 
formerly. Monl. de Torcy asked me whether I had not received any Orders. 
I anſwered no. It is certain that this looks as if they expected ſomewhat. They 
are here very angry with the Dutch for not complying. As for us, What- 
_ ever they think, they ſay nothing, and I found the Court yeſterday more ob- 
liging than it uſed to be of late; tho' theſe things are not to be minded here, 
The Regents of Hain have wrote a Letter to this King, wherein, after a great 


many Compliments, they deſire he would take their Monarchy under his Pro- 


tection, and ſay, that Orders were already given tothe Governors, &c. to obey 
all his Orders whatſoever. This was occaſioned by a Letter this King had 
wrote, acquainting them that the Prince of Yaudemont, believing that the 
Emperor's Troops might march for Milan, ſaid, that he was not in a con- 
dition to oppoſe them, and therefore deſired ſome Troops, which he had or- 
dered ſhould be forthwith embarked; and he would not have done this, 
without firſt knowing their Thoughts, had not the great Conſequence of it 
obliged him to loſe no time. This cauſed the Diſcourſe as if they had de- 
ſired him to take the Generalſhip : but ir is not otherwiſe than as I acquaint you. 
The Regency will ſoon be at an end, for the new King is, or will be, in Spain 
in a few days. Monſ. de Harcourt has been once received into the Junta, 
and was placed on the left hand of the Queen, Cardinal Portocarrero being 
on the right hand. It is faid, that the Emperor's Miniſter had always a Pri- 
vilege of being in the Council, whenever any thing was treated of that rela- 
ted to the whole Houſe of Auſtria, Whether it was fo formerly or no, yet 
this ſhews that the Regents ſeek all Occaſions to oblige the King here.

JF OUR Excellency's Letter of the 19th arrived late on Saturday, and I 

carried it yeſterday to Hampton-Court. His Majeſty read it uncyphered, 
but has given me no Directions to ſend you. He was pleaſed to tell me, that 
the States had reſolved upon an Anſwer to the King of France's Letter, that 
it would be given to Monſieur Briord, and ſent to Monſicur Heemskerk. 1 
ſuppoſe he will communicate it to your Excellency, and it is not to be 
doubted but His Majeſty and they are of the ſame Sentiments. e 
I have a Packet from Monfieur Schonenberg this Evening, dated the 25 of 
December. He makes no mention of the arrival of your Expreſs. He tells 
us, that they have a great mind to get the Queen to remove from Madrid 
before the new King's arrival, and the Duke of Harcourt join'd in it. I have 
A Letter from Mr. Aglionby of the firſt of January, our Stile. He arrived at 
the Corunna the day before. He was to begin his Journey towards Madrid 
the next day, but did not expect to get thither in leſs than twelve days. 
The French Ambaſſador came to the Office to-day, but I did not ſee him, 
for we had been fix days upon the Weſtminſter Poll, which is like to laſt as 
many more. The Ambaſſador brought two Memorials, one about a Dutch 
Ship caft away on the Iſle of Might, that had French Goods on board, bound 
for Rotterdam. They deſire directions for the delivering the Goods that 
have been ſaved, upon paying Salvage, which is fit robe complied with. The 
other Memorial is againſt Captain Legg, a Commander of one of our Frigats, 
that he ſeized one Bolton in an Iriſh Veſſel within the reach of the Guns of 
Fort St. Lewis in America. There is ſuch a Man brought home a Pritoner, 
by expreſs Orders from the King. Where he was taken, I don't know, but 
he was a notorious Confederate with K:4d, and has got the greateſt part of 
his ſtołn Goods, ſo that I believe the Parliament will have ſomerhing to lay 
to him; tho' the Ambaſſador's demands are, that he and his Ship ſhould be ſet 
at liberty. That we muſt be excuſed in, he being committed to Newgate for 
confederating with Pirates. It will be a ſatisfaction to your Excellency, that I 
tell you rhe King look d very well yeſterday.

1 Take this Opportunity of Mr. Læpell's going Poſt for England, to acquaint 

you how Affairs ſtand here, and I cannot but think they are now coming 
to ſome determination of what we are to truſt to. The Dutch Ambaſlador 
has received a Reſolution of the States, which is contained in the Memorial I 
have incloſed. His Secretary gave it yeſterday to Monſieur de Torcy, he not 
being in a condition now, nor ever like to be in a condition to go to Court, 
having in a manner loſt his Senſes; which is very unfortunate at this Juncture. 
It is true, his Secretary was formerly with Mr. Nieuport, who ſettled the Tariff 
between France and Holland, and underſtands this Court very well: But 
without one has a Character, one can do but little here. I think myſelf 
obliged to iuform His Majeſty of this ; that the States may, if they think 
it proper, ſend ſome Perſon hither : for tho' moſt of this Affair will be 
tranſacted at the Hague, yet if they mean to come to an Accommodation in 


relation to their Security, and ſo conſequently ours; I fear it will require 


ſomebody here alſo to manage it, and ſo not wholly to rely on what the 
French there will repreſent. I ſhall be ready to do or act in whatever His 
Majeſty orders me. The States Memorial was well received, and by reaſon 
Monſicur de Briord is not yet well enough recovered to tranſact this Affair, 
 Monſicur 4 Avaux will ſet out for Holland as ſoon as they can prepare his 
Inſtructions. Monſicur de Torcy took notice of it to me, and laid, that 
they ſhould fee that the King was ready to agree to any thing that was rea- 
ſonable. The anſwer I made him was, that I hoped this Proceeding might 
produce a good Underſtanding, that I ſuppoſed they did nor deſire but that 
Holland ſhould find their Advantage and Security in this manner, as much 
as by the Treaty of Partition, which he ſeemed to agree to ; and this was all 
th at paſſed. I am nevertheleſs told by one, that they ſuſpect here that the 
Intention of the States is only to gain time, and it is to be fearcd alſo that 
they will expect that the States ſhall make their Demands before the French 
explain themſelves how they will agree with them. Yet it will perhaps have 
that good effect as to prevent Miſunderſtandings, which might poſlibly engage 
us ina War, tho' neither ſide ſhould intend or deſire it. I am fatisfied that 
here, as it is in no manner their Intereſt, they will avoid it if they can. 
They know too well the condition of France: beſides, that a War may 
happen to be their total ruin. Nevertheleſs you will ſee that they put 
themſelves in a poſture of defence, having ordered the increaſing every 
Troop with ten Men, both in the Horſe and the Dragoons. Beſides this, 
they raiſe one hundred and twenty new Troops of Horſe, and ſeventy-two of 
Dragoons, which is computed will in the whole amount to ſixteen thouſand 
Men. So that when all is compleat, their Forces of Horſe and Dragoons 
will conſiſt in thirty-ſix thouſand, and their Foot one hundred and forty thou- 
ſand. I am endeavouring to get an exact Lift of their Troops, and I ſhall 
fend it you. They are obliged to give more than ever they did for theſe 
Levies, and it will take a conſiderable time to compleat them. | 
I find they think that the War in Italy is certain, unleſs the Pope, who acts 
at preſent in the nature of a Mediator, can prevail with the Emperor. He 
has ſent a Brief to the King of France, and alſo one to the Republick of 
Venice, the Copics of which 1 have incloſed, leſt you ſhould have a mind to 
ſce them. I ſuppoſe they do not rely much on the Effect theſe Briefs will 
produce; ſo Cardinal 4 Etrees is going to all the Princes of Italy, and it is 
thought he is now at Venice, where he will allo ſee the Duke of Mantua. 
They would fain perſuade him to let a French or Spaniſh Garriton come in- 
to his Chief Town, but at preſent he will not conſent to it. 
They write from Naples, that ſeveral Perſons arc put in Priſon for having 
diſperſed Papers, inciting them to throw off the Yoke of Spain, and to hive 
a King of their own. 7 Monſ.

Monſ. de Boufflers going away ſo of a ſudden, cauſes many Reflections, and 
it is ſaid that he is gone for Bruſſels; which you will know, if it is lo, 

Monſ. de Tallard preſſes extreamly to return hither, in hopes of having 
ſome conſiderable Poſt in caſe of a War, and he would fain have Orders to 
take his Leave, tho' he ſhould remain for ſome time, that ſo he might be in 
a readineſs to go as Occaſions ſhould happen. He propoſes alio, that an En-

they do act in this, ſo, perhaps, my Stay here will be longer or ſhorter. 


Monſ. 4 Aversberg is, as I hear, not recalled from Madrid. I cannot learn 


whether he is to tranſact any thing there, and I cannot fee any Expcdient for 
the Emperor; unleſs, after all the Preparations he has made, he will content 
himſelf with the King of Spain's marrying one of the Arch-Dutcheſſes. 


I am ſorry you have ſo much Trouble with your Election, and I hope it

nary of the King of France, containing the Reaſons why his ſaid Majeſty has 
thought good to accept the Will of the laſt deceaſed King of Hain of glorious 
Memory, together with what afterwards had appeared to their High and Mighti- 
neſſes, concerning thoſe Affairs, more fully mentioned in the ſaid Notes and

The Duke of Savoy makes ſome diſpute about the paſſage of the French 


Troops, tho they intend, notwithſtanding that, to take it. The French 
Ambaſſador there having ſome time ago Orders to ask it, the Duke anſwered, 


in general terms, that the King was Maſter in all things; upon which the 
Ambaſlador had Orders to make him a Compliment : But the Duke not un- 
derſtanding it in that manner, a Courier was diſpatched to his Miniſter here, 
which arrived on Monday laſt. In ſhort, all theſe Chicanes are only to make 


the beſt Terms he can; but I fancy he will be deceived. He would willingly 


marry his Daughter to the King of Hain, and be paid old Debts that are due 
to him. I am aſſured that the Emperor may rely upon the King of Portu- 
gal's being in his Intereſt ; and yet his Envoy here has explain'd himſelf much 


_ etherwile to this Court, even fo as to offer his Maſter's Aſſiſtance, and Troops 
in caſe France has occaſion for them. 


I am apt to think that the King of 
Portugal may be playing a double Game, and it is odd enough to ſee the 
Actions of ſome of the forcign Miniſters here, who ſeem to be for a War, 


only with deſign to make better Terms for their Maſters with France. I. 


ſaw in a Letter from Spain, which came from good hands, that on the fifth 
the Regents had ſent an Expreſs to France upon advice, that they had received 
from Don Franceſco de Quiros, that Holland was reſolved to make War, &c. 


That they thought it abſolutely neceſſary that the French Troops ſhould march 


into Flanders, and then oblige the Dutch to declare what their Intentions 
were. This is not improbable, but I hope that what I mentioned to you in 
my laſt concerning the ſtep which the States had made, will prevent it, 

and I think I have ſufficiently convinced Monſieur de Torcy, as from myſelf, 
that any proceedings of that nature will infallibly engage us in a War, which 
I thought was not their Intention. He has always aflured me that nothing of 
this nature will be done, unleſs they are obliged to it in their own defence. 
I take notice of this, becauſe it is good to fear the worſt. Monſ. de Boufflers 
is not to go to Bruſſels ; but there is one gone from hence to the Elector, 
whoſe Name I have forgot, and you muſt have had notice of it already from 
thence. Monſicur 4 Avaux ſets out in a day or two. Some think that the 
reaſon why he did not ſet out ſooner, was, that they expected an Expreſs 
from Flanders. The Conſtable of Caſtille has this Day a private Audience 
of the King. They give here to the Officers for the making of the Levies 
a hundred and twenty-five Crowns for each Man, and yet ſeveral have re- 
fuſed to undertake it at that rate, it not being ſufficient; which ſhews that 


they are not like to be compleated very ſoon. They talk of buying a great 


many Horſes in Spam. There are of late no Perſons come from England to 
St. Germans, and all things arc quiet there, I ſuppoſe that as ſoon as the 
Parliament meets, we ſhall hear of them again.

T HE Advices which came from Spain, that Orders were given not to 
| ſuffer any Engliſh or Dutch Ship in any of their Ports, did a little 
ſurprize me, after all the Aſſurances they ſeem here to be ready to give; ſo 
that I took notice of it to Monlicur de Torcy, tho' not as if the Orders came 
from hence. He abſolutely denied knowing any thing of it, and conlequently 
ſaid he did not believe it, and took a Memorandum to write to Monſ. de Har- 
court. I am nevertheleſs of opinion, that it is true. They would now con- 
ceal it, till they ſce what effect the Negotiarion in Holland will produce: But 
I cannot underſtand why Monſieur 4 Avaux delays going. He is not to ſet 
out till Saturday, tho he has taken leave: this makes me (till fear what I have 
already acquainted you with, that there is ſomething doing in Flanders, in 
order to march to the Frontiers of Holland in a few days, and fo conſe- 
quently cut off the Dutch Forces there. I cannot but think that the States 
muſt have had notice that this is to be feared, and | have now more reaſon to 
think ſo than ever. Tendeavourcd to know what Advices Monſ. de Tallard 
gave: but Mont. de Torcy turned the Diſcourſe, and ſaid, that he had not 
any Letters from him of late. It is true, we want the Poſt of Thurſday laſt. 
There is no doubt but he writes, that we are diſpoſing all things for a War; 
and by the Preparations they make here, it ſeems as if they thought it un- 
avoidable. If they perceive the Parliament cool and indifferent, they will 
do what they pleaſe ; but it is to be hoped it will fall out otherwiſe, and 
that they will leave it intirely to His Majeſty, who may, as he has hitherto 
done, ſtill prevent the Danger that ſeems to threaten all Europe. They are 
no raiſing here fifty-four Battalions, which they call Militia, tho' in effect 


they will be regular Troops. They are computed to be thirty thouſand 


Men. Every Pariſh is to raiſc ſome Men, and then they are to be clothed 
and paid by the King, and the Reformed Officers are to command them. I 
I find they are not ſatisfied with the Duke of Savoy, but the Troops are to 
march thorough his Country nevertheleſs. The French Ambaſſador there has 
ſent the Picture of the Princeſs to this King, which is done, as I ſuppoſe, 
to give the Duke of Savoy ſome hopes that a Marriage may be at laſt 
concluded. . 5 
My Expreſs is not yet returned from Madrid, which I believe is occaſioned 
by Mr. Aglionby'ss arrival. When he does come, I will diſpatch him imme- 
diately for England. What you mention about the Queen of Spazn, is cer- 
tain, and ſhe has deſired the Protection of the King of France. The Hpa- 
niards have treated her extremely ill, and ſhe will be obliged to leave Madrid 
before the King arrives. I am told that the Yenetians will endeavour to be 
Neuter. They will place their own Troops in all their Garriſons, and not 
oppoſe either the French or Germans paſſing. Count Zingendorf aſſures me, 
that the Emperor has concluded a Treaty with Denmark for thoſe Regiments 
that are in Saxony, and that the King of Denmark is to aſſiſt him with Ships, 
if there be occaſion, and intirely deſiſt from oppoſing the Ninth Electorate. 
I do not give much credit to what he ſays, for I have found him often 
miſtaken. —_ 1 8

The Duke is pleaſed 
to promiſe me, that nothing ſhall be precipitated on his ſide, and J have preached 
the lame Moderation to Monſ. Lenthe, the Daniſh Plenipotentiary at this Place, 
to obſerve religiouſly the Peace of fo freſh a date; but I am ſatisfied the Court 
of Denmark waits only for an Opportunity to be revenged on the Houle of 

Gottorf, and tempts the Courts of Zell and Hanover to abandon their En- 
gagements with the Duke of Holſtein, upon which Condition Denmark will 
lacrifice the Branch of Molfenbuttel to their Diſcretion. But both the Elector 
and the Duke of Zell are too wile to fall into ſuch falſe Meaſures. The Crown

Conjuncture deſerves Reflection; that Country affording plenty of Men in 
caſe of War, which are no where elſe to be found.

better than I can pretend to do in any thing relating to Sweden : but I un-

You will now ſee, by the Copy of 
my Anſwer, the Steps I have taken, and that the King of France does ap- 
prove. of my delivering the Credential Letter of the States, which I ſhall 
notwithſtanding defer doing, till I have his Majeſty's Directions, which I hope 
you will let me have as foon as you can. I mult confeſs, that after all theſe 
Proceedings, IJ am ſurprized to hear that the French have made themſelves 


Maſters of all thoſe Places in Flanders, where the Dutch Troops were. A 


Courier is arrived from Luxemburg, with Advice, that Mont. Albergotti, 
who, as I acquainted you formerly, was gone to draw a Body of French 
Troops together towards Thionville, has poſſeſſed himſelf of Luxemburg, as 
others have done of Charleroy, Namur, Mons, Audenarde, and Nieuport. Of 
theſe two laſt we have no certain Account yet. Ir is ſaid alſo here, that the 
French have diſarmed the Dutch Troops. I did always fear and believe that 
this was their Intention, tho' they did endeavour to perſuade me of the con- 
trary, as they did all the reſt of the publick Miniſters. I was the more wil- 
ling to execute the Orders of the States, hoping to have prevented this Pro- 
ceeding; and I mentioned it to Monſ. de Torcy but Sunday laſt, and ſaid that 
there was ſuch a Diſcourſe.

High and Mighty Lords, 


AVING received the Reſolution of the 31ſt of laſt Month, by which 

Your High and Mightinefles have been pleaſed to refer to me the Care 

of your Affairs during the Indiſpoſition of Monſ. de Heemskerk, and the 
Credential Letter with which you have furniſhed me for that end; 1 judged 
that I ought to thank you moſt humbly for this Honour, and to let your 
High and Mightineſſes know how ſenſible I am of their Confidence | in my 
Perſon. 
l accept it, my Lords, the more willingly, becauſe the Alliance of England | 
with Holland, and the ſtrict Union betwixt the King my Maſter and your 
_ High and Mightineſſes, remove from me all Scruples of an Engagement 
to ſerve two Soy ereigns at once, and becauſe I doubt not but his Majeſty will 
approve of my procceding. It is allo on this Foundation, that I thought pre- 
ſently of executing the Orders of your High and Mightineſſes, contained in 
your Relolutions of the twenty-ninth of laſt Month. | 

I began, nevertheleſs, with informing mylelf exactly of the Health of Mon- 
ſicur the Amballador ; but on one fide finding him, to my great grief, very 
weak, and not in a Condition to act; and on the other, the Eagerneſs of 
vour High and Mightineſſes to make a new Repreſentation to this Court of 
vour ſincere Intentions for the Conſervation of the Peace; I did preſently 
ſend to Verſailles a Letter to Monſicur the Marquis of Torcy, to know when 
I could ſpcak with him upon this Subject. That Miniſter having appointed 
me for Nine of the Clock yeſterday Morning, I went thither with Mr. Yroe- 
ſen, Secretary of your Ambaſſador, whom I deſign to employ in the Affairs 
that regard your High and Mightinefles, as being very capable. I explained 
to Monſ. de 7. orcy at this Interview, the Orders of your High and Mightineſſes. 
I gave him the Memorial hereunto annexed, and a Copy of the Credential 
Letter, by virtue of which I acted. His Excellency went immediately to 
Council to report this to the King, and to let me have an Anſwer 
from his Majeſty. Coming from thence, he told me what your High and 

Mlightineſſes will be pleaſed to ſee by the Paper hereunto annexed. You | 
will find there that J cannot give the Credential Letter to his aboveſaid 
Majeſty, till after the Court's return from Marly, and in that Interval of Time 
I hope to have the Approbation of the King my Maſter, 

For the reſt, my Lords, I ſhall always think mytelt much honoured by your 
Orders, and very happy to be able ro contribute, by my Services, to the Pro- 
ſperity of the Republick.

the laſt Month, according to their Reſolution of the fifteenth foregoing; the 
time having been too ſhort for this, they are nevertheleſs in a full "confi- 


dence, that : as they have ſhewn ſincerely by thc lame Reſolution that they are 
entirely 
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entirely bent, as well by Inclination as by Intereſt, to the preſervation of the 
Peace and the general Quiet, and that they deſire nothing more ardently than 
the preſervation of the ſaid Peace and general Quiet, with the eſtabliſhment 
of an equitable Security for their State: And that they have offered themſelves 
to enter into Conferences and a Negotiation on the means that might be 
found for this effect with the Count of Briord, Extraordinary Ambaſſador 
of your Majeſty, or with whom your Majeſty ſhall authorize for this, whilR 
your Majeſty has let them know that your Intention was to content their 
High Mightineſſes in theſe Points; ſo that your Majcſty may be entirely per- 
ſuaded of the ſincerity of their Intentions on this ſubject.

What was due to him there; ſo that he hoped none can imagine that they 

have a mind to break with England or Holland, by their acting in this man- 
ner. I have reaſon to believe that they look on the War as inevitable, ſince 
they will not agree to have any Troops in Flanders, but what belong to 
the King of Spain or France; and whatever diſadvantage they may have by a 
War, they can but be obliged at laſt to quit Flanders, &c. they having by 
that means always the power of making Peace: But what Security the Dutch 
can have without it, I cannot ſec ; unleſs renewing of Treatics with Spain . 
and France be ſufficient, which they often declare here they are ready to do, 
and to engage other Princes in the Guaranty of them. 

They talk here much of the Emperor's Anſwer to the Pope, and that he 
accepts of his Mediation, on condition that the French ſhall retire out of 
Italy; that Naples and Sicily ſhall be put into the Pope's hands; Milan and 
Flanders into the hands of ſome Princes to be named, till the Right is exa- 
mined, c. This they will not hear of here, as you may imagine, and they 
arc embarking Forces for Italy. Three Regiments of Horſe are paſſed Savoy, 
and others are marching, whether with the Duke's conſent or no, Icannor 
tell, there being a myſtery in that matter. There are fifty-five Men of 
War fitting out, thirty-three Three-Deck Ships, and they are ſending twelve 
of them to the Indzes. All things look here as if a War was actually declared, 
and I cannot think it can be long before it is fo. 

Monſicur de Tallards coming away, is a ſign that the“ expect little good 
from any Negotiation, as Affairs ſtand; and none will be named to ſucceed 
him at preſcat, as I believe. ;

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do not know when I ſhall hear from Monſicur Schonenberg ; nothing could 
have happened ſo unfortunately. This makes me now diſpatch the Meſſenger, 
and the more by reaſon of an Information (which you will ſee incloſed) of 
one Butler, who pretends that he can make out a Deſign intended againſt the 

| King, and to take the Perſons concerned. He is known to you, and, by 
his own confeſſion, he has broke priſon. It is a little above a year ſince he 
left England, and he has been about three Months at St. Germains. He came 
to me on the 13th, and I have ſince made what enquiry a matter of that 
nature would admit of, and I have been lately often informed, that ſome 
have offered ro undertake ſuch Actions, ſo that this gives me more reaſon to 
believe him; and as for the Gun he talks of, others have agreed in that, and 
it is more to be feared at preſent than ever. He preſles mightily to go for 
England, where he does not doubt but he ſhall make it out. I told him, I 
would ſend him by a Meſſenger I had here, which he agreed to. I cannot 
| ſee what ends he can propoſe in all this, unleſs the robbing the Meſlenger, 
to take his Letters; but care is taken to prevent that. He deſires nothing of 
me, and the expence of ſending him is but little, and I have given the Meſ- 
ſenger the Money; ſo that if he comes, you have him in your power; if 
otherwiſe, ſome inquiry may be made whether there be ſuch Perſons as 
Thomas Moor, who lived formerly in the Temple; James Salvin, Maſter of 
a Ship, that traded from Dunkirk to England and Scotland, &c. I asked 
the Name of his Kinſman; he told me, it was Lowman, who, I believe, 
will hardly own him, tho' he may know him. He has had ſome dealings 
about Coiners with Mr. Newton. I have been informed that one James 
Braine, an Under-Officer in the Ir:h Regiments, did offer to F. Saunders to 
go for England, and to get into the King's Stables, as a Groom, and ſo take 
his opportunity when the King was a hunting, but it was rejected. In ſhort, 
there are Villains enough here capable of ſuch an Action, but I do not doubt 
but care is taken not to let unknown Perſons come near the King. I think 
this a Matter of that Conſequence, that one cannot be too credulous, for fear 
ſuch Deſigns ſhould be on foot. I have yours of January 30, and I ſhall obey 
His Majeſty's Directions in relation to the States-General. I have not pre- 
ſented their Credential Letter, nor do I intend it, till I have an Anſwer to 
what I have acquainted them with. I do not know but the French poſſeſſing 
of Flanders may have altered our Meaſures. I am, &.

De Copy of the Information. 


HE preſent Pope having ſent King James his Picture, with a Preſent, 
after his Inauguration, to expreſs his Zeal for his Cauſe; ſent him 
word, that he ſhould be the firſt that ſhould receive his fatherly Care: And 
to let him ſee that nothing ſhould be wanting to ſtir up the Catholicks to 
do their utmoſt to ſerve him, he ſent a plenary Pardon to whatever Perſon 
or Perſons ſhould by any ways or means work the utter Deſtruction of the 
Prince of Orange, and his Party. This was told me by Father Saunders, a 
| Jeſuit, and King 7ames's Confeſſor, who asked me, if I could not invent or 
deviſe ſome way or other to be ſerviceable in ſo meritorious a motion. I 
anſwered, I had eſcaped very deſperately a late Impriſonment for Life, and 
hoped he would conſider it as a thing impoſſible for me to be ſeen in Eng- 
land, and not be immediately clapped up; ſo that before any opportunity 
could be found, I might be ſecured, and thus both deprived of doing what 
was required, and be undone into the bargain. So I was diſmiſſed at that 
time. A little after this, I was ſent for to his Chamber, where he asked me, 
it I had not a Kinſman that was in a Poſt, and could be ſerviccable. He had 
heard I had one that was in ſuch a place about the Prince of Orange as might 
caſily put a Pals in his Plate. As to that I anſwered, that my Kinſman was 


a 
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a Man ſo true to his Truſt, that it would be an impoſſible thing to debauch 
him. He anſwered, I did not know what Money and Advancement might 
do, and if I would propoſe it to my Relation, he ſhould have what gratifi- 
cation he would demand, and what was very conſiderable before-hand : but 
if the thing took effect, he ſhould be promoted to what Place he pleaſed ; and 
for his Aſſurance, if he had any Friends in France he could truſt, he ſhould 
have what Security he pleaſed. This being very much urged to me, I an- 
ſwered, it was a thing impoſſible for me to effect, either with my Friend, or 
alone; and ſo was diſmiſſed that time. A little after, one Mr. More, a Tork- 
ſhire Gentleman, who has reſided ſome time at Dunkirk, came to Fr. Ger- 
mains to King James, with Propoſals of a Project that might do great ſer- 
vice, it being a new-invented Gun, that would execute its charge a hundred 
and fifty yards off, without any noiſe, fire or ſmoak. This Experiment was 
proved before King James, on the North Leads of the Caftle of St. Germains, 
next to the Gardens, one Morning, no body being ſuffered the while to enter 
the Garden, and a very ſmall number, not exceeding five, with the King, 
were upon the Leads, vig. the King, the Duke of Albemarle, F. Saunders, 
Mr. More, and myſelf. Mr. More being my old Acquaintance, and waving 
been formerly concerned in ſeveral Experiments with me, ſpoke to the 
King of me, and therefore it was I was admitted. I ſaw the Gun perform 
the length of the Leads, which pleaſed the King ſo well, that he ſaid, What 
miſchicf might not a Man do with ſuch an Engine! Ay, anſwered Albemarle, 
ſuch a thing as this would do the Prince of Oranze's buſineſs. Says Saun- 
ders, had we but a Man that had the Bravery to undertake it. Says More, 
An't pleaſe your Majeſty, I'll get you one that ſhall effectually do it, na- 
ming one Ja/vzn, aKinſman of his. Whereupon Saluzn was ſent for, and 
he received the Euchariſt to perform it the firſt opportunity, having the aſ- 
ſurance of the Pope's plenary Pardon for his Soul, if he ſhould happen ro 
loſe his Life in the attempt. So there was joined with him one J/hzre, an 
Iriſhman, and two others, Pritchard and Williams, and Mr. More's eldeſt 
Son, who is now in England, and an Intelligencer to the Court of t. Ger- 
mains, that being the Perſon they are to have recourſe to when they ſhould 
arrive in England; he being a Man that formerly lived ſome conſiderable time 
at the Hague, and having great acquaintance in the Court of England, is 
the Perſon to find them an opportunity to execute their intended Villany 
againſt King William, which, I hope, by God's help timely to diſappoint. In 
order to which, ſo ſoon as I heard they were arrived at Dunkirk, in order to 
tranſport themſelves, immediately I went to Paris to the Engliſb Ambaſſador, 
and gave him this Information, offering withal to ſurrender myſelf to be 
ſent to England, to do my utmoſt to prevent the ſaid Deſign, notwith- 
ſtanding my preſent Circumſtances, together with my Reception, might ſeem 
more ſafe and eaſy to me. FR

High and Mighty Lords, FR: 

F = E Underwritten Extraordinary Ambaſſador of Spazn, received laſt 
Night very late an Expreſs from his Electoral Highneſs of Bavaria, who 
charges him to inform your Lordſhips, that his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty has let 
him know, that having preferred the Will of the late King of Hain, Charles 
the Second, to the Execution of the Treaty of Partition, his principal Aim 
had been to ſecure the Peace, which was impoſlible to be preſerved in Europe 
by following the meaſures taken mu the King of England and your "ane 
iii | ips; 
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ſhips; and that to maintain this, he had hoped that the two Powers having 
ſhewn their deſire to prevent a War, would alſo enter into the new Meaſures 
which he was obligcd to take for the effecting of this: That nevertheleſs after 
the acceptance of the Teſtament, your Lordſhips had not only deferred to own 
the King of Spain, my Maſter, in that Quality, but even that you make uſe 
of all ſorts of mcans to form, if it was poſſible, new Leagues againſt him, 
as ſtrong as the laſt in the War which ended by the Peace of Ryſfwick. 

That his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty has expected quietly till now that your 
Lordſhips would come out of your firſt Reſentment, which was with care 
inſpired into you, and might make ſuitable Demarches to ſecure a folid 
Peace, and a laſting one, ſuch as ſuits the Intereſt of your Provinces. 

That his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty has forgot nothing to engage your Lord- 
ſhips to make theſe Demarches; that he had not only given you advice of 
the Reſolution he had taken, before his declaring it, but alſo, that whilſt it 


was publick, he was willing to inform you by one of his Letters, to which 


his Ambaſſador had added the ſtrongeſt Afſurances of his Majeſty's Affection 
for vour Lordſhips, of the deſire he had to maintain the Union cſtabliſhed 
by the laſt Treaty of Peace, confirmed afterwards by thoſe of an Alliance; 
that in ſhort, his Majeſty had cauſed it to be inſinuated to you, that he was 
diſpoſed to enter into new Tycs of Friendſhip : That it was asked in his 
name of your Lordſhips, what Aſſurances you deſired for the future, pro- 
miſing to give them to you, provided they were juſt and reaſonable; that if 
your Lordſhips feared that he would introduce his Troops in the Spaniſh 
Places, he engaged himſelf never to let them enter into them, and that he 
would be contented that the care of them ſhould be entruſted with the Spaniſh 
Troops, who alone have a right to keep them for the King my Maſter, who 
at the ſame time gave notice to your Lordſhips of his Acceſſion to the Crown, 
by a Letter, which I delivered my ſelf to Mr. de Lier, then Preſident of the 
Werk. | „ 1 Th, | 
That ſo many Advances made with the ſole view of Peace have been 
uſelets; that the Power of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, known on all parts, 
was to hinder that theſe Advances were not to be attributed to the embaraſ- 
ments about the ſupporting a new War; and that if one could doubt of the 
Strength, and the Moderation of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, it was eaſily to be 
believed by the Conduct he has held, that he fears War; and that your Lords 
ſhips, on the contrary, look upon it as your Advantage, whilſt very far from 
| antwering to the Advances made by his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, your Lordſhips 
did not ceaſe to negotiate with foreign Courts: That nothing is talked of in 
Holland but Preparations for War, to arm Ships, to keep conſiderable Sams 
of Money ready, to augment the Troops; that the Officers of thoſe which 
your Lordſhips have in the Catholick Low-Conntres, raiſe actually their 
Recruits, as well in the Towns as in the Countrics belonging to the King 
my Maſter ; That, in ſhort, every thing ſcems to be in motion here; that all 
things here ſcem diſpoſed for War, at the fame time that the Emperor cauſes 
his Troops to march as well for [tal as for the Rhine; which he would in all 
likelihood not do, if he was not aflurcd that your Lordſhips would ſupport 
his Intereſts, by making a diverſion in the Catholick Low- Countries, by ſup- 
porting the Pretenſions of the Emperor on ſome of the Places of that Country, 
and by helping tome other Princes alſo to ceaſe them: which might have 
happened, if his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty had not immediately uſed his Pre- 
cautions ſo neceſſary for the Security of the Spaniſh Low: Countries, eſpecially 
in the condition they are in at preſent, whilſt the Troops which your Lord- 
ſhips have in the places are very much ſuperior to thoſe of the King my 
Maſter. That his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty did very well know at firſt the im- 
portance of making the Datch Troops quit them, but being perſuaded that 
your Lordſhips deſired Peace, he thought till now that the publick Good re- 
quired that he ſhould ſuſpend it; but that ar laſt it was no longer poſlible to 


leave thoſe Troops in the Places of a King whom they did not own; and 
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that beſides this, his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty having been deſired by the King 
my Maſter to take care of the Security and Conſervation of the Places of 
the Netherlands, till he arrives at Madrid, and till he be in a condition to 
do it himſelf ; his ſaid moſt Chriſtian Majeſty thought that it was not prudent 
to defer any longer to guard them from the danger which threatned them. 
So he found it neceſlary to write to his Electoral Highneſs of Bavaria, to let 
a Detachment of his Troops march on the 6th of this Month into all the 
principal Places, charging very particularly his ſaid Electoral Highneſs to 
order the Governors of the Places, in which theſe Troops are to enter, that 
the moment they ſhall enter, they are to give notice to the Troops of your 
Lordſhips not to be at all uneaſy at it, whilſt the French Troops enter 
only as Auxiliary Troops, and to ſupport thoſe of the King my Maſter, who 
had every thing to fear from a Body of Troops very much fuperior to his 
own in the Places whereof they will not own him to be the Sovereign: 
That in ſhort, the French Troops were under the Command of his Electoral 
Highneſs like them, and that they would do ſervice jointly; and that they 
had orders to live with the Troops of your Lordſhips with all the Union and 
Civility that could be deſired, and which no doubt they will execute ac- 
cording to the Obedience and Diſcipline under which they are uſed to live. 

Theſe, my Lords, are the Motives and the Reaſons which his moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty has had to cauſe his Troops to enter into the Places of the King my 
Maſter, and which I have Orders to communicate to you; aſſuring you ne- 
vertheleſs, that their Majeſties are ſtill in the fame diſpoſition to entertain the 
good Correſpondence and Friendſhip with your Lordſhips, and to enter for 
that end into all the juſt and reaſonable Expedients, as if the Troops of France 
had not entered into the Places of the Spaniſh Netherlands. 5 |

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Extra? of the Reſolutions of their High and Mightineſſes, 
the STA TES-GENERAL of the United Netherlands. 


Tranſlated out of Dutch. 


| Wedneſday, February 9, 1701. 
AVING heard the Report of Meſlicurs Van Eſſen and others the 
Deputies of their High and Mightinefles for foreign Affairs, who 
having in conformity, and to execute their Commiſlorial Reſolutions of the 
7th inſtant, examined the Memorial of Monſieur 4e Quiros, Extraordinary | 
Ambaſſador of Spain, by which he, in the name of the Elector of Bavaria, 
as Governor of the Spaniſh Netherlands, gives notice to their High and 
Mightineſſes of the Reaſons which have moved the King of France to ſend 
his Troops into the principal Places of the Spaniſh Netherlands, more largely 
mentioned in the Notes of the day before yeſterday : Upon which, after 
deliberation, it was found good, and reſolved, That for Anſwer be given to 
the above-named Monſieur de Quiros to his ſaid Memorial; That their High 
and Mightineſſes have ſcen by it, that the ſending of the Troops of his 
Majeſty the King of France into the Places of the Netherlands, is principally 
founded upon this, that their High and Mightineſſes have not fully enough 
anſwered the Advances made by his aboveſaid Majeſty for the Conſervation 
of the Peace after the Death of the laſt deceaſed King of Hain; that all 
ſort of Preparations for War were made here; and further, that it ſeems 
that umbrage was taken at the remaining of the Troops of this State in the 
Spaniſh Netherlands, as if this did not ſuit with the Security of thoſe Places, 
whilſt it is given out that they are the ſtrongeſt in various places; that their 
High and Mightineſſes have always eſteemed it as a great honour and fortune 
when they have been able to procure and preſerve the Friendſhip and Affection 
of his Majeſty the King of France, and having on all occaſions given ſo 
many proofs of their Inclination for the Conſervation of Peace, and the 
publick Quiet, are very ſenſibly grieved that it is imputed to them as if 
they had not ſufficiently anſwered to the Advances of his aboveſaid Majeſty, 
and ſhould have Thoughts of War; That as ſoon as his ſaid Majeſty had given 
notice to their High and Mightineſſes of his Reſolution for the acceptance 
of the Will of the laſt deceaſed King of Spain, of glorious Memory, their 
High and Mightineſſes communicated it to the Lords the States of the ſeveral 
Provinces, to wait for their Reſolutions thereupon, as the Order of the 
Government requires; that as ſoon as their High and Mightinefles, according 
to the Conſtitution of the Government, were in a condition, to take any 
Reſolutions thereupon, they have teſtified to their High and Mightineſſes their 
upright Inclination to the preſervation of the Peace, and common Repoſe; 
and whilſt his above-mentioned Majeſty, on his part, has often cauſed to 
be teſtified to their High and Mightineſſes his Inclination for Peace, and 
common Quiet, and alſo to give to their High and Mightineſles a reaſonable 
Security for their State; That their High and Mightineſſes were ready to enter 
into Conferences and Treaties with his Majeſty's Miniſters here, on the means 
which might be found neceſſary for this: That his ſaid Majeſty upon this did 
cauſe to be teſtified, by Monſieur the Marquis de Torcy, the ſatisfaction he 
took in the above- ſaid Reſolution of their High and Mightineſſes; and that 
his Majeſty to ſhew his readineſs to the finding out of an Accommodation, 
would by reaſon of the ſickneſs of the Count de Briard, his Extraordinary 
Ambaſſador here, ſend immediately the Count 4 Avaux hither for that pur- 
poſe ; as the mentioned Count 4 Avaux is alſo already on the Road hither, 
according to the Advices which their High and Mightineſſes have from Paris: 
That their High and Mightineſſes having certified their Satisfaction which they 
had conceived therein, they could not underſtand without grief, that it is 
aſcribed to them as if they had not duly anſwered to the Advances _— 
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his ſaid Majeſty towards Peace, and as if they were here inclined to War, and as 
if therefore all Preparations for War were making; that their High and Mighti- 
neſſes have been always utterly averſe, and are ill ſo, to War, and have never 
looked on it as an Advantage, as knowing that War is intirely contrary to their 
Intereſt ; that they therefore wiſh for nothing more than to ſec the Peace and 
common Repoſe preſerved, and their Security eſtabliſhed : That their High 
and Mightinefles have a few days ago cauſed freſh Aſſurances of this to be 
given to his aboveſaid Majeſty, when they had learned that the ſaid Rumours 
of Preparations for War in this Country were more and more ſpread about, 
to the end that the offered Negotiation might have its ſucceſs, as the fitteſt 
means to make ſuch Rumours, and the ill impreſſions which are cauſed by 
them, ceaſe : That their High and Mightineſſes learning, not by uncertain Ru- 
mours, but by certain Advices, che great Armaments in France, and the motions 
made on their Frontiers, have very juſt Reaſons to be alarmed at it, and to 

put themſelves in a ſtate of defence; That they have notwithſtanding in this 
_ proceeded with the utmoſt CircumſpeCtion, and have done leſs than would 
have been done by others on the ſame occaſion, to take thus away all rea- 
ſonable occaſions of umbrage : That they are alſo fully ſatisfied that nothing 
is done by them that could give occaſion to the foreſaid Rumours, or any 
evil Preſumptions; that they do not doubt but they ſhall ſhew this fully, to- 
gether with their Inclination to the preſervation of Peace and the common 
Tranquillity, in the Conferences to be held with his Majeſty's Miniſters, 
when the Count 4 Avaux ſhall be arrived, whoſe arrival they long for. That 
their High and Mightineſſes, if they had known that by the remaining of their 
Troops in the Spaniſh Netherlands any umbrage could have been given, 
would long ago have removed them ; That their High and Mightineſſes having 
had ſome "notice of the ſaid umbtage, and to remove it, had, before the 
receipt of the before-named Memorial, given Orders to demand the aforetaid 
Troops back, whilſt their High and Mightineſſes have ſent them, and left them 
there to ſerve as ſecurity for thoſe places, and by no means to give them any 
uneaſineſs; that their High and Mightineſſes have given notice of this their 
Intention to the aboveſaid Elector of Bavaria, to the end that, the ſooner the 
better, Orders may be ſent to let them march off. That their High and Mighti- 
neſſes deſire that Monſieur de Quiros will ſecond this by his good Offices, 
that ſo the Reaſons of the umbrage conceived by the remaining of the named 
Troops may be taken away. 
And an Extract of theſe Reſolutions of their High and Mightineflcs ſhall by 
the Agent Roſenboom be put into the hands of the named Monſicur de Ruiros, 
to ſerve as an Anſwer to the forementioned Memorial. | |

He ſaid, he had no 
Inſtructions in that matter; but if His Majeſty had thought of any thing of 
that nature, if he pleaſed to communicate it to him, he would ſend it to his 
Maſtcr ; and His Majeſty deſired, when he had any thing to offer on this 
Subject, he would give him notice thereof by me. I hear Monſieur Tallard 
docs not think of removing from hence till towards the end of this Month 
but talks of making uſe of his Character in the mean time, as occaſion may 
ſerve. He ſays Monſicur 4 Avanx is charged with no other Orders, but to 
hear what the States have to propoſe as to their Security, and to ſend back an 
account of it, and then to expect Directions upon it.

J Have yours of the 3d, and I do find that Monſieur de Tallard has not 
taken any notice of what, as they told me here, he ſhould have Orders 
to do. I think it is eaſy to ſee what this means, and by the Preparations 
they make here, it is eaſy to judge what we are to expect. The Fund for the 
Sea-Service was nine Millions of Livres. This is now augmented to twenty- 
one Millions; and Orders are actually ſent for the fitting out eighty Sail of 
Ships of the Line of Battle, which arc to be joined by twenty from Spain. 
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it is confidently ſaid, that the Duke of Savoy has made a Treaty with 
France, &c. He is to have a hundred thouſand Livres a Month for eight thouſand 
Men, which he is obliged to furniſh, and to yield to the paſlage of the Troops. 
The Marriage of his ſecond Daughter to the King of Spain is another Article: 
But that of his being Generaliſſimo is not certain. The Savoy Ambaſſador 
denies knowing any thing of it; but I take it for granted, elſe it would not 
be talked of ſo publickly as it is at Yerſazlles : Beſides, ſeveral Letters from 
Spain mention the ſame thing. I do not believe that the Elector of Bavaria has 
any thoughts of leaving Bruſſels. I take it, that there is ſtill ſome myſtery 
in that Affair, which a little time will ſhew. Monſieur Puyſegur has ſhewn 
this Court how they may maintain twenty thouſand Foot and four thouſand 
Horſe in Flanders, with little more charge than the Flanderkins were formerly 
obliged to pay; by paying all thoſe Soldiers on the French foot, c. and TI 
am told that they are actually raiſing that number there. I believe that Monſ. 
C Avaux will declare, that the moment theſe Troops are raiſed, the French 
are to return; but at preſent it looks otherwiſe, for the Regiment of Picardy 
is marching to Antwerp, as others are to Bruſſels, &c. | 
The diſcourſe of the French at Court is, that their King is ſtill for Peace; 
but what he does, is to ſhew that they do not fear a War, as being in a con- 
dition to maintain it whenever they are attacked. They think the Dutch 
will ſoon acquieſce, or elſe their Ruin is certain: but Iam far from being of 
that opinion. I have incloſed a Lift of the French Troops, when compleat, 
which their Foot will ſoon be, by their obliging every Pariſh to furniſh a certain 
number, which is what never was done in the laſt War; and it is ſaid, when 
this is over, the ſame Order will be renewed; In ſhort, if a War was declared, 
they could do no more than they do. I hope we are taking ſome care for 
our own Security, elſe they may happen to make us a Viſit from St. Germazns, 
which is the hope they have now. I am told that the Dutch Troops were 
to march out yeſterday. Here are ſtrange Reports about what was found in the 


Packets about Mr. Folly; but 1 give no credit to them, ſince I think it im- 


poſlible to be true. I am impatient till I hear from Monſieur Schonenberg. 

By the rclation of the Count Harrach, it does ſeem a perfect Accident, 

ſince he ſays that he was in danger himſelf; elſe one might ſuſpect that it was 

done by Order, which is very common in thoſe parts. „

5 N Monday laſt I had the Honour of receiving your High and Mighti- 
| & neſſes Letter of the 9th of this Month, as alſo your Reſolution of the 
ſame date, containing the Anſwer to a Memorial of Don Bernardo de Quiros 
thereunto annexed, to be made uſe of by me, where I ſhould think it ne- 
ceſſary. I went the next day to Yerſazlles, to diſcourſe with M. de Torcy 
upon it. That Miniſter told me that he was already informed of it, by the 
Copy which your High and Mightineſſes were pleaſed to deliver to the Count 
ae Briord, and he told me, that your High and Mightinefſes ought not to be 
ſurpriſed that the King had poſſeſſed himſelf of the Spaniſh Places for their new 
| Maſter. That it was a good while ſince the Regency had prayed him to do 
it: but that not to ſtir up Animoſities, and to remove, as much as it was 
poſſible, all Reaſons of Miſtruſt, he had always deferred it. That being at 
laſt preſſed by Neceſſity, he was not longer able to reſiſt their preſſing Inſtances ; 
and the leſs, ſince he hears from all Parts of nothing but War. That it would 
not have been prudent to ſuffer himſelf to be ſurpriſed ; but that, to give to 
your High and Mightineſſes, and to all the World, ſtrong Marks of the 
Sincerity of his Intentions, and of his Zeal for Peace, he would in no 
manner make uſe of the Advantage he had over your Troops; and that there- 
fore he had alrcady given his Orders to leave them the liberty of ſtaying, or

I had a Letter this Morning from Mont. Schonenberg, but it was a Dublicare 
only of that which came laſt Week under your Cover, dated the 26th of Fanuary. 
So that we know nothing yet of what his Diſpatch of the 1 8th contained. 

We had two Dutch Mails yeſterday, but there are two more ſtill due. 
When the firft were writ, they had only an Account in Holland that the 
French Troops had put themſelves into the ſame Quarters with the Dutch, 
The next Letters from Holland will tell us what Monſ. 4 Avaux is doing 

there. In the mean time, we hear by Letters of the 1 5th from Bruſſe/s, that 
the King of France had ſignified his Conſent to the Dutch Troops returning 
home, but however the Orders had not then been iſſued for their marching 
away : but inſtead thereof, the French increaſed their Troops daily in thoſe 
Countries, and talk of advancing with a great Force, both Horſe and Foot, 
towards the Frontiers of Holland; which is a ſtrange Attendance upon an Am- 
baſſador that is to aſſure them of Peace and Tranquillity. 

I juſt now hear that the King has received advice by an Expreſs, that the 
Dutch Troops are permitted to march out of Flanders; but they likewiſe 
talk of extraordinary Movements of the French Troops in thoſe Parts. 

We hear of an Engliſb Merchantman that is arrived in the Weſt of Eng- 
land from St. Sebaſtian, that was drove by ſtreſs of Weather towards Port- 
Louis, which put them into a Neceſſity of going aſhore for ſome Conveni- 
ences they wanted, but it was not allowed them. This great Shyneſs ſhews 
they are privately fitting out for the Sea. What therefore you can learn of 
it, you will let us know. 

The King came to the Parliament 0-day, but it was s only to direct the 
Houſe of Commons to chuſe a Speaker, who is to be preſented to-morrow, 
and then the King will ſpeak to both Houſes. 

Mr. Harley was the firſt Perſon propoſed for Speaker, and afterwards Sir Ri- 
chard Onflow was named by others; but the Queſtion being put upon the 
former, he had Two Hundred and Forty- nine Votes for him againſt One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-five i in the Negative.

HEY wait here with great Impatience to know the Reſolutions of the Par- 
liament, and by their Proceedings one muſt judge that they think it will 
end in a War, ſince they are preparing, with all diligence, to take the Field; 
the French Troops having poſſeſſed themſelves of all the Places near Holland, 
and it is {aid that there will be a Camp formed in thoſe Parts as ſoon as poſ- 
ſible. Here is a Contract making with ſeveral Perſons to furniſh the neceſſary 
Proviſions in Flanders, and towards the Rhzne. 

I have often preſſed Monſ. de Torcy to know the Propoſitions which 
Monſ. 4 Avaux would make to the States. He always faid that he had none, 
but that he was to hear what they would propoſe to him, in relation to their 
Security. I find that what they would be at here, is the renewing of Trcaties; 


and that the Troops in Flanders ſhould be the King of Spain's Subjects only,

you; I am of opinion they will conſent to no more, at leaſt till they ſee that 
we are in earneſt, and without ſuch Conditions we cannot think our ſelves ſafe, 
and the Hazard of a War cannot be more fatal to us.

the 14th and 17th of this Month: Upon which, having deliberated, it was 
found good and agreed, that Anſwer ſhall be made to the ſaid Count & Avaux 
in a Conference upon theſe Memorials ; That as ſoon as their High and Mighti- 
neſſes have had the Notification of his Arrival here, they have immediately 
named their Deputics to enter into Conferences with him : That their High 
and Mightineſſes declare till, as the ſaid Deputies have already done in their 
Name, in that Conference which was held the Day after, that the Reſolution 
of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty to ſend the Count 4 Avaux hither, and after- 
wards his Arrival, as well as his Perſon, have been very pleaſing to them; 
That they hope that their ſaid Deputics have had the good fortune to ſhew 
ſufficiently, at the firſt Conference, that they have not given any occaſion by 
their Conduct of the Miſtruſt which has been had of them, as they have heard to 
their great grief, and that they have been able to perſuade'the ſaid Count 4 Avaux 
of the Sincerity of the Intentions of their High and Mightineſſes for the Preſer- 
vation of the Peace, and for the keeping up a good Correſpondence with his 
ſaid Majeſty. That afterwards, their High and Mightineſſes having received 
the ſecond Memorial, and having ſeen in it the Aſſurances, which it has 
pleaſed his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty to give them anew, of his ſincere Inten- 
tions for the Maintenance of the Peace, and to give their High and Mighti- 
neſſes Satisfaction about their particular Securities; as alſo, how much it is 
inſiſted on, on the part of his ſaid Majeſty, that their High and Mightineſſes may 
explain themſelves forthwith about what is contained in the ſaid Memorial; 
they were willing to give immediately a true and real Proof of the Sincerity 
of their Sentiments for the Peace and the publick Repoſe. So that having 
conſidered, on the one fide, that the Negotiation about the Means to preſerve 
the Peace and the general Tranquillity, and their particular Security, might 
be retarded by unforeſeen Accidents, the more whilſt it will be fit that ir be 
done with the Intervention of His Majeſty of Great Britain, as having been 
concerned in the Treaty of Partition, and other Princes and Potentates in- 
tereſted in the Preſervation of the general Peace; and that beſides their High 
and Mightineſſes cannot diſpenſe themſelves from communicating with His 

| faid Majeſty of Great Britain, by reaſon of His Concern with their Repub- 
lick in all important Affairs, that will enter into this Negotiation ; and having 
| ſeen, on the other hand, that his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty intereſts himſelf ſo 
ſtrongly, in that their High and Mightineſſes may own the King of Hain; 

that their High and Mightineſſes, to obviate this Deſire of his ſaid Majeſty, 

as alſo to ſtop the Reports, which are mentioned in the aforeſaid Memorial, 
as if it was their Intention not to own that Prince, but on a certain Con- 
dition; they were willing to declare, now immediately, that they will own 
the Duke of Anjou as King of Spain, and that they are reſolved to keep up 
with him the ſame good Neighbourhood, Friendſhip, and good Underſtanding, 
which they have kept up with the late Kings of Spain, Predeceſſors of his Ma- 
jeſty. That after this, their High and Mightineſſes are ready to enter with their 
moſt Chriſtian and Catholick Majeſties, with the Intervention of His Majeſty 
of Great Britain, into a further Negotiation, to treat about means that may 
ſerve for the Preſervation of the general Peace and Tranquillity, and to the 
Eſtabliſhment of their particular Security, and that in ſuch a manner, as alſo 
with the Intervention of ſuch other Princes and Potentates, which ſhall be 
thought uſeful and neceſſary, to obtain the End propoſed. That thus their 
High and Mightineſſes, by this Declaration, ſatisfactory to all that has been 
asked of them, and referring to a Negotiation all that they might have 
demanded on their ſide; and having firſt given, by the recalling of their 
Troops that are in the Spaniſh Low Countries, and giving now, by the 
owning the King of Spain, ſo convincing a Proof of their very great Deſire 
to preſerve the Peace and the publick Repoſe, and to live in good Intelligence 
and Friendſhip with their moſt Chriſtian and Catholick Majeſties, they believe 
that they have given ſatisfaction in all that was asked of them, and that his 
moſt Chriſtian Majeſty will alſo recall his Troops out of the Spaniſb- Net her- 
Mmmm lands 
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{ands, whilſt thoſe Troops were ſent thither, becauſe the Troops of their 
High and Mightineſſes had remained there. And the ſaid Meſſieurs Jan Eſſen 
and other Deputies of their High and Mightineſſes for Foreign Affairs, are re- 
quired to impart this preſent Reſolution to the Count 4 Avaux.

" F AVING heard the Report of Meſſieurs Van Eſſen and other Deputies 
of their High and Mightineſſes for Foreign Affairs, who, by virtue of the 
Relolution of their High Mightineſſes of yeſterday, have been in Conference with 
the Count 4 Avaux, Ambaſſador Extraordinary of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, to 
give him an account of the ſaid Reſolution z on which having deliberated, 
the ſaid Deputies were thanked for the pains they have taken in this Affair, and it 
has been found good, and reſolved to proceed effectively to the Recognition of 
the Duke of Anjou as King of Spain, and that a new Anſwer {hall be made to 
the Letter of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty of the 29th of November laſt, in 
which his Majeſty has given notice to their High and Mightineſſes of the Duke 
of Anjou s Acceſſion to the Crown of Spain: that by this Anſwer his Ma- 
| jeſty ſhall be congratulated on this Event, and aſſured of the part their High 
and Mightineſles take in it, as alſo of their Deſire to entertain and cultivate 
with the King of Spain, as well as with his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, a perfect 

Friendſhip and good Intelligence. That this Anſwer ſhall be ſent to M. Yar 
 Heemskerk, Ambaſſador Extraordinary from their High and Mightineſſes at the 
Court of his molt Chriſtian Majeſty, with Orders to preſent it to his ſaid Ma- 
| jeſty, and beſides to congratulate from their High and Mightineſſes, wherever 
it may be convenient: And in caſe his Sickneſs ſhould hinder him from doing 
this his Duty, that he cauſes this Anſwer to be preſented by his Secretary.

AJ OUR Excellency's Letter of the 234 arrived on Saturday, and has been 
laid before His Majeſty. I have no Directions yet to ſend you, but Mat- 

ters will now ripen apace. | „ 
The States-General's Envoy preſented a Memorial to His Majeſty, acquainting 


Him they were come to a Reſolution that they would acknowledge the King 


of Hpain, and this they did to ſnew, they would not, by their Delay, furniſh any 
Pretence to charge them with having deſigned a War; but having done it, 
they ſhould proceed to negotiate their Security, and how the Peace of Eu- 
rope ſhould be preſerved, and what they did therein ſhould be in Concert 


with their Allies, and more particularly with His Majeſty. Not knowing 


what the Succeſs might be, they put His Majeſty in mind of the Treaties ſubſiſting 
between the two Nations, that in caſe France were reſolyed to break with 


them, His Majeſty would have the Succours in a Readineſs, that He is obliged 


to ſend them. This His Majeſty communicated to the Houſe of Commons 
this Afternoon, when the Houſe attended Him with the Addreſs they reſolved 


on upon Friday, delivering to the Speaker a Tranſlation of the Dutch Me- 
morial; telling them, that as to the firſt part of it, which is the Recognition 
of the King of Hain, He asked their Advice; and as to the latter part of it, 


the having the Succours ready, according to Our Treaty, He deſired their Aſ- 
ſiſtance. When the Report hereof is made, it will ſoon come under Debate, 
and the fame Memorial is to be communicated to-morrow to the Lords. 


His Majeſty communicated this Day to both Houſes a Letter from the Earl 


of Mel fort to his Brother the Earl of Perth, dated the 18th of February, 


which was brought hither (I ſuppoſe not deſignedly) in the French Mail that 


brought the Paris Letters of the 19th. It ſets forth his Schemes to ſet on 
foot another Invaſion, and diſcoyers he has held too cloſe a Correſpondence 
with the Duke of . He uſes many Arguments to get my Lord 
Middleton diſcarded, and recommends himſelf as much fitter to be truſted. 
Upon reading this Letter, the Houſe of Commons immediately applied them- 
ſelves to conſider the State of the Fleet, and will do all they can to put it 
in a Readineſs. The Lords have ordered this Letter to be printed, but it being 


long, you cannot have it till next Poſt. In the mean time can't but mention 


one Expreſſion in it, viz. That this Opportunity muſt be improved, now the 
Court of France is diſſatisfied with the Prince of Orange for his Treacheries 
_ diſcovered in their hands. His Majeſty does not know what they ſhould mean 
by it, unleſs it ariſes from the Letters Jolly brought, which His Majeſty knows 
nothing of. You know all that we have ſent to Spain, which is Aſſurances 
of Friendſhip, if they have the ſame Diſpoſition on their ſide, and to exhort 
them to preſerve their Liberty. If this be an Offence, it is impoſſible to 
avoid it with France. | 1 OE 

I ſuppoſe you will hear a good deal of this Letter, and that the Parties 
concerned will not well like that it is come hither and made thus publick.

HE underwritten Envoy Extraordinary of the States-General of the 
United Provinces has Orders to repreſent to your Majeſty, with a pro- 
found Reſpect, that their High and Mightineſſes having conſidered that their 
| Dclay of owning the Duke of Anjou for King of Spain was ſubject to ma- 
licious Interpretations, as if all their Aim had only been to put themſelves 
in a Condition to make War; they thought themſelves obliged to proceed 
to the ſaid Recognition of the Duke of Anjou without any Condition, re- 
ſerving to themſelves to ſtipulate in the Negotiation, to be entered on, the 
neceſſary Conditions to ſecure the Peace of Europe: in which Negotiation 
their High and Mightineſſes are firmly reſolved to do nothing but with the 
Intervention of your Majeſty and the other Powers intereſted in the Main- 
tenance of the Peace, as they have expreſſly declared to the Ambaſſador of 
France. The underwritten has particular Orders to give your Majeſty the 
moſt poſitive Aſſurances, that their High and Mightineſſes will make no Step 
in this important Affair, but in Concert with you, praying you for that Rea- 
ſon to ſend to your Miniſter at the Hague the Inſtructions and the Orders 

that are neceſſary to act conjointly in this Negotiation, and not to conclude any 
thing the one without the other, and except England and Holland find equally 
their Security in it, which ſhall at the ſame time ſerve to ſtrengthen the publick 
Repoſe. But as it might happen not to be poſſible to agree with France and 
Spain on reaſonable Conditions, and that thus the Negotiation being inter- 
rupted, their High and Mightineſſes ſhould be all of a ſudden attacked by the 
numerous Troops, which France has cauſed to move to their Frontiers, they 
have ordered the Underwritten to repreſent to your Majeſty the extream want 
they ſhould have, in ſuch a Danger, of the Aſſiſtance of England, and to 
ask of you, that you may have the Goodnels to keep the Succours, ſtipulated 
by the Treaty, in Readineſs; that ſo, if the Caſe ſhould happen, they may

See by yours of February 10. the great Shyneſs of the French in letting any 
of our Ships come into their Harbours. They are ſetting out a great Fleet, 
and I hope the Advices, I have formerly given you, have ſufficiently con- 
vinced us of the necellity of doing the like. I ſhall now repeat again how 
that matter ſtands. On the iſt of January a Contract was ſigned for Thirty 
Men of War to be ready by the end of this Month. In the Beginning of 
February another was made, which increaſed them to Fifty-five ; and now 
very lately they have increaſed them to Eighty. Some ſay more. Twelve of 
them are deſigned for the Meſt- Indies. The reſt may chance to viſit us, and 
{o prevent our Fleet's joining, which will conſequently make them Maſters 
of the Seca. They are to put out ſome Galleys at Port-Lomzs, and thereabouts. 
The Men are coming from Toulon, where they diſarm ſeveral Veſſels, in or- 
der to man their Fleet the ſooner. | | | 
I have received the King's Speech from Dover. The Thurſday's Letters 
arc not yet come. 1 ſce we are peaceably inclined. They have the Speech 
alſo at Court. I hear they do not know what to make of it, and ſtill ſuſpect 
us. I do not doubt but we ſhall take right Meaſures in whatever our Inten- 
tions are. I ſhould think we ought to ſet out all the Ships we can, and Time 
will ſhew the Advantage of it. We ſhall at leaſt prevent thereby any Affront, 


if 
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if not the Ruin of England : for, rely on it, if an Invaſion was intended, they 
could not take other Meaſures than they do. 

Count 4 Eſtree is going for Breſt, as are other Officers that belong to the 
Sea. I am told by one, who had it from Monſ. 4 Eſtree, that they ſhould 
have Fifty-five Men of War ready to fail by the Beginning of April, and the 
whole Fleet of France in Two Months after. Ir is impoſſible for me to 
know what is a doing in every particular Port, ſince all Letters here are 
opened, or it is thought ſo, wherefore none dare to give an account of things 
of that nature ; and tho' I take all the Care I can, I find it difficult ro know 
the Truth exactly in much ſmaller Matters.

What His Majeſty mentions in relation to our own Succeſſion, will, if done, 
prevent in ſome meaſure any ill Deſigns againſt His Perſon, or that of the 
Princeſs : but at the fame time, were they not otherwiſe engaged, it would 
produce no good Underſtanding, ſince it takes away the Pretenſions of Savoy, 
and conſequently that of this Family here. I do believe that they will take no 


notice of it to me: but I aſſure you that, on the Death of the Duke of Glou- 


ceſter, they were very uneaſy, till they were ſatisfied that the Houſe of Ha- 
nover was not in the Act of Settlement. 5 
Here is come an Expreſs with News that the King of Spain arrived at Ma- 
drid the 18th of laſt Month. The Conſtable of Caſtille will ſoon make his 
publick Entry. If he notifies his Arrival to me, I ſhall return the Compli- 
ment, as I have already your Directions therein. . 
Ihe Letter from the States was delivered to Monſ. de Torcy by the Secre- 
tary of the Dutch Ambaſſador. It was extreamly well received, and the 
King will write to Them. I hope to ſend the Copy of this Letter in my next. 
Monſ. de Torcy did tell me, that the King did intend to withdraw his Troops 
out of Flanders, as ſoon as the Troops, which the King of Spain was raiſing 
there, were compleat. This I ſuppoſe will not be till all other Matters ae 
| ſertled with the States, which will ſoon be, in caſe they deſire nothing but 
the renewiag of Treatics with Spain, &c. It is poſitively faid, tho not pub- 
| lickly owned at Court, that the Treaty with the Duke of Savoy is ſign d, 
and that he is to be General, and that Monſ. de Catznat is to command un- 
der him. Beſides the Hundred Thouſand Livres a Month, which he is ro 
have, the Six Thouſand Foot and Two Thouſand Horſe, which he is to fur- 
niſh, are to be paid by France. L'Eſtape is alſo ſettled for the Troops that 
are to pals his Country, at a Livre a day for each Foot-Soldier, and two Livres 
for a Horſeman. This the Duke will put into his Pocket, and the Country 
will be obliged to furniſh the Proviſions. 9 - 
The Men, which the Pariſhes of France were to furniſh, did amount to 
Thirty-three Thouſand Men, which they ſay has ſucceeded fo well, that now 
Seven Thouſand more are ordered to be raiſed in the like manner. I am of 
opinion, that they haye no other way of getting Soldiers. It is taken for 
granted, that Monſ. de Villeroy will command on the Rhine, and Monſ. 4e

Send you incloſed the Earl of Melfort's Letter printed by Order of the 
Houſe of Lords. I ſuppoſe there will be no queſtion made at . Germans, 
whether the Letter be genuine or not, at leaſt Monſ. Tallard does not call 
that into doubt, tho' he ſeems much offended at the Letter's being com- 
municated to the Lords and Commons. He endeayoured to ſpeak with me 
on Monday Night, but I was gone to Kenſington; and upon his writing to 
me next Morning that I would appoint him a time, when he might ſpeak 
with me, I went to him. He was full of Expoſtulations of the Letter's being 
carried to the two Houſes by my Lord-Chamberlain and mylelf, as if it were 
done to create an Animoſity between the two Nations, and to give the Alarm 
that the French had formed a Deſign to invade England; whereas this ap- 
peared to be only a chimerical Notion of Melfort, who (as he often repeated) 
was un fou & un extravagant; that he was baniſhed from the Court of King 
James, and had nothing to do in the Court of France; that his waiting upon 
Madam Mazntenon, was only to get two of his Daughters put into the Nun- 
nery of St. Cyr; that he had no Acceſs to the French Miniſters, but was ſpin- 
ning Cobwebs of his own, and there ought to have been no occaſion taken 
from thence to create Jealouſies and Miſunderſtandings. That the French had 
| ſhewn their Diſpoſition to live in Friendſhip with England, and he thought 
Carc ought to be taken on our ſide not to give any Grounds to believe that 
we were picking a Quarrel with them; and this he thought neceſſary to tell 
me, as a matter that deſerved Attention. SY 8 THE 9 
I told him, the Letter contained ſomething that might appear Notional, and 
like a Project of his own 3 but other parts of it laid down Facts, that it 
extreamly concerned us to provide againſt; ſuch as the fitting out a Fleet in 
France, that was like to be Maſter of the Sea this Summer; that we could 
make no Proviſion for our Safety but in Parliament, and therefore it was fit 
they ſhould be acquainted with our Danger, and that the Proofs of it ſhould 
be laid before them. That in France they could diſpatch every thing dans 
le Cabinet. We had not ſo ready a way in England, but what we did muſt 
be publickly & dans le Marche. Whoever had ſuppreſſed ſuch an Advice 
here, might juſtly have expected an Accuſation of Treaſon againſt him. : 
sc faid, he did not diſown but they were fitting out Ships to Sea, but they 
did it upon the Preparations making in Holland, where they were at work 
Night and Day, as well Sundays as other Days, to get out their Fleet, there- 
fore they could not do leſs in France; but they were not fitting ſo many 
Ships as was repreſented, and that they had no Thoughts of being at Sea theſe 
three or four Months. ” | 
I told him, I ſhould be glad there might be no occaſion for any Fleet's 
coming out on either ſide. I was ſure all we aimed at was to be on the De- 
fenſive, and ſhould be much better pleaſed, and think it more our Intereſt, 
to be diſarming of Ships than arming them. As to the Character he gave 
my Lord Melfort of fou & inſense, when we ſaw him treated as ſuch in 
France, we ſhould be willing to have the ſame Opinion of him; till then, 
we could not but remember what an Inſtrument he had been in promoting 
the intended Aſſaſſination and Invaſion, and muſt be concerned, that he is 
bringing himſelf again into play upon the ſame bottom, and by his way of 
Writing, at leaſt one muſt ſuſpect that he is admitted into Converſations with 
the French Miniſters. It ſeemed very extraordinary, that he ſhould preſs the 
improving this Opportunity, now the Court of France had Reſentments upon 
the Diſcovery of tome Treachery they thought His Majeſty guilty of. 
| He faid this was a pure Fiction of Melfort s. I told him, I was glad to hear 
them lay ſo, and His Majeſty was very well ſatisfied that He had given no oc- 
caſion for any one's having ſuch hard Thoughts of Him.

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or twice, whether he knew of any Diſcovery of this kind. He ſaid, he never 
heard any thing like it, and there was no ſuch thing in reality. 
In concluſion he ſaid, that People ought rather to appeaſe Jealouſies on 
both ſides than inflame them. I told him, he could contribute a great deal 
towards it, and I hoped he would make uſe of his Power. What I could do 
in any Caſe would be inconſiderable, but no Endeavours of mine ſhould be 
wanting to remove Miſunderſtandings, and to ſecure the publick Peace. 
I have received your Letter of the 26th, and have ſent it to His Majeſty 
with Monſ. Schonenberg's, from whom I had a Letter on Tueſday by the Spa- 
niſb Packet-Boat. He has ſent me a Duplicate of his Letter of the 1 8th, 
which Mr. Folly ſhould have brought: I don't ſee what Exceptions are to 
be taken to it to make ſuch a noiſe about. He repeats the Points of his In- 
ſtructions, and how he has purſued them by his Applications to the Regency, 
by the Secretary of State, and other hands; and that they returned uncertain 
Anſwers, referring thoſe Matters rather to be treated of in France, not daring 
ſo much as to promiſe us their Friendſhip and good Correſpondence, without 
firſt asking Leave from the French Court. And when he preſſed the Secretary 
that their new King might notify to His Majeſty his Acceſſion to the Throne, 
as he did to the Dutch, he ſhrugged up his Shoulders, and made no Anſwer 
to it.

I have a Letter likewiſe from Dr. Aglionby, but he had ſcen but few Peo- 
ple, and is not like to ſignify much there.

I don't doubt but you have our Parliament-News from many hands. How- 
ever, I muſt not omit ſending you the Vote that paſſed this day, both in the 
Committee and the Houſe, upon conſidering the Dutch Envoy's Memorial. 
You will ſee it has fully anſwered all that His Majcſty deſired, and I muſt

Had not your Letter of February 10, till I came from Yerſailles, where 

| found that a Courier of Monſieur de Tallard was arrived the day be- 

tore, with the Reſolutions of the Parliament, and a Copy of Lord Me/fort's 
Letter. The Conference I had with Monſieur de Torcy was much the ſame 
with what you had witn the Count de Tallard, his diſcourſe turning in the 
ſame manner, that the expoſing this Letter was only to create and excite Ani- 
moſities in the Nation ; that it ſhewed a deſire of breaking with France ; 
that he had ſent for Lord Melfort, who was with him this Morning, and 
did own that he had wrote a Letter of that date, and that it was loſt, which 
he believed gave occaſion for the framing of this; that he had mentioned 
ſomething in it of Madam de Maintenon, whom he had ſeen about his 
private Affairs; but he denies almoſt all that is in the Letter. As for that of 
the Biſhop of Norwich, he could have no grounds to ſay it, ſince he hardly 

knew him, and he was ſatisfied of the contrary. As for Lord A——13, he was 
convinced he was not in King Jamess Intereſt ; that he was rather ſetting 
up for himſelf, as having ſome pretence to the Crown of Scotland. In 
| ſhort, I found his opinion was, that it was contrived only to frame a deſign 
to incenſe the Nation, and to break with France, &c. He faid, that I was 
ſenſible how little credit Lord Melfort had at this Court, or at St. Germans. 
He read the Letter to me, as alſo a Paper cried about the Streets of London, 
of a new Plot or Conſpiracy of France againſt England.

He has been bliſtered, and his Phyſicians are for having him go to Bour- 
bon, if he recovered. Lord Melfort is ſent to Angers. The Court of France 
concerted with that of Hr. Germazns firſt. Lord Middleton is not a little 


pleated. 


Several reformed Officers are here named for the Spaniſh Indies, who will 
go ſoon with the Squadron of Monſ. de Coetlagon, who, as I mentioned be- 
fore, is come from Rochfort to Breſt. — 

I ſuppoſe we are taking care of our Plantations, and eſpecially of Jamaica, 


All the King's Houſhold has Orders to march by the 18th of next Month, 


and ſome think the King will go to Compi igne, if not farther, The Equi- 
page of the Duke of Burgunay is preparing, and a Courier is ſent to him,

CLEMENS XII. to our moſt Dear Son in Chriſt, Health and the 
Apoſtolical Benediction. 

H O' we perceive, that it was not only the Knowledge of our Inſuffi- 
ciency which made us fo very averſe to undertake the heavy Charge 

of the Apoſtolical Miniſtry, our extraordinary Abhorrence of ſo great a Weight 
came perhaps alſo from a hidden Preſage of ſo many Calamities which will 
render our Pontificate fatal. And in reality how can we not fear it ſhould be 
ſuch, when at the beginning of it we ſee the Arm of God armed with the 
. moſt frightful Scourges with which he is wont to let fall his Indignation on 
the People, and juſt in the ſame time, in which, with the greateſt Affliction, 
we conſider this unhappy Italy near to being made the Theatre of a horrible 
War; and by conſequence we muſt deplore the (mall Fruit of that Mediation 


which we have offered with ſo many Tears, and ſo many Sighings, and which 


we do not omit ſtill to inculcate, by the moſt lively Remonſtrances, by means 
of our Miniſters, at the two other Courts. We are ſurprized with the unfor- 
tunate Advice, come to us from Venice, that the Suſpicions of a Plague pro- 
ceeding from Croatia, are come ſo ſtrongly, as to oblige the Attention of that 
Government to baniſh the Commerce, and to ſuſpend it beſides with man 
Places on the Auſtrian Shore, and all the Iſlands of the Levant, In the 
midſt of theſe heavy Anxieties, after having offered to God, accompanied by 
the publick and univerſal Prayers of the Church, the moſt profound Groans of 
our Spirit, to implore, in ſuch dangerous Contingencies, the Effects of his 
Mercy, we did not know what other part to take, but to turn to your Ma- 
jeſty with the ſecret Sentiments of our Heart, as alſo our fatherly Speeches; 
praying you, as we do moſt inflantly by this Letter wrote with our Hand, 

and ſent you by a Courier expreſs, not to permit that your Troops be the 

Bringers of formidable Diſaſters into Italy. This People deſerves that your 
Majeſty grant them, in ſuch an Occaſion, the Recompence of that Paſſion 
which they have always made manifeſt on the Accidents to your Moſt Auguſt 
Houſe, the Holy Seat deſerves, the Church deſerves, God deſerves, that as 
you have inherited of your illuſtrious Parents, which they ſignalized by their 
great Actions, that you prefer the publick Welfare to all other Regard, 
with a certainty that you ſtrongly engage the divine Liberality in exchange 
with a hundred-fold of Succeſſes by ſo glorious a Moderation. Thus we hope 
that it will fall out; ſo does God inſpire Us efficaciouſly to write to your 
Majeſty, to whom we do in the mean while grant with all the ſincerity of our 
paternal Love, the Apoſtolical Benediction. .

If we are driven to extremity, we muſt do what neceſlity requires in 
ſuch a cale, and I believe we ſhall not be wanting to ourſelves to make a 
vigorous Defence. it nothing but Force is to decide between us. 

You will have heard from Holland, that a difficulty has aroſe there, which 
will prevent Mr. Stanhopes appearing at the opening of the Conferences, 
ſince they were to be held at Monſicur & Avaux's Houſe, where the Deputics 
of the Statcs have the Right-hand given them by the Ambaſſador, which an 
Envoy muſt not pretend to there. His Majeſty has determined that Mr. Stan- 
hope ſhall wave any Conteſt with the States Deputies on this occaſion ; and as 
ſoon as he has received that Inſtruction, he will take his part in the Conferences, 
tho I ſuppoſe they are begun in the mean time. 

As to our Naval Preparations, we are now very intent upon them. It is 
to be wiſhed we had begun them ſooner. There are about ſixty Ships of 
the third and fourth Rate that are ordered to Sea, but the Commiſſions for 
half of them were not delivered out till the beginning of this Week. All 
Methods are put in practice for the getting in of Seamen, and I hope they 
will be ſucceisful. „„ ä |

| HEREAS Our Loyal and Dutiful Subjects, the Commons in Par- 
VV liament aſſembled, have by their humble Addreſſes prayed that We 
would be plcaſed to enter into ſuch Negotiations, in concert with the 
Statcs-General of the United Provinces, and other Potentates, as may moſt 
effectually conduce to the mutual Safety of theſe Kingdoms, and the States- 
General, and the Preſervation of the Peace of Europe; and that We have 
promiſed them immediately to order Our Miniſter abroad to enter into ſuch 

Negotiations accordingly : You are therefore to enter forthwith into ſuch

dear Son the Dauphin, and of our Grandſon the Duke of Burgundy, in his 


| favour; having given new Reaſons of Envy to the Princes our Neighbours, 


furniſhes them at the ſame time with pretexts to recommence a War which 
we had happily extinguiſhed by a Peace, the Conditions of which might have 
been advantagcous to us, if we had not preferred the Repoſe of Our Subjects 


to Our own Intereſts. It is with the ſame view of the Good of our Subjects, 


and the Preſervation of the Tranquillity of Europe, that we have been willing

Vll nrſt apologize for not owning the former: laſt Poſt being a very buly 
day, in order to our Conference with Monſ. 4 Auaux, which was appointed 
at five in the Afternoon, being juſt the Hour the French Poſt always parts, fo 
that I could then give you no account of what paſled there, as Monſ. 4 Avaux 
did the King his Maſter, by an Expreſs he diſpatched at twelve a-clock 
the ſame night. Whether they will think it proper to be publiſhed at Paris 
I know not, but neither of their Ambaſſadors here, no more than Monl. ge 
Quirus, make a Secret of it, telling it to every body, and I am told it will 
be printed to-morrow 3 ſo that what I would have ſent you new and a Secret, 
will come ſtale and publick. Incloſed you have a Copy of the Paper I de- 
livered, which agrees in every thing material with that of the States, there be- 
ing little other difference between them, beſides that of the ſeveral Cautionary 
Towns we demand. I need not name ours, fince your Excellency has ſeen 
my Inſtructions.

From this Charge 

the Deputies, every one of them, cleared themſelves, by abſolutely denying 

there was any ſuch Treaty, and that it is notorious to all the World the man- 

ner of their State inclining to Peace, when they may have it with Security, 

which is all they aim at by theſe Propoſals. Thus the matter is like to reſt 

till the Orders come from Verſailles, where poſſibly it may not be ſo hei- 

nouſly reſented as by Monſ. 4 Avaux here. The Article about the Emperor 
will puzzle them the moſt, becauſe no-body yet knows what will ſatisfy him. 
In ſhort, if we muſt have War, I am pleaſed to ſee we neither fear it here, 

or in England; but think ourſelves as well prepared for defence, as any Enemy 

can be to attack us. However, a reaſonable Peace would certainly be better 
for us all. I ſhall know whenever the States fend any Expreſs to Paris, and

of the Kingdoms of His Majeſty : It is evident, that tho his moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
jeſty has thought fit to accept the Will of the late King of Spain, going in 
this manner off from the Partition, yet nevertheleſs His Britannick Majeſty 
muſt not loſe the Effect of that ſame Treaty; that is to ſay, the Peace and 
general Tranquillity, and that particular Security muſt be given him by ſome 
Equivalent or otherways.

the Aſſembly, that they, the Deputies, have delivered the Contents of the 
aboveſaid Reſolution, contained in a Memorial: That Mr. Stanhope, Envoy 
Extraordinary of His Britannick Majeſty, being come a little after the faid 
Deputies of their High and Mightineſſes, had made a like Propoſition on the 
part of His ſaid Majeſty, and given a Memorial, agreeing in almoſt every thing 
with the Memorial given on the part of their High and Mightineſſes, only 
with this eſſential Difference, that Nieuport and Oſtend were on the ſide of 
His Britannick Majeſty demanded as cautionary Places, as their High and 
Mightineſſes had done the Places named in their Refolution. That the ſaid 
Count 4 Avaux, after having declared that he was ſurpriſed at ſo conſiderable a a 
Demand, had afterwards undertaken to give notice of it to the King his Maſter, - 
and was to wait for his Reſolution upon it.

Have received yours of the roth inſtant. What I wrote concerning King 
James was a true Account, which you may judge by his intending to go 
to Bourbon on Wedneſday next. He is far from being well, and is very much 


broke of late, ſo that none think he can laſt long. His ſtay at Bourbon will 


be of three Weeks. He is to be eleven days a going, and as long coming 


back. They intend to pump his right Arm, which he has loſt the uſe of, and 


he is to bathe and to drink the Waters. They deſired but Thirty Thouſand 


Livres of the French Court for this Journey, which was immediately ſent 
them in Gold. I don't know but they may adviſe him after that to a hotter 
Climate, which may be convenient enough on ſeveral accounts. In ſhort, his 


Senſes and his Memory are very much decayed, and I believe a few Months 
There is no Account yet of any Propoſitions made at the Hague. I can- 
not ſee that it is in the leaſt neceſſary, as matters now ſtand, for me to in- 


form Count Zingzendorf of more than I do. He did tell me, that he had 


wrote to Count Wrat:ſlaw to deſire that I might have Directions to com- 
municate to him all Matters, and that we might take our Meaſures together. 


There is already a very good Correſpondence between us, and he does tell 


me what Advices he has, tho' he is often miſtaken. I asked him whether the 
Emperor's Miniſter at the Hague had received Inſtructions to join in the Con- 
ferences. He believed, not yet: but ſaid, that he had advice that the Expreſſes of 
Count Wrati/law and of Count Goes were diſpatched from Vienna on the roth, 


with full Inſtructions, which by this time are certainly arrived. He obſerved 


one Difficulty about Don Quiros, and did not know how they could treat 
with him as Ambaſſador from the King of Spain, and I do not well under- 
ſtand how Mr. Stanhope can, unleſs no notice is taken on either ſide. I take 
it, that the firſt thing we aim at is our own Security, and that of Holland, 
and then to do what we can in behalf of the Emperor; in which point I ſee 
no Likelihood of Succeſs, unleſs his Troops in Italy, who move but ſlowly, 
can bring the French to Terms. Monſ. de Catmat goes next Monday, and 
he has Orders not to hazard a Battle on any account, but only to oppoſe 8 
5 mper 
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Imperial Troops in making themſelves Maſters of any part of the Milaneſe. I 
am apt to believe that at Yzenna they think of nothing leſs than the havin 
Flanders and Milan, if not more. You will judge therefore whether it be 
proper that Monſ. de Zinzendorf ſhould be acquainted with any thing, but 
as the Scene opens. Not but that I think it neceſſary to keep up a good 
Correſpondence, at leaſt till we are certain of what they will conſent to 
here. You know that the Pope does endeavour to accommodate Matters, 
but that ſignifies little. The Nuncio here has talked on that Subject; but 
they abſolutely refuſe the diſmembering of any part of the Spaniſh Monarchy, 

and would in lieu of the Emperor's Pretenſions aſſiſt him againſt the Turk, 
and ſo carry on a Holy War in thoſe Parts. This is a Chimzra indecd. 

I ſee by my Letters that the Houſe of Commons have agreed only for Guards 
and Garriſons. I know that this does not exclude them from taking farther 
Reſolutions, if there be occaſion. Tho' I have ſome Reaſon to think that 

France will conſent to our Demands; yet they will never do it unleſs tacy ſee 
that we are in a Condition to oblige them to it. SE | 

I have this moment received Letters from the Hague of the 22d. That 
Afternoon the firſt Conference was to be held, and the Deputies of theStatcs 
and Mr. Stanhope were to deliver their Demands ſeparately in Writing. We 
ſhall ſoon have an Expreſs from Monſ. 4 Avaux. | 

Monſ. de Boufflers is expected here every day. Iam told, that they are fitting 
out at Toulon cighteen of their great Ships, tho! I hear that their arming at Sea 
goes on but (lowly. I do admire where they find Money to do what they 
do, and you may think what Diſcontents are here, and how general.

What relates to the Debt due 
from the Poſt- Office is to be ſent to the Treaſury, and they will enquire into 
it, and we are copying your Cypher to be ſent to Mr. Stanhope. 1 
I don't doubt but Mr. Stanhope has ſent you the Demands that were made 
by him and the States Deputies, on Tucſday laſt, for the Security of Eng- 
land and Holland. I believe the King will think it fit to communicate them 
very ſoon to both Houſes, and acquaint them with all the Steps that ſhall be 
made from time to time in theſe Negotiations. What Anſwers are like to be re- 
turned, you will ſooneſt underſtand there ; but I hope they will keep in that 
peaceable Temper, which they make a ſhew of, tho they ſay both the French 
Ambaſſadors at the Hague ſeemed offended with the Propoſitions, and talk'd 
as if nothing but War could enſue upon them. We ſhall provide for the 
worſt as well as we can. We have the Satisfaction to find that Seamen come 
well into the Service, ſo that we may very quickly have a good appearance 
of a Fleet. The Houſe of Commons have not yet ſettled to the making 
any other Proviſion for the publick Security : but that will not be delayed as 
Occaſions ariſe from abroad, which are now like to multiply, „ 
The Houſe of Commons has been taken up theſe three laſt days with 
Sheppard s corrupting ſeveral Boroughs for procuring Elections. But the Lords 
have been upon another ſort of Enquiry. They have found great fault with 
the Treaty of Partition, and perhaps will at laſt conclude in an Addreſs con- 
demning both the Subſtance and Form of it, and to deſire that no Treaty be 
made for the future in that manner without Inſtructions, and without being 
approved of in Council.

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ſigned, when a Draught of the Treaty was read at his Lodgings: but thoſe 
Lords remembring likewiſe the Objections made to it at the ſame time, that 
Defence might as well have been omitted, I hear my Lord Portland men- 
tion'd likewiſe, in a Committee of the Houſe of Lords, as if he had proceeded 
in that Treaty upon ſome Advice I had writ to him into Holland; but he not 
producing any ſuch Letter, nothing was ſaid to me at a Committee of the 
Lords, tho I attended them to-day concerning the Meeting above-mention'd, 
where the Treaty was read. 
Ihe Admiralry have an account that one of their ſmall Veſſels, comin 
from the Weſtward, and ſtopping accidentally in Camaret-Bay, has been ſe- 
cured there upon I know not what Suſpicions. The Veſſel is call'd the St. Lo 
Yacht. If you have no account from the Maſter, His Majeſty would have 
you uſe the beſt means you can to be inform'd whether he be ſtill detained 
there, upon what Account, and in what Manner, and then employ your en- 
deavours to procure his and the Ship's Diſcharge.

IT Can aſſure you that the Demands of the States, as well as ours, ſurpriſe 
them here very much; and tho I expected it would be fo, even as I had 

rcaſon to think what the Propoſitions would be, yet when I found ſo many 

| Towns demanded, and ſaw the manner in which they expreſſed it, I prepared 
my ſelf accordingly to diſcourſe with Monſ. de Torcy. He began with exclaiming 
extreamly againſt the States, and told me that he might with great Reaſon 
ſay, that the Memorial they had given was inſolent, and ſufficient to try the 
Patience of the King; that it would be printed, to ſhew to the World the 
manner in which they treated him and Spain: yet nevertheleſs the King was 
relolved not to begin the War, but he would oppole thoſe that ſhould at- 
tack him. I endeavoured to palliate the Matter, and ſaid, that we ſhould 
have been very glad if the Propoſitions had come firſt from Monſ. 4. Avaux ; 
that in Negotiations of this nature the Propoſals ſeem at firſt extraordinary, 
but when they were digeſted, and Expedients were propoſed, they came often 
to a happy Concluſion, which I hoped theſe would do: That I did believe 
that the King, when he accepted the Will, never intended that 9 the 
| | tates 
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States ſhould be in a worſe Condition, in regard to our Security, than by the 
Treaty. That tho' by the Emperor's not ſigning it there remained, as might 
be alledged, no Obligation towards him; yet as to England and Holland, that 
was ſtill in force, or at leaſt an Equivalent; and I left him to judge if the 
Arch-Duke had been King of Hain, whether our Troops would not have 
been in theſe Places now demanded, or in moſt of them. That ſince the 
| Queſtion was not about diſmembring the Spaniſh Monarchy, I was in hopes 
that any thing, that did not tend to that, would have been agreed to. I 
preſſed him to know what they intended to propoſe. He faid, that were the 
Hollanders intirely Maſters of Flanders, their Demands could not be grea er, 
and that it did not deſerve an Anſwer, but that Monſ. 4 Avaux's Orders would 
be, to tell Them that the King would never conſent to any thing of this na- 
true, but would obſerve ſtrictly the Treaty of Ryſwick, renew what other 
Treaties were neceſſary, and withdraw his Troops when the King of Spam | 

ſhall have ſufficicat of his own to guard his Places. He took exceptions 
_ againſt almoſt every Paragraph, as to the renewing the Treaty of Munj/ter, 
that they ſhould demand that, as if that Treaty was broke; that as to what 
was mention'd of tlie Emperor's being fatisfied in his Pretenſions, that could 
tend to nothing leſs than the diſmembring of the Spaniſh Monarchy. As ro 
that of Munſter, he muſt own, that when new Treaties were made, it was 
uſual to confirm old ones, That as for the Emperor, we could not tell yet 
what his Demands would be, and it was neceſſary to know them. I en- 
dcayoured to ſhew him, that it was impoſſible England could think itſelf ſafe, 
as the Face of Affairs was now, without having what we demanded. But it 
would be too tedious to relate all that paſſed. He did not expreſs himſelf 
in regard to the King, as he had done in relation to tie States: but I found 
that Mr. Stan hopes Memorial is as much diſliked as that of the States. At 


laſt I ſaid to him, that I did not doubt but the King's Reſolutions would be 
very prudent, and that when I had the honour to ſee him next, this Matter 


would be farther conſidered, and that there might be ſtill means found out 
to come to an Accommodation; which he gave me no ſort of Encouragement 
to expect, eſpecially in this manner. You will ſce that the whole matter is 
now publick. I acquainted Monſ. de Zingendorf with what had paſſed at the 
Hague. He waited alſo on Monſ. de Torcy, where he expreſſed how ready 
the Emperor was to ſacrifice his own Rights, in ſome meaſure, to procure a a 
Peace to Europe, if there could be means found out to give him any reaſo- 

nable Satisfaction, and that, at the ſame time, other Princes might find their 


Security. The Anſwer made him was of the ſame nature with what I had. 


I did not imagine that the States, nor We ſhould have opened the whole 
Matter at firſt, tho' I do not doubt but they had their Reaſons for it, and 
they know beſt what is neceſſary for their Security. I am of opinion that 
we cannot expect much from theſe Conferences, and I judge ſo, becauſe this 
Court has Meaſures to keep, fo as not to loſe the Affections of the Spanzards 
by ſeeming to yield to any Terms or Conditions, which they may be diſpoſed 
to grant, before they are ſure what will ſatisfy us. So on the other fide I 
ſuppoſe we are unwilling to diſoblige the Emperor, but would endeavour to 
ſatisfy him in his Pretenſions. Thoſe I think will never be granted, unlets 
he has Succeſs in Italy, and even then France muſt be brought to the laſt 
Extremity before ſhe yields up whole Countries, for that is the Caſe of the 
Emperor. I am not determin'd but that a War might be more advantageous 
on all accounts than any Conditions we can now expect. But if our Deſign 
is to prevent a Rupture, the only Method muſt be ro know firſt what the 
Emperor expects, and what would fatisfy us and Holland, and that ſhould be 
be agreed upon as Preliminaries, underhand, between the Penſionary and 
MA Avanux without ſigning. Or, if His Majeſty ſhould think it proper, I 
might manage it, ſo as not to engage the King nor the States further than 
they pleaſe, and to know which of thoſe Demands this Court conſents to: 
for that they will come to Terms, is certain, but the Difficulty is in ping 
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this in a right Method. I muſt confeſs that I am at a loſs how to act now, 
ſince I find that the Demands far exceed what I was acquainted with. I do 
foreſee, that when Monſ. 4 Avaux gives this Anſwer, the States nor Mr. Stan- 
hope will not know how to proceed. The general Report here is, that 
Monſ. 4 Avaux is to return: but I did not perceive this by Monſ. de Torcy, 
he only ſaid, that if the States did inſiſt on theſe Demands, he ſaw no occaſion 
there was for Monſ. 4 Avauæ ſtaying there. He made me ſeveral Compliments, 
and ſaid that he expected and hoped that this Matter would paſs thorough 
my Hands, that the King knew how well I was diſpoſed, and that he knew 
alſo I was incapable of making ſuch Demands, eſpecially in ſuch Terms.

AVING this Opportunity, I ſend you by Sir Lambert Blackwell the 
Copies of ſome Letters that have paſſed through my hands by the means 

of Brecard, who has of late been more diligent, and I have ſupplied him from 
time to time with Money, elſe there is nothing to be done with him. You 
will not find much in them: But if it be true, as he aſſures me, that they 
come from J. G. of the Houſe of Commons, you will ſee the reaſon why he 
acts as he does: tho I rather take them to be writ by G. G. Brother to Sir B. 
tho others may be conſulted. They come to T. H. who is now Gentleman- 
Uſher to King James. His Brother B. H. is in England. Brocard, who 
may be concerned alſo, receives them at Paris, and ſends them to Fr. Ger- 
mains. They change the DireQion almoſt every Poſt, as you will ſee by 
the three Directions I ſend you, tho the Hand-writing is always the ſame. I 
have endeavoured to know how H Letters are directed to England, but 
he cannot learn this as yet, for they are put into the Poſt by King Fames's 
Meſſenger ; but he believes that when they go to Bourbon, he ſhall have the 
care of them alſo. What he mentions of his Patroneſs and her Lord, is Lord 
and Lady S——. The Correſpondent never fails a Poſt, tho' ſometimes 
there is nothing ſent but the Proceedings of the Parliament.

I have by the laſt Poſt acquainted you how Ours and the States Demands 
were received. It has ſo ſtruck them here, that the King and his Miniſters 
are at a ſtand, and know not what meaſures to take. The printing it is in 
hopes that then the Capitation' will be paid more readily, and for the preſent 
it has that effect; for all the diſcourſe among the French is now, that they 
would rather give any thing than that their King and Nation ſhould put up 
ſuch an Affront. The more ſenſible part among them ſay, that they have 
| drawn this upon themſelves. I am told privately by one, that a Reſolution 
is taken to endeavour to content the Emperor, by means of the Pope, to yield 
Milan to him, and to form a Catholick League, and to turn all their Forces 
againſt Exgland and Holland, by which means they will fave the Honour of 
the King, ſince it will be done on account of Religion, and to extirpate the 
Hereticks. I am apt to think that there may be ſome ſuch thoughts, by what 
Monſieur Zingendorf has told me formerly. They then endeavoured to 
convince him, that none could gain by a War but the Hereticks, and the 
Catholick Religion would ſuffer extremely; that this King would aſſiſt the 
Emperor, both by Sea and Land, and make him greater that way than if he 
had the Succeſſion of Spain. Such like diſcourſes the Nuntio has had with 
him. It is certain that they will try to create Diviſions between Us and the 
Emperor, and, if poſſible, between England and Holland: for they ſay, that 
Holland can never like that we ſhould have Nzenport and Offend. It will be 
proper that Mr. Stepney ſhould have ſome hints of this matter, and I will 
take care to inform you as well as I can of what is doing here of this na- 
ture.

So you may judge 
what they would do, were it in their power. They do now intend to amuſe 
us, by declaring openly that they will not be the Aggreſſors, till the Parliament 
is up, by which means they think we ſhall not be able to concern ourſelves 
farther than by aſſiſting the Durch with our Quota, as we are to do by our 
Treaty. | | | 

The Elector of Bavaria has ſigned ſome Conditions with France, and he 
could do no otherwiſe till he has his Troops out of Flanders. They have here 
named an Envoy to reſide at his Courr. 

I have told you my Thoughts freely, tho they believe me here to be of 
another Opinion, and I muſt act ſo; elſe I ſhould be informed of nothing. 
Beſides, I am too much in their power, and the Right of Nations is but little 
regarded here. By the Methods we are now in, there may probably be a 
War declared whilſt I am here. | | 

I keep the Meſſenger till I have ſomething of conſequence to inform you 
of. I am promiſed an exact Liſt of their Fleets, in what forwardneſs they 
are, and where they are deſigned. I am told that they intend to have ſeveral 
of their Galleys and great Ships at Toulon and at Gibraltar, which they are 
fortifying as faſt as they can.

I cannot think 
that they would act as they do, if they intended to yield any ſuch Conditions, 
without which ncither We nor the States can be ſafe, ſince this engages the 
Honour of this King yet ſtronger to ſupport what he has done.

T Eaſily believe the Language of the French Court concerning our Memorials, 
becauſe their Miniſters here talk the ſame. Monſicur 4 Avaux received 
his Courier laſt Saturday Morning early, and about Eleven viſited me, when 
he owned the Courier was come, but pretended to know nothing, telling 
me his Letters were not then decyphered. The fame Evening he demanded an 
Hour of the Penſionary, and told him, His Maſter had no other Anſwer to 
give to our Propoſals than that he is ready to renew and confirm the Treaty 
of Ryſwick, which is all the Security weare to expect. He then asked him, 
if he had communicated the ſame to me; who anſwered, he had ſeen me that 
Morning, but had not then decyphered his Letters. The other urged him 
again, whether he did not intend to tell it me; to which he replied, he had 
no Orders to do it: For if the King of England has any thing to demand of 
his Maſter, he has his Ambaſlador at Paris, and there is a French Miniſter at 
London, by either of whoſe hands it may more properly be repreſented than 
here at the Hague, where he has a Commiſſion only to treat with the States. 
However, to try him a little further, by giving him an Opportunity, I returned 
his Viſit yeſterday Morning: but it paſſed all in common diſcourſe, and he 
laid not a word to me of the buſineſs, nor did I think it convenient to ask

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him, after what I had heard before. Laſt Night, the States Deputies deſired

by the French Motions on their Frontiers, and other Advices, they fear they 
ſhall ſuddenly have occaſion for them. All this I ſhall write this Night to

Mr. Stepney has been here three days, and I believe in as many more will 
purſue his Journey towards Vienna. The Emperor's Miniſter here is very

Count & Avanx has intimated by another Miniſter, his confident Agent,

Whether this is to gain time, 
you can beſt judge: but it is certain that France has preſſed Portugal extremely, 
and it is to be feared that in this Conjuncture, they will grant any thing 
which the King of Portugal can deſire. I am told alſo, that the King of 
Portugal is not ſatisfied with the Emperor's Miniſter at Lisbon. Monſieur de 
Zinzenaorf has took notice to me, that he heard from England as if he was 
in cloſe Conferences with the Nuntio. I cannot think but whatever France 
intends to do by means of the Pope, that he will be the Perſon intruſted, fince 
this Court takes him to be intirely againſt any Accommodation: but it will 
be tranſacted at Vienna, or at Rome, tho ] ſhould think it is not practicable. 
I cannot learn that any Reſolutions are taken here ſince my laſt ; bur I fear 
they depend much upon our Diviſions, and that the Parliament will no further 
concern itſelf, provided the Dutch are not attacked: fo that if they can pre- 
vent the Emperor's Forces entering into Italy, they will have time after that 
to do With the reſt what they pleaſe.

- Propoſitions made by Count SCHLICK, the Emperor's General, to 
the Elector of Colos x at Bon, on the roth of April 1701. 


FTI HE Count of Schlick, General of the Armies of his Imperial Majeſty, 
being arrived here on Thurſday laſt in the Evening, had the next day 

about Noon an Audience of his Electoral Highneſs; in which, as alſo at the 

Conferences held with him afterwards, he ſaid, that his Imperial Majeſty | 
having indiſpenſable Reaſons to purſue his Right to the Monarchy of Hain 
by all poſſible means, he wiſhed that his Electoral Highneſs would make no 
Engagements with the Powers that diſpute it with him; and that in Caſe of 
a2 Rupture he would unite himſelf with his (aid Imperial Majeſty and his 
Allies, as being thereto incited by two powerful Motives, of which one is the 
ſtrict Alliance which the Electoral Houſe of Bavaria has with the Houſe of 
Auſtria, and the other is the general Intereſt of all the Empire, from * 
| | e * . 


— 
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the Crowns of France and Spain will withdraw the Netherlands and the 
Dutchy of Milan; and it being to be feared, that by their Union they may 
put themſelves in a Condition to ſubdue in time all the reſt of the Empire, 
if the Princes, that are Members of it, don't make uſe of this Opportunity to 
hinder it, France being not yet ſo terrible as it would ſeem to be. 

He has repreſented beſides, that his Imperial Majeſty, being not any more 
engaged on the ſide of Hungary, he may employ all his Forces againſt that 
Crown with more Succeſs than ever; and that on the other hand the Eng- 
liſb and Dutch will make their laſt Efforts to help his Imperial Majeſty in all 
his Deſigns; as well to revenge themſelves of the French their deſpiſing the 
Treaty of Partition, as to maintain their Religion, their Liberty, and their 
Commerce: And if his ſaid Electoral Highneſs would enter into Concert with 
his Imperial Majeſty, and with them, he had Orders to agree with him, in 
their Names, about all the Advantages and Conditions he could deſire, pro- 
miſing to himſelf a favourable Reſolution upon this, whilſt the Queſtion was 
about the Liberty of Europe, and chiefly about that of the Princes of the Em- 
pire, who otherwiſe ran the riſque of loſing for ever their Sovereignty, and 
of being treated hereafter as formerly the Biſhops of Toul, Metz, and Ver- 
dun have been treated, and very lately the Biſhop of Strasburg. He adds, 
that if, againſt all Expectation, his Electoral Highneſs would not come over 
to his Reafons, it was to be feared, that when the Standards of the Allied 
Powers ſhould be raiſed about his Country, they could not have that regard 
for him, as if he had united himſelf with the faid Powers, 
This is the Subſtance of what was repreſented: but Count Schlick was very 
much ſurpriſed, when, in the place of receiving the favourable Anſwer which 
he expected; he was told, That his Electoral Highneſs being intruſted with 
his Arch-Biſhopricks and Biſhopricks, he will always prefer their advantage to 


that of his Houſe and Parentage, when they cannot agree the one with the 


other; and that if he was to act according to the Nearneſs of Blood, it would 
be conſidered whether the Princes of France, deſcended from the Dauphine(s 
his Siſter, are not nearer to him than the Arch-Dukes of Auſtria, for the 
which he ſhall nevertheleſs always retain all imaginable Veneration : Thar, 
as to what regards the Empire, he aſſured his Imperial Majeſty that he will 
never ſeparate himſelf from it, when the French and the Spaniards ſhall pre- 
ſume to attack the Rights of the Empire ; but as they have hitherto proteſted, 
that they will own to belong to the Empire all that the Kings of Spain have 
ever owned, it did not ſeem to him that they have room, on the part of 
the ſaid Empire, to diſapprove their Conduct in this reſpect, nor to meddle 
with the particular Affairs betwixt the Houſes of Auſtria and Bourbon, nor 
to diſturb the common Repoſe. That the Circles of Franconia and Suabia 
have, upon that foot, found it convenient to aſſociate themſelves, and to in- 
vite ſeveral other Circles and Princes to join with them, in order to be able 
to preſerve the Tranquillity they enjoy ſince the laſt Peace, and of which his 
moſt Chriſtian Majeſty promiſes to let them taſte the Sweets; that if the Court 
of Vienna, as the furtheſt off, does not at preſent find the French Forces for- 
midable, theſe Countries, who are more expoſed, have the more reaſon to 
_ apprehend them; that when heretofore Hain was ſtill united to the other 
Allies, his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty did nevertheleſs alone reſiſt almoſt all the Powers 
of Europe; that beſides this, if his Imperial Majeſty is not any more obliged | 
to keep up an Army againſt the Turks, he will be obliged, according to his 
Projects, to ſend one into Italy as conſiderable as that which he has had in 
Hungary: That it muſt nevertheleſs be owned, that by the Union of the Exgliſb 
and the Dutch, with many Proteſtant Princes and States, great Armics can be 
raiſed, but that it had been ſeen in the laſt War what the Catholicks, and 
eſpecially the Eccleſiaſticks, had got by it, of which there remain ſtiil diſmal 
Marks in the Countries of Co/ogn and * that the King of England was 
a Prince of an unſettled Health, and the Exgliſb Nation inconſtant, and at 


preſent almoſt exhauſted ; that the Hollanders had been always for War, and 
| Yyyy that 
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that afterwards they have been the firſt to treat ſeparately, to the great diſad- 
vantage of their Allies; that, from all times, the Country of Liege had found 
advantages in a Neutrality, and that the only time it had declared itſelf, it 
had been ſo ill treated, that the States had heartily prayed his Electoral High- 
nels to procure them, by all means, in this Conjuncture, a good Neutrality; 
and if that Name is odious in the ſight of the whole World, they may con- 
tent themſelves with the Effect. That for the reſt, his Electoral Highneſs has 

thought fit to unite himſelf to the other Eccleſiaſtical Electors, at an Aſſembly 
held at Lohuſten, where they had reſolved to join with the aſſociated Princes 
and Circles, with a deſign that his Imperial Majeſty ſhall not be leſs ſatisfied 

- with this than he ſhewed to be with the Aſſociation of the two above-mentioned 
Circles: and that, laſtly, his Electoral Highneſs, truſting to the Equity and 
uſtice of his ſaid Imperial Majeſty, cannot believe that he will begin to uſe 
Ill the Electors and other Princes only for the Care they take for the Preſer- 
vation of their Dominions, and their not engaging in a Quarrel, which does

Ad I not received the honour of your Excellency's Letter of the 8th 

inſtant, I ſhould have nothing to write [to-day ; for after the French 
Kings trivial Anſwers to our Memorials, till we hear from England, as we 
| have not yet, here muſt neceſlarily be a great Silence. I expect, with great 
Impatience, to hear the good Effect it produces, both with King and Parlia- 
ment, and obſerve with great pleaſure, that the French underſtand our Con- 
ſtitution every day leſs than other. Their entering Flanders produced the 
firſt vigorous Vote, and I doubt not but the preſent Contempt of our Pro- 
poſals will give an Occaſion to another, as little to their Satisfaction. Three 
Thouſand of the Lunenburg Troops are arrived in our Frontier Garriſons, and 
Two more are in march. From Ten to Twelve Thouſand Brandenburgers 
will be in a Week in the Country of Cleves, ready when we want them. 
The Squadron of Amſterdam, eight Capital Ships, with Tenders, is already 
failed to join our Fleet, and the reſt to make up Twenty-four will follow in 
a few days; by which forwardneſs on their part, this State thinks they ought 
ſuddenly to have from England the Succours ſtipulated, as there is no que- 
ſtion but they will, either in Men or Money: but ſuch is the Opinion and

Have received yours of the 27th paſt, and then the Anſwer of M. 4 Avaux 
was not yet come; but you will find it ſuch a one as I have already ac- 
quainted you with. As for the Declaration, that they muſt have the Reſo- 
lution from Madrid, they are now more ingenuous than to ſay the ſame thing. 
I do confeſs that Monſ. de Torcy did then mention to me, that that which 
related to England was more proper to be done here, or by M. de Tallard: 
yet I did not in the leaſt doubt but they would have made ſome anſwer to 
Mr. Stanhope. It is plain that their Deſign is to put an end to the Negotiation 
at the Hague, and to ſeem to treat ſeparately with England, Holland, and 
the Emperor, and to create at leaſt Jealouſies, if they do not obtain their ends; 
for 1 am ſatisfied that now they will yield nothing till they ſee the Succeſs of 
this Summer. I believe you will be of the ſame opinion, when I ſhew you 
the Poſture of their Affairs at preſent. I can aſſure you, that the Miniſters _ 
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take it for granted, that His Majeſty is for War, and that the Parliament is 
_ abſolutely againſt it, and will never conſent to any thing of that nature, pro- 
vided France acts in the manner it does, and ſo as not to provoke them ; 
for which reaſon they declare, that they will be only on the defenſive here, 
tho' at the ſame time their Preparations ſhew they can act otherwiſe if there 
be occaſion. All the King's Houſhold has Orders to be ready by the 2oth, 
and by the end of this Month they are to march for Flanders, and leave only 
ſome Detachments here, as is uſual in time of War. 

The Treaty with Savoy is ſigned, and the Ratification arrived late on the 
I1th at night.

Lisbon for the French Miniſter there, who has a Power from the King of

The Venetian Ambaſſador has had his Audience, and I am told that the 
King is now ſatisfied with the Republick, which he was far from before; and 
tho they ſeem to keep up a Neutrality, yet in effect France has all it can de- 
ſice. The French may poſleſs themſelves at preſent of all the Venetian State, 
excepting ſome few Places where they have their Troops; and the Yenetians

ſupplied, which I believe is but too true. The French will have ſo much 
time to poſt themſelves, that thoſe, who know that Country, think it mo- 
rally impoſſible for the Emperor's Troops to enter into Italy.

All Europe obſerves the Motions of England, and whilſt we are undeter- 
mined, other Princes muſt ſubmit to France. You may judge now whether 
the Propoſitions of the States, or any part of them, will be agreed to. As 
for ours, they will never admit of them, eſpecially whilſt they have ſuch an 
Opinion of the Parliament. How well grounded it is, I cannot tell. There 
may probably be ſome ſecret Article between France and the Duke of Savoy 
in relation to our Suceeſſion; and by the Proteſtation which his Miniſter 
would make in England, there is no doubt but France is at the bottom of 
it.

from France: but the French Miniſters did abſolutely reject that Article, re- 
fuſing to account with us for the Money that was not entered into the Cof. 
fers of the King their Maſter: ſo that when Monſ. de Vrybergen went into 
France, he had Orders to ſpeak no more about that Pretenſion, from which we 
deſiſted abſolutely, ſo that this Money is by no means comprehended in the 
Sum which his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty has paid to the King for ſeveral Das» 
mages. This is what you may be ſure of, and of which Mr. Vrybergen, 
who is ſtill here, will bear witneſs. Ir is true, that the French Miniſters de-

Memorial, which was delivered to him on this Subject by Monſ. de Torcy, 
and which contains general Complaints in the name of his moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
jeſty, as if in prejudice of the Promiſe made by my Lord Portland, the Pe- 


recation was demanded of you for all the time of the Interregnum. My 


Lord Mancheſter has informed Monſ. de Torcy of the nature of the thing, and 
having explained to him that this was not the Buſineſs in queſtion, but that 
it regarded the Sum of about One Thouſand five Hundred Livres, which you 


had paid before the Interregnum, he has made that Miniſter comprehend the 


Juſtice of the Suits commenced againſt you on this account, which will be 


continued at the Parliament of Orange in the next Month of May. I could 


wiſh with all my heart that, before that time, you would accommodate that 


little Affair in a friendly manner with the Conliſtory ; it is but a ſmall Con- 
cern for each Eccleſiaſtick, and you will come off cheaper by this Agreement 


than by a Law-Suit ; beſides, this Conduct will contribute to make His Ma- 


jeſty favourable to you in your Pretenſions to the Nomination to the Benefices.

I can aſſure you, 
tho it is hard to be poſitive in any thing here, that this King is reſolved, on 
no account, to yield any thing further to the States than what Monſieur 
d Avaux has already declared. He has received ſome check for his having 
viſited the Penſionary ſince, and has Orders to come away on the firſt notice. 
They ſay here, that he preſſes it very much himſelf. I believe he will ſtay 
to ſee whether the States will make any other Propoſal, or anſwer to what 
he has ſaid, after what has paſſed in England. They begin now to think 
here, that Prince Lewis of Baden is to command upon the Rhine, and 
they are drawing their Forces that way, to be ready in caſe it ſhould be ſo; 
tho they hope ſtill for a Neutrality. The Duke of Burgundy is to command 
there, and Monſieur de Villeroy under him. Monſieur de Boufflers returns 
in a few days to his Command in Flanders. They judge here, that in caſe 
the Imperialiſts cannot enter 1taly, that all their Forces will march to the 
Rhine. Monſieur de Coetlogon is failed with ſeven Men of War, and ſome 
other Ships with Arms and Ammunition for the Weſt-Indies, with ſeveral re- 
formed Officers. There is another Man of War at Breſt, which is to follow _ 
him. Monſicur de Torcy gave me the incloſed Letter, telling me it was for 
the King; and that Monſieur de Tallard being come away, he deſired I would 
take care of it. I asked him from whence it came, little imagining that it 
| was from Spain. He ſaid it was from the King of Spain, to notify his Ac- 
ceſſion to the Crown, which was all that paſſed on that ſubject. Then I ſpoke 
to him about the St. Lo Yacht, and ſome Merchant-Ships which are ſtill de- 
pending.

C7 OU will have heard at how ſhort warning His Majeſty has commanded 
me to Vienna. Thus far I am come on my way thither, and ſhould 
have made more diligence, if the Penſionary and Count de Goes had not 
judged it neceſſary that I ſhould viſit on the way up the Rhzne, the ſeveral 
Electors, (who are my old Acquaintance) and obſerve what Effect Count 
Schlick's Remonſtrances may have had on them. I found the Elector Pala- 
tine as zcalous as the Emperor and We could wiſh him; but as I have advanced 
into the Empire, I have leſs reaſon to be ſatisfied with their Proceedings. 1 
forwarded to Mr. Stanhope a Project of Neutrality which France propoſes to 
ſeveral Princes and States in the Empire, deſiring him to ſend your Lordſhip | 
a Copy. It has made great progreis. The two Circles of Franconia and 
Fuabia, (who, during the late War, were eſteemed the Baſtions of the Empire) 
have been the firſt to enter into theſe Engagements, under the Name of Aſſo- 
ciations. The Elector of Bavaria, (whom we have reaſon to ſuſpect) was 
to ſign it yeſterday. The Elector of Colagn owned to Count Schlick, that 


dhe was engaged three Weeks ago. He has received Money from France, and 


ſo has his Brother Bavarian, with which this laſt is now raiſing Ten Thouſand 

Men, and the other Five Thouſand. The Commiſſions were dealing about 
as I paſſed through Bonn. The Elector of Treves means well, but his Situa- 
tion obliges him to follow this ill Example, and he told me he intended to 
ſend a Deputy to Frankfort on the zoth of this Month, to ſign the ſaid 
Aſſociation with the other Princes of this Electoral Circle of the Rhine, at 
the Invitation of the Elector of Mentæ, who is ſole Director of this Circle.

Have received the Letter which your Excellency has been pleaſed to honour 
me with, as alſo the Copy of the two Propoſitions made by His Majeſty 
the King our Maſter, and by the States of the United Provinces, for the main- 
taining of the Peace of Europe, and for the mutual Security of England and 
of the ſaid Republick. An extraordinary Courier ſent by the Court of France, 
and bringing the news of the (aid Propoſitions, afriyved here two days ago. 
The Duke of Harcourt communicated them immediately to the Miniſters, 
treating them as ridiculous; and as the Dependence of this Court on the good 
| pleaſure of France is an abſolute Submiſſion, they did immediately declare, 
that they reſigned themſelves intirely to all that the moſt Chriſtian King ſhall 
| pleaſe to determine in this and in every other Affair in which this Monarchy 
intereſts itſelf. His moſt Chriſtian Majeſty has cauſed to be demanded that he 
be furniſhed from hence, the ſooneſt that is poſſible, at the leaſt with two 
Millions of Crowns, for the moſt urgent Neceſſities of Italy and the Spaniſh 
Netherlands. This Demand aſtoniſhes the Miniſters, as it they were ftruck 
with a Flaſh of Lightning, knowing that it is abſolutely impoſlible to furniſh | 
even the fifth part of that Sum, tho they ſhould have a good ſpace of Time 
to find it in; for in effect, and without exaggerating, the Finances of Spain 
are in ſo deplorable a low Ebb, that if the Court of France was well informed 
of it, they would perhaps not engage to ſupport a Monarchy which has not 
any Vigour left to contribute towards it; it being certain, that, in caſe of a 
Rupture, all the Weight of the War, as well by Land as by Water, will fall

As to the Conferences, 
he asked what they were to treat upon. They anſwered, they had given him 
' Propoſals in Writing, to which they had as yet no Anſwer. He aid, they 
knew well enough how diſagreeable theſe Propoſals were to the King his 
Maſter, and that he could not treat with them on that Foundation. They 
aſſured him they had no others to make him, and if he had any for them, they 
were ready to hear them; but he declared he had none. And for my being 
at the Conferences, he ſaid he conſented, provided it ſhould be only to aſſiſt 
the Pretenſions of the States, but to propoſe or demand nothing on the part 
of England, ſince your Excellency was His Majeſty's Ambaſſador at Paris, 
and there is a French Miniſter at London, by either of whoſe hands thoſe 
matters may be more properly tranſacted; that his Commiſſion was only to 
the States, and that he had received a Reprimand for receiving the Paper of 
my Propoſals at our firſt Conference. This Morning he ſent to acquaint the 
Penſionary that he had received his Orders to return immediately; but for 
my part I do not believe it, for every thing this ſubtle Gentleman ſays or 
does, has always a different Intention from what appears at firſt ſight.

tinue the Negotiation undertaken for the Preſervation of the general Peace, 
and other Securities for this State: and having deliberated about this, it was 
found good and reſolved, That it ſhall be repreſented to Count 4 Avaux, Am- 
baſſador Extraordinary of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, in a Conference, that 
their High and Mightineſſes have always been inclined, as well by Inclination, as 
by Intereſt, to the Preſervation of the Peace and the general Tranquillity ; that 
being in this Diſpoſition, they have propoſed to his Majeſty a Negotiation, to 
treat about means by which the general Peace and their particular Safety might 
be confirmed.

is willing that Mr. Stanhope, as Miniſter of the King of England, aſſiſts, to- 
gether with the Deputics of the States, and his ſaid Ambaſſador, at the Con- 
tcrences to treat of the general Peace of Europe, and their particular Securities 
reſpectively, This is another Language than what he uſed ten days ago, and 
it is _y the Conferences will be ſuddenly renewed, tho? I doubt to little 
Puxpoic.

Acquainted you in my laſt, that I was to ſee Monſ. de Torcy the next day; 

there I found that Monſ. 4 Avaux was ordered to continue at the Hague 


and that the States had given him Hopes of other Conferences. I could not 


perceive that Monſ. 4 Avaux had Orders to make any Propoſal, and he ſaid 
he could not tell how to ſatisfy the Emperor, unleſs the Expedient, that was 
found out in Germany, would do; which was, that the King of Spain ſhould 
yield up to the Arch-Duke all the Pretenſions he has on Holland. You may 
imagine that this was not ſaid ſeriouſly ; but it may nevertheleſs have another 
View, for he gave the ſame thing to underſtand to the other foreign Mi- 
niſters. It may be done to ſhew there is a Poſſibility to accommodate mat- 
ters with the Emperor, in caſe Holland will not come to. A 
Ihe Letters from Italy ſay, that the Imperial Troops increaſe daily near 
Trent; and they write from Steily, that there is a Diſturbance at Meſſina, and 
that the Governor ſeems to declare for the Emperor, and that the People are 
for recovering their ancient Rights and Liberties : in ſhort, matters were not 
appeaſed when the Expreſs from the French Conſul came away. Iam told, 
that upon this ſome Galleys are ordered towards Naples and Sicily. It is faid 
alſo, that ſome of the French Troops are marching out of Catalonia towards 
They do not well underſtand here what we intend to do with our Fleet, 
which puts them under ſome Apprehenſions and Difficultiee. 
Il am glad to hear that His Majeſty looks ſo well, but I aflure you. that this 
is ſtrangely repreſented here. I have juſt now received Letters from Mr. Stan- 
hope, whereby I find that the Difficulties about his aſſiſting at the Conferences 
are removed, and that the Conferences will begin ſoon. This ſhews that 
matters may come to be adjuſted, and that Monſ. 4 Avaux may poſſibly have 
ſome ſecret Inſtructions.

the French Envoy there acquaints this Court, that, contrary to his Ex- 

pectation, the King of Portugal refuſes to ſign the Treaty, and has taken time 
to conſider of it; that the Envoy attributes this his ill Succeſs to a Memorial, 
which Mr. Methuen has preſented, and that he has ſent a Copy of it hither. 
They could not tell me what it contained, but I am promiſed it the next 
| Week. You can judge whether it relates to what you mentioned to me, or 
any former Orders that he has had; ſo that if we preſs that Affair, there is 
Likelihood of Succeſs. I ſhould think that if a Squadron of our Ships only 
appeared on thoſe Coaſts, it would encourage the King of Portugal fo as to 
withſtand the Threats of France. I take it to be of the laſt Conſequence, 
that we engage Portugal in our Intereſt, for I am extreamly miſtaken if this 
Court will ever conſent to any thing that will be called a Security to Europe, 

unleſs they find that the not yielding to it may be of worſe Conſequence

FIT ER the Proteſtations which We have made to your Majeſty in our 
| laſt Letter of the 23d of April, not to enter into any Negotiation 
with France, but in concert with England; We have thought fit to ask of 
the Count 4 Avaux, Ambaſſador Extraordinary of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, 
if he was inclined and authoriſed to re-enter into the Negotiation in the manner 
it was begun, in conjunction with the Miniſter of your Majeſty ; as you may 
ſee by our Reſolution of the 2d of this Month here annexed. Count 4 Avaux, 
having ſent this to his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, preſented Us, after the Return 
of his Courier, the Memorial, of which we join likewiſe a Copy to this Letter. 
We have immediately communicated it to Mr Stanhope, Envoy Extraordinary 
from your Majeſty, and after having concerted with him about it, We found 
in the ſaid Memorial certain Obſcurities which made Us doubt of its true 
Senſe : For that Reaſon We thought it neceſſary to ſhew the Count 4 Avaux 
the Letter which We did Ourſelves the Honour to write to your Majeſty on 
the 23d of April laſt, and our Engagement to take no mealures in the Nego- 
tiation but in concert with you. The Count 4 Avaux anſwered our De- 
puties, That he was come hither only to treat about means to preſerve the 
general Peace, and to eſtabliſh our particular Security; that if we concert on 
this with your Majeſty, he had nothing to ſay againſt it, and that he was con- 
tented that your Majeſty's Envoy ſhould aſſiſt at the Conferences to be held 
about this : but that he was not at all authoriſed to enter into a Negotiation 
with him about the Intereſts of England, which were to be treated of elſe- 
where, Upon this Our Deputies repreſented, That in the Conferences about 
a general Peace, your Majeſty was equally concerned with Us, that Our Se- 
curity could not by any means be ſeparated from that of England; that the 
two Nations had in this a common Intereſt, and that we could not but look 
upon your Majeſty as a principal Party concerned as much as We in the preſent 
| Negotiation, without Our injuring your Majeſty. But notwithſtanding ſeveral 
Ignſtances of our Deputies, and ali the Reaſons they could alledge, Count a Avaux 
perſiſted in the mentioned Anſwer, ſaying that he had no other Orders; that 


he would ſend our Reſolution (of which your Majeſty will here ſee the : 


Copy) to the Court of France, without giving the leaſt hopes of an Anſwer 
conformable to Our Sentiments. Upon the Report which has been made to 
Us, we have judged that thus they would ſeparate the Intereſts of England 
from thoſe of Our Republick. We look upon them as inſeparable, and as 
it is a plain caſe that they are ſo, We could draw no other Concluſion from 
this proceeding, but that, on the ſide of France, there was a deſign to end 
the Conferences, and to conſent to none of the Securities demanded, which 
are ſo neceſſary to the preſervation of the Kingdoms of your Majeſty and of Our 
 Republick. We are obliged to give your Majeſty notice of all this. We 
proteſt, that Our Intereſts being the ſame with thoſe of your Majeſty in this 
| Negotiation, and inſeparable one from the other, We ſhall not ſuffer them 
to be divided in any manner. In the mean while, Sir, We cannot but re- 
preſent to your Majeſty the preſſing Occaſion We have to be aſſiſted, without 
| loſs of time, if We will prevent the Ruin we are threatened with, and the 
apparent Danger in which we are. You know to the bottom the State of our 
Affairs, and you can eaſily judge, if it be poſſible, in the ſituation in which 
we are, to reſiſt Forces ſo much ſuperior as thoſe of France are. It is that 
which made us deſire with ſo much carneſtneſs the Execution of the Treaty, 
which received the Approbation of the Parliament in the Year 1678, betwixt 
| King Charles the Second, of Glorious Memory, and this State. We repeat 
now Our moſt carneſt Inſtances to have quickly the ſtipulated Succours, and 
the entire Execution of the ſaid Treaty. We flatter Ourſelves, that your Ma- 
jeſty will make a ſerious Reflection on the Condition in which we are, 
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particularly after the poſitive Aſſurances which you have given Us, that the 
Reſolutions of your Parliament were to intereſt themſelves vigorouſly in our 
Preſervation, and to aſſiſt Us in the Neceſſity in which we are, by furniſhing 
the Succours we are agreed about. We will tell you, Sir, in what condition 
France puts itſelf, and your Majeſty will judge by that if our Fear, which 
reanimates our Demands, be ill founded. France, not contented with having 
taken poſſeſſion of all the Places in the Netherlands that remined to Spain, 
has thrown into them, and cauſes actually every day formidable Forces to 
march thither. They draw a Line from the Sche/d near Antwerp to the Maeſe. 
They are going to begin to draw ſuch a Line, according to our Advices, from 
Antwerp to Oftend. They ſend a numerous Artillery into the Places that are 
neareſt to our Frontiers. They make with great diligence many Magazines in 
Flanders, in Brabant, in Guelderland, and at Namur, which they fill up with 
all ſorts of Ammunition for War and Subſiſtence, beſides the great Stores of 
Forrage which they gather from all parts. They build Forts under the Cannon 
of our Places. Beſides, they have worked, and work till continually to draw 
the Princes that are Our Friends from Our Intereſt, to make them entcr into 
their Alliance, or to engage them to a Neutrality at leaſt. In ſhort, by In- 
trigues and Diviſions in the Empire, they make Our Friends uſeleſs, and in- 
creaſe thoſe of France. Thus We are almoſt ſurrounded on all ſides, except 
on the ſide of the Sea. See here, Sir, without any diſguiſe, the true ſituation _ 
to which we. find Ourſelves reduced, without adding any thing to what is fact. 
This makes Us hope, that as your Majeſty underſtands our Affairs perfectly 
well, you will agree with Us, that at preſent Our Condition is worſe than it 
Was during the laſt War, and worſe than if we were actually at War; whilſt 
they make Forts under the Cannon of our ſtrong Places, and Lines along our 
Frontiers, without Our being able to hinder it, as We might do, if We 
A ä „ : 
Theſe Reaſons oblige Us to put Ourſelves in a State of Defence, more than 
it we were actually attacked, by overflowing the Country, and even to cut the 
Dikes to ſecure our Frontiers. We are forced to employ theſe means, and 
all thoſe we could bear in an open War: fo that our Subjects ſuffer already 
more than they did during the laſt War. Hitherto the Winter has ſerved Us 
as a ſort of Security: That Seaſon is over, and We are at the Brink of being 
invaded and overturned, every moment, if we do not get prompt Succours. 
We promiſe Ourſelves, Sir, that it will come from your ſide, eſpecially ſince 
it has pleaſed your Majeſty to aſſure Us that yourParliament had taken Reſo- 
lutions that were favourable for Us. As Our Neceſſity is preſſing, We pray 
You to conſider well the Extremity in which We are, and the Impoſlibility 
of avoiding Our entire Ruin, and the Overthrow of Our Republick, if We 
are left in this condition. We believe, Sir, that the Intereſts of England are 
ſo ſtrictly united with Ours, that We would ſooner expoſe Ourſelves to all 
hazards, than ſuffer that they ſhould be ſeparated, or take any meaſures but in 
concert with your Majeſty. It is quite unneceſſary to repreſent to You, that 
the preſervation of your own Kingdoms ought to induce You to prevent Our 
Ruin, whilſt We believe their loſs to be inſeparable from Ours. The Reaſons, 
Sir, are better know to You than to Us, as well as the fatal Conſequences to 
which We are expoſed by leaving Us in this condition. This convinces Us 
that your Majeſty will direct every thing, by your conſummate Wiſdom, and 
the good Intentions of your Parliament, in ſuch a manner as to ſhew all Europe, 
that nothing is more advantageous to it than its Alliances with England, and 
its Friendſhip. As for Us, we expect without delay the Accompliſhment of 
the above-named Treaty: And We pray God, Sir, to preſerve the facred 
Perſon of your Majeſty in long Health, and your Dominions in a flouriſhing

your Lordſhips declaring at the ſame time, that you deſire nothing more ar- 
dently than to ſee that Negotiation ſoon ended by a good and happy con- 
cluſion : His Majeſty, to whom the underwritten Ambaſſador has given an 
account of the Anſwer he made to your Lord{hips, in relation to the admiſſion _ 
of the Envoy of England, has intirely approved of it. Nor has he leſs 
approved of the Aſſurances which your Lordſhips give in that Memorial of 
the Deſire you have to preſerve the Peace ; and as his Majeſty perſiſts in the 
fame Reſolution to maintain the publick Repoſe, He will ſee with pleaſure, 
that means may be found the moſt conformable to the general good of Europe, 
and to ſecure its tranquillity.

W I mentioned to you in my laſt, concerning Monſieur Auau, 
' was occaſioned by a Miſtake Mr. Stanhope was under. He has ſince 
ſent me the Memorial, by which I find that Matters at the Hague are till on 
the ſame foot they have been for ſome time. I perceived this alſo yeſterday 
by Monſicur de Torcy. I did imagine that Monſieur 4 Avaux muſt have had 
Orders to make ſome Propoſal : but I can aſſure you that he has not, neither 
does this Court ſeem diſpoſed to yield up any part of the Monarchy of Spain, 
tho it might ſecure the Peace of Europe. Whether Mr. Stanhope will have 
Orders to aſſiſt at the Conferences, only as Miniſter of an Ally to the States, 
without the power of making any Propoſition from his Majeſty in relation to 
England, you know beſt : but here they take it for granted. The ſenſe of 
the Houſe of Commons went no further than to continue the Negotiation in 
concert with the States, for their Security ; that is, the Security of the States : 
and that which confirms thoſe words the more, is, that the words, T he Peace 
of Europe, are left out in the Addreſſes that were made to His Majeſty : from 
whence they conclude here, that the Concern the Parliament expreſſes in all 
this matter, is only in relation to the States. The Projects diſcourſed of 
lately at Paris, are, To yield up to the Dutch the Spaniſh Guelderland, 
provided that Maeſtricht be demoliſhed. Another is, that the Duke of Lo- 
rain is to have Flanders, and the French King Lorain; and that the Rouſſillion 
be given to Hpain as an Equivalent. It is certain that ſuch diſcourſes are 
ſeldom permitted here, if they do not firſt come from Court. I cannot ſee 
that the Affairs of Europe would be in a better condition, if either of theſe 
could be agreed on. I take the Reſolution of this Court to be at preſent, 
that Monſieur 4 Auauæ ſhould continue at the Hague, till they fee what ſuc- 
ceſs the Emperor's Troops have in Italy.

In it, Mr. Vernon gives me an account of the great likelihood 
there was that the French had concluded a defenſive Alliance with this Court, 
by which, in caſe of a War between Englau and France, all the Ports - 
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this Kingdom were to be ſhut to the Enghiſh and Dutch Ships, and that the 
Marquis de Torcy had been ſo free as to tell your Excellency as much in your 
Converſation with him, ſoon after the arrival of a Courier from Portugal. 
If any Truſt can be repoſed in the King or his Miniſters, no ſuch Treaty or 
Alliance is yet made; and I am ſo far well informed, as to be certain that it 
is not, unleſs it was concluded and ſent by an Expreſs which came to the 
French Ambaſſador the 16th inſtant, and was diſpatched by him back again 
the next day; in which caſe, His Majeſty will be ſooner informed from your 
Excellency than from me; all things, as well thoſe of the greateſt as of the 
ſmalleſt moment being kept very ſecret here of late, and I ſuppoſe the 
French will on the contrary be very ready to publiſh any thing which is for 
their Advantage in the preſent Conjuncture.

Lou may imagine that this is not very acceptable here; and, in ſhort, it is 
ſaying, that thoſe who have the Advantage in Italy, will have the Inveſtiture.

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Ihe only diſcourſe here now is of the new Queen of Spain. I ſaw her 
Picture yeſterday at Courr. Several of the foreign Miniſters have on this oc- 
caſion complimented the Court, as from themſelves; but I have not followed 
their Example. It is making their Court to a great degree, but I am perſuaded 
that they are not valued the more for it.

Tranſlated out of Latin. 
Moſt Serene and moſt Potent KING, | 

T has been plain, for many Years paſt, to every body, and to the heayy 
loſs of many, that the King of France, by too great an Ambition, has 
taken it in his head to diſturb the Counſels, and to invade Europe with Arms, 
to take away Towns and Fortreſſes, laying waſte the neighbouring Territories, 
to confound every thing, to aim at the Liberty and the Fortunes of every 
body, and by all fort of ways to pave the way to the ſupreme Empire over 
all the Princes and People of Europe. The Confederate Princes and States 
who were greatly concerned in this, oppoſed themſelves to the Aims of the 
King who aſpired ſo high, according to their Strength, and joined their Forces, 
that ſo he might not do all he intended: Thus much they effected, and for 
ſome time they had hopes of Quiet, after ſuch great Labours. But their 
Arms are ſcarce laid down, when behold, new Diſturbances, new Tempeſts from 
all ſides ; and what could not be done by Force, is by the moſt Chriſtian King 
by various Machinations, and by overturning the antient Counſels, brought fo 
far to paſs, that the Yoke is now, if ever, to be feared : For by the Acceſſion 
of ſo many Kingdoms and Provinces of the Monarchy of Hain, the Strength 
of the King of France is increaſed to that height, that there is ſcarce any hope 
left, unleſs He that threatens all be early oppoſed with Arms. The pretext 
for the undertakings of the moſt Chriſtian King is indeed a certain Will of 
the Catholick King Charles the Second, lately deceaſed, by which it is ſaid 
that the Duke of Anjou is named and conſtituted Heir to the aforeſaid Ca- 
tholick King. But that does not deſerve the name of a juſt Will, whilſt 
it was by various Arts, Threatnings, and at laſt by Force extorted from the 
Catholick King when he was in the Agonics of Death; nor could the Ca- 
tholick King make a Will diametrically oppoſite and repugnant to the Re- 
nunciations of the Queens Anne of Auſtria, and Maria Thereſia; and beſides, 
to the Wills of the Kings Philip the Third and Philip the Fourth, by which 
the aforeſaid Renunciations are fully explained. It is known to the whole 
World with what ſolemn Form the foreſaid Renunciations were made, and 
by holy religious Oaths eſtabliſhed, and they were alſo, as ſolemnly as was 
poſſible, confirmed by the Treaty of the Pyrenees, and the eighth Article 
of that of Aix-la- Chapelle, alſo by the eighth Article of that of Nimeguen, 


and the twenty-ninth of that of Ryſwzck. It pleaſed nevertheleſs the King 


of France lately, ſlighting theſe religious Contracts, to invade the whole 
Monarchy of Hain, whoſe lawful Heir, by a juſt Succeſſion, Renunciations, 
Wills, and the aforeſaid Treaties, is his ſacred Imperial Majeſty ; and to ſeize 
on the Fiefs of the holy Roman Empire, the Diſpoſition of which do 
however belong to his ſacred Imperial Majeſty alone. That all theſe came 
lawfully to his ſacred Imperial Majeſty, could very eaſily be proved by ſtrong 
Arguments, if the thing was not fo well known, and clearer than the Light. 
But his Imperial Majeſty, not to be wanting to himſelf and to all Europe, now 
in ſo great danger, has reſolved to vindicate himſelf and what belongs 
to him, and ſtrenuouſly to oppoſe the approaching Slavery. His ſacred 
Imperial Majeſty does willingly confeſs, that what he undertakes is difficult 
and full of dangers: but putting his hopes in the Juſtice of his Cauſe, 
he is fully perſuaded that the Confederate Kings and Princes, among 
whom your Majeſty holds the principal place, will fend ſtrong Succours, 
and fight for the common Cauſe with united Arms. His ſacred Imperial 
Majeſty has ordered the underwritten Envoy Extraordinary to repreſent to 
your Majeſty a thing of ſo much moment, and what Reſolution His ſacred 
Imperial Majeſty has taken, and deſires that your Majeſty would give the Suc-

This will increaſe the Apprehenſions 
of rhe States-General; but as long as England acts, as they have lately done, 
their Fears will eaſily be removed.

I being at laſt ſettled by the King here, that on the occaſion of Monſieur's 
Death, the ſame Ceremony ſhould be obſerved as was on Madame 4a Dau- 
phine's Death; I had yeſterday a publick Audience of the whole Court, ex- 
cept Madame and the Duke of Chartres, who were indiſpoſed, and thoſe 
Were therefore deferred till next Week. The chief part of the Compliment 
I made to the King was as from myſelf ; tho at the ſame time I took notice 
how much the King my Maſter would be concerned, Gc. The King's An- 
ſwer was extreamly obliging, and he ſaid he did not doubt of the King's Con- 
cern on this ſurpriſing Occaſion, &c. The manner in which this will be 
notified to His Majeſty, will be by a Letter, which M. Pouſſin will put into 
your hands. This King will write to His Majeſty in his own hand; fo I 
deſire you will give me the neceſſary Inſtructions, with ſuch Letters as fare 
uſual, that ſo there may be no miſtake : you will let me know alſo what the 
Princeſs is to do on this occaſion. I ſuppoſe it will be ſoon notified, and 
the ſooner the Compliment is returned, the better it will be looked on.

I can now acquaint you that the Difficulty about continuing the Confe- 
rences at the Hague is removed, and Monſ. 4 Avaux has Orders to let the 
States know as nuch. I always thought that the firſt Conceſſion was a Step 
to grant the other, that ſo they might not ſeem to yield up at once what they 
had ſo long inſiſted on. I had ſome Diſcourſe with Monſ. de Torcy on this 
Subject. He asked me whether our Intentions were to enter into a Treaty 
de bonne foy, without inſiſting now that the Emperor's Miniſter ſhould be ad- 
mitted. I told him I had all the reaſon to think, that we defired nothing 
more than that means might be found out to preſerve the Peace of Exrope, 
and in particular to procure a ſufficient Security for the States-General. That 
as for the Emperor, it was to be wiſhed that that matter could be accommo- 
dated; elſe I could not ſee how the Peace of Europe would be preſerved, 
ſince Acts of Hoſlility had paſſed already in Italy: but I could not fay any 
thing to that matter.

The laſt Courier from Italy brought Letters of the 5th. A Party of the 
French and Spaniards fell in with one of the Germans. A Spaniſh Captain 
was kill'd, and the reſt were taken Priſoners. Upon this Monſ. de Go 
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ſent to reclaim them: but Prince Eagene anſwered, that they were Priſoners 
of War, and that it would be firſt neceſſary to ſettle a Cartel. The Germans 
were encamped upon the Aaige, between Verona and Porto L. o, another 
Fortreſs of the Yexetians. The French were on the other fide near Iſola, 
tho there ſtill remained a Body of Troops where they firſt paſſed. We ſhall 
gow have Couriers daily. Monſ. de Catinat has deſired more Troops and 
General.

Alas of a Treaty between the K IN o, the King of DENMARR, 


and the STATES-GENERAL, June 15. 1701. 


. HE Defenſive Alliances made between the ſaid Kings and the States- 

1 General the zd of November 1690, and the 3d of December 1696, 
ſhall be confirmed. 

2. The King and the States promiſe to pay the Sums ſtipulated by the Al- 

lance in 1696, one half as ſoon as the Troops begin to march, and the other 

half ſix Months after. 

3. The King of Denmark will, in caſe of a War, ſhut all his Ports againſt 
Privatcers and "Men of War, unleſs they convoy a Fleet of Merchant-Ships 
to the number of forty or more. 

4. The King of Denmark ſhall not longer oppoſe the Ninth Electorate. 
5. He ſhall not enter into any Treaties that may diſturb the Peace of the 
North, but prevent them. | 

5. He ſtipulates Liberty of Commerce for his Subjects, and for the better 
preventing of Frauds, the Convention of 1691 ſhall be examined and altered; 
and till that is done, the ſaid Convention ſhall be in force. 

7. The King of Great Britain and the States-General promiſe to pay to 
the King of Denmark three Hundred Thouſand Crowns a Year during the 
War: but in caſe no War happens, and that the Forces are on their March, 
then to pay three Months of the Subſidy, beſides Levy- Money; and if an 
Accommodation be made, after the Ratification of this Treaty, but before 
the Troops are marching, to pay a Year's Subſidy, and a fourth part of the 
Levy-Money.

the Hague, there will be no relying on any thing that does not come from 
Monſieur 4 Avaux, as they will here take their meaſures from what is declared 
to him at the Conferences; nevertheleſs, I may contribute to keep things 
from a Rupture as long as is poſſible, tho I ſuppoſe none can believe that this 
Court will ever agree to any thing we ſhall think reaſonable, unleſs Ne- 
ceſlity obliges them, and the Conſequences of not doing it may be fatal to 
them.

I do not doubt but we have taken our meaſures right, and whatever they 
may pretend here of their not attacking of Holland, I am ſatisfied, that if 
they have a good Opportunity, they will not loſe it.

All our Letters from Venice, the Army, Cc. of the r1th and r zth, ſay 
little more than that the Germans were endeavouring to paſs the Adige; 
that they have the confirmation of the Peace being ratified between the Ve- 
nuetians and the Turks, and that the Courier that brought this, is fallen ſick 
at Belgrade. On Thurſday laſt arrived here a Courier from Monſieur de 
Catinat with Letters of the 17th inſtant ; the Court is at Marly, and what 
he brings is kept ſecret: We know only ſo far, that Prince Eugene had paſſed 
the Adige with his Army at Rovigo, and La Badia. He was advanced into 
the Poleſine de Rovigo. This Courier was ſent back the ſame dag. 
The Marſhal de Villeroy is ſet out for Metz, in his way to Strasburgh. 
If what we hear from Vienna be true, the French may have occaſion for 
Troops on the Rhine, as well as in other parts. All Officers whatſoever 
are otdered for their Poſts in Flanders, and they talk here of ſeveral Camps. 
They write from Vienna, that the Emperor has declared in form, that the 
Duke of Mantug has forfcited his Fief, and that his Subjects are abſolved from 
their Allegiance ; and that ſuch of them that engage in the Intereſt of the 
Emperor, ſhall be rewarded and well treated. | ES SD 
I he Troops of the Duke of Savoy have committed great diſorders in their 
march, and are arrived at Cremona; ſome Letters ſay to the number of Eight 
Thouſand Men. In ſhort, here they miſtruſt that Duke extremely. 

I ſhall be glad to hear that the Parliament is prorogued, that they may have 
time to reflect. The Diviſions amongſt ourſelves are what they moſt with for 
here, and they will be the only means to undo us.

juncture as this is. I continue nevertheleſs, my Lord, to ſend you word of 
what paſſes in theſe Quarters. It is not to be conceived how great a Horror 
the Spaniards entertain of a foreign Government, which threatens them very 
nearly, and holds them already, as one may ſay, by the Neck: The Murmurs 
and the Diſcontents are univerſal ; every body grows impatient, the Court as 
well as the City, the Clergy, the Nobility, and the third State; in a word, 
all the States and Kingdoms of this Monarchy ſigh after Liberty; yer no body 
dares to ſtir, fearing to be ſooner overwhelmed than ſuccoured. Among all 
the Spaniards, the Cardinal Portocarrero and his Cabal are perhaps the only

The French Squadron at Cadiz is increaſed to the number of nineteen Ships 
of War, beſides the Galleys and other Veſſels ; but the Retrenchments which 
the Count 4 Eſtree has cauſed to be made to defend the Entry into the Puntals, 
have been thrown down by a violent Tide. The Duke of Naxarra, Captain-

Marquis Alfonſo Bevilaque to the Prince, to defire that he would keep an 
exact Diſcipline, His Highnels gave them all the Aſſurances imaginable, and 
ſent them the incloſed Paper. They write further, that a great many 
Ladies, and other People of Quality, had been to fee the German Camp; 
which ſhews that they are like to meet with a good Reception. The Letters 
from Milan of the 5th ſay, that a Party of 400 German Horſe was ad- 
vanced to Final in the Modeneſe. Three days ago arrived here a Courier 
from Italy, with Letters of the 8th, which own that the Imperialiſts had 
paſſed a conſiderable part of their Army over the Po; that Monſ. Je Ca- 
tinat had poſted ſome Troops at La Stellata, and had withdrawn thoſe from 
Rivoli, and it was thought that he would alſo march over the Po at Oſtiglia. 
Yeſterday arrived another Courier: but I cannot learn any thing. BY 
is thought that the Prince of Yaudemont, who is at Milan taking the 
Oaths of Allegiance to the new King of Hain, of all the Magiſtrates and 
People, is glad of that pretence to leave the Army, not being ſatisfied with 
Mionſ. de Catinats Conduct in letting the Germans advance fo far into Italy. 
Prince Eugene expects ſoon a Reinforcement of 10,000 Men. I hear from 
all parts, that the Germans are much better received than the French, and 
that they keep very good Orcer, and have paid pretty well. The Emperor 
has aſſured the Venetian Ambaſſador at Vienna, that what ftill remains due 
 fhall be forthwith paid; and his Ambaſſador has done the like at Venice. 
The Spaniſh Ambaſſador at Rome has again demanded the Inveſtiture for Na- 
ples and Sicily, in very high Terms; but it had no Effect on the Pope.

The Declaration which Mr. Stanhope 
has made was reſented here, and both the Matter and Manner repreſented 
by M. 4 Avaux in ſtrong lights. l wonder Lam till here, which is very diſ- 
agrecable, and I may at laſt receive ſome Affront, or be ſent away. I am told, 
that it is under Conſideration, whether this Court ſhould declare War againſt 
the Emperor, by putting out a Manifeſto, and there 1s no doubt but they 
will do the ſame to us, in caſe our Alliance goes on, and that the Confe- 
rences continue as they do.

T Thank your Excellency for the Letter you have honoured me with of the 
roth inſtant ; and as it ſeems that Affairs are at a Criſis, the Event of which 
gives no leſs a Subject of Apprehenſion than of Hope; I have reflected how 
much it concerns the Subjects of H. M. the King our Maſter, trading and 
reſiding in theſe Kingdoms, to be advertiſed before hand, in caſe a Rupture 
be inevitable and .ncar at hand: They have alſo inſtantly deſired it of me, 
and they frequently renew their Inſtances; and I believed, that I ought no 
longer to defer to give your Excellency advice of it, as to the Miniſter, who 
is moſt capable to communicate to me good and certain Lights in a Point 
of ſo great Conſequence. It is therefore, my Lord, that I beg of you to 
have the Goodneſs, as ſoon as you ſhall obſerve, that we muſt no more ex- 
pect an Accommodation, to give me preſently advice of it by an extraordi- 
nary way, the quickeſt and ſecureſt you can find, that ſo I may, immediately 
after receiving it, diſpatch ſecretly extraordinary Meſſengers to all the Ports 
in theſe Kingdoms, that thus the Engliſb Merchants may ſtand upon their 
guard, as in effect they have began to do it, and that they may finiſh their 
neceſſary Precautions for the Security of their Effects: I promile my ſelf this 
from the Zeal of your Excellency, for the Service of H. M. as alſo from 
your Attachment to the Intereſts of the Nation. The laſt Advices from 
England and Holland cauſe here a new Conſternation among that part 2 
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the Court, which has given itſelf up abſolutely to France; whilſt the ſtrict 
Alliance, betwixt the two firſt named Powers and the Emperor, together with 
the happy Harmony betwixt the King our Maſter and His Parliament, cauſes 
that Party to fear that France muſt become more reaſonable, which they 
think cannot be brought about, without ſome diſmembring of the Monarchy ; 
but the Court of Hain muſt conform itſelf ro what France ſhall judge con- 
venient. On the 1 1th inſtant arrived five other French Men of War, 
and two Fireſhips at Cadzs, from Breſt, under the Conduct of the Marquis 
de Villette; ſo that the French Squadron, that is there, conſiſts now of 24 
Men of War, five Fireſhips, and two Bomb-Veſſels. There are about 3000 
Men in garriſon at Cadix, all Foot; as for the 800 Horſe they canton them 
in the Villages thereabout. The Garriton of Gibraltar conſiſts but of about 
goo Men; but we don't hear that they work, at either of thoſe Cities, 
on the Fortifications, of which the French Engineers had drawn the Plans. 
There is ſo general a want of Money, that they find it very difficult even to 
find any for the moſt common Neceſlities: This makes them fear that they 
| ſhall not find enough for the Expence of the King's Journey towards Arragon 
and Catalonia. They have asked the Clergy for a free Gift, and an Advance 
from the Farmers and Controllers of the Royal Rents; but the one and the 
other cry out Mercy. In a word, the Scarcity and Miſery reigns univerſally, 
and the Will of the late King Charles the Second of happy Memory, will coſt 
France dear: for unleſs they open their Coffers to repair the horrible Empti- 
neſs of the Spaniſh Finances, this Court cannot ſupport itſclf, and the leaſt War 
will overwhelm it. The Murmurs, which are cauſed by ſo univerſal a Decay, 
go ſo far, that they have thought it neceſſary to inſpire the Spanzards with 
fear, by putting ſome Strangers in Priſon, who are ſaid to have talked too 
freely. The Duke of Arcos, one of the firſt Grandees of Caſtile, has him- 
ſelf put into the King's hands a Repreſentation, by which he makes excuſes, 
that he cannot equal himſelf to the Dukes and Peers of France. The 
young Courtiers dreſs themſelves in the French Faſhion, to pleaſe the King, 
who has ſhewn that he deſires it. The Habits for the Archers, or Life-Guards, 
as alſo thoſe of all the Livery-Men, are come out of France, and that Li- 
very is the ſame. with that of the Houſe of Bourbon; ſo that the Livery of 
the ancient Kings of Hain is baniſhed.

Upon this, M. de Catmat held a Council of War on Horſeback, to reſolve 
whether they ſhould advance, and give Battle : but they were ſoon informed, 
that Prince Eugene was no longer there, and that he was gone towards Breſcia, 
and having got two days march before them, the Prince of Vaudemont and 
Count Teſſe, with moſt of the Horſe and Dragoons, made all the haſte the 
could, and were come to Piceghitone in the Cremoneſe upon the Adda. The 
Duke of Savoy and M. de Catinat, with the reſt of the Army, had paſſed 
Caneto, upon the Oglio, and were expected that Night at Cremona. It was 
thought that their intention was to get if poſſible to the Adda, to cover the 
Milaneſe. Prince Eugene was paſſed the Oglio, and it is believed he would 
ſoon be at Canonica, upon the Adda. The Duke of Savoy was, as ſoon as he

Have received the Honour of your Excellency's Letter of the 24th of Fuly. 
On the 7th inſtant arrived here an extraordinary Courier from France, 
with news that a Squadron of Engliſb and Dutch Men of War, provided and 
victualled for all the Month of February of next Year, had received Orders 
to ſail immediately for the Medzterranean. The Council of State was forth- 
with aſſembled to deliberate about what was to be done, and they have thought 
it proper to conſult with the Cardinal &Eſtree, to learn what Orders he has 
about this, eſpecially if this Squadron ſhould pretend to go in, and fail out 
freely at the Ports of Hain, as formerly; for the Court of Hain will regulate 
the Orders they arc to ſend to the Governors and Commanders of the Sca- 
Ports, according to thoſe Orders. They expect here back Mr. de Caſſe, who 
returns from France, and who is to go to the Iſles of St. Domingo, of which 
he is made Governour. The French work Night and Day to make themſelves 
abſolute Maſters of the Trade in the Spaniſh Iflands, in order to ruin intirely 
that of England and Holland ; but without doubt thoſe two Powers will 
ſecure themſelves againſt this. A certain Frenchman, called Marin, is ar- 
rived here, to propoſe Expedicnts for the re-eſtabliſhment of the Finances: 
We are aſſured that he is very able in thoſe Matters. The Count of Evil 
is recalled from his Government of Cadzz, that Employment being given to 
Don Franciſco Ronquillo, the Brother of the late Ambaſſador of that Name; 
but Don Scipio Brancaccio will exerciſe it in the mean while. The King 
has been to make a Tour to Toledo, to make a Viſit to the Queen Dowager, 
who has preſented him with a Collar of the Golden Fleece of Gold, richly 
ſer with Diamonds, and beſides with a Cup of Gold with its Saucer adorned 
with precious Stones and Pearls. The King's Journey towards Catalonia is 
put off to the Month of September next.

to their Sovereign, which Prince had ordered it at a time, when he had 
no Right to it: but that I adviſed them to apply to your Excellency by the 
Mediation of the Nuncio, or ſome body elſe, that you might have the Good- 
neſs to intercede with His Majeſty in their favour, that it might pleaſe the 
King to pay ſome Intereſt of this borrowed Sum. The Gentlemen have ap- 
proved of my Advice, and they have this day wrote to the Nuncio, who, 
doubtleſs, will talk about it to your Excellency, or will make M. de Torcy 
ſpeak about it. The Chapter is diſpoſed to pay the Sum. As to the Inte- 
reſt, your Excellency will ſee whether you will have the Charity for theſe 
Gentlemen to make His Majeſty come into it. I have engaged myſelf to 
write preſſingly to your Excellency in their favour. I beg of you, if you 
think it fir, to grant them your Protection, and to bring it about, that it 
may pleaſe the King to grant them a part of this Intereſt, or all of it. The 
Intereſt of the Sum of 1 364 Livres at five in the Hundred a Year, comes in 
17 Years, that is, ſince the Year 1687, to 1159 Livres, 8 Sols.

actneſs, that I thought I could not do better than communicate it to the King, 
who has read it with a great deal of pleaſure, and who has intimated, that 
nothing was more juſt than the Plan which your Excellency has formed to 


puſh the Affair of the Payment in queſtion with Succeſs. If they will ſtop 

vou, by alledging the Pretenſions of Madame D' I{anghyer (of which there is no 
_ Likelihood) your Excellency might fay, that you are informed that the ſaid 

Lady, renouncing all the ways for an Accommodation, has reſolved to de- 


mand of the Grand Council of Mecblin to be put in poſſeſſion of the Lands 
of His Majeſty. And that therefore, whilſt ſhe takes that courſe, the Court

dered him to ſend it to you, and if no material Objection be made, I may 


depend upon His Majeſty's Compliance with what is deſired by the Duke of 
Orleans and Monſ. de Torcy. In your Letter of Auguſt 14, you agree, he 
ought to have as much as was given to Mademoiſelle 4 Orleans, and that it 
will depend much on the manner he is treated in the Court of France :

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to leſſen it. If there till remains any Objection, I will endeavour to re- 
move it. On Sunday laſt King James had again ſeveral fainting Fits, 
which laſted ſo long, that they thought him dead: but they brought him 
at laſt to himſelf, He received the extreme Unction, and ſeems much re- 
ſign d. He exhorted my Lord Midaleton, and the reſt of his Proteſtant Ser- 
vants, to embrace the Romiſh Religion, and deſired the P. Prince of Wales to 

keep his Faith, ſhewing him of how little value a Crown was in compariſon 
do his Salvation. In ſhort, he continued long on this Subject, and told the 
Curate of St. Germazns, that he would be buried in their Church, with only 
an Inſcription J. K. of England. His Phyſicians cannot tell what his Di- 
ſtemper is. They think, that an Impoſthume is broke, for a great deal of 
Corruption and Blood comes continually from him. Yeſterday he had ano- 
ther Fit, which laſted an Hour. The French King and the whole Court has 
been to take their Leave of him; but he was not dead laſt Night, tho none 
expect he can recover. I know ſo much, that as ſoon as he dies, the P. Prince 
will take upon him the Title of King of England, and he will be owned as 
ſuch by thoſe of dt. Germains. I am in doubt, whether the Court of France 
will own him fo ſoon. As ſoon as I hear how this Court acts on this Oc- 
caſion, I intend to ſend an Expreſs to His Majeſty for Inſtructions and Or- 
ders. They have here notice of our Fleet's being failed ; and they ſee in the 
Dutch Gazettes an Addreſs of Buckingham, and in it Expreſſions not ex- 
treamly obliging, to ſay no more. I leave you to gueſs how. difficult a game 
I have to play, and yet I am fortunate enough, dividing my Perſon from my 
Character, to have their good Opinion; and all that I can now wiſh for, is to 
leave them in that Manner. I have yours of the 21ſt paſt. As to the 
Copy of a Letter from Mr. Methuen, which I ſent you, it ought to have 
been dated Auguſt the 2d, as the Original was. I have incloſed another of 
the 16th, as alſo one from Spain. As to Monſ. de Chateaurenault's 
Squadron, his Orders were to fail with 12 Men of War, but it is not certain 
yet whether he is gone or no, neither can I learn whether the reſt of the Fleet 
be ſtill at Breſf, I deſire you would let my Lord Godolphin know how 
much I am obliged to him. Mr. Ag/onby is juſt come, but I have not yet 
ſcen him.

St. Vincent; this was corroborated by another Expreſs from the Viceroy of 
Gallicia, ſent from the Corunne; but as this News has not ſince been con- 
firmed, many doubt of ir. I pray you nevertheleſs, my Lord, to communi- 
cate this in your Letters to Mr. Secretary Vernon. M. an Caſſe, Gover- 
nor of the Ifland of St. Domingo, has concluded a new Treaty about the 
Aſſeento for Negrocs, with this Court, in the name of the G#znea Com 
eſtabliſhed. at St. Malo; which goes into it for an intire half, the other half 
is for the account of the two Kings, Grandfather and Grandſon, each an equal 
Portion. The French Veſſels deſigned for the Tranſport of the ſaid Negroes 
will have free acceſs to all the Ports in America, without any Exception, 
not even of that of the famous Port of Buenos Ayres; and this is, in effect, 
making France Miſtreſs of all the Trade to the Indies.

The King of France was that day to ſee him, and then 
he declared publickly, that he would own the P. Prince for King of Eng- 
land, and ordered the Captains of the Guards to pay him the ſame Honours 
they did to the late K. James.

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know that ſome of the Foreign Miniſters took notice of it yeſterday to M. de 
Torcy, who ſaid that there was nothing in that contrary to the Treaty of 
Ryſwick. 1 cannot tell how they will explain this here, but certainly it 
cannot be underſtood fo; and it ſhewe at leaſt, that this Court does not in- 
tend to keep any Meaſures with His Majeſty, There is now in the Preſs an 
Edict to prohibit all Trade with England: but that it may not look like a 
Declaration of War, they do permit the bringing in of Beer, Syder, Glaſs 
Bottles, and Wool. Notice is already ſent to all the Sea Ports, and after the 

_ firſt of November next, no Perſon is to wear any of the Manufactures of Eng- 
land, under ſevere Penalties.

I do not hear that there 
was any other Ceremony than that after he had taken the Title of King, 
thoſe of St. Germazrns kiſſed his Hand, and treated him with Majeſty, After 
that the French complimented him, and did the like, What was done in 
the Town was in a tumultuous manner, by crying, Long live James the 
Third, &c. 1 do not doubt but before now the King of France and the reſt 
of the Court have complimented him, all that matter having been ſettled 
before-hand. He continues at St. Germans, but the Queen is come to Chaliot, 
a Convent near Paris. I do not find that the late King is much regretted 
at St. Germains, ſince the French King has promiſed that all things there 
ſhall remain dun the ſame foot they were. I ſhall not give my Opinion, and 
Il do take it that none are ſo proper to judge about this as the Lords Juſtices, 
ſince it does not only regard the Honour of his Majeſty, but alſo that of the 
Nation : but I believe this is the firſt Precedent of a King who has owned ano- 
ther King, and whilſt his Ambaſſador is at his Court, he owns another again 
with the fame Titles.

I Hope you will have received my Letter of the 16th, by means of Mr. Stan- 
. hope, and that this will alſo come ſafe to your hands. Had I ſent an 
Expreſs, he could not have been much ſooner ; beſides he might poſſibly 
have had the ſame Fate with the other laſt year. I have already acquainted 
the Lords Juſlices (ſince I believe His Majeſty will come to no Reſolution 
till they have given their Opinion) that the late King died on the 16th in 
the afternoon, and that immediately the P. Prince was proclaimed King of 
England, by the Title of James the Third. There was no other Ceremony 
than that the Queen waited on him, and treated him as King ; after thar, 
thoſe of Sr. Germains killed his Hand, and the French complimented him. 
What was done in the Town, was done in a tumultuous manner. Some ſay 
there was a Herald an Iriſhman. Lord Middleton, &c. did not appear, becauſe 
they could not tell how the Title of France would be taken here, had they done 
it in Form. Lord Middleton brought the Scals to him, which he gave him 
again. Others did the like. I am told, that before the French King made 
this Declaration, he held a Council at Marly, where it took up ſome time 

to debate whether he ſhould own him or no; or if he did, whether ir ought 
not to be deferred for ſome time. The Secret of all this Matter is, Thar, 
in ſhort, there was a Perſon that governs here, who had ſome time ſince 

| promiſed the Queen, that it ſhould be done: ſo that whatever paſſed in Council 
was only for Form's ſake.

To-morrow the French King goes to t. Germarns, to make the P. Prince the 
ficſt Viſit as King. The Qucen is now at a Convent at Chalior, but ſhe re- 
turns to-morrow to Fr. Cermains, where ſhe will continue. The Body of 
the late King is brought to the Engliſb Benedictins, where it will be ex- 
poſed 40 days, and then left there till a proper Opportunity of carrying it 
for England. I do hear that, at Court, they pretend that there is nothing 
in all this contrary to the Treaty of Ryſwick; which Notion they explain, 
by their not intending to aſſiſt him in recovering the Crown, at leaſt not 
during the Life of His preſent Majeſty. I thought Treaties extended to the 
Princes and their Heirs and Succeſſors; but even there I ſuppoſe they are 
right, as having named the Succeſſor. I aſſure you, that moſt of the French 
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are ſurpriſed at this Proceeding : but it is generally ſaid, that the French King 
has wrote to His Majeſty, to ſhew the Neceſlity he was under, and that M. de 
Torcy has ſpoke to me, whom I have not heard a word from : and there- 
fore I do not believe the other. I cannot ſee what can be ſaid to palliate 
this Matter. I do not intend to appear at Court till I have His Majeſty's 
Orders, which I imagine will be rather to return to England. We ſhall ſee 
now whether any of the Foreign Miniſters will compliment the P. Prince. 
I ſuppoſe the Spaniſh Ambaſſador will, which I take it is in our power to re- 
ſcent in the like manner. I ſhall now tell you a little of the Situation 
of Affairs here, and then you muſt be of the ſame Opinion as moſt are, vis. 
that their Manner of Proceeding is unaccountable. The late Action in Italy 
appears every day more conſiderable: inſomuch, that the French there are 
diſcouraged, and that it is not expected that their Army can oppoſe what- 
ever Prince Eugene intends. The Letters of the 9th ſay, that he had de- 
clared, that he will paſs the Og/zo, and the People in the State of Milan arc 
ready to receive him. The Scarcity of Money here is ſuch, that you can 
hardly believe me, and I cannot compare it to any thing ſo like, as the want 
there was in England, when all the Money was called in. There is none 
in the King's Treaſury, and there is ſcarce a Banker here that can pay 200 J. 
We hear daily of Bankrupts, and Letters of Exchange proteſted. They give 20 
per Cent for Money, and can ſcarce get it. You muſt imagine that it is extream 
bad when it comes to be the whole Diſcourſe of Paris. I would have drawn 
ſome Bills for England, and the greateſt Bankers here could not let me have 
the Money; and when I deſired to know whether they could pay me when 
Thad Bills on any from England, they ſaid, that they believed they could not. 
This is what you may rely upon. In ſhort, no body pays, and I am told, that 
the Law for the arreſting People for Debt is ſuſpended for ſome time. The 
more appearance there is of War, the worſe their condition will be. I know 
they are endeavouring to find out ſome Remedy, but they confeſs that the 
Specie is gone out of the Kingdom. A new Edict was publiſhed to-day for 
the new ſtamping the Money, which I ſend you. They talk alſo of obliging 
all Perfons to carry in their Plate to be coined. All this may ſupply their 
_ preſent Neceſſities : but I cannot ſee how the Specie will return, and more 
muſt go out, if they pretend to pay their Armies. You will fee alſo the Edict, 
which I mentioned to you in my laſt. It is in effect a total Prohibition of 
our Trade. J have the favour of yours of the 12th, and by the laſt. 
Letters from England I hear, that there were three Mails due from Holland, 


ſo that they know not that His Majeſty has given me Leave to come to Eng- 
land for ſome time. I ſhall be preparing, but wait His Majeſty's further Or- 
ders on this occaſion.

St. Germains. lt is certain, that Monſ. de Torcy, as well as the reſt of the 
Minifters, was againſt it, and only the Dauphin and Madame de Maintenon, 
whom the Queen had prevailed with, carried this Point; which I am fatisfied 


they may have Reaſon to repent of.

"AVING received by the laſt Poſt an account of an Agreement between 
Prince Eugene and the Prince of Yaudemont, for the withdrawing all 
the French Troops out of Italy, and apprehending leſt the Court of Vienna, 
upon this, may be more intent than ever, upon the Deſign of ſending Troops 
to the Kingdom of Naples, and Monſ. Yryberge having, in a Memorial to 
Her Majeſty, repreſented the ſame thing, Her Majeſty has commanded me to 
acquaint your Lordſhip, that it is Her Pleaſure, that you haſten your Journey 
to Vienna, as much as poſſible, and that you do repreſent to that Court, in 
Her Majeſty's Name, how deſtructive any ſuch Deſign would be to the car- 
rying on the War in Dauphine and Provence, which is ſettled and concerted 
with the Duke of Savoy, and which is the only way by which France can 
be affected, or a Diverſion made in favour of King Charles ; I will not enlarge 
upon this, becauſe you will receive it more fully from Mr. Secretary Harley.

E are at laſt come to the favourable Moment, to be able to undertake 
the Conqueſt of Naples with all the Appearances of a ſpeedy and 
happy Succeſs. The Kingdom is intirely unprovided with Troops: the Peo- 
ple ſhew openly enough a good Diſpoſition for the very Auguſt Houſe, and 
they are at liberty to follow it. The Retreat of the Enemies out of Lom. 
bardy will give ſtill more Courage to the Well intentioned. We have even 
all the Reaſon to believe that France has already reſolved to renounce that 
| Kingdom, which ſhe would beſides have difficulty enough to ſupport. The 
Cabinet of France will reflect without doubt that the ſending a ſmall Body 
of Men, would be facrificing them with the Country, and ſhe cannot 
ſend thither a great one without unarming the Frontiers on the fide of Pied- 
mont, which is intirely open, after the Demolition ſhe has made of Nice 
and Mont meillan, rather to ſatisfy her Animoſity againſt H. R. H. of Savoy, 
than to follow her Intentions. Our Army will be ſtronger, and in a better 
Condition to act than that of the laſt Campaign, which has ſurmounted ſo 
many Obſtacles. All the Troops of the Allies remain in Italy. The Impe- 
rial Army will be reinforced conſiderably, by the Recruits, and the Remount- 
ing: That of H. R. H. will be re-eſtabliſhed to the Number of 17000 Men. 
We are here almoſt ready to undertake the Expedition of Naples, and the 
Entry into France, both at the fame time. The Enemies will not be 
able in this uncertainty to ſend Troops into the Kingdom of N. aples, which 
they would hereafter not be able either to withdraw or to reinforce, as ſoon. 
as the Fleet ſhall appear in the Mediterranean. On our fide, we can 


on that War with all fort of Convenience and Advantage. Our Troo 


and eſpecially our Horſe will go by Land, whilſt France will be obliged to im- 
menſe Difficulties and Expences to embark their Cavalry. She may remember 
the Conſequences of the Engagements at Meſſpna : the too great diſtance did 
cauſe her ſo great a Diverſion, that the Court of France was at laſt perſuaded 
to abandon, ſcandalouſly enough, that Enterprize, at a time when ſhe made 
war every where elſe with advantage enough. But if ſhe would even make 
all Sorts of Efforts, we ſhall be always able to make Detachments from this 
Army great enough to maintain a Superiority. So that ſhe will either ruin 
herſelf in ſupporting a diſtant War, full of Expence and Difficulty, or we 
ſhall have fair play, and we can finiſh this Expedition in one March, and 
even make uſe elſewhere of the Troops, that will not be neceſſary to guard 
the Country; whence we can eaſily imbark the Foot, and tranſport them in 
a little time to Final, or perhaps into Provence. We could even, in caſe 
of Neceſſity, ſend them into Hain. I have made good uſe of theſe Reaſons 
to perſuade the Miniſters of Exgland and Holland of the Facility of this En- 
terprize. I have ſhewn them, that it does not hinder us at all in any of 
the Operations, and the View we have of entering into France, which they 
have much at heart; and far from that, the Conqueſt of thoſe two Kingdoms 
will facilitate the means to puſh that War more vigorouſly, and to finiſh it per- 
| haps more quickly; whilſt it may chance to determine the Spaniards to return 
to their Duty, to preſerve the Eſtates in Italy to their Monarchy, I have 
alſo endeavoured to confirm H. R. H. in the firſt Reſolutions which were 
taken, and of which we formed the Projects at the end of the laſt Campaign, 
which were then ſent to England; whilſt he was very much attacked by the 
Remonſtrances and the Difficulties, which the two Powers made, and by the 
Zcal he has to puſh his Point vigorouſly on the ſide of France, according to 
the Deſire and the Inſtances of England and Holland, and the Hopes we have 
to cauſe ſome Commotions.

pliment in the Name of Her Majeſty, I acquainted him with my Orders, in 
relation to his Intereſts at the Court of Vienna; and that the Queen's Mi- 
niſter, who was going to reſide there, would have the ſame Inſtructions. He 
expreſſed a very great Senſe of Her Majeſty's Goodneſs to him, and he did 
enter into the whole matter of his Right to the Upper Palatinate, with ſome 
Warmth, complaining of the Uſage of that Court. He mentioned, beſides 
his ſeveral Titles, alſo a Treaty between the late Emperor and him, wherein 
it is agreed, that he ſhall be put in poſſeſſion; which is ſince renewed by the 
preſent Emperor. I alſo told him, that it was of the laſt Importance, that 
his Troops in Italy ſhould be immediately recruited; that Her Majeſty did 
not doubt but he had put it in ſuch a Method, as that I might find them ſo at 
my Arrival in Italy. I muſt confeſs that I very much fear it, tho I am per- 
ſuaded he will do all that is poſſible, for he ſeemed not to diſguiſe the Dif- 
ficulties he was under; as that his Officers were but lately arrived from Italy, 
and that the laſt Accounts he had were, that his Troops were at the Blockade 
of Cremona: That he was buying a Battalion at Onſpach, and that nothing 
ſhould be wanting that was in his power to do: As to the Affair on 
the Upper Rhine, he ſays there will be an Army of 60,000 Men. That the 
Emperor will make his 12000, the Circles have agreed on 20,000. This 
with the reſt that are there, and will be there, makes up the Number ; that 
there was alſo Care taken for a ſufficient Quantity of Ammunition, &&c. 
His two Chief Miniſters were to ſee me, and I did find them agree in every 
thing the Elector had told me. I did preſs them alſo about the Recruits _ 
in Italy. The next day I had an Audience of the Electoreſs, and in the 
Evening I took leave of both them. I need not mention the Expreſſions 
they both made uſe of in relation to Her Majſty, and how great a Senſe they 
| ſhould ever have of it. The Electoreſs recommended to me the Intereſt of 
their Houſe, and alſo that of Florence. I found by the Elector, that the 
Great Duke had agreed to pay 100,000 Piſtoles ; but that the Imperial Court 
inſiſted on 300,000, which he thought very extravagant, and which they 
ſeemed to own at Vienna; but that they thought it juſt, ſince he had con- 
tributed, and was one of the chief Inſtruments in procuring the Will, in fa- 
vour of the Duke of Anjou. That they threatned to ſend Troops thither, 
as alſo to Genoa, in caſe they would not pay what was demanded.

I have nevertheleſs 
ſeen Monſ. de Zinzendorf and Monſ. Wratiſlaw, and did not fail to take the 
firſt Opportunity to ſhew them the ill Conſequence to the intended Deſign of 
proſecuting the War into France, ſhould they firſt undertake that of Naples ; 
and I did acquaint them with the Orders I had received from Her Majeſty. 
As for Count Zingendorf, he was not ſo poſitive as the latter; but they 
both agreed in this, that it would not in the leaſt prejudice that Undertaking: 
For, ſince the French were entirely out of Italy, there were Troops ſufficient 
for both. That Prince Eugene was to ſtay, tho his Preſence would have 
been of very grcat Conſequence; that they had given their Reaſons to 
Monſ. Dopf, which they hoped would ſatisfy Her Majeſty, as alſo the States» 
General. I had a great deal of Diſcourſe on that Subject; which the latter, 
who I fear has no great Opinion of the Project, concerted with the Duke of 
Savoy. When I preſſed that matter, he did ſay, that, by the Grand Alli- 
ance, that of Naples was firſt to be undertaken, and that the Emperor was 
not able to ſuſtain this War, without ſome Aſſiſtance of that nature; that 
every thing was ready here, and they had reaſon to believe they ſhould ſuc- 
ceed with a ſmall number of Troops.

hope there would be no Objections made to it. I alſo took notice of the 
Orders I had received in relation to the Duke of Savoy.

Monſ. Dopf had changed their Minds in England in the Affair of Naples : 
but he ſeemed to own it had not. To-morrow I am to diſcourſe with him 
fully, and I ſhall perſiſt till I have Orders to the contrary : but they are ſo 
taken up here, with Ceremonies and Devotions, and other Entertainments, 
that it is hard to find time. I ſhall have my Audience of the Empreſs Dowager 

to- morro , but that of the Empreſs not till Sunday, becauſe ſhe goes out of Town 
with the Emperor a hunting. I do not ſee that I ſhall prevail much with the 
Miniſters here in what relates to the Duke of Savoy, though I will do what 
I can, at leaſt to ſatisfy him. I have not been wanting in obeying the Queen's 
Orders: but, to tell you plainly, I find they are uneaſy to have granted him 
ſo much, and they do apprehend that he has too great a Power over the Mi- 
laneſe already. The mentioned Expreſs brings Word, that my Lord Marl- 
borough is gone for Saxony, where he is ſuppoſed to be by this Time, or very 

near it, It does pleaſe here very much, for they are under no little Appre- 


henſion from that Side. I do not doubt but he will be as ſucceſsful there 
as he is in all he undertakes. I am impatient to leave this Place, but I cannot 
tell yet when J can doit. l find by the Envoy of Holland that the Affair 


of Hungary is intirely broke off. I do not write by this Poſt to Mr. Secre- 

ary Harley, ſo I deſire you will acquaint him with this. I am, Goc.

very little to heart; but that it ſeems rather that they think here only 


on that of Naples, which their High-Mightineſſes can however not approve 


of, nor can they find the Reaſons alledged on the part of the ſaid Court ſuf- 


ficient to juſtify it; becauſe, the great Aim of the War and the Alliance being 


to bring France to Reaſon, the Invaſion of France is the moſt certain and 
the moſt likely Method to do it, and the more the Forces that are to be im- 


ployed in this ſhall be conſiderable, ſo much greater will be the Effect hoped 


from it, whilſt the Expedition for Naples deviates from it, and cannot but 


leſſen the Succeſs of it, by leſſening the Forces, without cauſing the Enemy 
any Diverſion, and whilſt we ſhall by this put ourſelves in danger of loſing 


Spain; which would be a Loſs by no means to be made up by all the Ad- 


vantages that can be obtained by the Expedition of Naples. It is therefore 
that their High-Mightineſſes hope, that H. I. M. would till be pleaſed to 
deſiſt from the ſaid Expedition to Naples; and they have ordered their un- 


derwritten Miniſter to make the moſt preſſing Inſtances, that all the Forces 


that are in Italy may be imployed in the Expedition againſt France, and 


that all the neceſſary Preparations for this may be forthwith made, with 
more Seriouſneſs and Application, than could hitherto be perceived.

TY Y the laſt Poſt I acquainted my Lord Sunderland with my Proceedings 
here, and J have very little to add. The Emperor returns from 
Laxenburg to-day, and I ſuppoſe I ſhall have my Audience of the Em- 
preſs to-morrow. That of the Empreſs Dowager is over. Here are no 
Letters yet from England, ſo that I continue, as often as I ſee the Miniſters, 
to perſuade them to lay aſide the Expedition to Naples, which I believe 
they will do, unleſs it be approved of by Her Majeſty. What makes them more 
zealous in that Matter is, the Apprehenſion that in Holland they might be 
brought, at a general Peace, to conſent to the diſmembring it from the Spa- 
niſb Monarchy, and if once they are in poſſeſſion of it, England will never 
conſent to it. They flatter themſelves, that upon their appearing, the People 
will declare. As to the intended Expedition into France; it is certain that 
this Court has ſent the Recruits they promiſed, as alſo the Mounting for their 
Horſe. They alſo aſſure me, that they are doing what is neceſſary in rela- 
tion to their Magazines; but I am confident that in this they will fall ſhort, 
and I can eaſily perceive, that their meaning is, only till their Troops can 
enter into France, and then they muſt ſubſiſt themſelves, or we muſt do it; 
which I find is the true Reaſon which makes them ſay, that of Provence 


is moſt practicable, becauſe, as I ſuppoſe, they think they can be ſubſiſted 


by our Fleet. They aſſure me, that what is agreed on will be performed. 
They wait, with a great deal of Impatience, the Succeſs of the Duke of Marl. 
borough. Count Piper did deliver a Memorial to the Emperor's Mini- 
ſter, in relation to the Battalion of Maſcovites, &c. in ſuch Terms, that he 
could not receive it. They did afterwards make ſome Alterations, but in 

Subſtance it is the ſame. You will now ſoon ſee the true Intentions of this 
Court in relation to the Malecontents: For they have ſeemed of late to de- 
fire an Accommodation, but it was on ſuch Terms that they might eaſily 
judge were impoſſible. So that Matter is at an end, and they have procured 
2 Bull from the Pope, for the excommunicating of Prince Ragotzhy, and 
the reſt of the conſiderable Men of the Catholicks. Whether it goes ſo far 
as to all that adhere to them, I cannot tell. This is at preſent a Secret, but 
I ſuppoſe it will be ſoon otherwiſe, if they intend it ſhall have any Effect. 
I ſhould imagine that they will not find their Account in it. It may be the 
Means to exaſperate them, and it may poſſibly induce them to quit that Religion. 

I am doing all I can in the Affair of the Duke of Savoy. I hope I 

ſhall ſoon bring it to ſome Concluſion. I wait to ſee what Orders I ſhall 
receive, for I believe there are ſome to come, which do not pleaſe this 
Court. After that, I ſhall go to Turin. I find they intend to fend Count 
Galas for the Hague, and Count Queſtenberg for England. This is what 
Monſ. de Galas does not like, and his Gentleman of the Horſe is come 
here on that account. I have ſeen him who is intended for England, and 
he ſeems to own it.

Extract of a Letter from Mr. Roß Ixso NN, dated at Leipſig, 
5 May the 4th, 177. e 
4 N the 26th paſt arrived his Grace the Duke of Marlborough in the 
Afternoon at Hall, whither myſelf, the Imperial, and Holland En- 
voys were gone to meet him; and being informed on the Way from thence 
* 8 
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ro the Swediſh Quarters, that the King of Sweden could not give him an 
Audience before the next Day, his Grace thought fit to go directly to Count 
Pipers Quarters ; where the Count made ample Proteſtations how accepta- 
ble his Grace's coming would be to the King his Maſter, and appointed Ele- 
ven O Clock the next Morning for his repair to the Head-Quarters, when his 
Majeſty came from Church. His Grace went thence to the Quarters prepared 
for him, about an Engliſh Mile and a half from the King's, and the next 
Morning, at the time appointed went to wait on his Majeſty. The Intendant 
of the Court and other Officers received his Grace, and in the Anti-chamber 
Count Piper, who conducted him into a Cabinet, where the King was with 
ſeveral Senators, Generals, and other Officers about him. His Grace made 
a ſhort Compliment in Engliſh, which I interpreted, as alſo the Anſwer that 
was made by Count Piper. Afterwards his Grace ſpoke in French, which 
his Majeſty underſtands, but does not ſpeak ; and the Converſation was gene- 
ral for about an Hour, when his Majeſty took the Duke with him to Din- 
ner, placing him on his Right-hand, and Count Piper on his Majeſty's Left: 
After Dinner he returned with his Majeſty to the Room of Audience, which 
after a little while was voided by the reſt of the Company, and then his 
Grace ſpoke at large, his Majeſty giving great Attention to what was ſaid, 
with all Appearances of much Content. Count Piper (who, together with Mr. 
Hermelin ſtaid with the King) could not refrain from ſhedding ſome Tears at 
the very pathetick Expreſſions his Grace uſed to aſſure the King of Her Majeſty's 
\ Friendſhip, and on the King's part made ſuitable Returns. Thoſe Diſcourſcs, 
and others about military Matters, took up an Hour and a half, when his 
Majeſty went again to Church. Afterwards his Grace made a viſit to the 
Counteſs Piper, and had then a Conference with the Count, and from 
thence went to ſce the Feltmarſhal Reznſhze/d's Lady. On the 28th his 
Grace went to Leipſig, to wait on King Auguſtus, with whom he had a 
private Conference of about half an Hour, and then returned to Count 


Piper's Quarters, where he dined. He had that Afternoon a Conference with 


Count Piper and Baron Gortz about the Affairs of Holſtein, in which Things 
were concerted to mutual content. In the Evening his Grace ſupped with 
the Feltmarſhal Remmſhield. The 29th his Grace was viſited by Count Piper, 
Feltmarſhal Reinſbield, Feltmarſhal Ogilvy, and many others; and after hav- 
ing dined with Baron Gortg, had his Audience of Leave of the King of 
Sweden. Before it was ended, notice was given that King Staniſlaus was 
in the Anti-chamber ; whereupon his Grace faying he had no Objection 
againſt his coming in, the King of Sweden went and brought him. Some 
Civilities paſſed between that King and his Grace, who ſoon after took his 
leave, and went to Leipſig, and thence, without making any ſtay, proceeded 
on his Journey to Berlin. -

Have the Honour of your Lordſhip's of the 25th of March, as alſo that 
of the 4th of April, about the Project concerted with the Duke of Savoy, 
which I am obliged to you for. There is nothing fo neceſlary as to be rightly. 
informed: For though in the Diſcourſes the Miniſters here have mentioned 
theſe Facts; yet I could not poſitively tell whether they informed me right. 
I ſhall take notice of nothing to them but what is proper, and according to 
your Directions. I do find all the Recruits are ſent, except 800 out of Si- 
leſia, and they aſſure me that they are marching. Beſides, all here agree 
that it is ſo: But they are till zcalous for the Expedition of Naples; theſe 
Troops, as they promiſe, ſhall not exceed 7000 Men, and that in caſe they 
do not ſucceed, they will not ſend a Man more; but thoſe Troops are to 
canton, and to kecp their Ground, till a more fayourable Opportunity. 
General Thaun is to command them, and under him General Kriegbaum, 
who ſet out yeſterday with Orders to Prince Eugene to have the e 
1 F ready, 
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ready, and it may be to march, for there is no time to be loſt: But I am 
ſtill of Opinion they will wait till they ſee what the King of Sweden 
will do, and what Aſſurances the Duke of Mar/borough has. Here are Let- 
ters come from thence, which mention that his Grace was in Conference 
with Count Piper for ſeveral Hours 3 that my Lord Duke arrived there on 
the 26th, and was to go away on the 29th, but they could not tell any Par- 
ticulars. No Expreſs is come here from the Emperor's Miniſters, which 
makes them fear here that Things are not right. The Letters all agree 
that they very much doubt it, which, I believe, will be the only inducement = 
to prevent the ſending a Detachment to Naples. For the preſent, I take all 
* Occaſions to diſſuade them from it; but their Anſwer is always what I have 
already mentioned, as alſo that there will be more Troops left, after this 
Detachment ſhall be made, than can be employed. The Emperor will have 
| 35000 Men in Italy, and in our Pay, as they ſay, 20000. There ſhould 
be 28000. But the Heſſians, Saxe-Gotha and Palatins will not be com- 
pleat. The Duke of Savoy has 13000. So that the Army will conſiſt of 
about 68000 Men. Now the Concluſion is, that if 7000 out of this Army 
go, there will ſtill remain Troops ſufficient for Garriſons, and a very great 
Army for the Expedition, and more than can be ſubſiſted. Theſe are the 
Arguments they make uſe of, both to the Envoy of Holland and to myſelf. 
We ſtill perſiſt to perſuade them to lay aſide this Expedition for the preſent : 
What they will do, Time muſt ſhew, for nothing is certain here, as your 
' Lordſhip cannot but know very well. TI have delivered a Memorial 
in relation to the Duke of Savoy. They promiſe me an Anſwer in Wri- 
ting, as I deſire. 1 ſhall do every thing that lays in my power, but I do not 
expect much more than Words. I cannot yet tell when I ſhall leave this 
Place, though I will endeavour to do it next Week, unleſs I receive Orders 
from your Lordſhip to the contrary. I, find they fear here that the 
King of Sweden has ſome Thoughts towards Silęſia and Bohemia, and if he 
ſhould make the leaſt ſtep that way, they will recall their Troops out of 
Italy, as alſo Prince Eugene; which will put an end to all the Deſigns 
there. I hear they have tent Orders to the Battalion of the Moſcovttes to 
_ diſperſe themſelves, for the Emperor will not give any Occaſion to the King 
of Sweden, to have a pretence to quarrel. Here are ſo many Ceremonies 
uſed, that I have not as yet had my Audience of the Empreſs.

ERE areno Letters from England by the Dutch Poſt ; but the Or- 
ders the Envoy of Holland has received, continue the ſame in relation 
to the Expedition of Naples, which, they continue to. ſay, cannot fail to ſuc- 
ceed, all Things being prepared there for a general Revolution, and that, if 
they ſhould not go, they would expoſe all their Friends. Here are ſome 
Perſons of Quality of Naples, to whom they give Penſions. Theſe are to 
go with the Troops, but I do not find as yet that they have any Orders. 
The Arguments here are ſtill, That the Duke of Savoy does not propoſe, for 
this Expedition, more than 35000 Men. That there will be left a great 
Body of Men, after what is intended is executed, That they are very much 
furpriſed at our being ſo much againſt this Expedition, but they give me to 
underſtand that they know from whence all this comes. That there 
may be a particular View in a certain Prince, that the Duke of Anjou ſhould 
have Naples at a general Peace. They are very well ſatisfied, by what 1 
have ſaid, that this can never be the Intention of England, or that they 
can ever agree to it. I muſt confels that, by all the Informations I can get, 
I cannot ſee but that there will be 70000 Men in Italy, and if the Detach- 
ment to Naples ſhould amount to 10000 Men, and the Garriſons in 
Lombardy to t0000 more; there will ſtill remain à very great 
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What there is to be apprehended is, that there are not thoſe Magazines 
prepared, as, in caſe this Court is to do ir, are neceſſary, I ſhall by 
the next Poſt acquaint your Lordſhip with the Anſwer I have in relation to 


the Duke of Savoy, and I intend to ſet out for Turin the 12th. I have 


had no Letters from Saxony, but the Accounts here are, That the Duke of 
Marlborough ſhould ſay, that there was no Danger to be apprehended from 
thence. I do underſtand that Count Rechteren is coming hither to diſſuade 


this Court from the Thoughts of Naples. In caſe they continue in the 


fame Mind as at preſent, the Troops will be marched before he arrives : for 
they own that they cannot undertake ſuch a March in the middle of Sum- 
mer. What he will be able to do in the Affair of Hungary, is another 


Queſtion. The Envoy of Holland has, at the deſire of this Court, wrote to 


the Prince Ragotzky, and has alſo deſired a Paſs for Sir Philip Meadows 
and himſelf, to have it ready, in caſe there ſhould be any hopes of a Treaty. 


There is to be a general Diet in Hungary on the 16th, and they are here 
apprehenſive that the Meaſures to be taken there are only to gain time; for 


it is certain that they never intend, nor think it their Intereſt, to come to an 


Accommodation, but on their own Terms, which they do not expect to get 


but by Force. At my Audience of Leave, I ſhall again mention the Expedition 


of France. l hope to receive your Orders at Turin, where my ſtay 
will be but ſhort, if I receive no Orders to the contrary. I fend your 
| Lordſhip the Letter of Count Piper to the Emperor's Miniſter in Saxony, 


with the Memorial, which has put them here under ſome Apprehenſion ;

I Believe you will have received, before this comes to your Lordſhip, the 


Certainty of the Detachment's going for Naples. It conſiſts of five Re.

to 10000 Men, as you will ſee by the incloſed. They are at preſent in the 
| Modeneſe ; and about the 16th Inſtant they begin their March to Naples. 


I have done all I could to perſuade them to defer it. Their Arguments are 
ſtill the ſame, only they ſay further, that Prince Eugene has wrote to Eng- 


land to ſatisfy the Queen, that it will not in the leaſt prejudice the great 


Deſign againſt France. They have all often repeated, and do ſtill promiſe, 


that there ſhall not be a Man more ſent, let the Succeſs be what it will, till 


they ſee the Event of the other Expedition, which, as I can perceive, they 


have no great Opinion of, though they agree that it ought to be attempted. 
IJ was in hopes to have ſent the Memorial and the Anſwer, in relation to 
the Duke of Savoy, and to have taken my leave; but here are too many 


Miniſters to have any thing diſpatched, and I found it abſolutely neceſlary 


to put it all in Writing, otherwiſe I ſhould have never brought them to 
any Concluſion. They are ſo far from granting the Novareſe, that I ſce 


plainly, that they are ſorry they have been obliged to grant ſo much already; 


having all the Miſtruſt imaginable of the Intentions of the Duke of Savoy, 
which is not leſſened at this Court by the other Princes of Italy. Count 
Schonborn, Vice-Chancellor of the Empire, is appointed to tranſact this Mat- 


ter with me, though I am forced to ſollicite all the others. I cannot but 
ſay, that they ſhew me all ſort of Reſpect, and expreſs on all Occaſions that 
they owe their Preſervation to the Queen. I am aſſured that they have 


here Letters, which they have intercepted, coming from Swiſſerland, from the 
Court of France to the King of Sweden, and I will endeayour to learn what they 
bring.

| Moſt Excellent Lord, 8 
A LMOST all [taly being reſcued by the victorious Confederate Arms, 
the moſt Serene Duke of Mantua; my Maſter, does not enjoy this 
Benefit, being hindered from the Poſſeſſion of his Dominions, and the Reſto- 
ration to the Governments of Montferrat and other Fiefs depending on the fa- 
cred Roman Empire. In the mean while, the Violence offcred by the Arms of 
the moſt Chriſtian King to the City of Mantua is notorious, and this was 
one of the Cauſes of the Declaration of War made againſt the ſaid King on 
the 5th of May 1702, by H. M. S. M. the Emperor Leopold of happy and 
bleſſed Memory. The moſt humble Petition of my moſt Serene Maſter to 
the moſt Auguſt reigning Emperor, for the renewing of the Inveſtiture, by 
| Means of the Moſt Serene Duke of Lorain, as a mark of Obedience and ob- 
ſerved Faith, is alſo notorious. Nevertheleſs, the Imperial Clemency and Juſtice 
is retarded. To obtain this, he wants the powerful Protection of your Moſt 
Glorious Queen, which he does not dare to implore, but by firſt humbly 
complimenting Her Majeſty on her Acceſſion to the Kingdoms of England, 
Which he always had a mind to perform, had he not been hindered hi- 
therto by being deprived of that Liberty. And as he is now ready to ſend 
his Meſſengers to declare the Duty he owes to Her Majeſty, and as he has 


already ordered his Conſul reſiding here to declare his Mind; he has again .

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ſhip the whole Proceedings. The Princeſs of Molfenbuttel comes to-night, 
and ſoon after the Court goes to Laxemburg. I have had my Audiences of 
Leave of the Emperor and the Empreſs, and hope to ſet out in a few days 
for Turin. The Miniſters have ſpoke to me of the Proceedings of 
the King of Sweden towards this Court. His Envoy has again renewed, with 
ſtrong Expreſſions, his Demands of having the Moſcovites delivered to him 
by the Emperor, and Satisfaction for what has paſſed between the Count 
Zobor and his Miniſter ; which he carries ſo high, as to make it a capital Crime, 
as alſo Reparation in that matter of Breſlaw : and in caſe he has not imme- 
diate Satisfaction, he has Orders to go away. Theſe Things make them very 
uneaſy here, they lying ſo expoſed. All this he has done within theſe few 
days, and ſince the Duke of Marlborough has been in Saxony, which they 
hoped had made all Things eaſy. I believe they have not yet determined 
what Meaſures to take, and I cannot tell whether it will not ſtop the De- 
tachment for Naples, though by this time it ſhould be marched. I do believe 
that they have wrote this whole Matter to England, to be laid before the 
Queen, and 1 hear they have alſo ſent an Expreſs to Holland. I wiſh it may 
not be the Occaſion of recalling ſome Troops out of 1taly, for their own Preſer- 
vation.

The Queen 
has done all that is poſſible on the ſudden Event, and in this great uncertainty, 
Orders are gone this Night to encourage the King of Portugal to keep firm 
to the Alliance, and likewiſe to Holland to conſult with them the beſt way 
to recover the Blow: But all will be to no purpoſe, unleſs the Emperor will 
exert himſelf upon this Occaſion, not only to lay aſide the Expedition to 
Naples, to puſh vigorouſly into France, but alſo to act offenſively _ the 
« ine. 
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Rhine. Theſe are Points which the Queen hath ſo much at heart, that Her 
Majeſty hath wrote to the Emperor with Her own Hand, which I incloſe 
herewith to your Excellency, that you may pleaſe to deliver it with all 
poſſible ſpeed, and that you may be better appriz'd of it. I encloſe alſo a 
Copy for your own Peruſal; your Excellency will enforce it with ſuch Ar-

time the Army in the Empire ſhould act with Vigour on the Rhine. Spain 
is ſo far from the Countries, in which my Troops and thoſe of the States- 
General are, that there is no Remedy ſo quick, nor ſo powerful, as that of 
making this Invaſion. Your Majeſty is too well informed to amuſe your- 
ſelf with a little Expedition, for ſome Member or Dependency of that King-

- purſue the Expedition againſt Naples, notwithſtanding all the Repreſentations 
that have been made to diſſuade them from it; a jealous Humour prevails 
ſo much at that Court, that they will not ſeriouſly weigh and conſider their 
on Intereſt, ſo that the beſt Arguments are thrown away. I expect ſoon 
to hear whether our Misfortune in Hain has made ſuch Impreſſion as it 
ought with them: in the mean while I am glad to ſee, by Letters from 
Turin, that the Duke of Savoy purſues the Meaſures that have been con- 
certed with him, with all the Earneſtneſs we can defire.

To-morrow I ſet 
out for Turin. They do aſſure me, I ſhall find every thing ready for the Ex- 
pedition of France. The Detachment for Naples is now advanced to Bo- 
lagna, and in about a Month more they will be in the Kingdom of Naples. 
They think themſelves ſure of Succeſs. I have incloſed the Emperor's Re- 
credential Letter, and have nothing further to add, but that I am, & .

His Excellency received the ſame day a Note from Mr. Hamel Bruyninx, 
Envoy from the Statcs-General, to let him know that he had received from 
Prince Jatms an Extract of a Letter, wherein it was ſaid, among other things, 
that the Detachment for Naples was great enough to maintain a Superiority, 
which the Envoy ſaid would by no means pleaſe his Maſters at the Hague. 
It was then pretty plain, that the Germans had no great deſire for Spain, 
but wanted only Italy, and that they had not the Expedition of Toulon at 
heart, fearing the aggrandizing the Duke of Savoy ; whilſt they did ſpread 
Reports as if that Prince was not to be truſted, and prepared to lay the blame 
on him, if, according to their wiſh, the Expedition ſhould not ſucceed.

Was unwilling to leave this Place without acquainting your Lordſhip 
with the Situation of Affairs here, where there are ſo many Miniſters, 
each oppoſing the other, that every thing, how reaſonable ſoever the matter 
is, meets with delays, and ſometimes fatal ones. This has made the Em- 


peror fling himſelf more than ever intirely into the hands of the Prince of 


Salms, who is ſo troubled with the Gout, that the Emperor comes to him. 
The whole Buſineſs of the reſt is to bring their own Deſigns about thro' his 
means. I did not find one of them but what was extreamly bent on the 
Expedition of Naples, and ſpeaking very doubtfully of that of France, and 
of the Difficulties it would meet with: not but that they all agree, it ought 
to be attempted, and the Emperor did aſſure me he had given the neceſſary 
Orders to Prince Eugene. I find that the ſubſiſting this Army is ſtill one of 
the Arguments againſt that Expedition, which makes me fear that they do 
not intend, or cannot contribute much towards it. I ſhall not fail acquainting 
your Lordſhip how I find Matters in Italy, and whether things are in that 
Readineſs as they ſay here that they are. Count Martinitz, who was for- 
merly at Rome, is to ſet out in a little time for Naples, as the Emperor's 
Plenipotentiary, as alſo the Duke of Teleſa, who was the chief Perſon in the 
laſt Revolt, and has had the ſecret Management of this Affair; which, as I 
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underſtand, is alſo concerted with Prince Eugene. The reſt of the Neapo- 
litans are to go when it ſhall be judged proper. They aſſure me that, by 
all the Advices they have (which they have found true in ſeveral Particulars) 
they have reaſon to think it will ſucceed. They ſay the Caſtles of Naples 
may hold out, becauſe the Germans want Battering-Pieces, which they hope 
to be ſupplied with from our Fleet. The Detachment will be in 15 days at 
Loretto, and in about 15 more as far as Rome, when they will have but 
a few days more to the Borders. It has been propoſed to the Empreſs Dow- 
ager to go thither, to govern in the Name of the King of Spain, which ſhe 
is intirely againſt. They have wrote to the Elector Palatine to perſuade her. 
It is certain, that there is a Cabal to remove her from the Emperor, which 
ſhe is ſenſible of; tho” they pretend it is only becauſe the Neapolit ans de- 
| fire it, being weary of Vice-Roys. They are here at preſent under all 
the Uneaſineſs imaginable about the King of Sweden, whoſe Envoy has again 
renewed his Demands, and is gone away without ſeeing the Emperor. It is 
too ſure that they are not in a Condition to oppoſe the King of Sweden, 
and if he ſhould declare for the Hungarians, which from thence they give 
out he will do, they muſt come to what Terms he pleaſes. They have en- 
deavoured to ſatisfy the Envoy, and have repreſented their Reaſons in re- 
lation to the Moſcovrtes, &c. If the Envoy returns, theſe Matters may poſ- 
ſibly be accommodated : but as he is related to Count Piper, and much diſ- 
guſted at this Court, it is very much doubted. The Swediſh Troops have 
lately committed great Diſorders in Silgſia, taking by Force the Emperor's 
| Recruits; and the Moſcovites think that they have more Reaſon to act in this 
manner, ſince the Emperor has owned King Staniſlaus, and it is ſaid that 
their Troops are advancing. So you may eaſily imavine under what Diffi- 
culties they are here. [TI have ſent my Lord Sunderland the Anſwer to 
my Memorial, which I am ſenſible will not ſatisfy the Duke of Savoy. I 
| ſoon perceived that there was nothing to be done here; but to convince H. R. H. 
that I had obeyed Her Majeſty's Orders, I was deſirous to have it in wri- 
ting.

I Hope that this will find your Excellency happily arrived at Turin, The Count 
of Rechteren arrived here the 25th inſtant; and tho we have, according 
to our Orders newly received from their High and Mightineſles, again op- 
poſed the Expedition of Naples, and even proteſted againſt the bad Conſe- 
quences which it may have, eſpecially after the melancholy News of a De- 
feat in Spain, we have not been able to obtain that this Expedition be coun- 
| termanded ; theſe Miniſters making uſe of the ſame Reaſons which they al- 
ledged when your Excellency was here, which makes me wiſh the more to 
hear from your Exccliency, how you have found things in Italy, and if the 
Cone ures of this Court are true in their utmoſt Extent, and above all whether 
there be lo many Troops as they perſuade themſelves here; whether they 
apply themiclves with Vigour to the Expedition againſt France; whether they 
be ready and agreed in regard to the Magazines; when the Paſſage of the 
Mountains will be practicable, and whether the Expedition to Naples will 
cauſe no Prejudice to the other. They had even given out, on the part 
oſ this Court, in England and in Holland, that your Excellency was intirely 
come into the ſame Sentiments with them, in this Affair, which T. H. M. 
| write they can ſcarce believe, whilſt they have ſeen the contrary in my Ad- 
vices, and I do again this Day juſtice to . E. upon that, in writing to my 
Maſters. The Count of Schonborn owns at laſt, that he has received the 
Concluſion of the Electoral College for the Ban of the Duke of Mantua, 
which is the cauſe of our preſſing afreſh with the Count Tarini for the 
Execution of the (aid Ban, and the Inveſtiture of the Montferrat for the 
Duke of Savoy; and we ſhall ſee what will be the Succeſs of it.

V. E. in the beſt manner I could, and I will fee whether Count Hamilton 
deſires that I ſhould (peak again about it, They are here till in great pain 
in regard to the King of Sweden, eſpecially after the Eſcape of the two Bat- 
talions of Moſcovites out of the Empire, which the King of Sweden demands 

with the ſtrongeſt Inſtances. They have marched with great Secrecy and 
Swiftneſs, and this Court pretends to have known nothing of it, till they 
were already advanced near the Frontiers of Poland, having paſſed through 
Bohemia, Moravia and Sileſia.

HE Favours I have received from your Excellency, and the Happineſs 
I formerly enjoyed of receiving your Lordſhip's Orders, encourage me 
to meet you with my Reſpects, and my hearty Wiſhes for your Satisfaction 
in all the Succeſs of your Negotiations ; which I am ſure will be juſtly due 
to your Lordſhip's known Abilities and Experience in publick Affairs. I 
| ſhould be glad if the Place, where I have my Station, could furniſh any thing 
for your Excellency's Information or Entertainment : but I think it is the 
good Fortune of Chriſtendom that things are in ſo quiet a State here, that I 
cannot foreſce that I ſhall have frequent Occaſions of being troubleſome to 

you; ſo that the Happineſs of receiving the Honour of your Excellency's Com- 
mands will be more obliging to me, the leſs I am able to deſerve it. How- 
ever, if your Lordſhip eſteems me capable to ſerve you here, I am in hopes 
you will beſtow that new Favour upon me. Your Lordſhip is informed 
that the Porte engaged itſelf by the late Treaties to reſtrain the Incurſions of 
the Tartars into Moſcovy and Poland, which were formerly allowed, even 
in time of Peace. This Circumſtance renders them ſo uneaſy, that they uſe 
all their Artifice to alarm the Porte, making frequent Complaints againſt the 
Moſcovites, and endeavouring to create Broils and Quarrels. A Tartar-Han 
Was about three Years ago diſplaced and baniſhed for Attempts of this nature. 
Nevertheleſs ſome Months ago the late Tartar-Han ſent his Vizier hither upon 
a like Errand, wherein he ſucceeded ſo ill, that the Han hath: been depoſed, 
the Porte being diſlatisfied with the Tartars ſhewing ſo little Obedience and 
| Submiſſion to their Orders. The Captain-Paſha is gone out with the 
Fleet of Galleys, and ſome Ships into the Archipelago, to keep thoſe Seas 
clear of the Malteſe, and gather the uſual Tributes from the Iſlands. The 
Porte having reſolved to fortify Bender, ſituate near the Mouth of the River 
Nieſter, the Fortifications were traced out, and begun to be raiſed laſt Year. 
This Summer they carry on the Works very briskly, the Princes of Wallachia 
and Moldavia having been ordered thither with about 2 or 3000 Men each, 
to aſſiſt at them, and the latter being now actually there; but the former ran- 
ſomed himſelf from that Service. The Place will not be finiſhed till next 
Year at the ſooneſt. The Soldiery making no Motion, nor any warlike 
Preparations being made, it is very evident the Porte entertains no Deſign of 
giving any diſturbance to any of its Neighbours this Year. The Vizier's 
Thoughts are taken up with a more agreeable Subject, preparing himſelf for 
his Wedding with the late Sultan Muſtapha's eldeſt Daughter, with which 
the Grand Signor, as is believed, will honour him in about three Months. 
About 50 Turkiſh Merchants lately entered into Hungary, by way of Segedin, 
where they paid Cuſtom for their Goods, and received an Acquittance from 
the Commandant of the Place, being afterwards advanced as far as Keskemet, 
a large Village, or Bourg, between the ſaid Place and Buda, they were there 
turpriſed by a Body of Imperial Raſcians, and together with the Inhabitants 
all put to the Sword, except two or three, who made their Eſcape, and are 
arrived here to make their Complaints, pretending the whole Loſs of their 
Merchandize to amount to 250,000 Dollars.

There were three Poſts wanting from England, 
Holland, and Flanders, when I left Turin; and we are apprehenſive that 
thoſe we ſent have met with the ſame Fate, becauſe the French are advanced 
towards Ulm, ſo that all the Paſſage that way is ſtopp d. Sir John Norris 
was returned from the Fleet, and had been at Genoa, to facilitate the Em- 
barkation of all things there. The Admiral had alſo taken care to get 1500 
Barrels of Powder, tho' I underſtand he had no Orders. I take it for granted 
the Duke of Savoy would not have aſſured us the Queen was to furniſh it, 
were it not ſo. Beſides, it appears by the Project he ſhewed us, and Count 
_ Briangon's Letters are full of that matter. The Duke, after they had made 
a State of all the Powder, as alſo of what Salt-Petre he had, did readily 
agree that what he had in a Ship from Holland, which is above 3000 Barrels, 
the Admiral ſhould take on board; and it is plain he could ſpare no more. 1 
find that at preſent there is not that Quantity to be had at Genoa, but it will 
ſoon be ſupplied. The Merchants are allo not very ready to give the Ad- 
miral Credit for the Money. Sir Fohn Norris will fully inform your Lord- 
ſhip in all thoſe Particulars.

As to that of Naples, we ſhall alſo ſoon ſee the 
Iſſue of it, whilſt, by our laſt Advices, the Detachment under General Daun 
was but three Marches from the Frontiers ; and whether this Expedition ſuc- 
ceeds, or not, this Court ſeems reſolved to ſend a Succour of ſome Thou- 
| ſands of Men to Spain; tho we do ſtill expect a poſitive Reſolution of the 
Court upon it, to be able to concert the neceſſary things, as well for the 
Fleet, the Tranſports, and the Maintenance of the ſaid Troops, as for the 
Operations in Hain. The only thing I fear is, that they will but half ſuc-

nerals will be arrived there by this time; that they hope ſtill that the Elector 
of Hanover will take upon him the chief Command; that the Marquiſs of 
Bareith will retire, and that the Enemies will be obliged to repaſs the Rhine. 
They will be in a Condition, by the Junction of the Troops of the Empire, 
not only to make head, but even to embaraſs the French Army on that ſide. 
We are ſtill in ſome Uncertainty about the Reſentment which Sweden ſeems 
to threaten this Court with: As Count Wratiſlaw is to ſet out again towards 
the King of Sweden, to endeayour to give him all ſort of Satisfaction; and 
Whilſt the Queen and their H. and M. do what they can to accommodate.

Have notified my Arrival to the Senate, and am preparing to make my 
1 Entry. I find it will not be ſo ſoon as J hoped for, tho they have been 
here at work for me this great while. I cannot ſee that whatever they can 


many Intrigues, and Diverſities of Opinions. The Events ſeem however to 
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do here, tho' they were ever ſo well inclined, can be of much Service, ſo 
that it requires no great Haſte; I ſhall alſo have time enough to receive your 
further Directions. The laſt Letter I received from your Lordſhip was of 
the 9th of May, and I had one from Mr. Addiſon of the 13th, both which 
make me fear that my Letters of the 8th and 15th of May from Turin are 
ſtopp'd, having ſent them by the way of Bern. The Letters from Rome 
of the 2d ſay, that the Imperialiſts were within ſeven Miles of Naples: That 
Capua had opened its Gates: That there appeared no fort of Oppoſition, 
but that all received them with great Joy, and that the whole Kingdom 
would declare for King Charles. It is thought that the Viceroy will retire 
with his Effects into Ga ta, having made that Place as ſtrong as he could. 
There are ſeveral Men of War ſeen on that Coaſt, which they take to be 
Engliſh, which I think cannot be true ; but I know there are ſeveral Dutch 
Privateers of great Force in the Mediterranean, which may be thoſe Ships. 

This Republick, upon the News, does not think that the Oppoſition we and 
Holland, and alſo the Duke of Savoy, made againſt that Expedition, was ſincere; 
but that it was only to amuſe France. I find they are here very uneaſy, and 
do not know what to do; for it is certain they are entirely encompaſſed by 
the Germans, who have Mantua, and who by Naples will command the 
Gulph. Four Turkiſh Men of War and three of Tunis have landed on the 


ſide of Calabria in the Kingdom of Naples, and have done great miſchief, 


carrying away 300 People for Slaves. They have alſo carried Cannon to 
Valona, and are fortifying it on the fide of the Gulph, which puts them 
here under Apprehenſions, tho as yet they do not meddle with the Venetian 
Ships. The Letters from Turin arc juſt come, and I have incloſed one 


from Mr. Chetwynd and Sir John Norris, by which your Lordſhip will have 


a better account than I can ſend. I am, &c. MaANCuesTER. 
His Excellency wrote the ſame night to the Duke of Mar/borough, and 
to my Lord High-Treaſurer Godo/phin : but as thoſe Letters only repeat what 
is contained in the two laſt Letters to the Earl of Sunderland, I ſhall mention 
only what he wrote to my Lord Godolphin, about the Perſon of the Duke 
of Savoy, which was as follows: © There is nothing done, even in the moſt 
s inconſiderable Matters, but what he directs; no Application being made by 
_ © the Foreign Miniſters but to himſelf, and he has no ſort of Council about 
« him: which is very different from other Princes. He is eaſy of acceſs, and 
© I have been Hours with him; ſo that it is impoſſible to know what is doing, 
© unleſs you can judge by his Diſcourſe, or that he will tell it you. He ſeemed 
© to be very open and free to declare his Thoughts to me. He told me, that 
the Pope had made a Propoſition of reſigning the Kingdom of Naples as in 
«© Truſt, I find he thinks there is ſome private View in the Expedition thi- 
e ther, and more than the Service of King Charles, and the Common Caule ; 
V and that it is certain that the Court of Vienna has its Thoughts on 1zaly, and 
« it is to be feared that the next Expedition will be againſt the Malecontents 
« in Hungary, &c. = ”

My Lord, | Venice, Fuly 15. 170% 
E have now an Account of the Imperialiſts being received in the City 
of Naples on the 8th inſtant. The Viceroy did all he could to preſs 
the People to defend the Town, but he found none diſpoſed to do it; ſo 
he imbarked himſelf in a Galley, and he is gone, with all the Riches he has 
plundered, to Gaera. It is believed that his Stay will be but ſhort there, and 
that he will make for Sicily. The City of Naples ſent four Deputies to treat 
with the General, It is yet uncertain what the Conditions granted are. It 
is (aid, that the two Caſtles have alſo agreed to ſurrender, if they are not re- 
lieved in two Months: but theſe things are not very material. I take it 
that that Kingdom is reduced, or it will be in a ſhort time; ſo that now, 
if the Court of Vienna will aſſiſt towards the Recovery of Spain, it is in 
their power. They may raiſe what Horſe they will, and alſo a 2 of 
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Foot. Beſides, it will be more agreeable to the People there, if they fend 
away ſome German Troops. The Detachment was not of above 9000 Men, 
and ſuch a March muſt have leſſened them. The Duke of Savoy and Prince 
Eugene both aſſured me, that they were no more, tho it was proper to give out 
that they were a greater Force. The Marquis de /os Balbaſos, who was 
going Viceroy to Sicily, was chaſed by ſome of our Ships into Gazta. Theſe 
Ships are ſince returned to Leghorn, and are going to join Admiral Shovel. 
We hear that Monaco has ſurrendered to the Prince of Heſſe, and that the 
French were retired to Villa-Franca; ſo that the firſt Oppolition, which the 
Duke of Savoy will meet with, will be at the paſſing of the River Yar. The 
Venetian Ambaſſadors are arrived from England, and on Monday next they 
are to make their Report to the Senate. I ſuppoſe they have not much to 
ſay from thence, tho' they may from the French Army. I hear that Signor 
Piſani, after waiting on the Duke of Marlborough, went to the Elector of 
Bavaria. They are under great Apprehenſions at Rome. Eight Gates 
of the City are ſhut up, the reſt have continual Guards, and they bring into 
it all the Troops they can get together.

Did myſelf the honour to write on the 6th paſt by the Courier of the Re- 
publick, to acquaint your Excellency with what occurr'd at that time: 
ſince which, there has been a very dangerous Plot againſt the Government 
diſcovered. The Deſign was to depoſe the preſent Sultan, and ſet up Sultan 
 Jhrahim, the Son of Sultan Achmet; in order to which, the Conſpirators had 
concerted to riſe in Arms on the 15th paſt, and aſſault the great Seraglio, 
while the Divan was holding. If they had once appeared in Arms, it is 
| Probable great Multitudes would have joined them, the People being gene- 
rally much diflatisfied with the preſent Government. The Chiefs were not 
Men of great Conſideration, or Credit; but they had engaged a great num- 
ber of Janizaries and other inferior People. Benklee Muſtapha Paſha, and 
a Muderis or Profeſſor of the Law, who were deſigned for Vizier Azem and 
Mufti, have been beheaded, and Search is made after Dæve Ali, formerly 
an Officer of good Intereſt among the Janizaries, and pitched upon by the 
Conſpirators for Janizer-Aga. Between 2 and zoo more have been appre- 
| hended, and moſt of them put to death, the reſt being condemned to a per- 
petual Priſon; and in this manner the Government enjoys as great Quiet, and 
_ greater Security than if nothing had happened. The French Ambaſlador 
is remitting and ſending in Specie near 200,000 Dollars to the Hungarian 
 Malecontents, which is the greateſt Supply that they have yet received at one 
time this way. But the War in Hungary turns the French ſo much to ac- 
count, that when they find themſelves the moſt ſtraitned for want of Money 
at home, they make their Subſidies to the Hungarians the larger, to enable 
them to make a greater Diverſion: of the Emperor's Arms, or divert their 
Thoughts of Peace. We have Advice by way of Perſia and Mecca of 
the Death of the famous Aurengebe, Emperor of Mogul. I am, c.

14th I fent Mr. Cole a Journal of what had been done till that day. Since 
then we have no Communication with Pzedmont, ſometimes we fend by Ws 
Water, ſometimes with Convoys by Land, which being uncertain as to the 
time of their Departure, I am willing to lay hold of the firſt leiſure Hour 
I have, to thank your Excellency for the Honour of your Letter of the 9th 
| inſtant, and to tell you, at the ſame time, that we are now got within four 
Marches of Toulon, We came from Canes yeſterday, which is ſo far off, 
that our Troops are not yet come up, 3 reaſon we ſtay here to- — 
3 
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The Heats have been, and are ſo exceſſive, that I fear we have loſt above 

200 Men; yeſterday coſt us above 50. We have as yet met with no other 

Enemy than the hot Weather; and the Advices we have of the Enemy differ 

{o much, that we do not know what to make of them. I hope I ſhall be 
able to ſpeak plainer in my next, which in all probability will be from be- 

forc Toulon. Sir George Byng is off of this Place with 12 Men of War, 

in order to furniſh us with what Proviſions we want ; but Sir Cloudeſly Shovel 
with the reſt of the Fleet is gone ſtrait to the Iſles of Heres, where we be- 
| lieve he arrived laſt Night; ſo that now the Enemy can no longer be ignorant 
of our true Deſign.

Have very little to acquaint your Lordſhip with. The Caſtles of Naples 

have ſurrendered, "and I have incloſed the Capitulation, which Count 
Martinitz agreed on with the People. I ſuppoſe there was very little dif- 
ficulty to agree to any thing they deſired at ny uncture, I am aſſured from 
Rome, that there is the ſame Diſpoſition in Sicily. Count Martinitg would 
have preſerved a fine Statue of the Duke of Anjou, but he could not pre- 
vent the People's breaking it. U underſtand by the Report of Meſſ. Erigg o 
and Pigani in the Pregadi, that they found things very much changed in 
England. That by reaſon of the Victory obtained againſt the Allies in Spain, 
there was no Poſſibility of inſinuating any thing to France in relation to a 
Peace: beſides, that they found no Diſpoſition there, nor in Holland, to- 
wards it, which made them return ſooner than otherwiſe they would have 
done. They have here often under their Conſideration, what Meaſures they 
are to take for their Preſervation, being entirely encompaſſed by the Germans. 
They have renewed ſeveral Penſions, which they uſed formerly to give, to 
have Troops, in cafe they ſhould have occaſion for them; I hear that with 
Molfembuttel, Coburg, and one of the Princes of Saxe they have already ſettled = 
them : they are generally but ſmall. The only way to preſerve themlelves, 
if they had Reſolution enough, is to come into the Grand Alliance. The 
Pope is raiſing what Men he can get. The Power of the Emperor is at pre- 
ſent fo great in Italy, that all the Powers there begin to fear him. We 
| hear by an Expreſs gone to Vienna, that the Duke of Savoy has paſſed the Yar, 
without any Oppoſition, and was at St. Laurence on the 14th. I am, &c.

However, the Queen will continue to do Her Part, towards procuring him 
his juſt Satisfaction. I ſhall not fail to ſend you the Draught of the Treaty 
of Commerce, as ſoon as I get it from Sir Charles Hedges, in whoſe hands 
it ſtill is. The Venetian Ambaſſadors had their Audiences, and went away 
whilſt I was ſick; ſo that I had little or no Diſcourſe with them. I hope the 
next Letters will bring us a very good Account from Provence and Naples.

H. R. H. my Maſter has great Reaſon to complain 
of the manner in which this Court treats him. They have however wrote 
to King Charles and to Prince Eugene about the granting an Equivalent for 
the Vigevenaſco, and I do not doubt but with a little Patience, and the Con- 
tinuation of the good Offices of H. B. M. according to the reiterated Orders 
which Sir Philip Meadows has received, we ſhall obtain our End. He will 
heartily ſecond the Inſtances of Monſ. de Mellarede, who has been here eight 
days: but as to the Ban of the Empire againſt the Duke of Mantua, they 
will firſt (ee the King of Sweden out of the Heart of the Empire, for Reaſons 
already known to your Excellency. We expect with impatience, in regard 
to this, the Effect of the Commiſſion of Count Jratiflaw, who will by this time 
be arrived in Saxony near the King of Sweden. The News of the Entry of 
the Imperialiſts into the Kingdom of Naples, and the Army of the Allies 
under the Command of H. R. H. into Provence, has very much rejoiced this 
Court.

Am ſenſible that your Lordſhip has had but little time to write ſince you 
came out of England, and wiſh you joy that you are at laſt ſettled in your 
Place of Reſidence. I am much obliged for the Honour of yours of the 8th, 
and wiſh I had as much News as Inclinations to entertain you with from 
hence: but all our Eyes and Thoughts are on the King of Sweden, who takes 
pleaſure in keeping all Mankind in the dark, as to his Inten ions. I need 
not trouble you with all the Demarches of the Imperial Court, which your 
Lordſhip is undoubtedly very well acquainted with; and that we expect to 
hear by this Poſt, whether Count Mratiſiau will be admitted to Audience 
or no, for it is ſtill a doubt. My Lord Peterborough is ſtill at that Court, 
and, having no Commiſſion, is very civilly received there. This Court keeps 
very well with that of Sweden, and, tho they don't ſay it openly, ſeems to 
apprehend much ſo powerful a Neighbour, with whom they are working ro 
make a new Alliance: but the Elector of Hanover, who is deſig ned to be 
the third, is not fond of entering into that Alliance; and the Obſtacles it 
will meet with from ſeveral will, I hope, defer it till another time more 
proper to meddle with that which is to be the Foundation of that Treaty, 
The Affairs of the Imperial Army mend daily. I can't ſay it is ſo much by 
our Vigilance, as the Fault of our Adverſaries, and the Diverſion Prince Eu- 
gene and the Duke of Savoy are likely to make, which has hindered /7/- 
lars from venturing to continue far from the Nhine, or undertaking any 
conſiderable Siege. We till hope the Elector of Hanover will put himſelf 
at the Head of the Army, tho' it were to be wiſhed he would have been 
quicker in his Reſolutions.

_ I Have received the honour of your Lordſhip's Letter of the 9th inſtant, 
which by ſome Accident did not come to my Hands till the laſt Poſt, 
otherwiſe I ſhould have returned you my moſt hearty Thanks for the Favour. 
I am glad to find that your Excellency, after ſo much travelling from Court 
to Court, intends to repoſe yourſelf, and fix for ſome time at Venice; a 
Place, as I remember, that was not difagreeable to you, and will be very 
pleaſing to me, ſince it will give me an Opportunity of paying my Duty to 
your Lordſhip, as often as I have any thing to acquaint you with, that will 
juſtify me in the Trouble I give you. Count Metternich, tie Pruſſian 
Ambaſſador, having ſent an Expreſs to me to Bern, to deſire me to come 
hither as ſoon as poſſible; I left that Place of my Reſidence, and o__ 
| here 
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here on the 22d in the Evening, where I have been received with all poſſible 
Marks of Reſpect by the Magittracy and People, who have an unſpeakable 
Honour and Veneration for the Queen. On the 25th I preſented Her Ma- 
jeſty's Letters to the Council of State, the Council of the City, and the 
Clergy, which I accompanied with a Memorial to each of them, recom- 
mending the King of Pruſſias Pretenſions to theſe Counties of Neufthatel 
and Valangin. Before I left Bern, I gave a Memorial to that Canton upon 
the ſame Subject, pretty much the ſame in Subſtance with that which I de- 
livered here, and which I find has had a good Effect upon the Minds of the 
People, both there and here. It is now under the Preſs, and if it be finiſhed 
before the Poſt goes away, I will incloſe one to your Lordſhip ; if not, I 
muſt defer it to the next Poſt. The Tribunal that is to decide this great 
Law-ſuit conſiſts of 12 Judges, that compoſe the States of the Country, 
and was to be opened yefterday ; but there ariſing a Diſpute between the Prince 
of Conti and the King of Pruſſia's Ambaſſador for the Precedence, it was ad- 
journed to the 26th of the next Month, to give each of them time to write 
to their reſpective Courts, and receive Directions thereupon. The Prince of 
Conti pretends that my Lord Portland, during his Embaſſy in France, gave 
him the Hand in a third Place, and that the Pruſſian Ambaſſador ought not 
to diſpute it with him; and the lefs, becauſe the King of France does not 
yet own his Maſter for a Crowned Head. Now tho' my Lord Portland ſhould 
have given the Hand to a Prince of the Blood in France, it does not follow 
that an Ambaſſador of a Crowned Head ſhould yield to him in another Country; 
however, I do not remember that our Ambaſſadors in France did ever give up 
that Point, and beg your Lordſhip would be pleaſed to tell me your Opinion 
of the matter. However that be, it is certain this Diſpute for the Precedence 
is ſtarted only to gain time, and I believe will be dropp'd by either Party, 
that can be firſt aſſured of getting a Majority of the Judges to his Side, that 
is, 7 Votes out of the 12. I cannot give your Lordſhip a better Notion of 


this Conteſt, than by comparing it to an Election of Members of Parliament, 


where there are 13 Perſons that ſtand, for we have ſo many Pretenders, as 
your Excellency will ſee by the incloſed Lift of them. The Judges have all 
taken a ſolemn Oath to receive no Preſents or Benefits from any of the Pre- 
_ tenders, but it is like to be very ill kept, ſince they are all determin'd to make 
their Fortune upon this Occaſion ; and I can venture to aſſure your Lordſhip, 
that, in ſpite of Religion and Liberty, which are powerful Reaſons to favour 
our ſide, if they were not back'd with Money, we ſhould certainly loſe our 
| Cauſe. The Prince of Conti offers great Sums, but the King of Pruſſia's 
- Purſe being at leaſt as good as his, we hope he will not get the better of 
us that way. The Judges ſuppoſing the Market will riſe as the time of de- 
ciding the Queſtion draws near, wait to hear the utmoſt Offers that will be 
made them by the ſeveral Pretenders before they will declare themſelves, 
and content themſelves with giving good Words, and general Aſſurances, 
promiſing impartial Juſtice when they ſhall have heard the Arguments on all 
_ lides. This being the Caſe, your Lordſhip will eaſily imagine no 4 
can yet be made of our Succeſs. However, I hope we ſhall get the People 
on our ſlide, which will keep the Judges in ſome awe, and frighten them 
from determining againſt us, contrary to the Bent and Inclination of the Ge- 
nerality of the People. In ſhort, we hope the weighty Arguments of Re- 
ligion and Liberty will turn the Scale in our favour, if we pay as much for 
Juſtice as our Competitors, which we are willing to do, but as yet we have 
no certainty.  Yelterday all the Pretenders were admitted to put in their 
Claims, and then the Tribunal was adjourned (as I ſaid before) to the 26th 
of the next Month, ſo that we ſhall have time enough to cabal and intrigue 
with the Judges before their next Meeting.

Have endeavoured to know the Sentiments of this Republick, as alſo of 

L the Ambaſſadors returned from England, and whether they are ſatisfied. 
This comes from one who I am ſenſible can tell; and I cannot but think he 
had Permiſſion to ſpeak, and that it is really their Thought. Our 
. Ambaſſadors came away from the Court of England very well fatisfied 
with the Civilities they met with there, in relation to the Embaſſy, but very 
ill with that their Journey had not the Effect they went for. Their Com- 
miſſion was not to make Overtures for a Peace, as the Court ſuſpected; but 
their poſitive Orders were to repreſent to her Majeſty, the great Inconveni- 
encies which will happen by the Over- balance and Power of the Houſe of 
Auſtria: but that the Court, having ſuſpected that they came on another 
account, never gave them the leaſt Opportunity to ſpeak of that Affair, and 
ſo all paſſed in Compliments. The Maxim here is to continue in a Neutra- 


lity, happen what will; and tho' they have ſuffered from both ſides, yet they 


think it their Intereſt, not ro receive the Offer of any Engagement from either 
Side. The Inclination of this State is rather for the Germans than for the 
French ; however, they would have them keep within their own Bounds. 
Mantua being in their poſſeſſion, makes no ſmall Impreſſion here; and they 
hope my Lord Mancheſter has Orders to propoſe ſomething to them, that 
may give them an opportunity of * their Hearts to him, and that ſome

ſame Plate. Your Lordſhip did ſeem to think it reaſonable; and if her Ma- 
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means may be found to prevent the Miſchief that may happen. They belieye 
that the Engliſh Court has no great reaſon to be ſatisfied with the Germans, 
who, they think, have broke their Words with them on ſeveral Occa- 
fions, &c.” This is the Senſe of the Words of the Report, as near 
as poſlible : but I cannot tell whether their Ambaſſador in England has 
made any new Propoſition ſince they came away. They write from 
Naples, that great Honours are done to Count Martinit . All the whole 
Kingdom is reduced, except Gaera, which is beſieged, and they were car. 
rying Cannon from Naples thither; the Spaniſh Soldiers deſerted, and had 
| quitted ſeveral advantageous Poſts, and it was thought Gaere would ſoon 
ſurrender. All the Nobility is come in, and ſeveral Regiments are raiſi 
for the Emperor. They have alſo coined Money, on one fide of which is 
the Head of King Charles the Third, and on the reverſe the Imperial Eagle, 
with theſe Words, Si Deus pro Nobis, quis contra Nos?

The 14th.} V laſt to you was of this day; ſince- when, I hear that ſome 
RI M Deſerters from Toulon bring word, that the Enemies have 
given out Powder and Ball to every Soldier, upon which Ordersare now given 
to reinforce the Guard upon the left of our Line with three Battallions, the 
right having already a Reſerve of four Battalions ordered for ſome Days be- 
fore. 15. The Enemies, as the Deſerters had reported, march'd all night 
to gain the Hill above our Camp upon our right, and that with ſo much Dili- 
gence and Secrecy, that they ſeized on our advanced Guards, and began their 
true Attack on our right by Break of Day, after having made their Signal for + 
the Attack by firing three Guns, making at the ſame time a falſe Attack on our 
left. Our Troops on the right received the Enemies very well at firſt, but being 
over-powered by their Superiority, and the Situation of the Ground being ſuch, 
that the Reſerve could not immediately come up, they were obliged to give 
way, and retire into the other Poſts on the right, which they did in very good 
Order, till the Prince of Saxe Gotha, who was General of the Day, was 
| killed; and this, tho they were expoſed to the Fire of the Place, and of three 
Ships, which did not ceaſe firing during the whole Action. The Enemies en- 
deavoured to puſh their good Fortune farther ; but after a Diſpute of about two 
Hours, at a little Caſine in the middle of our Communication they were 
_ obliged to ſtop, in the Poſt of St. Catharine, for fear the Troops which H. R. 
H. and Prince Eugene, who arrived a little after the Action was began, had 
ordered to march to the Top of the Hills, ſhould cut off the Retreat to the 
Camp; which they had great reaſon to apprehend, ſince they could not but 
perceive our whole Army in Motion: which our Generals had ordered ſo, in 
view of a general Action, upon the News we had received the Day before, 
that the Enemies had above 60 Battallions in their Camp. But Things went 
no farther, and toward the Evening the Enemies abandoned all they had taken, 
after having ſet fire to our Batteries, and ruined all the Works we had made 
on the right. A Detachment of Horſe we had in the Valley of Ardennes, on 
the right af our Camp, with a ſmall Body ef Foot, was attacked by the Ene- 
mies at the ſame time, but came off without any Loſs; Colonel Pheffercorn, 
who commanded them, having been killed the Day before, as he went to re- 
connoiſtre the Enemy. We do not know the Loſs of the Enemy in the 
Attacks of our Works on the right, but to judge by our own Loſs, and the 
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Reſiſtance our Troops made at firſt, methinks it cannot be leſs then 2000, or 
1500 Men. We had between 5 and 600 Men killed, wounded or taken Pri- 
ſoners. Beſides the Prince of Saxe Gotha, we had a Lieutenant Colonel of 
the Heſſzans, a Major of the Palatines, with ſeveral Captains and Under-Of- 
ficets killed, General Efelt, a Palatine Brigadier, with ſeveral Under-Of 
ficers wounded ; a Piemonteſe, and a Saxe Gotha Colonel taken Priſoners 
with one or two Captains: Beſides which, we loſt two ſmall Field-Pieces, 
which our Gunner had forgot to carry off from the Poſt of t. Catharine. Ar 
Night we began to bombard the Town with ſix Mortars, which immediately 
ſet fire in two Places. This Evening the Fort St. Margarite, the outermoſt 
Fort near to the Sea, ſurrender'd at Diſcretion. The Garriſon was compoſed 
of a Lieutenant Colonel, and three other Officers, with 130 Soldiers. We 
found in the Place ſome Proviſions, and 14 Pieces of Iron-Cannon, four of 


which were 48 Pounders. By the Reddition of this Caſtle, our Ships can 


come near to the Shore, and the Artillery, &c. which was landed at Hieres, 
may bereimbarked here with much more Eaſe, which was ordered to be done 
| to-morrow, the Siege of Toulon not being practicable, becauſe of the Rein- 


forcements the Enemies have received ſince we are here, and by reaſon of the 


Works they have had time to make. 16. Our Batteries on the left con- 


tinued to play againſt the Town and Ships, as alſo againſt Fort Louis, where 


the Breach is near made. Our Bombardiers flung ſeveral Bombs laſt Night, and 


all this Day, into the Town with very good Succeſs; but no Ship has yet 
been touched, as we know of. We continue to imbark our Artillery, &. 
The Admiral commanded Ships to attack Fort Louis, but the Wind was ſo 


ſtrong, that our Ships could do little Service. However they lay ſo near, that 


one of our Ships had 30 Men killed or wounded.

I find the Pope's 
Proceedings much wondered at; his Holineſs was ſo noted for his great 
Caution, that it is ſurprizing to find him excommunicating at this Time, the 
Emperor and the Duke of Savoy, &c. You deſire, my Lord, an Account 
of Count H/ratiſlaw's Affair. Mr. Robinſon, our Miniſter there, who with 
the Dutch Miniſter has been acting the part of a Mediator, and who were well 
latisfied to find the three Points ſo friendly adjuſted, have had a fourth ſtarted 
and that of no leſs Conſequence than Religion; the King of Sweden inſiſting 
now upon the Proteſtants being reſtored to the Uſe and Exerciſe of their 
Churches and Religion in Szeſza, according to the Weſtfalian Treaty. On 
this the Mediators deſired three Weeks Time, in which to conſult their ſeveral 
Governments, and the King granted it: but before half that time was expired, 
his Majeſty demanded of them to inſiſt with the Emperor upon a direct and 
poſitive Afſurance of it; which they declining, upon their not having received 
Anſwers to their Letters on that Subject, his Majeſty thanked them for the 
Pains they had taken, but declined their farther Offices in plain Words. Thus 
ſtands that Matter, never appearing worſe. Count Wratiſlaw continues fill 
there, yet without having been admitted to an Audience of the King, The 
French ſtrengthen themſelves here in Germany, inſtead of detaching from their 
Army, notwithſtanding ſome poſitive Reports we have had tothe contrary.

| beſt for it, and whilſt it ſeems that the two Armies in the Empire will alſo 
| ſeparate without doing one another great Miſchief, tho' they have canno- 
naded each other for ſome Days; and that they were on the 19th yet near 
one another, near Dourlach and Kretzing. I wiſh that our Army would 
not hazard itſelf, it being very neceſſary that the Elector of Hanover ſhould 
put oa at the head of it, as we hope he will ſhortly do; tho' I do not 
ſee that he makes much haſte. We ſhall know in a little while how we are 
with the King of Sweden, this Court having ſent its laſt Reſolutions on the 27th

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King of Pruſſias Service. One of the other three having likewiſe a Son- in- 
law in that King's Service, it was urged as an additional Reaſon, for challenging 
him. When the Lawyers had given their Reaſons pro and con, the four Judges 
that were challenged withdrew, and the remaining eight, after a very ſhort 
Debate, reſolved that the having been a Judge, when the Sentence in 1694 was 
given, was no ſufficient ground of Exception, ſo that they were legally quali- 
fied to judge in the preſent Caſe ; and as to the perſonal Reaſons of challenging, 
upon account of two of them that had Sons in the King of Pruſſias Service, 
they would take them into Conſideration to-morrow Morning, till which time 
they immediately afterwards adjourned. However, it isthe common Opinion, 
that thoſe Reaſons will not be allowed of, any more than the other, and that 
the Prince of Conti will be entirely baffled in that Deſign, which was his chief 
remaining hopes, in ſo much that he talks already of going away in a Day or 
two.

I lenged 4 of the Judges of the Tribunal, and of his having miſcarried in that 
Deſign, from which Moment he deſpair d of any Succeſs, and therefore went 
away the next Morning after his Lawyers had formally proteſted in his Name 
againſt all the Proceedings of this Tribunal, to fave his Right. His Proteſt is 
founded upon the Four following Reaſons : I. Becauſe the Tribunal would not 
' ſuffer him to appear in Perſon, the better to ſupport his Right. 2. Becauſe the 
Repreſcntatives of the City arc not allowed to follow their own Opinions, but 
arc obliged to Vote as the Council of the City ſhall direct them. 3. Becauſe 
there are Judges in the Tribunal that have already decided the Queſtion againſt 
him in 1694, and conſequently are Partial: and, 4. Becauſe the Foreign Barons 
and Vaſlals arc excluded from aſſiſting at the Tribunal, contrary to the Anci- 
ent Practice. As ſoon as the Prince of Contis Lawyer had read the Proteſt, 
he retired ; immediately upon which, the Attorney-General made a Counter- 
\ Proteſt in behalf of the Sovereignty, and the Banneret (a ſort of Tribune of the

INC E my laſt to your Excellency, which was of the 11th Inſtant from 
IJ Salufſe, J have received the Honour of what you was pleaſed to write 
me on the Third, by which I find the ill News of our Retreat from before 
Toulon, had already reach'd you. The Difficulties we met with at Toulon, 
_ were very great; but they were made much more fo, by the Indolence and IIl- 
will of ſome of our Generals. If we had puſhed upon our Arrival, there was a 
very great Probability of Succeſs; but as Things went, it was almoſt impracti- 
cable to do any good three or four Days after our Arrival, and I do not know 
the Reaſons why we did not then ſet to Bombarding the Town and Ships, 
inſtead of amuling our ſelves about what we were ſure could do us no good. 
We are now marching towards Suze in order to attack that Place, and I 
believe we ſhall decamp in a day or two from hence. I cannot ſay what 
Probability there is of ſucceeding, till I ſee things nearer ; but we have till 
a very fine Army, ſuperior to any thing the Enemy can pretend to oppoſe 
us with. H. R. H. is very hearty, and has promiſed to let nothing be want- 
ing. He has already 60 Pieces of Cannon ready at Turin to march on the 
' firſt Orders. So ſoon as our Expedition in Provence was over, Sir C/. 
Shovel and myſelf ſollicited H. R. H. and Prince Eugene to ſend a Body 
of Troops to the Relief of King Charles, We found a very good Diſpoſition 
in both the Princes, but neither of them had any Orders; ſo the Admiral was 
forced to ſail for Barcelona without carrying the King any Succour : but he 
has left a Squadron behind him, with Tranſports ſufficient to carry 9 or 
10000 Men, in caſe any Orders come for their Imbarkation between this 
and the Winter. Ir is believed the Body of Palatines which the Queen and 
the States-General have in this Country, with a ſmall Body of Imperialifts, may 
de ſent.

Since my laſt, the Tribunal has met but once, which 
was to give Audience to a Deputy from the Catholick Cantons of Solleure, 
Fribourg, and Lucerne, who preſented a Proteſt from theſe three Cantons 
againſt the Competence of their Tribunal and its Proceedings, becauſe they 
have excluded the Vaſſals, Subjects of thoſe Cantons, from aſliſting at it. 
As ſoon as their Proteſt was read, the Attorney-General made a Counter-Pro- 
teſt in behalf of the Prince and People; whereupon the Tribunal declared 
the Proteſt of the Cantons null and void, and ordered, that it ſhould not be 
entered in their Regiſter : As to the Deputy, they told him they would ſend 
an Anſwer to his Principals in due Time, which is putting him off to a Long 
Day. This Proteſt, which was procured by the French Ambaſſador, has pro- 
duc'd no other Effect than that it has made the People here more zealous for 
us, and adyanc'd our Affairs. At the ſame time the Canton of Berne com- 
municated to the three States a Letter they had received from the King of 
Sweden, recommending the King of Pruſſia's Pretenſions to their Care; which 
is like to produce a good Effect, and put a ſtop to the Threats of the French 
King, who dares not make any Step that may diſpleaſe the King of Sueden.

Have not yet the Anſwer of the Senate to the Propoſitions I made for 
the entring into the Alliance, as alſo for a Treaty of Commerce. I un- 
derſtand it has occaſioned very great Debates, and they are much divided. 
Some are for returning Anſwer, that they had explained themſelves already 
in thoſe Points by their Amballador in Britain; that the Queen could not 
blame them if they did not alter the Meaſures which they have hitherto 
taken during this War; and this was to be the Anſwer, with a great many 
_ Compliments, Others, which, as I am informed, are the moſt conſiderable. 
Men, are for entring on a Treaty, and hcaring the Propoſals which I ſhall 
make them, as alſo for appointing ſome of their Body to tranſact this mat- 
ter, and to ſee whether it could not be adjuſted, fo that the Republick might 
find their Intereſt and Advantage in it. I ſuppoſe this will be laid to- 
morrow before the Senate. That has made me defer making thoſe Propo- 
fals which I received from my Lord-Treaſurer: for in caſe they are reſolved 
to do nothing, I do not know whether it is proper ſuch Advances ſhould be 
made them; eſpecially now the Affairs are changed in theſe Parts, ſo that 
there is not at preſent that occaſion for their Troops, were they willing. I 
have not heard from your Lordſhip in a great while; ſo that I am under 
ſome difficulty how to proceed ; and if by their Anſwer I fee any Appear- 
ance that they are diſpoſed to alter their Meaſures, I will let them know all 
as far as I am directed: nor can I make any ſtep in relation of the Treaty 
of Commerce, till I have Inſtructions, or do know what we deſire ; for 
Merchants here may have different Views and Intereſts, which can be no 
Rule for me. They write from Naples, that on the 3oth of laſt Month, 
General Thaun took Gaeta by ſtorm ; that the late Viceroy, the Duke of 

E ſcalona, with the Governor, and ſome other Perſons of Quality, were made 
Priſoners, and are in the Caſtle of Naples. Prince Erneſt of Hanover 
is here, and I have been to wait on him. I find he is deſirous to converſe 
with the Venetians, fo that I ſhall ſee him but ſeldom. I am of opinion, 
that his Stay will not be long; for by the Methods he uſes, he will find little 
_ Diverſion. I have been again at the College, and repreſented to them 
the Concerns of the King of Pruſſia. I do not ſend your Lordſhip theſe 
things till I have their Anſwer, I am, Cc.

Had the honour of your Excellency's Letter of this day Fort-night, wherein 
| you deſire me to be more particular with relation to the Venetian Affairs. 
1 propoſed by order from England, that this Court ſhould place a Garriſon in 
Mantua of Troops in the Engliſh and Dutch Pay, and that Aſſurances might 
be given to the Venetians that Mantua ſhould be left, at the concluding of a 
Peace, in hands no way dangerous to the FYenetians, and that upon the Gua- 
ranty of thoſe Conditions the Venetians might be diſpoſed to furniſh Troops. 
This was my Order and my Offer here, but not at all reliſhed by the Miniſters 
of the Court, but ſhewn to thole, the Say Miniſter eſpecially, who were 
not pleaſed with it; and tho the Propoſal was nor reliſhed, yet they have made 
an Affair of it with the Venetian Ambaſſador, treating it as an Affront, ar- 
guing Diſtruſt and Diſretpect, not to have made it directly to them. My 
Lord Marlborough will be on Thurſday next at Mentz, toconfer with the E- 
le&or of Hanover, Count Mratiſlau, and others. This Day the Court left the 
Favorita, and to-morrow the Princeſs of Wolfenbuttel will be declared here 
the King of Spazn's Wife, but not treated as Queen yet. We have had much 
Statc-intriguing here. The Prince of Sa/ms, whom ſome here deſired to lay 
down, is like to continue our firſt Miniſter : for ſeeing the Cardinal Lamberg 
ready to take his place, he was leſs willing to yield it up, and the Cardinal is 
returned back to the Baths. They who expected to rule the roaſt, feared the 
Cardinal would be ſoon as powerful, by the Aſſiſtance of the Grand Veneur 
his Nephew, and more eſtcemed and beloved than the Prince; and therefore 
both Empreſſes, many Prieſts, and all forts of means have been uſed to ke 
the Prince from laying down.

My Lord, Neuchatel, October 15. 1707. 
IN my laſt, Iinform'd your Lordſhip of the Arrival of Ft. Colombe, Monſ. 
4 dc Puiſieulx's Secretary, ſince which he has preſented a Memorial from his 
Maſter to the three States, wherein, (as you will ſee by the inclos'd Copy) af- 
ter having tax d them very freely with Injuſtice and Partiality in their Proceed- 
ings, he demands of them three Points; and unleſs they are granted, threatens 
them not only with an Interdiction of Commerce, but even with War it ſelf. 
The three Points are, 1. That a Delay be granted ſufficient to give the French 
' Pretenders time to return hither, and purſue their Claims. 2. That the Pre- 
tenders Claims be judg'd ſeparately by a particular Sentence for each, and not 
- jointly by one ſingle Sentence for all. And, 3. That they chuſe one of the 
French for their Prince. This Memorial was read in the three States, but 
made no Impreſſion upon our Friends among them ; for after ſome Debare 
thereupon, it was carried by a Majority, that they could not change any thing 
in their former Sentences : However, Monſieur de Puiſieulæ is not diſcourag d 
by this Refuſal ; for he came hither in Perſon this Morning, in hopes his Pre- 
ſence and Threats may make them change their Reſolution ; ſo that we are like 
to be in a great Ferment here for ſome Days, if he ſtays. In the mean time, 
Count Metternich uſes all poſſible means to encourage and fortify his Party in 
their Reſolution againſt any Delay; and in order to it, we have agreed that the 
Dutch Miniſter and I ſhall preſent a joint Memorial, in anſwer to Monſieur de 
Puiſieulx, wherein we are to aſſure them of all neceſſary Protection and Suc- 
cCour, in caſe the French King ſhould attack them for chuſing the King of Praſſia 
for their Prince. As far as Threats will go, it is certain the French Ambaſſador 
will not ſpare them, but it is as certain they make little or no Impreſſion upon 
theſe People's Minds, as well from their Courage and Zeal, as from the little

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Appearance of their being put in execution. It were to be wiſh'd the French 
Court were hot headed enough to commit any Acts of Hoſtility upon this 
Occaſion in the Country ; for in that caſe, I beſieve, we might improve them 
into an open War with France, and the Proteſtant Cantons, who will cer- 
tainly ſupport us in this Affair: but there is too much reaſon to believe France 
foreſees too well the Conſequences of preſſing this Matter too far. Monſieur 
de Chamillard, who is Monſicur de Matignon's great Friend and Protector, has 
prevail'd with the French King to give leave to his Ambatlador to threaten, 
and try what Effects it will have; but if that will not do, no body believes he 
will puſh his Reſentment any further. I told your Lordſhip in my laſt, what 
Anſwer the Canton of Bearne had made to the Letter from the Council of State 
here, ſince which Soleurre has likewiſe ſent theirs ; but it is in ſuch cold Terms, 

that the French Party expects no manner of Help from that Project. I am, exe.

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what is deſired in England. I am aſſured there is an Expreſs arrived here from 
the Venetian Ambaſſador at Vienna, by which he acquaints this Republick, 

that the Emperor had ordered his chief Miniſters to let him know the great 
Diſſatisfaction he had againſt the Republick, for their having treated with the / 
Queen of Great-Britain, without any Application firſt to him, in relation to 
the placing a Garriſon of the Allies in Mantua, &c. and that the Engliſh Mi- 
niſter had declared, that the Queen did it at the Inſtance of this Government. 
They pretend here to be Extremely ſurprized at this Proceeding, having given 
no ſuch Orders to their Miniſter in England. I find they are the fame Pro- 

poſals, which your Lordſhip let me know would be ſent to Sir Philip Meadows, 
and if they were approved of at that Court, I ſhould then have Orders to pro- 
pole them here; fo that I do not believe, that Sir Philip Meadows has men- 
_ tioned this Government, but that it proceeds from the Suſpicion of that Court. 
In ſhort, the Venetian Ambaſſador has repreſented here, that the Emperor is 
extremely diſſatisfied; ſo that Il am of opinion, Monſieur Cornaro will hear of 
it. This Accident has cauſed great Diffidence and Miſtruſt towards our Court. 

I know that this is fact, and you will perceive it by Monſieur Cornaro. The 
Agent of the Duke of Savoy has made ſome Steps here, towards the ſettling 
the Title of Royal Highneſs, as alſo the Treatment as a Crown'd Head. 

The Chimerical Title of Cyprus, which is claimed here alſo, will I believe be 

ſome Obſtruction to that Affair, &c. This Republick is not ſatisfied with 
the Expedient of the Pope, and their Ambaſſador is on his way home, and will 
be here in a few days.

T HE Aſſurances your Serenity has given me, and the Inclination I find 
in this moſt ſerene Republick to contribute to our mutual Benefit and 

Advantage, encourage me to declare further the Diſpoſition of the Queen my 
Sovereign; who has had noother View in engaging in this War, but to reſtore 
the Ballance of Europe, and whoſe Allies have been convinced how neceſſary 
and indiſpenſable it was to come into ſuch Meaſures, againſt a Power, which 
aimed at nothing leſs than an Univerſal Monarchy. What has been the Suc- 
ceſs, is viſible ; what will be, is not very difficult to foreſee: I ſhall only fay, 
that the ſame Power, and Force, which has appeared hitherto, on the part of 
the Allies, will not be leſſen d till that End is obtain d. I ſhould hope this 

moſt ſerene Republick will judge it reaſonable to enter into thoſe Meaſures, 
with the Queen my Sovereign; that ſo ſne may look upon the Safety and Wel- 
fare of this State, as equal with her own ; whoſe Power to ſupport what ſne 
engages in, is not I believe to be doubted, and whoſe Inclination and Deſire 
I can aſſure your Serenity of. I do therefore, by order of the Queen my So- 
vereign, propoſe that ſuch Alliances may be made and eſtabliſhed, as will con- 
duce to thoſe Ends.

It would be v 
unfortunate, if by the not underſtanding one another well, that which is de.

rope turn, ſhould end in Words, and in Compliments. I notify therefore to 
your Serenity, the deſire Her Majeſty has, that this Moſt Serene Republick would 
unite with Her, and enter into the Grand Alliance. I hope that the Terms 
and Conditions, which I propoſe in Her Name, beſides the mutual Security 
there is in it for all, will be ſufficient to engage this State.

The Juſtice of their Cauſe has hitherto given 
them Succeſs, and this State is perhaps as much concerned as any in what may 
be the End of it. Beſides, the Apprehenſions which might have been con- 
ceived on the Addition of the M:/aneſe to the States of a Prince already formi- 
dable, are entirely removed, by that State's being declared annexed to the Mo- 
narchy of Hain. Icannot but think that it ought to be the Care and Concern 
of this State in particular, that this may remain ſo, as alſo that the Ballance of 
Power, in which Tray is ſo much concerned, ſhould be ſecured. The 
Motives propoſed, and which ſhew the true Intentions of the Queen my Sove- 
reign, are : Firſt, The Promiſes for Herſelf, and the Allies, that no Treaty 
of Peace ſhall be made without the Knowledge and Participation of this State. 
Secondly, That whenever ſuch a Treaty ſhall be fet on foot, Care ſhall 
be taken of what concerns the Intereſt and the Affairs of this State equally 
with all the other Allies. Thirdly, Subſidies ſhall be granted, and paid to 
this State for ſuch Troops as this moſt Serene Republick ſhall furniſh, in pro- 
portion to the Number of thoſe who ſhall be imployed in the Service of the 
Allies, on the ſame foot with thoſe Forces that have been paid by the Allies in 
the laſt and in this Year in Italy. Fourthly, That thoſe Troops ſhall be 
commanded by a General of this State, ſubordinate however to the Orders and

in Italy. As to what I have mentioned about Commerce, I am glad to 
find the Senate diſpoſed to enter into thoſe Conſiderations. This makes me alſo 

_ deſirous of conſidering that Affair a little more, before I make my Propoſitions, 
that ſo they may not meet with the leaſt Difficulty, when they ſhall be conſi- 


dered (as I do not doubt but they will) with a publick Spirit ; altho' they ſhould 


be of diſadvantage to ſome private Perſons, whoſe Advantages ariſe chiefly 
from Proceedings that are not over-juſt. I believe it will not now be doubted, 
but that the Queen my Sovereign ſhews ſhe is deſirous of entring into the 
ſtricteſt Alliance with this State, and I flatter myſelf that I ſhall meet with the 
fame Inclination here, which will make it neceſſary that ſome body ſhould be 
appointed to treat with me about theſe Matters, elſe I cannot fee how we 
can come to the happy Coneluſion that is defired.

As ſoon as he arrived, he began to talk in his huffing 
Stilc, by threataing not only the Deputies that were ſent from the ſeveral] 
Bodies to compliment him, but even the Judges themſelves ; whom he ſent for, 
ſeparately, and denounced his Maſter's ſevereſt Vengeance upon them and their 
Poſterity, unleſs they choſe one of the French Pretenders for their Prince. 
However, it doth not appear that his bluſtering has in the leaſt intimidated the 
People in general, or the Judges in particular. On the 17th, the Tribunal met 
according to the laſt Adjournment, but did nothing remarkable. The next 
day the French Ambaſſador went thither himſelf, and delivered a ſecond Me- 
morial; the fame, as to the ſubſtance, with the firſt, but leſs violent in the Terms, 
as your Lordſhip will ſee by the incloſed Copy of it. The Dutch Miniſter and 
I deſigned to have taken an Audience together, as ſoon as Monſ. de Puiſieulxs 
was over, to preſent our Memorial; but the Council of State, who had no mind 
we ſhopld appear there, rais'd Pifficulties about the Ceremonial with me, 
which prevented our going; ſo that we choſe to ſend our Memorial, and de- 
| fired it might be publickly read, which was accordingly done, in ſpite of the 


5 Oppoſition of the Council of State. The Reaſon why that Council was 


againſt the publick reading of it, is, becauſe we lay open ſome of the In- 

trigues of the Goyernour and the French Party, which they feared would diſ- 
credit them with the People, as it really has. It is not worth while to trouble 
your Lordfhip with the Diſputes we had about the Ceremonial. The Manner 
they propoſed to receive me in, is much leſs honourable than what is practis'd 
in all the reft of Switgerland, and tho' (to prevent any Delay, which, was what 
they ainr'd at) we did not think fit to inſiſt upon our going to Audience in 
Perſon, yet in a proper Time I will take care to have Satisfaction upon that 

Particular, before I leave the place. The next day the three Statcs took into 


Conſideration Monfieur Pxzſieul/x's Demands of a Delay, and our Oppoſi- 


tion to it, and refolv'd to proceed in the Cauſe without granting any Delay. 
When the Sentence was intimated to the French Ambaſlador, he receiy'd it 
very calmly, and ſtill continues here, waiting, as he lays, for the Return of a 
Courier he has ſent to Court for new Orders. By ſome Words which he let 
drop, there is reaſon to believe, that Court is apprehenſive the Allies deſign

Am honoured with your Lordſhip's obliging Letter of the 1 3th Auguſt, &c. 
Your Lordſhip is pleaſed to obſerve, that the Republick is not without its 
Fears with regard to the Turks; of which Iam the more ſenſible, for that ever 
ſince I came into this Country, their Embaſſadors at the Port have entertained 
continual Umbrages and Jealouſies, which could never be diſcovered to have 
any Foundation, but in their own Imaginations, which I ſuppoſe ſuggeſt to 
em, that it was prudent to apprehend a thing, that might poſſibly come to pals, 
tho there were no evident Signs of it. TI humbly conceive their preſent Fears 
have no better Grounds hitherto. But it muſt be confeſſed, that the Twrks bear 
them as little reſpect as they do good-will, and deal fo rudely with them on 
ſeveral little Occaſions, as might juſtly adminiſter Suſpicions to em, if they had 
not a long time been acquainted with the ame Uſage. Tis above a Twelve-

month ſince the Turłs ſent any Supplies of Ammunitions to their Places on the 
Venetian Fronticrs, which before were wholly unprovided of them; and their 
Stores are now ſo ſlender in Negropont, Lepanto, and elſewhere, and there are 
beſides ſo few Troops in thoſe Parts, that tis not poſſible they ſhould give 
any real Alarm. The Emperor has more reaſon to be offended at the Pro- 
ccedings of the Porte, in favouring the Hungarian Male-contents, and admit- 
ing their Deputics, to whom they have allgned the Houſe formerly belong- 
ing to the Princes of Tranſiluania: and yet the Imperialiſts do not only diſſem- 
ble it, tho it is directly contrary to the Treaty, but ſeem to live in leſs Ap- 
prehenſion than the Yenerians, who have hitherto leaſt reaſon to complain. 
We have no Alteration here ſince I had the Honour to write to your Lord- 
ſhip laſt, except a violent Perſecution of the Armenians, who had of late Years 
been perverted to the Romiſh Religion by the Feſuits ; which being the rich- 
eſt Part of that Nation, the Armenian Church loſt thereby the beſt Part of theit 
Contributions. This raiſed great Animoſities and Diſputes, and both Parties 
addreſſing themſelves to, and bribing the Miniſters of the Porte, they had their 
Turns of Favour ; ſometimes the one, and ſometimes the other being upper- 
moſt, and making a Patriarch of their reſpective Factions. In the Vizier 
 Azem's time, the old Armenians had entirely gained the Victory, multitudes 
of the new Converts having been ſome time ago lent to the Galleys, or fled for 
ſafety. Theſe laſtdays paſt a conſiderable Number of the richeſt among them, 
who had abſconded, and were either come abroad again, or lived privately in 
their own Houſes, were on a ſudden ſeized, and condemned to Death unleſs 
they would turn Turks. The firſt that renounced his Faith was a depoſed Pa- 
triarch, who had been for ſome time among the Grand Signor's Slaves in the 
lace called the Bagno, whoſe Example was immediately followed by ſeven 
of the richeſt of the Priſoners, and ſince that, by feveral others; none having 
yet laid down his Life for the Truth of the Chriſtian Religion, but one old 
Prieſt, who was beheaded two days ago. The Perſecution is yet in its height, 
ſearch being daily made after all others that ever frequented the Latin Churches. 
This Severity of taking the Subjects Lives away for Matter of Religion, is con- 
trary to the ancient Turkiſh Maxims and Practice, and it is ſaid, that to ob- 
tain the Sultan's Hatteſheriffe, or Order ſigned with his own hand, for it, it was 
falſly repreſented to him, that theſe Armenians were become Franks, and had 
withdrawn their Obedience from him, and refuſed to pay Tribute; which laſt 
Point they ſay touched him to the quick, as being exceſſively concerned for 
his Intereſt. I have already informed your Lordſhip of the Death of the fa- 
mous Aurenzebe Emperor of Mogul. The Advices from Perſia give an Ac- 
count, that three of his Sons had poſſeſſed themſelves each of a Part of his Em- 
pire, and were at war among themſelves. I have nothing more material 
to ſend, and am, & c.

My Lord, We Neufchatel, October 29. 1707. 
INCE my laſt, we have made ſo good a progreſs in our Negotiation, that 
I hope there remain now but few more Difficulties to be conquered. On 
the 24th, the three States met, according to their laſt Adjournment, in order 
to read over the whole Proceſs ; but the Lawyers of the remaining French Pre- 
tenders, made uſe of all forts of Chicane to hinder it, and ſtarted fo many In- 
cidents only to ſpend the Time, that the Court could not begin it that day : 
however, with much ado they did the next, and continued the reading it the 
day following, when the Governour (who is entirely in the French Intereſt 
to put off the Deciſion of the Buſineſs as long as he can, adjourned the Aſſembly 
to the 29th of his own Authority, and then broke it up before the three States 
could rectify that Abuſe, for it belongs to them alone to adjourn themſelves. 
However, it being done, they acquieſced in it, not thinking fit to diſpute for ſo 
{mall a Delay, but they have taken Meaſures in the mean time to prevent the 
Governor's aſſuming the like Authority for the future. In a day or two, I 
hope, they will finiſh the Proceſs and the Pleadings, and that the three States 
will give the King of Pruſſia the Inveſtiture on the 3d or 4th of November. 
I fay, I hope; becauſe tho the Tribunal ſeems to be agreed upon it, I have been 
lo often ſurpriz d by unexpected Delays in this Buſineſs, that I dare no more 
ſitively affirm, they will do all they promiſe within the time they ſet.

I Did not deſign to have made any further Application till I ſhould have re- 
| | ceived the Reſolution of the Senate on the Propoſitions already made: 
| but my hearing nothing of it, makes me conclude that ſome Difficultics may 
have been ſtarted; and having all the Zeal imaginable for the Proſperity of 
this M. S. Republick, I ſhould be glad to remove them. I think this Oppor- 

tunity ought not to be neglected, and perhaps Propoſitions of this nature may 
never be repeated. It is not without its Difficulties now. The Safety of any 
State whatever depends chiefly from its being able to defend it ſelf againſt all 
Events, and that proceeds ordinarily from the Aſſiſtance of others; and this is 
the Reaſon why Alliances are eſtabliſhed with Princes, for their mutual Secu- 
rity. The Encouragement of Commerce will produce Riches, and Troops 
well diſciplined and accuſtomed to the Service are the beſt Defence. If that be 
true, as I believe it cannot be denied, I will poſitively affirm, that by the Pro- 
_ poſitions which your Serenity has received, in the Name of the Queen my 
Sovereign, thoſe Ends are entirely anſwered, or at leaſt they may be ſo, when- 
ever this M. S. Republick will ſeriouſly and cordially embrace them. It is 
true that nothing is fo clear, that it may not meet with Objections; imaginary 
Dangers may be ſuggeſted, and a Power which has for ſo long a time given 
Laws to the greateſt Part of Europe, may be fearcd, tho' at preſent there is little 


| likelihood that this can ever happen. The Manner in which that Power has 


acted, will bea ſufficient Reaſon for the reſt of Europe not to ſuffer it any more. 
I cannot but think that this M. S. Republick has had its ſhare of it. I will 
not mention the Inſults in your Gulph, even your Ports have not been a De- 
fence for thoſe whom by your Neutrality you ought to have defended. Nor 
ſhall I take notice of the Damage which this State has received by the Meaſures 
hitherto taken. A Neutrality can do ſervice to no body, and is in its na- 
ture in the Intereſt of none; and thus in conſequence, whenever by Advan- 
tages, or by Diſcontent, any more formidable Power engages with this State, it 
is eaſily to be imagined what may reaſonably be expected, and what will be the 
_ Conſequence of ſuch a Proceeding, How diſtant ſoever theſe Accidents may 


be, yet the Wiſdom of any State whatever muſt prevent even the Poſlibility ; 


and I affirm, that if the Senate reflects, the Offers of the Queen my Sovereign 
cannot be judged, or be in any manner ſuſpected by them to have any other 
View than the Good and Benefit of this M. S. Republick. I would alſo willing- 

ly remove what has been perhaps imagined, vig. that the Allies may hearken to 
Propoſitions of Peace. I do not ſay that this is impoſſible ; but I will ſay, that 
it is not to be on other Terms than thoſe which were the Motives of this War, 
and I doubt not but they will have it in their power to make their own Terms. 
This Advantage, beſides others, will this State receive, that by concurring with 
the Queen my Sovereign, its Intereſt will be conſidered, and its Security eſta- 
bliſhed in the ſame manner with that of the Allies, which cannot be expected 
or hoped for with any Reaſon, without a Step of this nature. The Ne- 
p | 6 | ceſſity 
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ceſſity of Affairs, and the Meaſures which are taking to carry on the War with 
the utmoſt Vigour, make me deſire the Reſolutions of the Senate with the 
greateſt impatience, that ſo I may ſend Advice of it to the Queen, who expects 
it from me. As to what regards the King of Pruſſia, I know it would be 
very grateful to the Queen my Sovereign to find the Senate of her Opinion. 
I was in hopes of having an Opportunity of anſwering all Objections, and that 
is the Reaſon why J have deſired ſome Deputation, which is praftis'd ev 
where. I ſhall always wiſh for the Proſperity of this M. S. Republick, 
and I will not doubt, till I ſce the contrary, but that the proper Meaſures for 
that End will be taken.

Send your Lordſhip the Anſwer of the Senate, whereby you will ſee that 
L they have agreed to appoint one of their Nobles to treat with me, which, 
J hope, will bring Matters to ſome Concluſion, The Perſon who is appoint- 
ed is the Procurator Giuſtiniani, one of the Cinque Savii alla Mercanz:a, the 
five Sages of the Council of Trade, which Magiſtrate has the whole Direction 
of all Matters relating to Commerce. I underſtand that this was done to 
prevent the jealouſy the French Ambaſſador might have, that there was any other 
Negotiation on foot, but what related to Trade; and I am alſo perſuaded 


that it is the Intention of the Senate, and that he is to endeavour to evade as 


much as poſſible, the diſcourſing of the Propoſitions I have made, by entring 
on the Subject of Commerce. They will find themſelves diſappointed, for I 
intend to let him know that what relates to Trade will eaſily be adjuſted, in 
caſe the Senate does firſt come into thoſe Meaſures the Queen propoſes ; and 
that it is abſolutely neceſſary for Her Majeſty to know their Reſolution, before 
I can make any further Step. I ſhall not fail to uſe all the Arguments I can, 
to induce him to repreſent this Matter ſtrongly to the Senate: but I am till of 
the ſame Opinion with what I acquainted your Lordſhip with in my laſt, and 
that was then the Determination of the Conſultation in the College, where all 
Things are prepared and digeſted before they bring it into the Senate. I do 
find notwithſtanding that, when it came before the Senate, it did occaſion very 
warm Debates, and ended in this Anſwer z which is drawn up with great Pre- 
caution, and ſeems to ſhew plainly that they have no other Intentions but to 
grant ſome Things for the caſe of Trade: by which means they hope to ſa- 
tisfy, and not diſguſt the Queen, which they are very apprehenſive of doing;

FTE Propoſitions made by your Lordſhip in the name of H. M. the Queen 
of Great - Britain, are received with a particular Regard by the Senate, 

and in the ſame manner are conſidered, thoſe that were offered to them in 

your laſt Memorials of the 2oth of September paſt, and the 15th of the cur- 

rent Month. Having by the Contents of them perceived your Deſire, that 


ſome body may be appointed, to whom you might more particularly explain 


your ſelf, and as the Matter of the reciprocal and mutual Trade of both the 
Subjects requires a verbal Diſcuſſion, the Senate agrees to ſatisfy your Deſires, 
by deputing one of our Nobles, who will be appointed to ſee you, after the 
neceſſary Concerts with your Lordſhip, to hear what you would propoſe z re- 
aſſuring you in the mean while, of the Cordialneſs of our Affection, and the 
Conſideration which we ſhall always have for your worthy Perſon.

My Lord, Turin, November 26. 1707. 


Have received the Honour of your Excellency's Letter, of the 19th, and 


beg leave to thank you for the Favour you deſign me of the Queen's Picture. 

A Courier arrived here the other day from Holland, with Letters for H. 
R. H. from the Duke of Marlborough, &c. about the Operations of the next 
Campaign in general, and in particular, in relation to the Troops we are to have 
here, which will be about 20,000 Men leſs than the laſt Year z the Landgrave 
of Heſſe not being to bepreyail'd with to let us keep his Troops another Year. 
However, if all do their Duty, we ſhall ſtill have an Army of 45,000 Men, 
vrhich will do our Buſineſs. This Army is to be reckoned at 20,000 Imperialiſts, 
sooo Pruſſians, 3000 Saxons, and 15,000 Piedmontois: but I fear the firſt 


and the laſt will fall very much ſhort. The Imperial Regiments are all very 


weak, and I do not ſee what Meaſures are taken about the Recruits; and as for 


H. R. H. if he brings gooo Men into the Field, that will be the outſide : fo 1 
fear that our 45,000 Men will not be much above 30,000 Men, and we can- 


not pretend to make an offenſive War here, with leſs than 40,000 Men. H. 
R. H. does deſign to ſend one of his Officers to Vienna, with Prince Eugene, 

to ſettle every thing with that Court, in relation to the neceſſary Funds, &c. 
for the Army. This is certainly right: but H. R. H. pretends to make ſo great 


a Reform, that J fear he will do little or nothing; and to be free with your ; 


Excellency, I ſee very little Probability of doing any thing in theſe Parts, the 
next Campaign : if I may be allowed to draw Conſequences from H. R. H's 
Diſcourſes, from thoſe who are the neareſt to his Perſon, and from the Indo- 


lence I ſee in every body here, I believe H. R. H. will not go into the Field; 


and, farther, he would not be ſorry to ſee. the War at an end here. This is my 
Opinion of Matters at preſent : but it is what I do not venture to ſay to any 
body beſides your Excellency, who I am perſuaded will forgive me, ſhould 
I be out in my Judgment, as I wiſh I may be; but I fear I am not. I vill take 


the firſt Opportunity to make your Excellency's Compliments to H. R. H. upon 
the good way his Affairs are in at the Court of Vienna. The Emperor has or- 


dered Commiſſaries to be appointed to ſettle the Equivalent forthe Vigevenaſco, 
for which H. R. H. has - choſen the Count de Vernon, and Mr. de Melerade.

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He was ſeized in the Suburbs with his Papers; but Ican't find, notwithſtanding 
T have had ſome Curioſity about it, that any conſiderable Matter was detected. 
Prince Lamberg was (ent privately to him by the Emperor, in order to diſcover 
what might be moſt worth learning, but to little purpoſe. We have met 
with Rubs and Difficulties in the Duke of Savoy's Aﬀairs, ſince my laſt, and 
the other day a certain Comte Melgi, with a Deputy from Vigevano, arrived 
here from Milan, pretending to make a Compliment only to the Emperor, 
in the name of that Dutchy, and to thank H. I. Majeſty, for his having by his 
Arms reſtored the Dutchy to the Houſe of Auſtria. But the real Deſign has been 
| diſcovered, which was to make vigorous Remonſtrances to the Emperor, in 
the name of the State of Milan, touching the diſmembring of that Dutchy, 
in favour of H. R. H. the Duke of Savoy. Theſe Men were introduced to 
their Audience of the Emperor by the Marquis de/ Vaſto, the King of Spain's 
Ambaſſador, it is thought without the Order or Knowledge of that King. Not- 
withſtanding this, Count Tarini thinks that his Maſter will ſoon receive the In- 
veſtiture of what he claims by Treaties in the Mz/aneſe, as well as of the Mont- 
fᷓfferrat. It is thought that Count Mratiſlaw is now at Hanover, and he will 
take Dreſden and Breſlaw in his way hither, where the Emperor's Commiſ- 
Goners are at work in good carncſt, to put the Convention in execution. Some 
ſapy, it is to be feared that the Swede will enlarge his Demands.

M y Lord, | Venice, December 2. 1707. 
12 met the Procurator Giuſtiniani at St. George's Convent, that being 
4 thought the moſt proper Place; where after a great many Compliments, and 
great Profeſſions from the Republick to the Queen, he let me know, that he 
was appointed by the Senate to hear what I had further to propoſe, and what 
I had in relation to Trade, &c. I repeated to him the ſame Propoſitions which 
I had made in the College, and Iexplained to him ſeveral Particulars z as that 
the Queen and the Allies were willing to grant Subſidies, on the ſame foot they 
had done to the auxiliary Troops in 1taly, and would employ their Men in 
their Service, 10,000 Men, or more, if the Republick could ſpare them. He 
deſired to know whether I ſpoke in the name of the Allies, or only in the 
Queen's : for he obſerved that in the firſt Memorial, I mentioned the Allies, 
but in the laſt, I only named the Queen. TI owned, it might poſlibly be o ; 
but that the Invitation was from the Queen, as by the Grand Alliance every 
Prince had power to invite any other State or Potentate, and that the Queen 
did, and would engage for the Allies, in caſe the Republick would come into 
thote Meaſures with her. I believe his meaning was, that the making of any 
particular Alliance with the Queen, would not engage them into a Declaration 
againſt France, which it ſeems was their Deſire. He took notice that theſe 
Troops, tho' they were to be commanded by a General of their own, yet they 
were to be under the Direction of the Duke of Savoy, or the Commander in 
chief of the Allies in Italy. He asked whether there were any Engliſh Forces 
to come for Italy, as alſo a General; and he named my Lord Peterborough. I 
told him, that J could not ſay there was any ſuch Intention. I was ſurprized 
at this Queſtion, tho your Lordſhip may know the Reaſon. He alſo took no- 
tice of Mantua, as a Matter that could not but concern them, as alſo of what 
they had ſuffered, which it was reaſonable ſhould be conſidered: but he often 
mention'd, that he had exceeded his Commiſſion, and faid that he was to report 
only what I had to offer. I told him that I thought, that what I had ſaid al- 
rcady, was a ſufficient Inducement for the Republick ro accept the Offers of 
the Queen, conſidering the Situation of Affairs in Europe. That till I ſaw a 
cal Diſpoſition in the Senate, I could ſay no more, but only that they might 
be aſlured, that, in caſe they would come into the Alliance, the Queen would 
do whatever was in her power to do for the Security of their Intereſt : but 
without that, there could be no Pretence or Colour for her Majeſty to 22

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herſelf, whatever did happen. After all the Arguments J had made uſe of, or 
could think of, I did not omit ſhewing him that this was the laſt Opportunity, 
I thought, the Republick could have of making the Figure they were deſirous of 
making. That he might alſo imagine, that at a Treaty of Peace, it would be 
ſaid, that they had ſhewed ſo little Concern during the War, that it was not 
neceſſary they ſhould be concerned in ſuch a Treaty, and I left him tojudge, 
whether that would be tor their Intereſt. He took notice that one of the 
Propoſitions was, that no Treaty of Peace ſhould be made without their No- 
tice and Participation, and the word Conſent was not there. I agreed it was 
ſo, but that I underſtood that thoſe Words meant a general Conſent. He asked 
me whether I thought the Peace was near, for he had heard that France had 
made Propoſals in Holland. I told him, I could not tell but it might be ſo, 
but that I ſaw no other Diſpoſition in England, but for the carrying on the 
War with the utmoſt Vigour. He owned that Monſicur Cornaro writ the ſame 
thing, and that your Lordſhip had ſhewed him one of my Letters, whercin I 
acquaint you, that I thought the Republick would continue till in their Neu- 
trality. I told him he might then ſee that in England we kept nothing from 
their Ambaſſador, and that by the Delay, and the Senate's not making an An- 
ſwer to what I propoſed, I could not but judge that to be their Intention. That 
as I wiſhed well to this State, I hoped I ſhould find my ſelf deceived. He ex- 
cuſed the Delay, upon the Abſence of the Senators in the laſt Month. He 
asked me whether I had any thing further to ſay, in relation to the King of 
Pruſſia, giving him the Title of Elector of Brandenbourg. I told him that 1 
thought 1 had ſaid all that was neceſſary on ſuch a Subject. Then he would 
have begun about Trade; but I told him that depended ſo much on the Mea- 
ſures the Republick would take, and that in calc they were ſuch as the Queen 
did deſire, that matter would eaſily be adjuſted. That it was neeeſſary for me 
to know firſt their Reſolution, We did nevertheleſs diſcourſe in general about 
Trade, and I found he thought that if our Merchants were obliged to load their 
Oil from hence, it might be for the mutual Good, which ſome Merchants F 
have talked with are of opinion will be for our Intereſt. He mentioned the 
Four per Cent. Duty on their Currans in Yenetian Ships, which was an Impo- 
ſition laid on in England, ſome few Years ago. I told him all theſe things 
would have a proper time to be conſidered. That I would think of putting what 
I propoſed in writing, but hoped to hear from him the Reſolution of the Senate 
on what was of much more Conſequence, or in caſe they had any thing to pro- 
poſe to that end, I was ready to receive it. He aſſured me, that he would faith- 
fully report what J had ſaid, and that he would let me know, when he could 
meet me. He asked me how long I thought of ſtaying here, which I ſaid I 
could not tell, for that depended on the Meaſures that would be taken here. 
The Conference laſted about two Hours, and all I can make of it, was to be 
informed, and to find out whether I had any Orders about the re-eſtabliſhing 
the Duke of Mantua, or tending to remove the German Garriſon thence ; as 
alſo if there were ſome Projects on foot, for the joining the Venetian Troops 
to the Engliſh, under a General of the Queen, in order, as I ſuppoſe they mean 
here, to preſerve the Ballance of Power in Italy; for by his Queſtions, they 
muſt have ſome ſuch meaning. I cannot tell whether any thing of this na- 
ture has been propoſed to your Lordſhip. I do not know what Meaſures the 
Queen would keep with this State, elſe the ſhewing them how they will be en- 
tirely abandon'd, is the only way to bring them to reaſon. I forgot to tell 
you, that he took notice how unuſual any Deputation of this kind was, as 
alſo that the Senate had made that Diſtinction of appointing one of the higheſt 
Rank in their Government. I believe they do not well know what todo, and 
| how to get rid of the Germans; and as there is a Diſcourſe of a Treaty of Par- 
tition, which I ſuppoſe there is no ground for, they are under many Difficulties. 
I have been the more particular, that ſo your Lordſhip may judge of the Me- 
thods here. All that has paſſed muſt be laid before the Senate, and then I 
may hear of them again. I do know that the Venetian Ambaſſador at 
Vienna, has writ to this State, that a Great Miniſter there told him, that the

Emperor and his Miniſters have reaſon to be jealous of the Engliſh and Datch. 
That they impoſed what Laws they pleaſed on the Emperor, but thathe was 
now reſolved to do what was moſt for his Intereſt, and to that end there was 
a ſecret Negotiation on foot between him and France. This he mentioned 
under the greateſt Aſſurance of Secrecy. I can aflure your Lordſhip that he 
has writ this, but I know that they often impoſe upon him at that Court. I 
thought it proper to give you this Notice, that ſo you may judge by other 
Ways, whether it is probable : but I muſt deſire you, for the Reaſon formerly 
mentioned, not to take notice of it to Monſieur Cornaro. I muſt confeſs 

that I ſhall have my Suſpicions, in caſe Prince Eugene does not go to Spain 
for know ſo much, that at Vienna they had rather abandon ain than Naples 
and Sicily : neither do I find that they make much haſte in tending the Queen 
of Hpain thither. I hear they have ſeied there Count Comag zi, and all his 
Papers. He is a Subject of the Duke of Mantua, but in the Service of the 
Emperor. He has been here, on pretence of his own private Affairs; but he 

has been negotiating witn the Duke. On the day of my Entry, when every 
body was admitted into my Houle, he made me a Compliment, and would 
have enter'd into that Affair: but as I could nor tell what Conſtruction he 
might have made, ſo I turned the Diſcourſe. His Proceedings have given great 
Jealouſy to the Miniſters of the Duke of Savoy, which may poſlibly be the 
reaſon of his Confinement at his Return. I have juſt now had a Com- 
plaint from the College, of the Proceedings of the Heſſians in this State, which 
I have incloſed. I ſhall do all I can in it: but I am informed that the General 
is with the Horſe in the Tyro/, and that the Foot are marching as faſt as they 


can out of Italy, to their own Country. I have the Honour of your

The Meſſage from the College, ſent the 24 of December 1707, contained 
in Subſtance, That in September of 1706, the Heſſians had a diſadvantageous 
Rencounter with the French, in the Country of Medola, and were obliged 

to abandon part of their Baggage, and that it was then without any Founda= 

tion alledged that the Venetian Subjects of Poggolingo had profited by this, 
and were obliged to make Reſtitution and Satisfaction. When our General in 
the Terra Firma had thought he had by ſtrong Reaſons convinced them of the 
contrary, we have now underſtood, that a Colonel of the Grenadiers had, by 
order of the General Spiegel, called before him the Syndic of Pozzolings, 
under the pretence of not only obliging him to the Reſtitution of the Spoils, 
but alſo with Threats to invade the neighbouring Country. Among the many 

Reaſons, they ſay that a few Hours after the Action ſeveral French Squadrons 

came into Pozzolmgo, and ſcarched diligently all the Houſes, & c. and took 
even many Things from the poor Country-People themſelves. That it is not 

to be imagined that the French, who were there for ſeveral Months after, 
would leave any thing of their Enemies in the hands of the People. They 
deſire therefore that his Excellency would by his Credit remove theſe Com- 
plaints, by turning the ſaid General and his Troops from ſuch unjuſt Deſigns, 
that fo they might not be obliged to make uſe of Force in the Defence of their 

Subjects; which would be the more diſpleaſing to them, becauſe theſe Troops 

are in the Pay of Her Britannick Majeſty, for whom the Publick has ſo great a

II is ſome time ſince I had the Honour of writing to your Lordſhip, having 
had nothing further, till now, to acquaint you with from Newfchatel, un- 
leſs I ſhould trouble you with an Account of Ceremonies. The Embaſly from 
| Bearne came whilſt I was at Neufchatel, to acknowledge the King of Pruſſia, 


and to compliment Count Metternich, who received them with great Civility, 
and regaled them very ſplendidly. The French continuing till to * that 
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Country with an Invaſion, and a good number of Troops being actually arrived 
in Franche Comte to take their Winter- quarters, Count Metternich thought it 
neceſſary to put the Country in the beſt Poſture of Defence he could; and there- 
fore has form'd a Regiment of 1200 Men drawn out of the Militia, with ex- 
perienc d Officers at the head of them, which he is ſending to the Frontiers to 
guard the Paſſages. But becauſe their chief Support muſt come from the Can- 
ton of Bearne ; before their Ambaſſadors left Neufchatel, he demanded three 
Points of their Maſters in a Memorial, which has been ſince under Deliberation 
here. 1. That the Canton of Bearne would give him 200 Men to ſend upon 
the Frontiers, which may ſerve as Safe-Guards to the Country, and as a pub- 
lick Declaration, that they take it under their Protection. 2. That they give 
Orders to their Militia Troops in the Neighbourhood, to march without delay 
to the Succour of Neufehatel, whenever they ſhall ſee their Beacons fired. 
And, 3. That when theſe Diſpoſitions are made and executed, the Canton 
would ſend a Deputation to Mr. de Puiſieulx, to know whether the French 
King is willing, that the Country of Neufehatel ſhall remain in Neutrality 
with him, or not, and obtain a definitive Anſwer thereupon.  Thele 
three Points being expreſſly contain d in the Alliances and Treaty of Conbour- - 
ſoiſie, between Bearne and Neufchatel. This Canton has complied with 
them, in ſpight of the Endeavours of the French Party to the contrary, and 
has agreed to aſſemble a Diet of the Proteſtant Cantons. to be held the 11th 
Inſtant, in order to take proper Meaſures for the further Security of Neuf- 
chatel, and the Peace of Switzerland. The two Villages of Creſſier and 
Landeron, inhabited by about 1 50 Roman Catholicks, who were unwilling to 
take the Oath of Fidelity to his Pruſſian Majeſty, have been forc'd to ſubmit 
to a Body of 500 Militia, which Count Metternich ſent to thoſe two Places, 
and have ſince taken the Oath required of them. I return yourExcellency 
my moſt humble Thanks, forthe Honour of your Letter of the 19th paſt, and 
. . wiſh you all ſort of Succeſs in your Negotiations. The Meaſures that we 
have engaged the Canton of Bearne in, for the Security of Neufehatel, will 
probably produce a Treaty of Neutrality between it and France, which tho 1 
think the Allies ought not to preſs, yet it cannot be ayoided, eſpecially ſince 
the King of Pruſſia deſires it fo earneſtly.

1 of my Letters, the laſt of the 28th of October, N. S. I am very glad the 
Queen approves of what I have done, We have had of late ſo much ill News, that 
I did not think fit to make any further Step, to bring this State to a poſitiye 
Anſwer, fo that all things ſtand as they did when I writ laſt. I find they are here 
deſirous of ſeeing the Opening of the Parliament, that fo they may judge 
whether their Advices from France, &c. be true, and your Lordſhip cannot 
imagine what Notions they have, that the Allies are a going to break, and 
that ſeveral of them are a making Terms with France, &c. They write 
from Naples, that a thouſand Foot were imbarked there, under the 8 
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of General I/ettel, and that it is thought they are deſigned for ſeveral Ports 
on the Coaſt of Tuſcany, that belong to Spain. Mr. Dilks is arrived at Leg- 
horn with our Squadron, and they ſay he will ſoon fail for Catalonia. I hear 
that Count Cifuentes is on board our Flect, and he is declared Viceroy of 
Sardinia, ſo that it is poſſible that theſe Troops are deſigned for that Place. I 
am glad they think of doing ſomething, and that they do not leave their 
Troops idle at Naples. They have began there to ſell the Eſtate of the Prince 
of Santo Buono, who is King Philip's Ambaſlador here, and whoſe Eſtate is 
very conſiderable. They ſell alſo that of the Duke of Atri, who defended 
Peſcara, and ho is come to Nome, on his Way to France. I do not trouble 
you with ſeveral Memorials of mall moment, and the Anſwers I teceive in 
relation to particular Ships, and the Concerns of the Merchants, in which I find | 
the Republick very ready to do what I deſire. We have had lately here the 
| Rain-Galley from Briſtol. As ſoon as the Seamen heard that the Ship was 
bound for London, they deſerted her; and the reaſon they gave was, that as ſoon = 


as they ſhould be arrived there, they ſhould be preſs d into the Queen's Service. 


As many as I could get to me, I prevailed with to return to their Ship; but 
ten of them made their Eſcape, before I could get them taken up by the Form 
of the Government, and they are gone to Leghorn. I have writto the Con- 
ſul there, and deſired him to put them on board ſome of the Men of War, as 
ſoon as he finds them. Had I not prevailed with the reſt, the Ship muſt have 
loſt its Voyage: but now by the help of ſome Yenetians, ſhe may get home.

THE Reſolutions which I inform'd your Lordſhip were taken by this Can- 
ton, for the Support and Defence of Neufchatel, have been ſince put 
in Execution. The 200 Men to be poſted upon the Frontiers are march'd thi- 
ther. Orders are given to ſeveral Regiments to march to the Suecour of Neu- 
chatel, whenever they ſhall ſee the Signals of that Country on fire, and the 
Deputies of the Proteſtant Cantons are to meet to-morrow at a place called 
Langenthal, aboutten Leagues off, to concert Meaſures for the further Secu- 
rity of that Country. It is ſuppos d they will agree to ſend a Deputation about 
that Buſineſs from thence, to the French Ambaſſador, which will begin a Ne- 
gotiation that will probably end in a Neutrality between France, and the 
County of Neufchatel. It does not appear that France has any Deſign of 
- committing Hoſtilitics.againſt it for many Reaſons ; but if it had, the great 
Quantity of Snow that has fallen, has made it almoſt impracticable, tho there 
were never ſo great an Inclination to it. Io Days ago arrived here,

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three Deputies from Newfchatel, to return the Compliment this Canton made 
Count Metternich, by the ſolemn Deputation it ſent thither. Yeſterday they 
had their Audience, and to- day they ſet out with the Bearne Deputies, to be 
preſent at the Deliberations of the Diet.

Have had another Conference with the Procurator Giuſtiniani, who told 
me that the Senate had received, with great Eſteem, the Invitation of her 


| Majeſty into the Grand Alliance, and the good Diſpoſition I had expreſſed, in 


her Name, towards this Republick. That they had conſidered that matter 
fully ; and that he had three Points to impart to me. 1. That the Propoſi- 
tions were general. 2. That they did not know the Intention of the reſt of 
the Allies; and laſtly, that the Deſigns of the Turks againſt this State, parti- 
cularly the Morea, appeared every day more, by the Advices they had received. 
That he left it to my Prudence to repreſent this to her Majeſty, and hoped it 
_ would have its due Weight, when ſhe reflected on the Difficulty they were un- 
der. He then enlarged farther, by ſhewing that the firſt Propoſition was, that 
no Treaty of Peace ſhould be made without their Participation, and that their 
"Intereſt was to be conſidered upon the ſame foot, with the reſt of the Allies; 
that theſe Things were general, and nothing was mentioned in particular, as to 
this State. That as to the ſecond, they had ſome reaſon to think that Matter 
was not very clear, by the Propoſitions the Queen's Miniſter had made at Vienna, 
and the Reception it met with. That as to the laſt, beſides their own Advices, 
their Ambaſſador at that Court had ſent them a Copy of a Letter, which the 
Queen's Envoy had received from Con/tantznople, and had imparted to him, 
which ſhews that their Suſpicions were not ill-grounded. This was what he 
was directed by the Senate to acquaint me with. I returned him his Com- 
pliments, ſhe wing him alſo that I thought the Senate could not but be convinced 
that the Intentions of the Queen were very ſincere, and that ſhe could have no 
other Deſign by the Propoſals I had made in her Name, but what would cer- 
tainly conduce to their Intereſt and Advantage. That 1 expected, upon what 
I had faid to him the laſt time, to have found that they would have thought 
it ſo; but that I would till endeavour to ſhew him that the Queen had gone 
great way. That the Propoſitions were not, when conſidered with a Di- 
poſition of coming into ſuch Meaſures, ſo general as I found they did feem to 
the Senate. That in them there was included a mutual Defence of each other, 
with all the Advantages that an Alliance fo extenſive, in which the greateſt 
Part of Europe is concerned, can produce; which is to ſubſiſt not only du- 
ring this preſent War, but alſo whenever there is a Peace. That whenever 
that did happen, this State would have an equal ſhare in adjuſting the Condi- 
tions, with an Aſſurance, that in whatever related to their particular Intereſt, 
care ſhould be taken to their Satisfaction. That I had the laſt time explained 
further to him, that the Queen would look upon that Matter as her own, and 
would conſider it as ſuch. That as I had, ſo I did again deſire to know, what 
were thoſe Advantages in particular to this State, they ſeemed to expect, that 
ſo Endeavours might be uſed to accommodate them; having already affured 
him, that whatever was in the Queen's power, ſhe was ready todo. That as 
to the ſecond, I had alſo acquainted him, that I made thoſe Propoſitions, not 
only in the Queen's Name, but al ſo in that of the Allies, which the Queen did 
promiſe to engage for. That what had paſſed at Y7enna, ſhewed plainly that 
' ſhe had what related to Mantua in her Thoughts, if that was what this State 
deſired. How it was received there, might poſſibly be occaſioned from an opi- 
nion they have, that there is no Diſpoſition here, of coming into Meaſures 
with the Allies That as to the laſt, in relation to the Turks, I believed I had 
as freſh Advices from our Ambaſlador there as any had come, my Letters being 
of the 27th of Octaber laſt ; which was an Anſwer to what | deſired to know, 
whether the Turks had any Deſign of invading the Morea, or any part

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belonging to this State, or what grounds there were to believe it. To which the 
_ Engliſh Ambaſſador writcs, that their Ambaſſador had, ever ſince he was in 
that Country, entertained great Umbrages, and Jealouſies; but that it did not 
appear to him that their preſent Fears had any Grounds : that it was above a 
twelve Month, ſince the Turks tent any Supplies of Ammunition to their Places 
on the Venetian Frontiers, which before were wholly unprovided ; and their 
Stores are now ſo {lender in Negroponte and Lepanto, and elſewhere, beſides 
there are ſo few Troops in thoſe Parts, that it is not poſſible they ſhould give 
any real Alarm. That if he pleaſed I would fend him a Copy of my Letter, 
which I believed was of a later Date, than what he mentioned. That if it 
was otherwiſe, I could not but think it would be a means to prevent any De- 
| ſign of that fort, when the Turks once knew that this Republick was engaged 
in an Alliance with the Queen. That her Mediation has had, on ſeveral Occa- 
lions, a good Effect, and I was perſuaded it would ſtill have. That tome it 
did ſcem, by what he has been directed to acquaint me with, that there was 
no real Dilpoſition in the Senate, almoſt on any Terms; elſe I ſhould have 
thought to have heard ſome Propoſitions from them, which was my View in 
having theſe Conferences, that, by treating, we might have come to a right 
_ Underflanding. I found he was now more reſtrain d in his Commiſſion ; and 
upon my ſay ing ſo, he ſaid that he had no Power to treat. That he could wiſh 
I could ſce the Report he had made of the laſt Conference, and that then I 
ſhould be ſatisfied he had done his part. That there had been ſeveral long De- 
bates, and, by what fell from him, there were a great many Senators for coming 
into thoſe Meaſures, and then he repeated to me again, the three Points; and 
this was all he was directed to ſay. When I found that, I told him that what 
I ſhould further ſay, would be as from my ſelf, and deſired that he would do 
the ſame thing; and that I wiſhed this State ſo well, that I was ſorry to find their 
Meaſures quite otherwiſe than I had imagin'd. We diſcourſed afterwards for 
above an Hour, and, as cautious as he was, I perceived they have Views and 
Notions different from what we ſhall ever think our Intereſt, and I am apt to 
_ think that they were in hopes I might have had ſome Inſtructions tending to a 
Peace; as ſome Treaty of Partition, a Neutrality in Italy, the re-eſtabliſhing 
of the Duke of Mantua, the Duke of Anjou's having Naples and Sicily, the 
Retreat of the Germans out of Italy, &c. But all the Steps which I have made, 
and the Queen's Speech, and the Addreſſes of the Houſe of Commons, con- 
firming what I have all along told them, their ſole endeavours are now to get 
out of this Matter without diſobliging the Queen. I found that Monſieur 
Ciuſtiniani was for entring upon the Treaty of Commerce, and ſaid that it 
was what Monſieur Cornaro had often mentioned. I told him it was very 
true, that the two Points I had propoſed in the College, were an Alliance 
anda Treaty of Commerce; but that I did not take the latter to be of that 
conſequence. Your Lordſhip knows a very good Reaſon, why I cannot pro- 
cecd if I thought it proper, having as yet no Inſtructions. After all this 
Diſcourſe, he ſaid that he was directed to let me know that the Senate had all 
the deſire imaginable, to concur with the Queen in relation to the King of 
Pruſſia, and that they had it under their Conſideration, and would acquaint 
me with what they ſhould reſolve. We parted with that Agreement, that 
whenever he had any Directions from the Senate, he would impart them tome, 
as I would my Directions to him. I do not doubt but they ſend Directions 
to Mr. Cornaro, by this Poſt. I have been the more particular, that ſo 
your Lordſhip may underſtand the better, what he is directed to fay : but Ido 
know that there is nothing to be done, they being come to a Reſolution of 
not entering into the Alliance, on any account.

i Before it broke up, a Deputation was ſent to the French Ambaſſador at 
Soleurre, with a Repreſentation containing in Subltance, That the Evangelick 
Cantons were very ſorry to find that the King of France continu'd not only 
ill atisfied with the Deciſion of the Affair of Newfchatel, but that he ſeemed 
reſolved to puniſh the County for the Sentence lately given by the Tribunal 
there, whoſe Sovereignty he had himſelf acknowledg'd : That the Canton of 
Berne, by virtue of its Alliance of Conbourgeoiſie with Neufchatel, was 
_ obliged to aſliſt it in caſe of Neceſſity, and that Neufehatel having been ac- 
knowledged for above three Ages to be a part of Switzerland, and particularly 
by France in the Treaty of 1663, the Peace of that Country could not be 
troubled without diſturbing that of all the Hel vetick Body; That therefore they 
hoped his Majeſty would be pleas d to take off the late Interdiction of Com- 
merce between France and the Counties of Neufchatel and Valengin, and 
| let them remain in Peace, without which they were apprehenſive, that great 
Troubles would ariſe in Switzerland. To which the Ambaſſador replied, That

has abundantly ſupplied. The whole is commanded by Major General Tſchar- 
ner a Bernois, who lately quitted the Dutch Service, and has the Reputa- 
tion of a good Officer. He is accompanied by two Deputies, like thoſe of the 
States-General, who are to aſſiſt at all the Deliberations of the Council of War, 
ſo that our little Army ſeems to be as compleat and good as Militia Troops 
can be. Mr. de Puiſieulx got the Diet called by his Credit with Burgo- 
maſter Eſcher of Zurich, who ſurpriz'd this Canton in the Buſineſs, and con- 
voked it againſt our Will and Deſign.

N my laſt, I gave your Lordſhip an account, that the Diet of Baden was 
taken up with forming ſeveral Projects of a Neutrality, ſince which it has 
made ſuch Steps towards one, as will probably bring it about. The Catholick 
and Proteſtant Deputies after long Debates, have at laſt unanimouſly agreed 
upon a Repreſentation to Mr. de Puiſieulx upon that Buſineſs; wherein the 
former would fain have inſerted a Clauſe to fave the Rights of the French Pre- 
' tenders: but finding the latter perſiſted to oppole it, as a Matter that did no 
way fall under their Cognizance, they at laſt contented themſelves with in- 
ſerting a Reſerve of every body's Right, declaring that by this Neutrality they 
did not pretend to give or take any right to or from any Pretender, but to leave 
each Perſon's Claim in the State they found it at preſent, and only provide for 
the Peace and Security of the Country, till the General Peace might ſettle it 
upon a ſure foot. This Repreſentation was made to the French Ambaſſador, 
who by his Anſwer ſeems to deſire the Neutrality more than we do; for tho” 
he tells them that he had no Orders to negotiate with them, upon any other 
head, than that of the Sequeſtration, yet ſince their Propoſition was agreed to 
by all the Deputies in general, he would fend it to Conrt, when they ſhould 
let him know what Aſſurances they pretended to offer his Majeſty, for the exact 
Obſervation of Neutrality, as alſo for that of the Treaty of a perpetual Peace, 
and of the Neutrality for Suiſſerland, made in 1702. Io encourage this 
Canton to proceed with more Vigour, I have given them a Memorial, upon 
my late Orders from her Majeſty, to offer them Aſſiſtance, in caſe Neufchatet 
were attack d, which has been read in the General Council, and I hear has pro- 
duc'd a good Effet.  Whenthis Repreſentation drawn up at the Diet, 
and made to the French Ambaſſador, came to be conſidered here, it was not 
approved of, becauſe they ask the Neutrality of the French King, as a Matter 
of Favour, and not of Right, which if ſo, he may revoke at pleaſure ; there- 
fore they have ſent Orders to their Deputics two days ago, abſolutely. to inſiſt 
upon Neufchatel's being declared a part of the Helvetic Body, and as ſuch to 
be intitled to the Neutrality the reſt enjoys, by virtue of the perpetual Alliance 
with France, renewed in 1663. and of the Treaty of Neutrality made in 1702.

INCE my laſt, this Canten has writ circular Letters to all the others, 
J about the Alterations they think neceſſary to be made in the Project of 
Neutrality for Neufehatel; wherein they (et forth the Reaſons upon which 
they ground their Demand, and defire they would all inſtruct the Deputies they 
ſhall ſend tothe next Diet, to concur with them in thoſe Points. This Canton 
has likewiſe writ to the French Ambaſſador upon the fame Subject, who yeſter- 
day ſent them an Anſwer, wherein he tells them, he had ſent to Court their 
ws as it was deliver d to him by the Deputies, before this Canton thought 


. fit 
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fit todemand, that thoſe Alterations might be made ; that he would likewiſe 
inform his Maſter of theſe new Demands ; but that he believ'd neither he, nor 
the Catholick Cantons would agree to them, eſpecially to that Article, where- 
in they inſiſt, that Neufehatel ſhould be acknowledged to be part of Suiſſer- 
land. In this Uncertainty, we cannot tell when this Affair will be ended. 
Some think the next Diet will find ſo many Difficulties in adjuſting a Treaty, 
that they will content themſelves with a publick Declaration from the French 
King, and the King of Pruſſia, wherein each ſhall promiſe to forbear all Acts 
of Hoſtility between Franche Comte and Neufchtael, during the preſent War, 
of which Declarations the Cantons ſhall be mutually Guarantees. Others think 
the French Court will leave Things in the State they are, till next Winter, 
without attacking Nenfchatel, or giving any Aſſurances not to do it, in hopes 
this Canton growing weary of maintaining their 4000 Men in that Country 
will recall them, in the mean while, and will hardly be brought to ſend them 
thither a ſecond time, only by way of Precaution : which if they do not, the 
French think they may take their Opportunity of ſeizing Neufchatel next 
Winter, when there ſhall be no Berne Troops to defend it, and either keep it 
_ or (ſequeſter it into the hands of the Cantons, as they ſhall think fit. Or if this 
Canton ſhould not recall their Troops during the Campaign, the French think 
Berne will not attack them firſt; ſo they reckon they run no hazard on that 
| fide, and therefore need keep no Troops on the Frontiers to oppoſe them: and 
by this way of reaſoning, they conclude they are Maſters of their own time, 
to ſettle a Neutrality, or not, as the Poſture of their Affairs may require. How- 
ever, this is all Conjecture, for till the next Diet is over, we ſhall not know 
| What arc the Intentions of the French, nor conſequently what further Meaſures 
may be proper to be taken on our fide.

OINCE my laſt, this Canton has Anſwers from all the others to the cir- 
| cular Letters, which I inform'd your Lordſhip had been written to them 
from hence, about the Alterations that Berne deſires may be made in the Pro- 
ject of Neutrality for Neufehatel; wherein moſt of them adviſe this Canton 

to agree to the Project, as it was deliver'd to Mr. Puiſieulx, without inſiſting 
any longer upon thoſe Alterations : and the rather, becauſe the French Am- 
baſſador has given to underſtand, that the King his Mafter has agreed to, and 
approv'd of the Project ſo drawn up; which News is likewiſe confirm'd by 


Letters from Paris, to ſeveral Perſons here, and in other Parts of Suiſſerlanl. 


This Canton has indeed, ſince my laſt, written to the French Ambaſſador to 
let him know they were ſurpriz d to hear, he had ſent their Deputies Project to 
Court, ſince it was only communicated to him by way of Advice and Infor- 
mation, under the Correction and Approbation of their Sovereigns and Supe- 
riours; which having not been approv'dof by them, was conſequently null and 
void: That the Council here thought the Alterations made in the Project, ne- 
ceſſary and eſſential to the Peace and Security of Neufchatel, and therefore 
could not depart from them, but begg'd of him to employ his good Offices to- 
wards diſpoſing the King his Maſter to agree to them. However, Berne having 
reaſon to judge by the Anſwers the other Cantons have ſince made to their Let- 
ters, that they are like to be left almoſt alone, and that they ſhall gain no more 

upon the other Cantons in the next Diet, than they did in the laſt ; yeſterday 
the great Council conſider d what further Meaſures were proper for them to 
take in this Buſineſs, and what Inſtructions they ſhould give to their Deputies, 
that are to go to this ſecond Diet: in order to which, two Points were propos d; 
1. That they ſhould ſend to Count Metternich, to know his Sentiments about 
the Project, and what Terms of Neutrality he was willing to agree to: and, 
2. That they ſhould know of him, what the King of Pruſſia and his Allies 
intended to do, towards re-imburſing them the Charges they had already been 
at, in maintaining the 4000 Men in Newfchatel, and towards maintaining _ 
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for the future, in caſe the Neutrality ſhould not ſoon be ſettled. The firſt of 
theſe Points was paſt and agreed to, and their Deputies have Orders at Neuf 
chatel, to confer with Count Metternich about it, but no Reſolution was taken 
upon the ſecond Point, which both Parties agreed to wave, tho' for different 
Reaſons. Upon the whole, we muſt ſtay to fee what Inſtructions will be given 
to their Deputies, before we can judge what End this Affair will have. I 
am, Cc.

H E Diet which was appointed to meet on the 11th Inſtant, has been coun- 
termanded ſince my laſt, and put off to an indefinite time, upon the Re- 
fulal of ſome of the Catholick Cantons to ſend their Deputies to it. The 
Pretence of their Refuſal, 1s raken from their general Meetings, which happen 
to be juſt at the ſame time, and will not give them leave to attend any other 
Affair. But the true Reaſon is thought to be a deſign to make this Canton 
weary of the Charge they are at, in maintaining their Troops in Newufchatel, 
and by that means either force them to comply with the Project of Neutrality, 
as it was agreed upon at Baden, and deſiſt from the Alterations they have made 
in it, or elſe recall their Troops, and ſo leave that Country naked, and expos d 
to the Invaſions of the French, whenever they ſhall think the Conjuncture 
favourable. This Reſolution of thoſe Catholick Cantons, it's ſuppos'd, is 
taken in concert with the French Ambaſſador. However, it certainly favours 
as well as we could wiſh our Deſign of keeping a Body of Troops in that Coun- 
try all the Summer, provided the King of Pruſſia and the Allies make a right 
uſe of it, by bearing the Charges this Canton muſt be at upon that account. 
But if neither they nor he will caſe this Canton of that Expence, it is almoſt 
certain that we ſhall fall into their Snare, and that this Canton will ina little 
time recall its Troops, and agree to the Project of Baden, without the neceſſary 
Alterations and Securities.

Since the above written, Berne has thought fit to aſſemble a Diet of the Pro-

I Write under all the concern imaginable, being ſenſible that the Affront 
I they have done me here, is of the higheſt nature, as you will ſee by my 
Memorial; and unleſs it is repaired in the moſt publick manner, it will reflect 
extremely on the Honour of the Queen, and the whole Nation. This has 
been occaſioned by the Roguery and Villany of one B— a Merchant, Son 
to Mr. B in the City, who inveigled and perſuaded two of my Boatmen 
to go on board a Ship, and load from it ſome Cloth, which is prohibited 
here. It is well known, that the Boat of an Ambaſſador is fo ſacred, that 
it is not to be viſited or ſtop d on any account whatſocver ; tho there was a Pri- 
ſoner of State in it. This made B-— conclude, that his Cloth was ſecure; 
tho my Honour and Reputation muſt have ſuffered; for it could not but he 
| known here, tho' this had not happened, which I find he did not value, and 
which I can never forgive him. As ſoon as I was acquainted with what had 
happened, I ſent my Memorial of complaint to the College, and received the 
fame day the Anſwer of the Senate, which I ſend your Lordſhip, and where- 
in they diſown any Direction or Orders, as I could caſily imagine they would, 
the Matter not being to be juſtified ; but it is impoſſible to believe that theſe 
Perſons dared to have done it without Orders from ſome Perſon of the State; 
and it js often their way here (to keep up their Credit with the People) to cauſe 
ſome Affront to publick Miniſters, which is done openly, and then they diſ- 
own it, and make Excuſes at the Courts of their Maſters, which they take care 
ſhall not be belie ved here. But the French King has never ſuffer d ſuch a Pro- 
cceding, and his Reparation has been always publick, and in the higheſt man- 
ner. I find by their Anſwer, that they have ordered the Men to be ſent to Pri- 
ſon. I hope they will not let them eſcape, if they truly mean to give me a 
publick Reparation, which I intend to inſiſt on, and that the Puniſhment of 
theſe Perſons may be equal to the Offence ; always reſerving whatſoever fur- 
ther Satisfaction the Queen ſhall think fit to demand. I muſt oblerve to your 
Lordſhip, the ConjunAure of this Proceeding. It was done the day after, 
the French Ambaſſador had acquainted the College, that the P. Prince of Males 
was at Dunkirk, in order to go to Scotland, where the whole Nation was in 
Arms, and had declared for him, &c. I was uneaſy till my Letters from 
England told me that all was quiet there. I ſent my Memorial before they 
arrived, and I am ſure, that had they not brought that Advice, I ſhould not 
have had ſuch an Anſwer; tho' I muſt obſerve, that the Senate does not men- 
tion the Queen, but only the Briziſh Crown. It is not to be imagined with 
what Indignity ſeveral of the Noblemen here talk of the Queen, whole name 
is a Terror to all her Enemies, and whole Protedtion the greateſt part of Eu- 
rope deſires, and ſhould her Ambaſſador be treated in ſuch a manner, without 
having the ut moſt Satisfaction? I do not doubt but the Queen will lupport me, 
and I do promiſe your Lordſhip, that I will proceed in ſuch a manner (till I 
have her Majeſty's Orders) that all the World {hall juſtify me. I muſt beg 
that you will lay this whole Matter þefore her Majeſty, and I hope, and do de- 
ſixe, that the Venetian Ambaſſador ſhould have notice not to come into the 
Queen's Preſence, till I have an intire Reparation, and that this may be done 
at Venice.

I have (ome reaſon to believe that theſe Fellows had their Or- 
ders from the Inquiſitor of the Cuſtoms, and if I could prove that, he ought 
to be the Perſon who ſhould give the Satisfaction. If rhe Senate had juſtified 
the Fact, I ſhould have been obliged to have gone immediately out of their State, 
and then waitcd for the Queen's Orders. Had they acquainted me, as they ought 
to have done, that my Boatmen brought in prohibited Goods; I ſhould have 
been the firſt to have deſired that they might be puniſhed, which they knew 
was always my Intention, having often declared it; ſo that the Offence ſeems 
to have been given delignedly.

They ſent their Secretary to him with a 
Letter, to deſire him to employ his good Offices with the King his Maſter, to- 
wards ſettling the Neutrality, and reſtoring the Commerce between Neuf- 
chatel and Franche Comte, which has been interrupted ever ſince the Inveſti- 
ture given to the King of Pruſſia, and furniſh'd him with proper Documents, 
to prove that Country had been always deem d part of Suiſſerland, and as ſuch 
entitled to the ſame Peace and Neutrality, which the reſt of it enjoys. Upon 
the Receipt of this Letter, Mr. de Puiſieulx reſolv'd to ſend his Secretary and

He may alſo ſay, that this laſt time, it was 
not my Boat, but B— ,s, which I hear is true: but all the Gondola s, that are 
ordinarily made uſe of are alike, and what makes it the Boat of an Ambaſſador 
is the Men and the Livery. Beſides they told them, that it was my Boat upon 


their firſt coming, and then they went off, but returned. The manner in 


which I have lived here, and the Expence I have made, might have convinced 


them, that I was above all thoſe little mean Actions; and I have not made the 
leaſt uſe of any of the Privileges, Ambaſladors have undoubtedly here, which 


the French Ambaſſador maintains to the utmoſt point, having above 50o per- 


ſons in his Liſt, and under his Protection, his Boats bringing in what they 
pleaſe, and no Officer of the Republick dares come into his Quarters, for fear 


of bcing ſhot ; which would certainly be done, and the French King would 


lupport him in it, and I hear he has Inſtructions for ſo doing. They have had | 
here ſome Intention of remedying that Matter, but dare not put it in execution. 
So I ſuppoic they were to try how I would reſent it, and if it had paſled, they 


had gained their Point. I could not but demand the Cloth, for the 
Reaſons you will (ce in the Memorial: beſides, as it is prohibited, it muſt have 
been burned publickly, and all Venice would have ſcen it done, and ſaid it was 
that which was taken out of the Brztzſh Ambaſlador's Boat, which was what I 
_ oughtnot to tuffer. As to the Puniſhment of thoſe Fellows, by putting them 

in the Pillory, there is nothing in it but what is uſual, whenever the Puniſh- 
ment is made publick, and the ſending them to the Galley before the Place is of 
the lame nature; and if they had done it, I am ſure they would not have re- 


maincd there long. For now they are in Priſon, the Inquiſitor, who has been 


the Occaſion of all this, has ſent Orders to the Goaler to treat them very well, 
and I hear they have had Money ſent them. I do underſtand that all in the Se- 
nate, who have had the Character of Ambaſſador in any place, were for granting 
what I deſire, except Erizzo, who was in England, and he was violently 
againſt it à as were thoſe who know nothing of the World, and take themſelves 


to be ſovercign Princes. This State recalled their Ambaſlador lately from 
Rome, upon a Punctilio, without taking leave of the Pope. I ſend your 


| Lordſhip the French King's Letter to the Pope, on the occaſion of the intended 


Invaſion, where you will fee that they think this Matter very ſure, &c. I

ſo righteous a Caſe, for our Holy Faith, the chief Object of all our Actions. 
Wie have now thought good to let him depart from this our Royal Seat, on the 
7th of March, in order to embark himſelf on a Fleet, where every thing has 
been prepared for him, with ſufficient Forces to eſtabliſh him on the Throne; 
after he ſhall have been received on his Arrival, by the faithful People of Srot- 
land, and proclaimed as their true and lawful King. I have thought it fit not 
to omit ſending you this important News, that by your Ardour the Union ofour 
Holy Mother the Church may increaſe in that Kingdom, and that God may 
proſper him whilſt the time is favourable. It is now, Holy Father, your Buſineſs 
to accompany him by your Zeal with your holy Benediction, which J alſo ask 
for my ſeif; and I remain, Holy Father, your moſt loving Son.

It is certain, that 
the Conjuncture they have taken here, to act as they have done, ought to be 
a Reaſon to reſent it in the higheſt manner that is poſſible; and Ido not doubt, 
if we do ſo, but they will do what we pleaſe, rather than break with the 
Qucen.

As ſoon as 
ever the French King's Ratification comes, this Canton will recall the Re- 
mainder of its Troops from Neufehatel, and Count Metternich will diſmiſs 
| thoſe he had raisd in the Country; fo that by this Convention the King of 
Pruſſia will remain in quiet Poſſeſſion of that Principality till the general Peace, 
at which time he mult take care to get it further ſecur'd to him by Treaty with 
| France. Since my laſt, the Banderet Willading is choſen Avoyer, in the 
room of Avoyer Sinner deccasd, He is very zealous for the Allies, and will 
certainly favour their Intereſt as much as he can, in all Matters wherein this 
Canton has any Influence. | Yeſterday I receiv'd the Honour of your Ex- 
cellency's Letter of the 31ſt paſt, I hope you will repreſent ſo warmly to 
Court, the Popc's Behaviour upon this Expedition of the Pretender, that Sir 
John Leak will have Orders to demand Satisfaction at Civita Vecchia. If he

count. The Calc in few words, is this: The County of Tockenbourg is 
ſubject to the Abbot of Sr. Gal, having been bought by one of his Predeceſſors 
of the laſt Lord of that Country and Name, who had no Heir ; and before he 
ſold it, gave large Privileges to his Subjects, as well for the Security of their 
Religion, as of their Liberty, which the Abbot in the Treaty of Sale pro- 
mis'd for himſelf and his Succeſſors to maintain inviolably. Notwithſtanding 
which, all the Abbots ever ſince, and particularly the preſent, have endeavour'd 
to undermine both by all ways poſlible ; ſo that the People of both Religions 
in that Country, finding Matters to grow worſe every day, united for their 
common Defence, and laſt Year applied themſelves to the Canton of Zurich, 
for Protection againſt their Abbot, to which Canton this of Berne join d in the 
fame Cauſe : whereupon 6000 Men were order'd by thoſe two Cantons, to 
hold themſelves ready to march, that in caſe the Deputies they were ſending to 
the Abbot, could not obtain reaſonable Terms of him, for the Security of the 
people of Tockenbourg, that littie Army might march into the Country to force 
him to a Compliance. When the Deputies came, the Abbot finding that the 
People of both Religions in Tockenbourg, as well as the two Cantons, were 
united in the Cauſe, and reſolv'd to maintain it by force, granted their De- 
mands, and conſcnted for the preſent to leave thoſe People in the Enjoyment 
of their Religion and Liberty, and ſo that Difference was compos'd laſt Year, 
But the Abbot having ſince found means to perſuade his Catholick Subjects, 
that it is purely an Affair of Religion, and that his only Deſign is to aboliſh He- 
reſy in that Country, he has under that pretence detach'd the Catholicks from 
the Proteſtants, the former whereof now join with the Abbot, who refuſes to 
ſuffer any longer the Exerciſe of the Proteſtant Religion in that Country : upon 
which occaſion, the two Cantons of Zurich and Berne are again ſending De- 
puties to the Abbot, and if they cannot prevail with him by fair means, to 
leave the Proteſtants there in the peaceable Enjoyment of their Religion and 
Liberties, are reſolv'd to oblige him to it by force of Arms; which may pro- 
bably produce a War in this Country, if the Catholick Cantons ſhall think fit 
to eſpouſe the Abbot's Cauſe, The Deputics of this Canton ſet out from hence 
yeſterday to confer with Zurich, where they are to agree upon the Meaſures that 
are proper to be taken in this Affair.

$ nothing can contribute ſo much to the Advantage of any State, as 
the Encouragement of Commerce, and as the Trade betwixt Great- 
Britain and this M. S. State is viſibly declined, to the great prejudice of both; 


I am ordered by the Queen my Sovereign, to lay before your Serenity ſuch 
Propoſitions as may in tome meaſure heal thoſe Evils, and be a Foundation for 
a Treaty of Commerce to be fixed hereafter. The Propoſitions are: | 


1. That all Britiſb Ships be for the future freed of the Tax, called the 


Convoy of the Gulph, being 120 Ducats for every Ship, be ſhegreat or ſmall, 


they having never received any Protection, or Benefit, after this Impoſition. 
2. That no Brit iſp Shipping be obliged to pay 10 Ducats for the Pilots of Ir 
tria, except when they ſtop there and deſire a Pilot. 5 
3. That the Britiſp Sailors, that deſert their Ships, ſhall not be ſuffered to 
ſue for their Pay; and that when any ſhall have taken refuge on board the Men 
of War of Venice, or other Ships, they ſhall be returned to their Veſſels, and 
their reſpective Commanders, without any ſort of Refuſal. 

4. That the Subjects of Great Britain reſiding in Venice, ſhall not bencather 5 


b obliged to lend any Money to the Republick; ; and that what has been al- 


ready lent, in the ſaid manner, ſhall by them be deducted, with the Intereſt, 


- out of the Duties they pay. 


5. That the Authority of the n Vecchia be reſtrain 'd, and they be 


hindered from impoſing a Price on the Britiſb Fiſh, which is imported. And 
as the Payment of the ſeveral Duties on the Imports on all ſorts of Fiſh, and 
the Duties paid on their Exports towards the Terra Firma, or elſewhere, are 
ſo great, that this is a Bar to the Conſumption of them; it is therefore pro- 
| poſed, for the general Advantage of the Republick, as well as for that of Great 
Britain, that after the Duties on the Importation of Fiſh ſhall be paid, any 
part thereof may be exported ; and that they ſhall hereafter not be obliged to 
pay any other Duties. 


6. That all the Subjects of Great Britain ſhall have liberty to import into 


Venice, and to export from thence into other Dominions, all ſorts of Manu- 
factures, or Products of Great Britain, without paying any ſort of Duty, as 


is practiſed at Leghorn, and other Free-Ports : on condition that ſuch Goods 
be depoſited in tome convenient place, which ſhall be fixed on for that end, 
under the Direction of the Republic. 

7. That the Britiſh fine Cloth may be allowed to be imported, an ſold, 


paying a moderate Duty, that ſo it may not hurt the Venetian Fabricks. It 


is well known that a great Quantity is now imported, and ſold, which ſhews 


the Neceſſity of allowing it 5 and in this manner the State will Ps Benefit 


from it. 
8. That the Britiſh Ships may hereafter be permitted to load for any Port 


in the Levant, or elſewhere, tho' any other Ship, or Ships, of any Nation 
whatever, ſhould load for that Port at the fame time. 


9. And, for the better Encouragement of the Britiſb Ships wading to Ve- 


nice, that all ſuch Ships ſhall have full liberty to load all ſorts of Goods in the 


Gulph of Venice. 
10. And, as the Uncertainty of the Value of the Money of Venice, is a very 


grcat Diſcouragement to Trade, the Merchants not knowing the true Price at 


which they (ell their Goods, before they are actually paid for them; it is deſired 
that the current Money be fixed to a certain Value, above which it ſhall not be 
paid, nor received. | 
11. And as the Proveditor: of the 8 Iſlands, 2 the aides — 
there, demand, above the Duties to be paid for the Currans, half a Crown for 


I e every 
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every thouſand Weight for the Currans exported ; it is deſired that an effec- 
tive Remedy be applied to hinder this, the Factors in thoſe Iſlands not daring 
to refuſe the Payment of any Sum demanded by thoſe Governors and Officers, 
tho' unjuſtly impoſed. And as the ſmall Duties of the Currans are pay ed ac- 
cording to the Value, which is not only very uncertain, but the Governors 
often oppreſs People by over-valuing them; it is propoſed, to remedy this, 
and to prevent all other Abuſes, that the Payments of the ſaid Duties be fixed 
to the value of ten Crowns for every thouſand Weight, and no more. 
T2. And it is further propoſed, to prevent all Diſputes about the obtaining 
of leave to load at the Currans Iflands, that, according to the old Rule, all 
Britiſh Ships that arrive at Venice, tho but two third ioaden, ſhall have their 
Franchiſe, of which the Proprictors may ſerve themſelves, when, and as their 
Occaſions ſhall require it, and that the Franchiſe ſhall be granted, in like man- 
ner to all Britiſb Ships ſo loaden with Goods of the Levant.

A Memorial preſented by the Venetian Ambaſſador at London, on 
the 18th of April, 1708. O.S. 
Tranſlated out of French. 
Madam, | | 
E underwritten Ambaſſador of the moſt Serene Republick of Venice, 
| preſents himſelf before your Majeſty, by order of his Senate, to inform 
you of what has paſſed at Venice, in regard to my Lord Mancheſter your Am 
baſſador, and of what the Senate has done in conſideration of the Eſteem and 
Reſpect which it has for your Majeſty. On the 26th of March laſt paſt, was 
found, in a Canal leading to Venice, a Gondola rowed by two Gondoliers, with 
the Livery of my Lord Mancheſter, laden with Engliſh Cloth, taken out of 
a Veſſel coming from this Country, and ſhe was viſited by the Officers appointed 
to ſearch all Boats in general, without any Diſtinction of Characters or Perſons, 
as that is practiſed towards all, according to the Laws of the Republick, and in 
the ſame manner as is done here to Ambaſſadors, and every body; and this 
has happened to my ſelf, ſince I was here, on ſeveral Occaſions. 1 have never 
complained of the Laws of England, and your Ambaſſador ought in the ſame 
manner to mind the Laws of the Republick, as all the other Miniſters always 
do. Your Majeſty knows that your Ambaſſador cannot pretend that two 
Gondoliers, or other Domeſticks, ſhall, under pretence of a Livery, commit 
Frauds of this nature, that not being permitted by any Prince, no more than 
by Reaſon. But your Ambaſlador has preſented a Memorial to the Senate, in 
Terms ſo improper for the Republick, that they did believe, and do believe 
ſtill, that they have ſhewn great Signs of their Conſideration, and their Eſteem 
for your Majeſty, by their receiving it as they have done. He asks there a 
publick and exemplary Reparation, and ſuch a one as may ſatisfy the Dignity 
of your Majeſty : but you ſee very well by the Caſe, according to the Repre- 
ſentation which I have the Honour to make you, that he had no reaſon at all 
to complain, and the Senate was nevertheleſs willing to ſhew the Reſpect it had 
for your Majeſty, in the Livery of your Ambaſſador, in a very particular manner, 
to pleaſe him. It was firſt done by Expreſſions the moſt honourable and diſ- 
tinguiſhing in regard to him, and they have in the ſecond place declared, that 
it had happened without Order, and even the Knowledge of the Senate : laſtly, 
by an Act of full and publick Satisfaction, they have cauſed all the Officers to 
be impriſoned without delay, and ordered that they ſhall remain there, for a 
Puniſhment of their Want of Reſpect for the Livery of the Ambaſſador of 
your Majeſty. The Senate has given an Anſwer to the firſt Memorial of my 
Lord Mancheſter, in this ample, publick manner, full of an entire Satisfaction; 
and when they expected that for this he ſhould own their Eſteem and Diſtinc- 
tion for your Majeſty, and that he would declare himſelf entirely fatisfied and 
contented, and even ask that thoſe Officers, who are ſtill in Priſon, might be 
ſet at liberty; he preſents a ſecond Memorial on the 2d of April, with 
ſuch outrageous Pretenſions, that the Senate was ſurprized at it, and has thought 
fit to appoint me to anſwer it, by ordering me to repreſent the whole to your 
Majeſty ; hoping that your Juſtice will weigh the Irregularity of the Demands 
of your Ambaſſador, and will think that the Impriſonment of eleven Officers 
is the moſt authentick Mark of Conſideration, that could be ſhewn him. Be- 
ſides, as I have repreſented to your Majeſty, they have gone beyond all other 
Reflections, and they have not took that notice, which ſome extravagant Ex- 
preſſions of my Lord Mancheſter deſerved ; the Senate has condeſcended to 
impriſon all theſe Men, only out of the Regard and Eſteem they protels for your 
Majeſty, and your Ambaſlador who repreſents you; and this as a 9 —— 
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Affection they have for him. The Senate is therefore fully convinced that your 
Majeſty will diſapprove, that they have dared to offend againſt the Laws of the 
Republick, under the Pretext of the Livery of your Ambaſſador. The Senate 
is alſo confident that the Juſtice of your Majeſty will be fully perſuaded, by the 

Reaſons I have the Honour to giye you, of our Rights, and of the Diſtinctions 
ſhe vn to your Ambaſſador out of regard to your Majeſty. And Iam alſo or- 
dered to preſent myſelf before your Majeſty, to pray you to order your Am- 
baſſador to inſiſt no longer on this Fact, and to declare himſelf ſatisfied with 
What has been done by the Senate, and that he is to ask that the Priſoners be ſet 


at liberty. I ſhall add to this, that to hinder all Abuſes to the prejudice of the 
Rights of the Cuſtoms of Venice, there have been Laws made there, which 


permit all Ambaſſadors to bring in certain Proviſions for the uſe of their Tables, 


but to do it by a Certificate ſigned with their Name, and ſealed with their Seal; 
with this Reſtriction, that all that is over and above, is by the ſame Law de- 


Your Majeſty's Am- 
baſſador has informed himſelf as ſoon as he came to Venice of this Regulation, 
as may be ſcen by ſeveral Certificates under his nand, which are till in 
being.

1 really out of countenance to have been prevented by your Excellency, 
to whom I am ſo much obliged already for the great Civilities I received at 
Venice. had a great mind to have returned by the ſame way, to have paid 
my Reſpects to yout Excellency ; but was fo preſsd by my Orders to loſe no 
time, that I could not follow my Inclination. What your Excellency is 
pleaſed to mention of the Project, has not been thought of for this Year ; thoſe 
who are to execute it, bid me aſſure the King, that it ſhall be attempted the 
next year. The State of the Situation of our domeſtick Affairs did not make 
it poſſible this laſt Winter to give all the Attention neceſſary to the buſineſs of 
Spain. Now that matter ſeems to be well fix d there, and that we hope to 
have another good Parliament, I think vigorous Meaſures will be purſued. In 
the mean time, we have reaſon to hope for ſomething very conſiderable in 
Flanders, where I left my Lord Duke of Marlborough reſolved to puſh, and 
very confident of Succeſs; and if I am not miſtaken, he had reſolved on ſuch 
a Plan of the Campaign, as muſt force the Enemies to Action, or remain Spec- 
tators of the loſs of ſeveral of their beſt Towns, which lead into France. If 
the laſt News we have be true, that the Princes of France go to the Army, 1 
am the more encouraged to hope for an Action; and I am apt to believe, that 
before the fifteenth of June we ſhall have ſomething from thence very conſi- 
derable. As to the Country where I am going, the Enemies ſeem to have 
neglected the great Advantages they had, and not to be in a condition to at- 
tempt any thing conſiderable : ſo that, if our Fleet arrives ſpecdily, and that 
ve get from 1zaly the two thouſand Horſe, and the five thouſand Imperialiſts, 
which have been deſtin'd there, I ſhould hope we may act offeniively. I have 
taken up at Turin and Genoa ſix and twenty thouſand Piſtoles, which I carry 
in two clean Frigots to ſupply our preſent Neceſſities, till ſuch time as the Fleet 
comes; which I hope will be approved of in England, for at preſent whilſt I 
am here, 'tis impoſſible to make uſe of and draw together the Forces we have 
there, for want of Money. Another favourable Symptom for the Affairs of 
Catalonia, and which makes me hope that Providence will take care of us, is 
the timely Death of Count Noyelles, ſo that Mareſchal Staremberg will have 
nothing in his way to hinder him from acting as he ſhall judge beſt, and he has 
given ſuch Proofs of his Ability, that we may reaſonably expect matters will be

Have received the honour of your Lordſhip's of the 2oth and 23d of 
April, with. a Copy of the Venetian Ambaſſador s Memorial, and the An- 

ſwer to it by the Queen's Order. I cannot but wonder how ſuch a Repreſen- 

ſation could be made by him, and I cannot but think he muſt have had Orders 
for ſo doing. As to What he lays down in relation to Ambaſſadors, the 

Facts are falſe; and the whole of it was to blind the Eyes of the Miniſters in 

England, and to fling all the Aſperſions imaginable on me: but it has met 

with ſo juſt an Anſwer from your Lordſhip, that I need not ſay any more on 

that Subject. Your Proceedings were ſent by an Expreſs to the Republick; 
upon which, they deputcd the Procurator Foſcarinz, to treat with me on. this 

Occaſion, tho he was unwilling, for ſome time, to expreſs that he had thoſe 

Orders; and I declared poſitively, I would not meet upon any other Point, till 

this Matter was over, and this Morning I had a Conference with him at St. 

George's Convent. He began with all the Expreſſions of the Honour and Re- 

ſpe& the Senate had for her Majeſty, and made me a great many Compliments, 

as is uſual. Dut he ſoon found that the Memorial, preſented by Monſieur Cor- 
naro, made me, with Reaſon, doubt of theſe Aſſurances. I would have ar- 
gued with him on every Paragraph, but he told me, he had no Orders to juſ- 
tify that Memorial; and aſſured me, that it was not ſent from hence, and told 
me the manner in which it was brought about that Monſicur Cornaro had any 
Orders, and that the Intention of the Senate was to have made an end of this 

Matter with me; but ſome of the Friends of Cornaro over-ruled it, that fo he 
might have the honour of doing it with the Queen. This may partly be true, 

but I can aſſure you that the French Fleet's being gone from Dunkirk was the 
chief Reaſon. I ſee by him, that the Senate would eaſily diſown their Am- 

baſſador, and they are now ſenſible that they have not taken one right Step in 
all this Matter, but the firſt, I told him that the Senate knew very well what 
the Queen expected, ſo it depended on them whether they would continue the 
good Correſpondence or no. That what I had demanded, as a Satisfaction, 
in the Queen's Name, I ſhould now do by her poſitive Orders. That it was 

no more in my power, but I muſt act as I was directed, and that I hoped the 
Senate would ſeriouſly conſider of this Matter, I argued with him on the Pu- 
niſhment, and he could ſay nothing but to the Point of the Piliory, and ſaid, 
that if that was done, the Men wonld be ſtoned to death. This is nothing but 

a Fallacy, and Icould not agree with him in the leaſt: but if there was any A 

prehenſion, they might put a Guard. I found by him that this firſt Meeting 
Was to diſcourſe in general, and to repreſent to the Senate what I inſiſted on. 

We are to meet again in a few days; then, I take it, it will be determin'd ſome 
way or other; and I ſhall act accordingly about leaving this Place, as your Lord- 
ſhip has directed me. I cannot tell but by the Methods of their Government 
they may keep me longer than otherwiſe they ought to do: but your Lordſhip 
may be aſſured that I will take care to ſupport the Dignity of the Queen to the 
utmoſt degree.

Senate, which put put me under a neceſſity of ſtaying till I know her Majeſty's 
further Pleaſure. I could not avoid taking notice of ſeveral matters in Mr. Cor- 
naros Memorial, as alſo of ſome Expreſſions for which they aſſure me he had 
no Orders, which he knows beſt. As to what relates to me, they have ſaid all 
that is poſſible in their Anſwer, unleſs they had intirely diſowned their Am- 
baſſador. For my part, I deſired nothing of this nature, but only the Satiſ- 
faction which was due to her Majeſty ; having had the honour of her Approba- 
tion in every ſtep I have made, as they know very well: and your Lordſhip's 
exccuting the Queen's Orders in that manner, and with ſo much Reſolution, 
has put me in a condition of getting out of this Affair, much to the Queen's 
honour. What remains of the Satisfaction to be made, is that of the Pil- 
lory, which they do not poſitively refuſe. They repreſent to me, that theſe 
Perſons, by their Office, cannot avoid diſobliging a great many; and if they 
are put in the Pillory, theſe will take that opportunity of revenging them 
ſelves ; which may poſſibly be: but what weighs moſt with me is, that ſome 
cvil-· intentioned People may take this occaſion of raiſing a diſturbance in the 
City, they having no Guards here. l have juſt now ſeen Procurator Foſ- 
carini, and I have deſired to know what Expedient they propoſe in lieu of the

mentioned to him, in diſcourſe, if theſe Men were brought from the Priſon

"i and not finding a Diſpoſition in the Senate to grant me the Satisfaction 
which the Queen of Great-Britain my Sovercign has demanded, and which 
ſhe expects, I can no longer defer the obeying the Orders of her Majeſty to 
retire out of this State: and at the ſame time I judge it to be proper to ſet all 
this whole Proceeding in its true Light, that ſo the Indignity offered to the 
Crown of Ereat- Britain may be manifeſt to all the World, as alto the little 
Eſteem this Republick ſhews to have for it, when ſhe protects ſuch Offenders 
by not puniſhing of them; tho” ſhe declares that it was done without her Or- 
ders, or Knowledge, and even without the Order of any Magiſtrate what- 
ever. Iam aſtoniſhed at it, and it is impoſſible not to imagine that this State 
had other Views, and Meaſures to take; and truly the Conjuncture in which 
it happened ſhews it. The Memorial which Mr. Cornaro, Ambaſlador of this 
State, has preſented at London on the 18th of April, has received there ſo 
juſt an Anſwer in every Particular, that I would not take any notice of it, if 
it were not for ſome Poſitions aſlerted there, which no publick Miniſter can 
ever allow, and which no Prince will ever ſuffer: nor can any State make 
ſuch aLaw, without deſtroying what is ſuperior to it, the Law of Nations, 
which is the Foundation of all Friendſhip and Correſpondence. Beſides | 
this, the Privileges of publick Miniſters are different, according as Cuſtom and 
good Reaſons have fixed and eſtabliſhed them, which every Ambaſſador is 
_ obliged to maintain, till his Sovereign, whom he repreſents, thinks fit to give 
it up, as particularly in this State the Franchiſe of their Quarters, the Pro- 
tection of thoſe to whom he thinks fit to grant it; beſides ſeveral others, too 
many in number to be mentioned. Theſe arc hitherto maintain'd, and with 
_ Juſtice, by the Ambaſſadors of the Emperor, and of France, by order of their 
Sovereigns; and I take this Opportunity of aſſuring your Serenity and this M. 
S. Republick, that I ſhould have done the ſame thing, if I had met with any 
Diſpute of this nature. But the Maxim which Mr. Cornaro advances is very 
extraordinary, that all Boats, whereby he means to ſay the Gondola's of 
Ambaſſadors, for that is the preſent Caſe, are viſited, and then he goes on, 
and ſays without Diſtinction of Perſons or Characters.

detained, will be a ſufficient Proof of the Diſpleaſure felt by the Senate, at 
the Accident which happencd to your Boat, and Livery, without our Precog- 
nition, or that of the Magiſtrates. But finding afterwards by your ſecond 
Memorial produced to us, and at the Conferences held with our moſt beloved 
Nobleman the Cavalier and Procurator Foſcarini, your further Deſires ; there-

of whom he kill'd a great number, and took moſt of the reſt Priſoners. The 


Enemy then form'd their Line, and the Battle began about five, and laſted with 


great Firmneſs till near ten at night, it being chiefly the Foot that were en- 


gaged, the Enemy till retiring ; ſo that beſides a great Slaughter, we made 
great numbers of Priſoners. We cannot yet give the Particulars of this great 
Victory; but ſome thouſands of Priſoners, and among them ſome General 


Officers, are already brought into Town. Forty Squadrons of Horſe, with 
twenty Battalions of Foot are in purſuit of the reſt of their Army, which is

We are 
in great Expectation of Sir John Leake's being ſail d for Catalonia, where the 
Succours from Italy will have been very much wanted, ſince we hear the Duke 
of Orleans perſiſted in the Siege of Tortoſa, notwithſtanding the Loſs of his 
 Proviſion-Ships taken by our Fleet. Your Lordſhip will have heard with

We are under this Difficulty, that the Land we 
have there, with the Iſland of Majorca, will not afford Grain enough to feed 
the Army and Country ; for which reaſon weare now going with the Fleet, 
to try if we can reduce the Ifland of Sardinia, to the Obedience of King 
Charles. The Troops we have to do it with are our Seamen, 1200 Marines, 
and ſome unmounted Spaniſb Dragoons ; and if half be true of what is repre-

and ſent a Summons to the Vice-King, to render the Town and Kingdom of 
| Sardinia to the Obedience of King Charles, with a Letter to the Burghers to 
_ aſſure them of their Effects and antient Privileges, in caſe they made their ſaid 
Obedience. The Officer ſent had leave to wait four Hours for an Anſwer, if 
required; at which time, being night, he returned, with Anſwer from the 
Vice-King, that it was ſo late that he could not that Night get all the Govern- 
ment together, but would do it in the Morning, and ſend their Anſwers. We 
judged it beſt to keep on the Fright and cauſe no Delay, and that Inſtant be- 
gan bombarding, and hove that night 120 Shells into the Town; and 
landed our Men at the point of day, and as ſoon as it was light the Vice-King 
ſent off a Flag of Truce, to deſire to capitulate ; after which the Mob took 
| poſſeſſion of the Gates, and delivered them up to us. Thus we have got a 
City much ſtronger than Barcelona, and that has 87 Braſs Cannon mounted, 
and the whole Ifland, without the Lofts of a Man, In our Capitulation we 
obliged them to furniſh Catalonia immediately with 1400 Tuns of Corn, and 
| to-morrow it will fail for Catalonia, it being imbarked in our Tranſports. 
l Laſt Night we received Letters from the King of Spain, and Mr. Stanhope, 
and News that the King had appointed 1500 Soldiers under Mr. Stanhope, to 
go to reduce the Iſland of Majorca, and the Fortreſs of Porto Mahone. He 
deſires our Aſſiſtance in the ſame; on which we this Morning agreed to go to 
that Service, and to-morrow we ſail for that Iſland, and tho' the French have 
a Garriſon there, yet if the Weather proves good, I believe I may ſay we ſhall 
carry it. This will ſute us in viſiting the Pope, as we intended, for helpin 
the Pretender, till another Seaſon. But after this Service our Winrer-Ships will go 
to Naples, to convoy to Catalonia the Troops the King expects from thence, and 
the reſt of our Ships will be obliged to go home to refit for next Year, G. I 
am, Cc. .
